Beedved,  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, — three-fifths  of  the  mem- 
bers of  each  house  concurring  therein, — That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  proposed  to  the 
electors  of  this  State,  to  vote  at  the  next  annual  State  election,  upon  Uie  approval 
or  rejection  of  the  following  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  first,  second,  fifth, 
sixth  and  eleventh  sections  of  the  fourth  article  of  ihe  Constitution  of  itns  State, 
to  wit: 

ARTICLE   IV/ 

THE   JUDIOZART. 

Sbctiojn  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State,  in  a  Superior  Court  for  each  county.  Courts  of  Common  rleas. 
Probate  Courts,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  in  such  other  courts  inferior  to  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  Superior  Courts  of  the  counties,  as  the  General  Assembly 
may,  from  time  to  time,  establish. 

Seo.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  shall  consist  of  seven  judges ;  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum,  or  to  pronounce  a 
decision.  It  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  quo-wairanto,  mandamus,  habeas 
corpus,  and  procedendo  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by 
law.  It  shall  hold,  at  least,  one  term  every  year,  at  the  seat  of  government,  and 
such  other  terms  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  provided  by 
law. 
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Jadm  of  the  Sopreme  Court  ahall  be  elected  as  follows  :  The  State  shall  be 
diridea  into  seven  distriotSy  each  of  compact  territory,  and  bounded  by  county 
lines ;  and  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors 
of  each  of  such  districts. 

Sxo.  3.  The  Superior  Court  of  each  county  shall  be  composed  of  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  any  two  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  be  com- 
petent to  dispose  of  the  business  of  the  court ;  and  it  shall  be  held  in  each  county 
of  the  State,  at  least  once  in  every  year.  And  the  General  Assembly  may,  by 
law,  authorize  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  fix  the 
time  for  holding  the  terms  of  the  Superior  Court  for  each  county. 

Sso.  4.  The  Superior  Court  of  each  county  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in 
quo-warranto,  ^mandamus,  habeas  corpus,  and  procedendo,  and  the  trial  of  indict- 
menta  for  mmnder,  when  liie  accused  shall,  before  plea,  elect  to  be  tried  therek ; 
and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  The  judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  rleas,  hereafter  elected,  shall 
be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  several  counties  composing  the  Common  Pleas 
district  to  which  they  respectively  beloBg. 

Sbo.  6.  The  supreme  court  hereby  constituted  shall  be  the  successor  of  the 
present  supreme  court,  in  all  its  powers  and  duties ;  and  all  cases  pending  shall  be 
proceeded  in  as  though  no  change  had  been  made  in  the  court.  And  the  superior 
court  for  each  county  shall  be,  in  Uke  manner^  the  successor  of  the  district  court 
of  such  county  ;  and  all  cases  pending  in  the  district  court  shall  be  proceeded  in  by 
the  superior  court  as  if  no  change  had  been  made  in  the  district  court 

Sbo.  7.  This  amendment  shall  supercede  and  take  the  place  of  sections  1,  2,  5, 
6  and  1 1  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  constitution  of  the  State ;  and  it  shall  ^e 
effect  on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1860^  on  which  day  the  first  election  of  judges 
of  the  supreme  court  herein  provided  for  shall  take  place  pursuant  hereto,  and 
under  such  regulations  «8  the  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe.  And  the  term  of 
office  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  first  elected  as  herein  provided,  shall  com- 
mence on  the  firat  day  of  May,  1860,  ui^til  which  time  the  judges  of  Uie  supreme 
court  provided  for  in  the  present  constitution,  shall  continue  in  the  full  exercise  of 
their  powers  and  duties. 

Sbo.  8.  The  districts  for  the  election  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court, 
shall  be  as  foUows : 

The  counties  of  Hamilton,  Butler  and  Clermont  shall  constitute  the  first  district. 

The  counties  of  Preble,  Darke,  Montgomery,  Miami,  Champaign,  Warren, 
Greene,  Clinton,  Clarke,  Madison,  Logan,  Union  and  Fayette,  the  second  district. 

The  counties  of  Adams,  Brown,  Highland,  Ross,  Pickaway,  Pike,  Scioto,  Fair- 
field, Hocking,  Vinton,  Jackson,  Perry,  Muskingum,  Gallia  and  Lawrence,  the  third 
district. 

The  counties  of  Guernsey,  Noble,  Morgan,  Washington,  Athens,  Meigs,  Monroe, 
Belmont,  Jefferson,  Harrison,  Tuscarawas,  Carroll  and  Stark,  the  fourth  district. 

The  counties  of  Columbiana,  Mahoning,  Trumbull,  Ashtabula,  Portage,  Geauga, 
Lake,  Summit,  Medina,  Cuyahoga,  Lorain,  Huron  and  Erie,  the  fifth  district. 

The  counties  of  Coshocton,  Holmes,  Wayne,  Ashland,  Bichland,  Enox,  Licking, 
Morrow,  Crawford,  Marion,  Delaware  and  Franklin,  the  sixth  district,  and

commodities  passing  over  said  railroad,  as  to  the  president  and  directors  shall  seem 
reasonable;  uid  it  is  provided  and  enacted  that,  in  addition  to  such  toll  or  other 
compensation,  all  tonage  of  whatsoever  kind  or  description,  except  the  ordinary 
baffgage  of  passengers,  loaded  or  received  at  any  point  on  the  said  Pennsylvania 
noEroad  between  the  eities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Harrisburgh,  or  at  either  of  said 
cities,  and  carried  or  conveyed  on  or  over  the  same,  more  than  twenty  miles, 
between  the  tenth  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each  and  every 
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year,  shall  be  subject  to  a  toll  or  duty,  for  the  use  of  the  said  commonwealth  of 
PennsylYania,  at  the  rate  of  five  mills  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  two  thousand 
pounds,  to  be  collected  by  the  said  company  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said 
commonwealth,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  times  specified  in  the  said  act.    And, 

Whbre4s,  By  the  act,  supplementary  to  the  act  aforesaid,  approved  by  the 
Oovernor  of  the  commonwealth  aforesaid,  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty  eight,  it  is  further  provided  and  enacted  that, 
the  tax  or  tonage  of  five  mills  per  ton  per  mile,  from  the  tenth  of  March  to  the 
first  of  December,  payable  to  the  State  treasury,  under  the  provisions  of  the  first 
named  act,  be  commuted  to  a  tax  of  three  mills  per  ton  per  mile  during  the  whole 
^ear,  under  certam  conditions,  in  said  last  mentioned  act  specified.  To  which  said 
impositions  of  toll  or  duty  on  tonage,  the  congress  of  the  United  States  have  not, 
at  any  time,  consented.    And, 

Whebeas,  The  toll  or  duty  on  tonage,  so  imposed  as  aforesaid,  is  a  grievous 
and  unwarrantable  burden  upon  the  people  of  this  State,  in  the  transit  of  their 
merchandize  and  other  commodities  through  and  in  the  said  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  the  importation  thereof  into  the  State,  and  the  exportation  of  the  same  to  other 
markets.

years.  The  mayor  of  the  ci^  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  board  of  police 
commissioners,  and  shall  be  tne  chairman  of  said  board.

conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  offices  respectively,  and 
shall  also  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  such 
oflSces  respectively.    The  city  council  shall  have  power,  with  or  without  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  mayor,  to  remove  any  of  the  officers  above  named,  for  neglect 
of  duty,  misconduct,  or  other  sufficient  cause ;  and  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  such 
removsJ  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  original  appoint- 
ments.   The  mayor  shall,  at  the  second  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council  in 
April,  m  each  year,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may  deem  expedient,  report  to 
the  city  council  concerning  the  municipal  afiairs  of  the  city,  and  recommend  such 
measures  as  to  him  may  seem  advisable  ;  he  shall  have  power  to  sit  in  the  police 
court,  and  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  judge  thereof;  in  case  of  the  disability  or 
unavoidable  absence  of  the  police  judge,  he  shall  have,  within  the  county  in  which 
sneh  is  situated,  in  all  criminal  cases,  all  the  powers  of  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  but 
except  in  pases  of  urgency  or  necessity,  the  mayor  shall  not  be  required  to  sit  on 
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the  examination  or  hearing  of  any  criminal  charge  or  case  ;  and  warranta  issued 
by  him  shall  be  made  returnable  before  some  judge  of  the  police  court.

The  undersigned,  in  the  exercise  of  his  constitutional  right,  would*  in  behalf  of 
himself  and  a  deeply  injured  constituency,  most  solemnly  protest  against  the 
passage  of  House  Bill  No.  146  :  **  To  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice 
of  Perry  county  from  New  Lexington  to  Somerset/'  for  reasons  following,  to  wit : 

MrH.  Because  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  Perry  county  are  opposed  to 
the  passage  of  said  bill  and  to  objects  sought  to  be  accomplished  by  it. 

Second.  Because  the  passage  of  said  bill  is  equivalent  to  a  declaration  of  war 
between  different  portions  of  my  constituents. 

Ihird.  Because  the  passage  of  said  bill  tacitly  approves  of  the  admitted  out- 
rageous frauds  committed  in  the  four  townships  in  the  Somerset  interest  at  the 
election  of  1 863,  and  invites  a  repetition  of  the  same  at  the  ensuing  election.  At 
that  election  a  lar^e  portion  of  the  citisens  of  the  townships  of  Beading,  Thorn, 
Hopewell  and  Madison  conspired  to  secure  the  removal  of  the  seat  of  justice  from 
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New  Lexington  to  Somerset^  by  polling  frandulent  and  illegal  votes,  in  which  they 
were  corruptly  aided  and  abetted  b;^  the  officers  m  charge  of  the  poll-books  in 
■aid  townships.  No  sane  man»  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  and  facts  in  the 
caaa,  can  doubt  for  a  moment  that  such  will  be  the  fact  again. 

Fcfirth.  Because  the  passage  of  said  bill  will  teach  my  constituents  on  both 
sides  of  this  question  that  in  this  instance,  at  least,  falsehood  is  stronger  than  truth, 
and  that  **  corruption  wins  more  than  honesty,'' 

lyih.  Because  the  pretended  vote  that  will  be  had  under  this  bill  will  be  a 
disgrace  not  only  in  Perry  county,  but  to  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sixth.  Because  the  passage  of  this  bill  will  be  a  direct  incentive  to  men  to 
concoct  and  conceal  election  frauds,  and  thus  prostitute  &nd  bring  reproach  upon 
tiie  ri^ht  of  suflfrage— a  right  preservative  of  all  the  other  rights  of  a  free  people 
-—a  nght  which  Ties  at  the  foundation  of  repablioan  government,  and  which  it 
should  ever  be  the  aim  of  the  Legislature  to  guard  against  contamination. 

Beinff  the  local  representative  on  this  floor,  of  the  people  to  be  effected  by  this 
bill,  and  being  more  fully  acquamted  with  the  facts  than  any  other  Senator,  I  have, 
to  the  best  of  my  ability,  endeavored  to  impress  the  foregoing  truths  upon  the  Sen- 
ate. The  failure  to  do  so,  has  been  my  misfortune,  and  not  my  fault.  It  does 
seem  that  the  persistent  falsehoods  and  misrepresentations  which  have  been  uiged 
by  lobby  agents  from  Somerset,  Lancaster,  and,  perhaps,  other  portions  of  the 
State,  have  so  forestalled  and  poisoned  the  minds  of  Senators,  that  they  could  not 
be  properly  impressed  with  the  truth  as  it  exists. 

I  feel  that  [  should  not  have  discharged  my  whole  duty  to  my  constituents,  to 
the  State,  and  to  myself,  without  submitting  this,  my  protest,  against  the  passage 
of  said  bill,  and  aslang  that  the  same  may  be  read  and  entered  upon  the  Journal 
of  the  Senate.

Oa  the  8th  of  September,  A.  D.  1852,  the  commissioners  of  the  new  lunatic 
asylums  contracted,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  April  SO,  1852,  with  D.  Richmond 
k  Co.,  for  the  construction  of  the  southern  asyhim  building  at  Dayton,  upon  a  cer- 
tsin  plan  furnished  to  the  contractor,  and  at  the  price  of  967,300. 

The  building  was  erected  and  finished,  and  the  price  contracted  for  has  been 
psid  in  full ;  but  in  the  progress  of  construction  a  large  amount  of  extra  work  was 

45*-smr.  joxm. 
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done  by  order  of  the  board  of  eommissioDers  of  the  asylonii  and  at  a  large  addi- 
tional cost.  An  examination,  under  oath,  of  this  extra  work,  was  made  bj  order 
of  the  board  of  commissioners,  dated  March  i6,  1856,  by  John  H.  Thomas,  W.J. 
Prince  and  W.  M.  Cameron,  who  were  selected  as  arbitrators  to  measure  and  de- 
termine tbe  amount  and  value  of  said  extra  work,  all  of  whom  were  builders  and 
measurers  of  carpenter  work.  The  board  of  commissioners  having  selected,  John 
H.  Thomas  and  W.  J.  Prince  was  selected  by  D.  Richmond  &  Go.^  and  they  select- 
ed W.  M.  Cameron. 

These  arbitrators  and  measurers  reported  on  the  14th  day  of  November,  A.  D. 
1856,  specifying  particularly  tho  several  items  claimed  as  extra  work,  and  not  em- 
braced in  the  contract,  and  summing  up  the  aggregate  amount  due  D.  Richmond 
&  Co.,  for  said  work,  at  §65, 896  63.  This  report  was  examined  by  H.  A.  Ackley, 
Daniel  B.  Woods,  P.  P.  Lowe  and  C.  M.  Godfrey,  trustees,  and  the  sum  of  926,- 
396.63  deducted  by  them  from  the  amount  above  stated,  as  work  which  they  held 
to  be  included  in  the  contract  cf  September  8,  1862,  and  which,  by  the  terms  of 
tbe  contract,  D.  Richmond  &  Co.  were  bound  to  perform — leaving  a  balance  of 
940,600,  which  they  determined  to  be  due  to  D.  Richmond  Sc  Co.  for  work  done 
outside  of  contract.  Subsequently  the  Legislature,  at  the  session  of  1866,  passed 
A  resolution  requiring  the  Auditor  of  State  to  withhold  26  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
claimed  for  the  construction  of  the  southern  asylum,  paying  over  only  75  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  to  the  contractors.  And  accordiogly,  on  the  19th  of  March,  1866, 
the  sum  of  830,376  was  paid  over  to  D.  Richmond  &  Co.  by  the  State,  being 
three-fourths  of  the  amount  allowed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

The  reason  of  the  Legislature  for  holding  back  the  25  per  cent,  referred  to 
above,  was  in  the  belief  that  the  work  was  badly  done,  and  overcharged.  Your 
committee  have  taken  a  considerable  Amount  of  testimony,  oral  and  written, 
upon  this  point,  and  are  perfectly  satisfied,  both  that  the  work  in  this  case 
was  well  done,  and  that  tbe  charges  for  it  are  entirely  reasonable.  The  evi- 
dence upon  this  point  is,  in  their  judgment,  conclusive.  We  submit  herewith 
so  much  of  the  testimony  as  was  in  writing. 

The  claim  of  D.Richmond  &  Co.  is  for  the  balance  not  paid  of  the  840,500  allowed 
by  the  trustees,  as  above  stated,  amounliog  to  810,125;  and  your  committee,  be- 
lieving it  to  be  justly  due,  and  ought  to  have  been  paid  long  since,  recommend  the 
adopiion  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Besdved,  That  the  standing  committee  on  Finance  be,  and  they  are  hereby  in- 
structed to  provide,  in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  for  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  (810,125),  to  D.Richmond  d^ 
Co.,  in  full  of  their  claim  for  balance  due  them  for  the  construction  of  the  southern 
lunatic  asylum,  and  all  the  buildings  connected  therewith,  as  well  as  for  all  extra 
work  connected  with  the  same.

REPORT 

SELECT  COMMITTEE  01  RULES. 


The  Select  Committee  of  three,  appointed  to  revise  and  correct  the  rules 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Senate,  has  performed  the  datj  as- 
signed to  it,  and  submits  the  following  rules,  recommending  that  they  be 
adopted  by  the  Senate,  and  that  the  present  rules  be  rescinded : 

RULES: 

OF  THE  BIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day ;  and  shall  imme- 
diately call  the  Senate  to  order. 

2.  The  President  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal  before  it  is 
read ;  he  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  Hall ;  he  shall  have  the  right 
to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair;  but  such  substi- 
tution shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

3.  '  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Senate ;  and  in  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby, 
the  President,  or  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  shall 
have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

4.  The  Senate  shall  elect,  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  the  fol- 
lowing Standing  committees,  each  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  five  Senators :  a  committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections;  on  the 
Judiciary ;  on  Finance ;  on  Claims ;  on  Public  Works  and  Public  Lands ; 
on  Eoads  and  Highways;  on  Railroads  and  Turnpikes;  on  Common 
Schools  and  School  Lands ;  on  Universities,  Colleges  and  Academies ;  on 
Medical  Societies  and  Colleges ;  on  the  Militia ;  on  Agriculture ;  on  Man- 
ufisustures  and  Commerce;   on  Municipal  Corporations;  on  Corporations 
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other  than  Municipal ;  on  the  Currency ;  on  Benevolent  Institutions ;  on 
the  Keform  School,  and  the  Asylum  for  Idiots ;  on  the  Penitentiary ;  on 
the  Library :  on  State  Buildings ;  on  New  Counties ;  on  Eetrenchmenf;  on 
the  Salaries  and  Fees  of  Public  Officers ;  on  Public  Printing ;  on  Federal 
EelatioDs;  on  Unifinished  Business;  on  Enrollment ;  and  on  Eevision; 
to  which  last  named  committee  all  bills  when  engrossed,  and  before  their 
passage,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  and  said  committee  shall  carefully 
revise  the  phraseology  thereof,  and  re-arrange  the  sections  when  necessary, 
carefully  preserving  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said  bills,  as  ordered 
to  be  engrossed. 

5.  All  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  it 
shall  be  otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case,  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  a  vote  of  the  Senate. 

6.  The  President  shall  sign  all  acta,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions, 
when  passed  by  both  houses;  and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas,  issued 
by  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  under  his  hand,  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

OF  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  SENATORS. 

7.  Whenever  a  Senator  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat 
and  respectfally  address  himself  to  "Mr.  President:  "  and  the  President 

shall  announce  him  as   "  The  Senator  from "  [naming  his  county.] 

The  Senator  may  then  speak,  either  from  his  seat  or  from  the  seat  of  any 
other  Senator  tendered  him  for  the  purpose,  or  from  the  stand. 

8.  In  all  cases,  the  Senator  who  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Presi- 
>dent,  shall  speak  first;  but  when  two  or  more  Senators  shall  rise  at  once, 

the  President  shall  announce  the  Senator  who  is  first  to  speak. 

9.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question,  except 
in  committee  of  the  Whole  Senate  or  by  leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  he  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

10.  Any  Senator,  while  discussing  a  question,  may  read  from  books, 
papers  or  documents,  any  matter  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion, without  asking  leave. 

11.  Any  Senator  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question,  which  the 
President  may  give  sitting. 

12.  Any  Senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  and  the  decis- 
ion of  the  President  as  to  its  divisibility  shall  be  subject  to  appeal,  as  in 
questions  of  order. 

18.    Every  Senator  present^  when  the  question  is  put,  shall  vote,  unless 
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the  Senate,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  A  request  to  be  excused  from 
voting  shall  not  be  in  order  unless  made  before  the  Senate  divides,  or 
before  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  commenced;  and  any  Senator 
requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting,  may  make  a  brief  statement  of  the 
reasons,  for  making  such  request,  and  the  question  shall  then  be  taken 
without  further  debate. 

14.  While  the  President  or  Chairman  is  putting  any  question,  or 
addressing  the  Senate,  •no  one  shall  walk  across  the  chamber,  and  while  a 
Senator  is  speaking  no  one  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair.  No 
person  other  than  the  Clerk  shall  remain  at  the  Clerk's  table  while  the 
ayes  and  noes  are  being  called,  or  ballots  being  counted, 

16.  Any  Senator  has  the  right  to  demand  the  yeas  and  nays  upon  any 
question  before  it  is  put;  and  upon  such  demand  the  Clerk  shall  call  the 
names  of  Senators  in  their  alphabetical  order;  and  before  the  result  is 
declared  shall  read  over  the  names  of  those  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and 
those  voting  in  the  negative,        • 

17.  Any  two  Senators  shall  have  a  right  to  demand  a  call  of  the  Senate, 
and  to  send  for  absent  Senators;  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of 
Senators  shall  be  called  by  the  Clerk  alphabetically,  and  the  absentees  noted 

18.  Any  three  Senators  have  a  right  to  demand  the  previous  question. 

19.  No  Senator  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is 
individually  interested. 

OBDBR  OF  THE  BUSINESS  FOB  THE  DAY. 

20.  As  soon  as  the  Senate  is  called  to  order,  a  quorum  being  present, 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, corrected  by  the  Senate. 

21.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read  and  corrected,  as  aforesaid,  the  Pres- 
ident shall  call  for .    The  presentation  of  petitions  and  memorials ;. 

bills  for  their  second  reading;  bills  for  their  third  reading;  notices  of 
intention  to  introduce  bills ;  the  introduction  of  bills  on  leave ;  the  reports 
of  standing  committees;  reports  of  select  committees.  The  above  business 
shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  it  is  arranged,  and  shall  not  be 
in  order  at  any  other  time,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

22.  Every  petition  and  memorial  shall  be  referred,  on  motion,  without 
putting  the  question  for  that  purpose,  unless  the  reference  is  objected  to 
at  the  time  of  its  presentation;  no  petition  or  memorial  shall  be  printed 
unless  by  special  order  of  the  Senate.  (ToOQle 
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23.  Messages  from  tlie  House,  and  communications  from  either  branch 
of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  State,  may  be  received,  read  and  dis- 
posed of  at  any  time,  except  when  the  President  is  putting  a  question, 
while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called,  or  while  ballots  are  beijag  counted. 

24.  The  interim  between  any  two  sessions  of  the  Senate,  on  the  same 
day  shall  be  termed  a  recess ;  and  on  re-assembling  at  the  appointed  hour, 
any  question  pending  at  the  time  of  taking  such  recess  shall  be  resumed 
without  any  motion  to  that  effect  « 

ON  MOTIONS  AND  QUESTIONS. 

25.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
Senator  so  desire. 

26.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
President;  or  being  in  writing,  it  may  be  read  to  the  Senate,  by  the  Clerk 
before  debate. 

27.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Pregident,  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn 
by  leave  of  the  Senate,  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment 

28.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  Senate,  except  privileged 
questions,  shall  be  put  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  made,  except  in  fill- 
ing blanks,  the  largest  sum,  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  first  put. 

29.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form:  "You  who  are  of 
opinion,  (as  the  question  may  be,)  say  *  aye,' "  and  after  the  affirmative  voice 
is  expressed,  "those  of  a  contrary  opinion  say  •'  no.' "  If  the  President  doabt, 
or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide ;  those  in  the  affirmative 
of  the  question,  first  rising  from  their  seals ;  and  afterwards  tho^  of  the 
negative,  and  the  President  shall  determine  by  count,  annoimcing  the 
number. 

30.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn ;  to  take  a  recess ;  to  lie  on  the  table ;  for  the  previous  question ; 
to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the  day ;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain ;  to 
commit;  to  amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  of  each  other,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

31.  When  at  motion  is  made  to  commit  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Senate,  or  to  a  standing  committee,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  amend  such 
motion  by  substituting  any  other  conmoittee ;  but  if  any  otiier  comimittee 
be  suggested,  the  motion  shall  be  first  put  upon  the  conmiittee  first  named, 
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and  afterwards  upon  the  oomnuttee  or  committees  suggested,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  named;  but  a  motion  to  refer  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole  Senate,  to  a  standing  committee,  or  to  a  select  committee,  shall  haye 
precedence  in  the  order  here  named. 

32.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  or  indefinitely,  being  de 
cided,  shall  not  be  again  allowed  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  propo 
sition. 

38.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order ;  but  being  decided 
in  the  negative,  shall  not  be  again  entertained  until  some  motion,  call,  order 
or  discussion  shall  take  place. 

34.  The  following  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  to-wit 
To  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to 
go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  orders  of  the  day ;  and  all  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  priority  of  business. 

OF   AMENDMENTS. 

35.  No  motion  or  proposition  upon  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment 

36.  A  motion  to  strike  out,  and  insert^  shall  be  deemed  divisible ;  and 
a  refusal  to  strike  out,  shall  be  equivalent  to  agreeing  to  the  matter  in  that 
form,  but  shall  not  preclude  further  amendment  by  way  of  addition. 

RECONSIDERATION. 

37.  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  must  be  made  by  a  Senator  voting 
with  the  majority ;  or  in  case  of  an  equal  vote  by  a  Senator  voting  with 
the  prevailiDg  side  of  the  question  —  except  when  a  bill  shall  fail  on  its 
final  passage  for  want  of  the  coostitutional  number  of  votes,  when  the 
motion  to  reconsider  may  come  from  any  Senator  voting  on  the  question. 
And  such  motion  shall  only  be  admitted  when  made  witii  reference  to  the 
last  action  of  the  Senate  upon  the  subject,  and  within  the  next  two  days 
of  actual  session  of  the  Senate,  after  such  vote  was  taken ;  and  when  the 
motion  is  to  reconsider  the  vote  upon  the  final  passage  of  a  bill,  the  same 
shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn, 

,     THE  PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

38.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the  main 
question  now  be  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by 
three  Senators,  and,  until  decided,  shall  preclude  farther  debate,  and  all 
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amendments  and  motions,  except  one  motion  to  adjourn,  one  motion  to 
take  a  recess,  and  one  motion  to  lie  on  the  table.  All  incidental  questions, 
or  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided,  without  appeal  and 
without  debate. 

89.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  voting  on  the 
same,  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order ;  but  after  the  demand  for  the 
previous  question  shall  have  been  sustained,  no  call  shall  be  in  order,  and 
the  Senate  shall  be  brought  to  an  immediate  vote — first  upon  the  pending 
amendments  in  their  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

40.  If  a  call  for  the  previous  question  be  not  sustained,  the  subject 
under  consideration  shall  not  thereby  be  postponed,  but  the  business  shall 
proceed  as  if  no  such  call  had  been  made. 

QUESTIONS  OF  ORDER. 

41.  If  any  Senator,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order,  and  the 
Senator  called  to  order  shall  take  his  seat,  if  required  to  do  so  by  the 
President,  until  the  question  of  order  is  decided. 

42.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  without 
debate ;  such  decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  two 
Senators,  on  which  appeal  no  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  the  President  may  speak  in  preference  to 
Senators,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose. 

43.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  Senator  called  to  order,  he  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  proceed, 
in  case  any  Senator  object,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

44.  If  a  Senator  call  another  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  he 
shall,  if  required  by  the  President,  reduce  to  writing  the  language  used  by 
the  Senator  which  he  deemed  out  of  order. 

45.  All  questions  of  order,  with  the  decisions  thereon,  fix)m  which  an 
appeal  may  have  been  taken,  shall  be  noted  by  the  Clerk,  and  put  together 
at  the  end  of  the  Journal  at  each  session. 

OF  COMMITTEES. 

46.  The  several  standing  and  select  committees  of  the  Senate  shall 
have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise;  and  it  shall  be  in  order  for  the 
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committee  on  Enrollment  to  report  at  any  time  when  the  Senate  is  not 
otherwise  engaged. 

47.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  signed  by  such  members  thereof, 
as  concur  therein,  and  the  same  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk,  or  at  the  Clerk's 
desk,  by  the  Senator  making  the  report,  without  a  motion  unless  the  read- 
ing be  dispensed  with  by  the  Senate. 

48.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  Senate,  unless  by 
special  leave. 

OF  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

49.  When  the  Senate  shall  be  ready  to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the 
day,  a  motion  to  go  into  committee  of  the  whole  Senate  on  the  orders  of 
the  day  shall  have  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except  to  adjourn,  to 
take  a  recess,  and  for  the  previous  question. 

60.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  Senate  the  President  shall 
leave  the  Chair,  and  appoint  a  Chairman,  who  shall  preside  and  vote  as 
other  Senators. 

51.  In  a  committee  of  the  whole,  bills  shall  be  read  by  the  Chairman 
or  Clerk,  and  considered  by  sections,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  directed 
by  the  committee,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered ;  the  body 
of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced,  or  interlined,  but  amendments  shall  be 
noted  by  the  chairman  or  clerk,  on  a  separate  piece  of  paper,  as  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  Senate ;  after 
being  reported  the  bill  and  amendments  of  the  committee  shall  be  imme- 
diately taken  for  consideration,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Senate,  and  again  be  subject  to  discussion  or  amendment  before  the  ques^ 
tion  to  engross  the  bill  be  taken. 

52.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  committee  of  whole,  shall  be  the  same 
as  in  the  Senate,  so  far  as  may  be  applicable. 

OF   BILLS. 

53.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  or  by 
motion  for  leave ;  in  the  latter  case,  at  least  one  day's  notice  shall  be  given 
on  the  motion.  All  biUs  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  introduced,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  direct ;  and  no  bill  shall 
be  introduced  for  any  private  or  corporate  object,  for  which  provision  is 
made  by  general  law,  except  for  amending  or  repealing  such  general  law. 
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54.  If  opposition  be  made  to  the  bill,  on  the  first  reading,  the  question 
shall  be,  "  Shall  the  bill  be  rejected  ?"  If  the  bill  be  not  rejected,  it  shall 
pass  to  a  second  reading,  in  the  order  of  proceeding. 

55.  On  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  the  President  shall  state  that  it  is 
ready  for  commitment  or  engrossment ;  and  if  no  motion  or  order  be  made 
to  the  contrary,  it  shall  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Senate, 
to  be  considered  in  its  order ;  if  the  bill  be  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  the 
Senate  shall  direct  on  what  day  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time.  Amend- 
ments to  all  House  bills,  when  altered  or  amended  by  the  Senate,  shall  be 
engrossed  in  like  manner  as  Senate  bills,  preparatory  to  their  third  reading. 

56.  When  a  question  is  lost,  on  ordering  a  bill  to  be  engrossed  for  a 
third  reading,  on  a  particular  day,  it  shall  not  preclude  a  question  to  order 
it  to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading  on  a  different  day,  unless  a  division 
be  called  for ;  but  if  on  a  division,  the  question  on  engrossing  a  bill  with- 
hout  including  the  time  for  its  third  reading,  shall  fail,  the  bill  shall  be 
considered  as  lost 

57.  Bills  standing  in  order  for  a  third  reading,  shall  be  taken  up  and 
read  without  a  motion  to  that  effect,  and  the  question  shall  be  put,  "ShaH 
the  bill  pass  ?"  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

58.  When  a  bill  has  passed  the  Senate,  the  President  or  Clerk  shall 
read  its  title,  substituting  the  word  "act"  for  the  word  "bill,"  and  the 
President  shall  demand  if  the  Senate  agree  to  its  title ;  and  if  the  Senate 
is  agreed,  the  Clerk  shall  make  out  the  title  accordingly,  and  shall  certify 
the  passage  of  the  bill  upon  the  back  thereof. 

59.  After  commitment  and  report  thereof  to  the  Senate,  or  at  any 
time  before  its  passage,  a  bill  or  resolution  may  be  recommitted ;  but  after 
bills  have  been  read  the  third  time,  and  put  upon  their  passage,  they  shall 
not  be  reQommitted  for  the  purpose  of  amendment,  except  under  instruc- 
tions from  the  Senate,  which  instructions  shall  embody,  substantially,  the 
amendment  or  amendments  proposed. 

60.  All  bills  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  for  the  use  of  Senators 
before  the  second  reading  thereof. 

OF  RESOLUTIONa         t 

61.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  all  joint  resolutions  which 
do  not  give  rise  to  debate. 
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ADMISSION  OF  VISITOBS  WITHIK  THE  BAR  OF  THE  SENATE. 

62.  During  the  sitting  of  the  Senate,  no  person  shall  be  admitted  within 
the  bar  of  the  Senate,  e:^cepting  Members  of  the  two  Houses,  their  Clerks, 
Assistants,  and  other  Officers,  or  persons  charged  with  any  message  or 
papers  for  the  Senate,  Clergymen  by  invitation  of  the  President,  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  or  any  other  State,  Judges  of  the  Courts,  Heads  of  the  differ- 
ent Departments,  Members  of  Congress,  gentlemen  who  have  been  Mem- 
bers of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  those  who  for  the 
time  being  are  Members  of  the  Legislature  of  other  States,  and  Ladies  visi- 
ting the  Hall — ^together  with  such  other  persons  as  may,  at  any  time,  be 
specially  invited  by  any  Member  of  the  present  Senate;  and  the  use  of  the 
Hall  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  granted,  at  any  time,  by  resolution  or  other^ 
wise,  for  any  other  than  legislative  purposes, 

OF  THB  BULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

63.  These  Bules  shall  not  be  altered,  except  after  at  least  one  day's 
notice  of  the  intention  of  alteration ;  and  no  rule  shall  be  suspended,  except 
by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-ihirds  of  the  Senators  present 

64.  Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  received  as  a  rule  in  all  cases  not  provi- 
ded for  in  the  foregoing  Bules.

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REPORT  OF  ADJUTANT  GENERAL. 


Adjutant  General's  Office, 
Columbus,  January  10th,  1859. 

Governor  S.  P.  Chase,  Commander-in' Chief: 

The  act  to  organize  the  Militia  and  Volunteer  Militia,  passed  March  28, 
1857,  has  called  into  existence  a  State  Militia.  The  constitutional  officer, 
whose  duty  is  at  once  made  prominent  and  essential  in  such  an  organiza- 
tion, had,  until  that  time,  no  other  duties  than  the  issue  of  commissions  to 
the  officers  in  command  of  a  few  companies  scattered  over  the  State. 
These  companies  were  sustained  at  great  expense  to  the  members;  and  the 
absence  of  a  controlling,  regulating  center,  and  proper  legislation  respect- 
ing the  uniform  and  organization  of  the  Militia,  involved  many  serious 
evils. 

While  some  companies  indulged  in  extravagant  uniforms,  as  their  peculiar 
claim  to  favor,  others  were  organized  upon  the  basis  of  distinctive  nation- 
alities, necessarily  excluding  that  fraternity  of  feeling  which  attends  a 
common  discipline  and  direct  accountability  to  the  State. 

Not  a  single  complete  regiment  existed  in  the  State.  Not  even  one 
compact,  well  combined,  and  well  disciplined  battalion,  could  be  rallied,  at 
any  one  point,  in  any  event 

Under  the  present  act,  ten  battalions  have  been  organized,  uniformed 
and  equipped,  and  at  least  two  regiments,  of  seven  companies,  could  be 
depended  upon,  at  call. 

In  the  development  of  this  force,  every  matter  connected  with  the  mili- 
tary affairs  of  the  State,  except  the  charge  of  the  arsenal,  and  the  imme- 
diate issue  of  arms,  has  necessarily  fallen  within  the  sphere  of  my  official 
duty.    To  make  a  report  of  the  enrollments  only,  would  be  to  omit  matter 
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of  substance.  I  deem  it  my  duty,  therefore,  to  state,  as  briefly  as  possible, 
the  condition  of  the  militia  system,  as  at  present  organized,  and  matters  of 
importance  germain  thereto. 

THS  PUBLIC  ABMS. 

A  State  Arsenal,  with  conveniences  for  the  repair  and  alteration  of  arms 
is  a  necessity.  It  will  be  especially  needed  if  the  State  shall  realize  from 
the  General  Government  its  arrearages  of  public  arms.  To  this  matter 
attention  should  be  given.  Between  the  year  1845,  and  the  passage  of  the 
late  act  of  Congress,  arms  were  issued  to  this  State  upon  the  enrollment 
of  1845.  By  neglect  to  adopt  the  new  census  of  1850,  which  indicated  so 
large  an  increase  of  the  number  liable  to  bear  arms  and  to  renew  the 
enrollment,  the  State  failed  to  receive  a  large  part  of  the  arms  to  which 
it  was  entitled.  In  the  absence  of  a  militia  law,  the  Adjutant  General's 
office  was  a  cipher,  or  only  a  petty  clerkship,  and  the  whole  matter  was 
neglected. 

It  is  probable  that  such  an  approximation  to  the  true  number  of  males 
subject  to  militaiy  duty,  could  be  procured,  as  would  satisfy  the  General 
Government,  and  secure  the  arms,  or  their  equivalent.  Should  the  Legis- 
lature deem  the  matter  worthy  of  investigation  I  shall  cheerfully  contrib- 
ute whatever  aid  I  can  render  in  the  premises.  The  value  of  such  arrear- 
ages is  probably  not  less  than  from  seventy  to  eighty  thousand  dollars^  if 
computed  for  the  whole  period. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  add  anything  concerning  the  propriety  of  having  all 
bonds  for  arms  returned  to  the  Quarter  Master  General.  It  is  not  less 
important,  that  active  measures  should  be  taken  to  protect  the  arms  in 
use.  The  bond  is  inadequate.  Its  forfeiture  is  determined  after  the  arms 
are  lost  or  ruined.  Officers  change,  companies  disband,  and  arms  are  lost, 
long  before  the  remedy  is  thought  of  The  evil  lies  in  permitting  the  dis- 
tribution among  the  privates.  The  law  requires  armories  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  arms,  but  it  is  known,  at  this  office,  that  armories  are  not  in  all  cases 
provided,  and  that  many  new  arms  are  already  employed  upon  farms,  at 
hunts,  and  for  all  uses,  except  those  legitimately  their  own.  The  Adjutant 
General  may  issue  order  after  order,  requiring  a  report  of  arms  in  use  by 
every  corps  in  the  State,  and  where,  and  how  they  are  preserved;  but  that 
is  not  enough.  When  inspectors  report  a  violation  of  law,  or  neglect  to 
report  at  all,  the  Adjutant  General  should  be  authorized  to  require  their 
collection  hj  the  Quarter  Master  General,  and  their  return  to  the  State

Arsenal.  The  bond  itself  should  also  contain,  substantially,  such  a  con- 
dition. Unless  some  such  system  of  active  supervision  and  accountability, 
without  the  delay  of  a  court  martial,  or  an  action  at  law,  be  maintained,  a 
large  number  of  arms,  now  new  and  valuable,  will  be  ruined  by  neglect 
The  very  existence  of  such  a  provision,  would  be  an  inducement  to  secure 
a  better  care  of  the  property  of  the  State.  Besides  this,  the  inspection  of 
the  arms  and  men,  is,  intrinsically  as  beneficial  as  their  drill  in  the  manual 
itself;  and  the  liability  to  loss  of  arms  upon  misuse  of  them,  would  be  a 
penalty  which  they  would  respect,  if  any  pride  of  corps  existed  whatever. 
In  our  drafc  of  arms,  we  seldom  get  the  best  The  State  of  New  York, 
for  two  years,  refused  to  accept  its  quota,  on  this  account  During  the  past 
year,  better  arms  have  been  received ;  but  for  many  years,  our  fund  was 
exhausted  by  useless  revolvers  and  altered  muskets.  We  need  those  arms 
which  are  servicable,  and  will  supply  the  largest  force.  A  few  caissons, 
however,  are  needed.  The  report  of  the  Quarter  Master  General  (which, 
by  an  amendment  of  the  law,  should  be  made  to  this  office,)  states  the 
number  and  kind  of  arms  now  in  his  charge.  The  following  is  a  state- 
ment of  arms  in  actual  service^  as  gathered  fix)m  returns  to  this  office,  and 
the  report  of  Col.  Wood,  late  agent  for  the  collection  of  arms,  to-wit:

It  will  be  seen  that,  of  the  arms  received  daring  the  last  twenty  years, 
but  a  small  part  are  in  actual  service,  and  many  of  these  are  comparatively 
useless.  Some  have, been  sold,  under  the  Resolution  of  General  Assembly 
to  that  effect,  with  advantage  to  the  State,  bat  an  immense  number  have 
been  lost. 

Additional  to  the  arms  in  use,  there  are  in  the  Arsenal,  subject  to  altera- 
tion under  Resolution  of  General  Assembly,  the  following  stand  of  arms, 
to  wit :  400  muskets,  100  rifles,  200  pistols — sufficient,  taken  together,  to 
arm  500  men. 

The  arms  in  use  might  poorly  supply  their  legitimate  proportion,  to  wit, 
4,861  men.  But,  in  fact,  men  will  not  thoroughly  uniform  and  equip,  in 
the  use  of  carbines,  and  old-fashioned  flint-lock  muskets.  Such  companies 
as  have  done  so,  have  organized  with  view  to  exchange  them  for  new 
pieces. 

Unfortunately  the  provisions  of  law  do  not  authorize  this  exchange,  and 
only  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  derived  from  his  necessary  dis- 
cretion, as  such  officer,  can  any  such  exchange  be  made.  The  result  is, 
that  well-established  companies,  w^ich  have  accepted  and  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  the  new  law,  are  using  the  old  style  of  arms.  A  single 
provision,  incorporated  in  an  amendment  to  the  act  to  provide  for  the  safe 
keeping  of  the  public  sjnns,  jproviding :  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall 
from  time  to  time  issue  such  general  orders,  and  make  such  necessary  regula- 
tions  concerning  public  arms,  and  the  organization  and  government  of  the  mill' 
tia,  as  are  proper  and  necessary,  with  view  to  the  better  promotion  of  the  disci- 
pline  and  order  of  the  same,  would  supply  this  and  kindred  deficiencies. 

With  regard  to  the  whole  matter  of  arms,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that 
the  long  continued  indifference  to  the  organization  of  the  nfiilitia  has  re- 
sulted in  a  loss  to  the  State  of  many  thousand  dollars.  The  alternative 
seems  to  be,  to  lock  up  every  thing,  or  to  secure  such  a  respectable  and 
respected  organization  as  will  command  an  active  interest  in  the  care  of 
the  military  property  of  the  State, 
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THE  PRESENT  OBGANIZATION  AND  LAW. 

While  the  present  law  contains  many  verbal  inaccuracies  and  inconsis- 
tencies which  affect  its  lucidness  and  force,  and  which  it  was  the  main  de- 
sign of  last  winter's  bill  to  remedy,  it  is,  in  the  main,  adequate  to  its  object 
Many  defects  have  been  supplied  by  general  orders,  particularly  respecting 
Returns  and  Sunday  encampments,  requiring  the  former,  and  forbidding  the 
latter.    A  well  digested  amendment  is  all  that  is  neoeBsaiy. 

ENROLLMENT. 

The  law  requires  an  enrollment,  as  did  the  law  of  1881,  with  its  return 
to  the  War  Department  at  Washington  City,  while  the  act  of  CJongress 
has  been  repealed  which  made  such  an  enrollment  the  basis  of  the  issue  of 
arms.  The  new  constitution  had  that  act  undoubtedly  in  view.  Unless 
the  state  desires  to  use  this  catalogue  of  names  to  designate  what  persons 
are  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  do  military  duty,  in  the  remote  contingency 
of  the  volunteer  militia  being  insufficient  to  meet  any  emergency  requiring 
their  services,  the  provision  is  needless  and  expensive.  An  enrollment  of 
one  year  costs  more  than  to  build  a  suitable  State  Arsenal,  The  repeal  of  the 
section,  or  the  giving  to  the  Governor  full  authority  to  suspend  the  enroll- 
ment, as  the  constitution  does  not  require  it  to  be  made  annually^  would 
enable  the  state  to  place  in  the  State  Arsenal,  camp  equipage,  proportioned 
to  the  number  of  arms  in  possesion  of  men  actually  uniformed  and  equip- 
ped, and  to  fusnish  each  regiment  and  battallion  with  a  set  of  colors  and 
drums.  The  state  can  far  better  afford  to  appropriate  five  or  ten  thousand 
dollars,  annually,  to  maintain  its  complement  of  arms  and  equipments, 
and  secure  such  as  are  not  provided  by  General  Grovemment,  than  to  spend 
thirty  thousand  dollars  annually  in  such  enrollment 

The  enrollment  for  1858,  as  £ir  as  returned,  embraces  238,677  names, 
from  eighty-two  counties,  as  per  schedule  attached. 

GENERAL  OFFICERS. 

One  serious  and  radical  defect,  and  one  which  has  been  a  mischief  wher- 
ever enacted,  is  the  surperfluous  number  of  general  officers.  The  State  of 
New  York  is  divided  into  divisions — eight  in  number — corresponding  to 
the  judicial  districts.  A  similar  plan,  allowing  two  brigades,  or,  in  some 
cases  three,  to  each  division,  would  have  been  a  signal  improvement  to  our 
present  system.    This  clause  was  copied  fix)m  the  law  of  1831 ;  and,  strange

though  it  be,  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  at  its  last  session,  adopted 
both  our  law,  in  substance,  and  the  division  and  brigade  system  with  it 

It  is  a  question  whether  the  rights  of  officers  elected,  could  not  be  pre- 
served, and  yet  provisions  be  made  for  the  gradual  diminution  of  the  num 
ber.    There  has  been  one  redeenuDg  feature,  however:  some  of  the  ablest 
and  best  men  have  consented  to  fill  these  offices,  and  with  rare  exceptions 
there  has  been  a  disposition  to  put  such  men  in  command, 

UNIFORM. 

The  uniform  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  according  to  the  regulation  of  1857, 
was  adopted  by  the  act  of  March  28,  1857,  and  it  is  serviceable^  cheap  and 
becoming.  Its  cost,  complete,  is,  for  infantry,  $21  50,  and  for  light  artillery 
$12  50.  Owing  to  the  detail  of  nearly  the  entire  Federal  army  to  the 
Plains  and  to  Utah,  a  modification  was  made,  introducing  a  felt  hat  No 
State  has  ioUowed  the  example ;  and  while  the  specific  object  of  the  change 
was  a  good  one,  there  is  no  reason  why  we  should  fluctuate  as  the  U.  S. 
army  fluctuates.  Some  might  prefer  the  new  hat ;  but  it  is  no  cheaper,  and 
any  change  would  at  once  break  up  the  uniformity,  which  now,  with  few 
exceptions,  characterizes  our  militia. 

This  matter  of  a  common  uniform,  is  a  vital  element  in  the  organization. 
It  compels  companies  to  vie  with  each  other  in  discipline,  instead  of  show 
and  splendor  of  dress.  The  present  uniform  corresponds,  in  the  main 
features,  with  that  of  all  the  Eastern,  and  most  of  the  sea-board  States;  and 
also  with  the  new  French  and  Prussian  uniform,  from  which,  for  its  sim- 
plicity itnd  cheapness,  it  was  borrowed. 

STRENGTH  OF  FORCE. 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  companies  have  been  organized  under  the 
present  law,  or  have  accepted  its  conditions.  It  is  safe  to  rate  the  force, 
including  those  now  uniforming,  at  four  thousand  men.  Many  thousand 
dollars  have  been  expended,  and  much  pains  taken  to  make  this  force  effec- 
tive. They  deserve  well  of  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature  in  respect 
of  the  best  method  of  their  encouragement  The  scarcity  of  arms  has,  in 
part,  prevented  a  more  rapid  and  thorough  organization;  but  the  universal 
disappointment  at  finding  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  1857,  respecting 
camp  equipage,  colors  and  drums,  useless,  for  want  of  an  appropriation  to 
supply  the  necessary  fund,  has  done  more  to  discourage  counties  which  had 
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in  view  to  organize  full  battalions.  In  some  sections  of  the  State  the 
organization  has  enlisted  the  personal  interest  of  all  the  leading  citizens; 
and  no  party  questions  have  been  suffered  to  interfere  with  its  develop- 
ment. Lest  some  should  see  the  nucleus  of  a  large  organization  in  the 
number  now  enrolled,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  number  never  can 
exceed  the  number  of  State  arms.  Even,  at  present,  few  Brigades  embrace 
compact,  well  balanced  battalions ;  such  as  have  learned  to  act  in  concert, 
and  to  know  the  value  of  rigid  system  and  business-like  strictness  in  all 
their  progress.  The  system  has  reached  a  point,  however,  where  large 
investments  on  the  part  of  its  friends  who  desire  thoroughly  to  test  it,  call 
for  some  recognition  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  what  has  been  done  to 
execute  the  law,  which,  under  the  Constitution,  has  been  placed  upon  the 
statute  book. 

The  manner  in  which  this  aid  should  be  rendered  is  a  matter  of  impor- 
tance. The  majority  of  States,  north  and  south,  are  providing  amply,  by 
actual  pay,  for  a  small  well  drilled  Militia.  They  also  provide,  in  addition 
to  the  supplies  from  the  General  Government,  the  other  equipments  before 
named,  and  issue  them  under  bonds  for  safe-keeping,  as  in  the  case  of  arms. 
The  supply  of  tents  need  not  be  adequate  for  the  whole  force;  but  may 
be  issued,  as  in  New  York,  to  Brigades  in  turn,  and  be  returned  promptly, 
and  in  good  order,  to  the  State  Arsenal,  at  the  close  of  encampments.  Thus 
a  few  hundred  tents  would  accommodate  the  whole  force,  which  in  any  one 
season  would  require  their  use. 

Encampments,  without  tents,  are  places  where  the  soldier  learns  little  that 
is  good,  and  much  that  is  evil.  To  be  profitable,  they  must  have  the  ma- 
chinery of  a  camp,  and  then  they  can  have  its  discipline.  The  sum  of  five 
thousand  doUars,  judiciously  expended,  would  provide  the  State  with 
colors,  drums,  tents,  forge  and  such  other  stores  and  supplies  as  would  give 
availability  to  the  present  force  and  its  prospective  increase,  and  establish 
that  completeness  of  equipment,  without  which,  that  which  we  have,  loses 
much  of  its  value. 

This  sum  is  probably  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  cost  of  a  single  annual 
enrollment 

COMBENSATION  OF  MILITIA. 

It  is  evident  that  the  Militia,  which  have  already  purchased  their  uni- 
forms, and  rented  armories,  should  not  be  obliged  to  buy  their  tents  and 
equipments. 
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Various  methods  have  been  devised  for  the  partial  pay  of  a  limited  vol- 
unteer force,  and  the  compensation  provided  by  different  States,  is  clearly 
stated  in  the  report  of  the  Military  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bepresen 
tatives  to  the  pre^nt  General  Assembly. 

The  conmiutation  system  is  clearly  unconsti>tutional,  as  well  as  oppressive 
upon  the  poor. 

In  the  present  state  of  our  finances,  a  strong  dislike  is  entertained  for  a 
special  tax.  It  has  been  demonstrated,  however,  in  many  States,  and  the 
Legislature  of  Connecticut  passed  their  present  law  upon  the  avowed  fact, 
that  the  old  style  of  "Militia  training"  cost  the  commonwealth,  in  waste 
of  arms,  in  idleness  and  dissipation,  more  than  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  a 
well  regulated  and  efficient  force;  and  that,  to  pay  for  actual  tiTue  employed 
at  reasonable  rates,  was  true  economy  in  the  State. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  a  plan  which  would  secure  a  well  disciplined 
force,  guard  against  waste  of  the  funds,  and  be  limited  to  the  actual  equiv 
alent  received  by  the  State.    In  my  judgment,  it  would  pay  for  itself,  in 
the  better  care  of  the  public  arms,  and  prove  the  most  economical  method 
to  secure  that  end. 

Take,  as  the  basis,  the  number  of  good  and  sufficient  State  arms. 

Set  apart  as  a  military  fund,  jfrom  three  to  five  dollars  apiece,  to  wit: 
from  $12,000  to  $20,000. 

Eequire  thorough  inspection  by  each  Brigadier-General  and  a  return  of 
the  uniformed  force  of  his  Brigade  to  the  Auditor  of  his  County.  Eequire 
from  him  a  bond  that  he  shall  return  no  officer  or  soldier  who  has  been 
delinquent  in  respect  of  fines,  who  has  neglected  drills  or  been  absent  from 
legal  parades,  who  has  been  guilty  of  intemperance  on  such  occasions,  or 
other  unsoldierly  conduct,  who  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requisitions 
of  law,  or  who,  on  careful  inspection,  has  proved  ignorant  of  the  manual 
of  arms  and  the  school  of  the  soldier. 

Provide  that  a  drafc  of  money,  upon  false  returns  shall  subject  the 
officer  to  loss  of  commissioii  and  the  penalty  of  imprisonment 

Upon  such  return,  the  Auditor  shall  certify  the  same  in  duplicate  to  the 
Governor,  for  comparison  with  the  Adjutant-General's  records,  and  to  the 
Auditor  of  State — ^the  sum  to  be  paid  as  other  sums,  upon  sufficient  voucher. 

This  fiind  so  drawn  shall  not  exceed  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  man, 
officer  and  private  alike,  for  each  day  of  legal  muster,  not  to  exceed  five 
days  per  annum* 

2 — Affxhdix  SnrATS  Joubnal. 
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The  money  shall  be  distributed  to  companies  and  men  on  the  foregoing 
basis. 

This  basis  is  well  ascertained  military  proficiency.  The  worthless  and 
trifling,  and  all  who  are  too  indolent  to  learn,  are  subjected  to  inspection, 
and  as  a  necessary  sequence,  they  who  receive  the  pay,  will  be  those 
whom  the  State  is  willing  and  can  afford  to  pay. 

The  main  objection  to  such  disbursements,  that  the  money  is  thrown 
away,  will  be  answered. 

At  all  events,  one  trial  would  test  the  matter,  and  the  system,  with  such 
safe  guards,  would  commend  itself  to  the  people  of  the  State  as  an  earnest 
effort  to  test  the  virtue  of  our  volunteer  militia,  and  give  efficiency  to  this 
constitutional  requirement 

Neither  is  there  any  exclusiveness,  except  what  the  supply  of  arms 
determines.  On  the  other  hand,  the  inefficient  will  soon  be  lost  sight  of,  in 
the  struggle  to  excel,  until  we  shaU  have  a  small,  but  reliable  force,  sufficient 
for  any  probable  contingency,  and  yet  not  large  enough  to  be  a  pecuniaiy 
burden  to  the  State.  It  will  be  flexible  and  well  balanced,  and  capable  of 
use,  whenever  and  wherever  required,  so  that  its  locality  becomes  imma- 
terial. 

The  compensatioxi  is  too  small  to  be  an  inducement,  of  itself,  but  allows 
oommon  wages  for  the  time  expended. 

To  provide  for  such  a  fund,  requires  simply  the  transfer  to  that 
purpose,  of  that  extra  sum,  which,  during  the  year  1858,  was  expended 
upon  township  assessors  in  the  enrollmeiit,  and  which  has  been  shared  pro- 
portionately by  every  portion  of  the  State. 

In  other  words,  the  repeal  of  the  enrollment  clause,  which  involves  an- 
nually an  expense  equU  to  this  fund,  will  afford  at  least  the  opportunity 
to  make  the  experimeni,  without  a  greater  nett  expense  than  was  incurred 
under  the  militia  system  kiuring  the  year  1858. 

Moreover,  the  force  pr<i>vided  for,  while  sufficient,  is  less  than  that  sus- 
tained by  most  of  the  sa^ialler  States.  The  Eoster  of  the  Connecticut 
militia,  alone,  just  receivedi  exhibits  eight  full  regiments,  under  pay. 

\     DISCIPLINE. 

General  orders  have  been  iai^ned,  prescribing  such  field  movements  for 
batalion  exercise,  as  are  least  ted  hnical  and  most  practical  in  the  exgendcs, 
which,  even  in  the  best  regulai  ^d  State  will  arise,  and  call  for  the  aid  of 
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a  military  force.  Tliat,  relating  to  Sunday  Encampments  has  been  already 
referred  to,  incidentally.  It  has  been  especially  enjoined,  that  every  act 
of  intemperance  of  an  officer,  or  soldier,  when  in  uniform,  be  visited  with 
prompt  trial  and  condign  punishment.  The  First  Division  of  N.  Y.  State 
Militia  owes  much  of  its  reputation  to  its  rigid  discipline  in  this  respect. 
Informal  complaints  have  reached  this  office  concerning  the  delinquency  of 
several  General  officers,  in  respect  of  Uniform,  Inspection,  Eetums,  and,  in 
two  cases,  of  Intemperance.  Whenever  formal  charges  shall  be  filed,  there 
will  be  no  alternative  but  their  subjection  to  the  same  ordeal  which  requir*, 
of  the  officer,  certainly  as  much  decorum  and  faithfulness  to  his  charge,  as 
of  the  humbler  private. 

CAMP  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  should  have  authority,  once  a  year,  to  convene 
the  officers,  and  such  limited  force  as  would  be  appropriate,  and  organize 
a  camp  of  instruction,  where  the  officers  should  be  drilled  in  the  school  of 
the  soldier,  as  well  as  in  their  own  duties. 

There  is  danger  that  officers  will  throw  upon  their  adjutants  the  burden 
of  discipline,  and  know  little  of  their  command,  except  its  pomp  and  cir- 
cumstance. Their  inspection  at  such  a  camp  of  instruction  as  is  provided 
in  most  States,  will  furnish  some  opportunity  to  scrutinize  their  proficiency. 

AID  TO  CIVIL  FORCE. 

Few  cases  have  arisen  for  the  demand  of  military  aid  on  part  of  the 
dvil  power,  yet  the  history  of  many  cities,  including  Cincinnati,  shows 
how  unexpectedly  a  State  is  made  to  feel  the  value  of  such  a  force.  The 
only  occasion  for  its  employment  the  last  year,  has  been  to  guard  the  inse 
cure  jail  at  Portsmouth,  and  to  secure  order  in  the  execution  of  criminals. 
Two  instances  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  office,  where,  at  the  in- 
stance of  mayors,  or  parties  solicitiag  their  interference,  troops  haye  been 
held  ready  to  appear  at  a  moment's  warning.  The  control  of  the  railroad 
property  at  ChiUicothe  by  a  mob,  threatened,  for  a  while,  to  require  the 
same  force,  and  suitable  preparation  was  made.  The  vigilance  of  the  lo- 
cal authorities  and  the  influence  of  the  citizens,  however,  rendered  military 
aid  xmnecessary. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  presence  in  the  State  of  a  well-com- 
manded and  disciplined  force,  has  a  moral  power,  in  support  of  law  and 
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order,  that  is  immense,  tliougli  folly  appreciated  only  wlien  its  aid  is  in- 
voked. 

TBDE  MILITIA  OF  OTHER  STATES. 

During  the  summer  of  1858,  by  the  courtesy  of  the  general  officers  of 
the  first  division  of  the  New  York  State  militia,  and  the  adjutant  generals 
of  the  States  before  referred  to,  I  visited  their  State  arsenals,  and  also 
attended  their  brigade  and  regimental  reviews  and  field  exercises.  In 
each  State  the  uniform  is,  in  the  main,  similar  to  our  own ;  but  in  each  State 
the  Legislature  takes  active  means  to  make  the  force  efficient  The  arsenals 
are  supplied  with  well-assorted  stores,  and  as  a  consequence,  when- 
ever a  force  is  required,  its  equipment  is  at  once  complete.  Eeferring  to 
abstract  of  House  Committee's  report  in  this  matter,  attached,  it  is  sufficient 
to  add,  that  Ohio  pays  less  attention  to  her  arms  and  the  equipment  of  her 
small  militia  corps,  in  proportion  to  her  position  and  resources,  if  not  abso- 
ItUely  less,  than  any  other  State  of  the  Union. 

THE  ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  OFFICE, 

The  duties  devolved  upon  this  officer  have  become  manifold  and  ex- 
acting. 

1.  Ihe  issue  of  Commissions. — This  involves  the  examination  of  returns 
from  all  parts  of  the  State;  the  correction  of  informalities,  through  new 
elections  or  otherwise,  as  circumstances  require;  the  order  for  elections  in 
counties  having  no  general  officers;  the  instructions  of  new  organizations 
as  to  the  manner  and  forms  of  procedure ;  the  filling  of  commissions  and 
procuring  their  record  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  as  well  as  upon  the 
books  of  this  office,  and  the  correspondence  which  accompanies  their  dis- 
tribution. 

The  number  issued  under  the  present  law  is  nearly  1,200,  and  has 
reached  the  number  of  60  monthly  in  some  instances.  Arms  are  only 
issued  to  companies  that  have  uniformed,  in  order  to  obtain  ihatpMge  that 
they  will  be  appropriately  used  and  cared  for.  Each  company  must  also 
first  secure  a  certain  number,  pledged  to  serve  for  five  years,  upon  its 
enlistment  roll,  before  it  can  be  entitled  to  a  place  uponjthe  books  of  the 
Adjutant  General's  office,  or  can  even  organize  or  elect  officers. 

To  file  these  papers  systematically,  and  make  record  of  all  matter  proper 
subject  of  record,  and  maintain  the  organization,  is  a  daily  tax  upon  the 
office. 
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2.  The  Enrollment — This  branch  of  duty  has  required  correspondence 
with  a  majority  of  the  county  Auditors.  Their  reports  were  received  too 
late  for  return  to  the  War  Department  at  Washington  within  the  period 
prescribed  by  law;  but  the  systematic  charge  of  them,  in  the  manner  con- 
templated, demands  time,  and  is  of  no  use  to  the  State. 

8.  The  Preparation  and  Issue  of  Forms. — This  department  of  duty  is 
laborious.  Thfey  embrace  enlistment  rollsj  poll  booJcs,  bonds;  blanks  for  the 
returns  of  companies,  battalions,  squadrons,  brigades,  and  divisions ;  forms 
for  returns  of  arms,  equipments,  discipline,  muster,  and  whatever  becomes 
matter  of  duty  or  responsibility  on  the  part  of  any,  holding  office;  as  well 
as  blanks  for  courts  martial  and  the  collection  of  fines,  and  other  forms, 
without  which  no  systematic  organization  can  exist. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  indebtedness  of  the  office 
to  my  predecessor.  General  S.  D.  Harris,  for  blanks  prepared  by  him 

In  this  department  blanks  have  been  procured  from  other  States,  with  the 
view  of  furnishing  our  militia  the  best  practical  method  of  such  organ- 
ization. 

4.  The  Issue  of  Tactics. — ^The  supply  from  the  general  government  is 
insufficient,  even  in  respect  of  Hardee's  system.  We  need  to  issue  copies 
of  Scott's  tactics  to  infantry  of  the  line.  A  reasonable  number  should 
be  purchased  by  the  State,  and  proper  rules  be  established  for  their  safe 
keeping  and  return.  We  may  procure  the  former,  in  increased  proportion, 
through  our  delegation  in  Congress,  but  Scott's  Tactics  can  be  procured  only 

.  by  purchase.     These  books  are  issued  by  mail  to  those  who  are  entitled  to 
receive  tbem. 

5.  Inspection, — No  attempt  has  been  made  to  inspect,  generally,  at 
brigade  encampments.  Only  two  have  been  visited.  Inspection  was  had 
of  collected  arms  at  the  State  arsenal  with  a  view  to  determine  their  fitness 
for  re-issue.  No  provision  is  made  by  law  even  for  travelling  expenses, 
much  less  for  that  loss  of  time  which  would  follow  the  discharge  of  that 
duty  through  the  State. 

6.  General  Chrreypondence. — This  is  a  business  of  itself  involving  the  office 
to  the  extent  of  seven  or  eight  hundred  letters  annwaUy^  besides  those  that 
accompany  commissions.  Many  of  these  require  the  preparation  of  opinions 
upon  legal  and  practical  questions  submitted  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
and  which  the  Adjutant  General  alone  can  respond  to. 
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With  the  failure  of  the  militia  bill  last  winter  also  &iled  the  appropria- 
tion of  a  sum  to  apply  upon  the  clerical  labor  of  this  office.  During  the 
six  months  last  past  that  labor  has  become  exacting  and  oppressive.  Yet, 
not  a  single  duty  now  enjoined  can  be  omitted  while  any  militia  law  exists, 
nor  can  it  be  slighted  without  detriment  to  the  service. 

The  actual  appropriation  made,  and  called  salary^  will  not  compensate 
for  the  last  item  referred  to,  while  it  is  less  than  half  the  amount 
assigned  to  the  most  subordinate  clerkship  in  any  other  department 

At  present  there  are  collections  of  pay  sheets,  rolls,  and  other  documents 
connected  with  the  Indian  wars  and  the  war  of  1812,  in  the  basement  of 
the  State  House,  and  which  have  been  for  years  hid  in  rubbish,  which  need 
attention;  and  within  the  term  of  office  of  this  incumbent  two  applications 
have  been  made  to  him,  under  advices  from  Washington,  touching  these 
matters.  It  is  hardly  practicable,  however,  to  even  commence  the  work 
of  their  assortment  while  so  many  other  matters  demand  attention,  and  the 
whole  is  comparatively  a  gratuity  to  the  State. 

The  present  Adjutant  General,  in  the  attempted  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  the  office,  has  been  compelled  to  employ  assistance  and  pay  for  the  same, 
rather  than  be  mortified  by  failure,  sacrifice  other  interests,  or  bring  dis- 
credit upon  the  office. 

If  the  office  had  been  endowed  with  a  contingent  fund  sufficient  to  com- 
pensate for  its  responsible  duties  in  times  past,  thousands  of  dollars  would 
have  been  saved  to  the  State,  and  our  arsenal  would  have  been  stocked 
with  arms.  Better  abandon  all  show  of  an  organization,  repeal  all  laws, 
discard  all  responsibility,  and  put  an  end  to  even  a  volunteer  system,  or 
maintain  its  executive  office  at  a  grade  which  can  admit  of  efficiency  and 
the  exercise  of  its  true  functions.

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ABSTRACT  FROM  HOUSE  COMMITTEE  REPORT  REFERRED 
TO,  RESPECTING  LAWS  OF  OTHER  STATES. 

NEW  ENGLAKD  STATES. 

Three  of  these  States  have  new  and  efiBcient  laws,  viz.:  Massachusetts, 
Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island.  The  others  are  preparing  amendments. 
The  laws,  in  length,  are  as  follows: 

1.  Maine — ^215  sections ;  paying  executive  officers,  such  as  Adjutante, 
&c.,  from  $10  to  $25  per  annum. 

2.  New  Hampshire — 83  sections,  besides  several  amendments. 

3.  Vermont — 134  sections;  pays  privates  $1  per  day,  and  certain  ex- 
^nption  from  tax. 

4.  Massachusetts— 240  sections  in  101  pages;  pays  each  private  at  com- 
pany parades  $1.50  per  diem;  at  camp  muster  $2.50.  Limits  the  amount 
to  $9  each  man  per  year.  The  members  of  band  draw  $3  each  per  day 
State  pays  from  military  tax.    Equipments  furnished,  and  camp  equipage 

5.  Rhode  Island — 178  sections;  pays  each  foot  officer  and  man  $1.50 
per  diem ;  each  mounted  man  $2  for  horse — $3.50  per  diem;  two  musi 
cians  to  company  each  $2  per  diem;  regimental  band  each  man  $2  per 
day.  Equipments  furnished,  and  camp  equipage.  State  pays  from  Treas- 
ury.   Parade  from  three  to  six  days. 

6.  Connecticut — 111  sections;  amendments,  59  sections;  pays  each  foot 
officer  and  man  $1.50  per  annum;  each  mounted  man  $1  extra — ^$2.50; 
each  member  of  band  $2.50.  Arms,  colors,  and  camp  equipage  supplied 
by  State  through  Quarter-Master  General.  Parade  from  three  to  nine  days. 

OTHER   STATES — MIDDLE  STATES. 

1.  New  Jersey — 88  sections;  several  amendments;  amendments  now 
pending. 

2.  New  York — Shaped  after  New  England  laws  mainly,  but  amplified ; 
502  sections. 

Pays  priyates,  each 91.26  per  day.

8.  Pennsylvania — old  law  in  force.  The  military  men  and  legislative 
committees  are  engaged  in  modifying  the  law.  Philadelphia  encourages 
her  own  force.  [During  March,  1858,  this  State  passed  a  law  similar  in 
many  respects  to  that  of  Ohio,  but  making  liberal  provision  for  the  com- 
pensation of  the  Militia  and  the  Heads  of  Departments. — Adj.  Gen.] 

4.  Maryland — 77  sections;  amendments,  84  sections.  Total,  131  sec- 
tions. Furnishes  all  equipments.  U.  S.  uniform,  using  Jetters  "M.  M." 
for  U.  S. 

SOUTHERN  STATEa 

1.  North  Carolina — 95  sections;  pays  officers  and  men  the  equivalent 
to  the  pay  and  rations  of  the  regular  army  for  the  days  of  muster.  U.  S. 
uniform,  with  slight  changes. 

2.  South  Carolina — 710  sections;  pays  officers  and  men  the  equivalent 
to  the  pay  and  rations  of  the  regular  army  for  the  days  of  muster.  Appro- 
priated $80,000  from  State  Treasury  to  aid  the  military  froce  of  Charles- 
ton, &c.  Camp  equipage  furnished.  U.  S.  uniform,  except  letters  and 
pompons. 

8.  Mississippi — 218  sections ;  State  sustains  the  system. 

4.  Louisiana — 81  sections;  State  aids  the  system. 

5.  Tennessee — 111  sections. 

6.  Kentucky — 136  sections. 

Ohio— 72  sections;  State  buys  no  arms;  can  only  add  1,009  muskets 
per  annum,  being  the  extreme  quota  JBrom  U.  S.  The  proposed  tax  would 
levy  $5  per  annum  for  each  fully  armed,  equipped,  and  uniformed  man. 

Those  counties  alone  pay,  which  have  the  force. 

This  fund  pays  the  men  nothing.  It  does  not  approximate  the  encourage 
ment  aflEbrded  the  people  in  military  training  by  all  the  other  leading 
States. 

It  furnishes  each  company,  instiuments  to  the  value  of  $10,  to  belong  to 
the  State. 

It  furnishes  camp  equipage. 

The  residue  goes  to  the  safe  keeping  and  storing  of  the  arms,  and  inter- 
ests the  men  themselves  in  their  safety  and  preservation.  The  State 
reaps  the  entire  benefit,  as  the  whole  fond  goes  into  permanent  and 
needed  equipments,  which  will  still  belong  to  the  State. 
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EEYIEWS  DURING  1858. 

The  only  general  review  (attended  by  theVHommander-in-Chief)  during 
1858,  was  at  Dajrton,  July  8.  ? 

The  following  corps  were  present: 

1st  Regiment  Infimtry,  Col.  E.  A.  King,  consisting  of  Companies  A,  B,  C, 
D,  E,  F.    (Company  G  has  been  recently  organized.) 

This  excellent  regiment  was  the  first  to  organize  under  the  new  law, 
and  has  been  so  drilled  that  its  Colonel  reports  that  two  hours'  notice 
would  bring  it  under  arms.

OF  THS 

SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES. 

AS  AMENDED. 


The  Select  Committee  of  three,  appointed  to  revise  and  correct  the  rules 
adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Senate,  has  performed  the  duty  as- 
signed to  it,  aad  submits  the  following  rules,  recommending  that  they  be 
adopted  by  the  Senate,  and  that  the  present  rules  be  rescinded : 

EULES: 

OF  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  PBESIDENT. 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  precisely  at  the  hour  to  which 
the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day ;  and  shall  imme- 
diately call  the  Senate  to  order. 

2.  The  President  shall  examine  and  correct  the  Journal  before  it  is 
read ;  he  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  the  Senate  Chamber ;  he  shall 
have  the  right  to  name  any  Senator  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair ; 
but  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment 

8.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
Senate;  and  in  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby, 
the  President,  or  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  shall 
have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared. 

4.  The  Senate  shall  elect,  at  the  commencement  of  the  session,  the  fol- 
lowing Standing  committees,  each  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  five  Senators :  a  committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections ;  on  the 
Judiciary;  on  Finance;  on  Claims;  on  Public  Works  and  Public  Lands; 
on  Eoads  and  Highways;  on  Eailroads  and  Turnpikes;  on  Common 
Schools  and  School  Lands ;  on  Universities,  Colleges  and  Academies ;  on 
Medical  Societies  and  Colleges;  on  the  Militia;  on  Agriculture;  on  Man- 
ufiictures  and  Commerce;   on  Municipal  Corporations;   on  Corporations 
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other  than  Municipal;  on  the  Currency;  on  Benevolent  Institutions;  on 
the  Eeform  School,  and  the  Asylum  for  Idiots;  on  the  Penitentiary;  on 
t'ae  Library;  on  State  Buildings;  on  New  Counties;  on  Retrenchment;  on 
the  Salaries  and  Fees  of  Public  Officers;  on  Public  Printing;  on  Federal 
Eelations;  on  Unfinished  Business;  on  Enrollment;  and  on  Revision; 
tD  which  last  named  committee  all  bills  when  engrossed,  and  before  their 
passage,  phall  be  delivered  by  the  clerk,  and  said  committee  shall  carefully 
revise  the  phraseology  thereof,  and  re-arraDge  the  sections  when  necessary, 
carefully  preserving  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  said  bills,  as  ordered 
to  be  engrossed. 

5.  AU  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  it 
shall  be  otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case,  they  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  a  vote  of  the  Senate. 

6.  The  President  shall  sign  all  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions, 
when  passed  hy  both  houses;  and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas,  issued 
by  order  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  under  his  hand,  attested  by  the  Clerk. 

OF  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  SENATORS. 

7.  Whenever  a  Senator  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat 
and  respectfully  address  himself  to  "Mr.  President:"  and  the  President 

shall  announce  him  as  "The  Senator  from "  [naming  his  county.] 

The  Senator  may  then  speak,  either  from  his  seat  or  from  the  seat  of  any 
other  Senator  tendered  him  for  the  purpose,  or  from  the  stand. 

8.  In  all  cases,  the  Senator  who  shall  first  rise  and  address  the  Presi- 
dent, shall  speak  first ;  but  when  two  or  more  Senators  shall  rise  at  once, 
the  President  shall  announce  the  Senator  who  is  first  to  speak. 

9.  No  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question,  except 
in  committee  of  the  whole  Senate,  or  by  leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  he  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

10.  Any  Senator,  while  discussing  a  question,  may  read  from  books, 
papers  or  documents,  any  matter  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion, without  asking  leave. 

11.  Any  Senator  may  call  for  a  statement  of  the  question,  which  the 
•President  may  give  sitting. 

12.  Any  Senator  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  and  the  decis- 
ion of  the  President  as  to  its  divisibility  shall  be  subject  to  appeal,  as  in 
questions  of  order. 

13.  Every  Senator  present,  when  the  question  is  put^  shall  vote,  unless 
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the  Senate,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  A  request  to  be  excused  from 
voting  shall  not  be  in  order  unless  made  before  the  Senate  divides,  or 
before  the  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is  commenced;  and  any  Senator 
requestiQg  to  be  excused  jfrom  voting,  may  make  a  brief  statement  of  the 
reasons  for  making  such  request^  and  the  question  shall  then  be  taken 
without  further  debate. 

14.  While  the  President  or  Chairman  is  putting  any  question,  or 
addresing  the  Senate,  no  one  shall  walk  across  the  chamber,  and  while  a 
Senator  is  speaking  no  one  shall  pass  between  him  and  the  chair.  No 
person  other  than  the  Clerk  shall  remain  at  the  Clerk's  table  while  the 
ayes  and  noes  are  being  called,  or  ballots  being  counted. 

16.  Any  Senator  has  the  right  to  demand  the  yeas  and  nays  upon  any 
question  before  it  is  put;  and  upon  such  demand  the  Clerk  shall  call  the 
names  of  Senators  in  their  alphabetical  order ;  and  before  the  result  is 
declared  shall  read  over  the  names  of  those  voting  in  the  affirmative,  and 
those  voting  in  the  negative. 

17.  Any  two  Senators  shall  have  a  right  to  demand  a  call  of  the  Senate, 
and  to  send  for  absent  Senators ;  and  upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of 
Senators  shall  be  called  by  the  Clerk  alphabetically,  and  the  absentees  noted. 

18.  Any  three  Senators  have  a  right  to  demand  the  previous  question. 

19.  No  Senator  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is 
individually  interested. 

ORDER  OP  THE  BUSINESS  FOR  THE  DAY. 

20.  As  soon  as  the  Senate  is  called  to  order,  a  quorum  being  present, 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read  by  the  clerk,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, corrected  by  the  Senate. 

21.  As  soon  as  the  journal  is  read  and  corrected,  as  aforesaid,  the  Pres- 
ident shall  call  for  the  presentation  of  petitions  and  memorials;  bills  for 
their  second  reading;  bills  for  their  third  reading;  notices  of  intention  to 
introduce  bills ;  the  introduction  of  bills  on  leave  or  notice ;  the  reports 
of  standing  committees ;  reports  of  select  committees.  The  above  business 
shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  it  is  arranged,  and  shall  not  be 
in  order  at  any  other  time,  unless  by  leave  of  the  Senate. 

22.  Every  petition  and  memorial  shall  be  referred,  on  motion,  without 
putting  the  question  for  that  purpose,  unless  the  reference  is  objected  to 
at  the  time  of  its  presentation;  no  petition  or  memorial  shall  be  printed 
unless  by  special  order  of  the  Senate. 
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23.  Messages  from  the  House,  and  communications  from  either  branch 
of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  State,  may  be  received,  read  and  dis- 
posed of  at  any  time,  except  when  the  President  is  putting  a  question, 
while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called,  or  while  ballots  are  being  counted, 

24.  The  interim  between  any  two  sessions  of  the  Senate,  on  the  same 
day  shall  be  termed  a  recess ;  and  on  re-assembKng  at  the  appointed  hour, 
any  question  pending  at  the  time  of  taking  such  recess  shall  be  resumed 
without  any  motion  to  that  effect 

ON  MOTIONS  AND  QUESTIONS. 

25.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
Senator  so  desire. 

26.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
President ;  or  being  in  writing,  it  may  be  read  to  the  Senate,  by  the  Clerk 
before  debate. 

27.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn 
by  leave  of  the  Senate,  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment 

28.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  Senate,  except  privileged 
questions,  shall  be  put  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  made,  except  in 
filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  and  the  longest  time  shall  be  first  put 

29.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form :  "  You  who  are  of 
opinion,  (as  the  question  maybe,)  say  'aye,'"  and  after  the  affinnative 
voice  is  expressed,  "those  of  a  contrary  opinion  say  'no.' "  If  the  Pres- 
ident doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide ;  those  in 
the  affirmative  of  the  question,  first  rising  from  their  seats;  and  afterwards 
those  of  the  negative,  and  the  President  shall  determine  by  count,  announc- 
ing the  number. 

80.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn ;  to  take  a  recess ;  to  lie  on  the  table ;  for  the  previous  question ; 
to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the  day;  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain;  to 
commit;  to  amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely;  which  several  motions  shall 
have  precedence  of  each  other,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  arranged. 

31.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
Senate,  or  to  a  standing  committee,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  amend  such 
motion  by  substituting  any  other  committee;  but  if  any  other  committee 
be  suggested,  the  motion  shall  be  first  put  upon  thecommittee  first  named, 
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and  afterwards  upon  tlie  committee  or  committees  suggested,  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  named ;  but  a  motion  to  refer  to  the  committee  of  the 
whole  Senate,  to  a  standing  committee,  or  to  a  select  committee,  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  here  named, 

32.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  or  indefinitely,  being  de- 
cided, shall  not  be  again  allowed  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  prop- 
osition. 

33.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  always  in  order;  but  being  decided 
in  the  negative,  shall  not  be  again  entertained  until  some  motion,  call, 
order  or  discussion  shall  take  place. 

34.  The  following  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  to  wit : 
To  adjourn,  to  take  a  recess,  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  to 
go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  orders  of  the  day ;  and  all  ques- 
tions relating  to  the  priority  of  business. 

OF  AMENDMENTS. 

35.  No  motion  or  proposition  upon  a  subject  different  from  that  under 
consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment 

36.  A  motion  to  strike  out,  and  insert,  shall  be  deemed  divisible;  and 
a  refusal  to  strike  out,  shall  be  equivalent  to  agreeing  to  the  matter  in  that 
foriA,  but  shall  not  preclude  farther  amendment  by  way  of  addition. 

BEOONSIDERATlON. 

37.  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  must  be  made  by  a  Senator  voting 
with  the  majority ;  or  in  case  of  an  equal  vote,  by  a  Senator  voting  with 
the  prevailing  side  of  the  question— except  when  a  bUl  shall  feil  on  its 
final  passage  for  want  of  the  constitutional  number  of  votes,  when  the 
motion  to  reconsider  may  come  from  any  Senator  voting  on  the  question. 
And  such  motion  shall  only  be  admitted  when  made  with  reference  to  the 
last  action  of  the  Senate  upon  the  subject,  and  within  the  next  two  days 
of  actual  session  of  the  Senate,  after  such  vote  was  taken ;  and  when  the 
motion  is  to  reconsider  the  vote  upon  the  final  passage  of  a  bill,  the  same 
shall  take  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn, 

THE  PREVIOUS  QUESTION. 

38.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main 
question  now  be  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded  by 
three  Senators,  and^  until  decided,  shall  preclude  further  debate,  and  all 
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amendments  and  motions,  except  one  motion  to  adjourn,  one  motion 
to  take  a  recess,  and  one  motion  to  lie  on  the  table.  AU  incidental 
questions,  or  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the 
previous  question,  and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

89.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question,  and  prior  to  voting  on  the 
same,  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order ;  but  after  the  demand  for  the 
previous  question  shall  have  been  sustained,  no  call  shall  be  in  order,  and 
the  Senate  shall  be  brought  to  an  immediate  vote — ^first  upon  the  pending 
amendments  in  their  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question, 

40.  If  a  call  for  the  previous  question  be  not  sustained,  the  subject 
under  consideration  shall  not  thereby  be  postponed,  but  the  business  shall 
proceed  as  if  no  such  call  had  been  made. 

QUESTIONS  OF  ORDER. 

41.  If  any  Senator,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  order,  and  the 
Senator  called  to  order  shall  take  his  seat,  if  required  to  do  so  by  the 
President,  until  the  question  of  order  is  decided. 

42.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President  without 
debate ;  such  decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  two 
Senators,  on  which  appeal  no  Senator  shall  speak  more  than  once,  unless 
by  leave  of  the  Senate,  and  the  President  may  speak  in  preference  to 
Senators,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose. 

43.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  Senator  called  to  order,  he  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  proceed, 
in  case  any  Senator  object,  without  leave  of  the  Senate. 

44.  If  a  Senator  call  anpther  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  he 
shall,  if  required  by  the  President,  reduce  to  writing  the  language  used  by 
the  Senator  which  he  deemed  out  of  order. 

45.  All  questions  of  order,  with  the  decisions  thereon,  from  which  an 
appeal  may  have  been  taken,  shall  be  noted  by  the  Clerk,  and  put  together 
at  the  end  of  the  Journal  at  each  session. 

OF  COMMITTEES. 

46.  The  several  standing  and  select  committees  of  the  Senate  shall 
have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise ;  and  it  shall  be  in  order  for  the 
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oommittee  on  Enrollment  to  report  at  any  time  when  the  Senate  is  not  • 
otherwise  engaged. 

47.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  signed  by  such  members  thereof, 
as  concur  therein,  and  the  same  shall  be  read  by  the  Glerk,  or  at  the  Clerk's 
desk,  by  the  Senator  making  the  report,  without  a  motion  unless  the  read- 
ing be  dispensed  with  by  the  Senate. 

48.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  Senate,  unless  by 
special  leave. 

OF  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  WHOLE. 

49.  When  the  Senate  shall  be  ready  to  proceed  to  the  orders  of  the 
day,  a  motion  to  go  into  conmiittee  of  the  whole  Senate  on  the  orders  of 
the  day  shall  have  precedence  of  all  other  motions,  except  to  adjourn,  to 
take  a  recess,  and  for  the  previous  question. 

60.  In  forming  a  committee  of  the  whole  Senate  the  President  shall 
leave  the  Chair,  and  appoint  a  Chairman,  who  shall  preside  and  vote  as 
other  Senators. 

51.  In  a  committee  of  the  whole,  bills  shall  be  read  by  the'  Chairman 
or  Clerk,  and  considered  by  sections,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  directed 
by  the  committee,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be  last  considered ;  the  body 
of  the  bill  shall  not  be  defaced,  or  interlined,  but  amendments  shall  be 
noted  by  the  chairman  or  clerk,  on  a  separate  piece  of  paper,  as  the  same 
shaU  be  agreed  to  by  the  committee,  and  so  reported  to  the  Senate ;  after 
being  reported  the  bill  and  amendments  of  the  committee  shall  be  imme- 
diately taken  for  consideration,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Senate,  and  again  be  subject  to  discussion  or  amendment  before  the  ques- 
tion to  engross  the  bill  be  taken. 

52.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  committee  of  whole,  shall  be  the  same 
as  in  the  Senate,  so  £ur  as  may  be  applicable. 

OF   BILLS. 

53.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  or 
'  upon  at  least  one  day's  notice,  or  by  leave  of  the  Senate,  upon  a  statement 

of  the  objects  of  the  bill.    All  bills  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  introduced,  unless  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  direct 

54.  If  opposition  be  made  to  the  bill,  on  the  first  reading,  the  question 
shall  be,  "  Shall  the  bill  be  rejected  ?"  K  the  bill  be  not  rejected,  it  shall 
pass  to  a  second  reading,  in  the  order  of  proceeding. 

3 — Affjendix  Seitats  Jourkal. 
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55.  On  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  the  President  shall  state  that  it  is 
ready  for  commitment  or  engrossment;  and  if  no  motion  or  order  be  made 
to  the  contrary,  it  shall  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  Senate, 
to  be  considered  in  its  order ;  if  the  biU  be  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  the 
Senate  shall  direct  on  what  day  it  shall  be  read  a  third  time.  Amend- 
ments to  all  House  bills,  when  altered  or  amended  by  the  Senate,  shall  be 
engrossed  in  like  manner  as  Senate  bills,  preparatory  to  their  third  reading 

56.  When  a  question  is  lost,  on  ordering  a  bill  to  be  engrossed  for  a 
third  reading,  on  a  particular  day,  it  shall  not  preclude  a  question  to  order 
it  to  be  engrossed  for  a  third  reading  on  a  different  day,  unless  a  division 
be  called  for ;  but  if  on  a  division,  the  question  on  engrossing  a  bill  with- 
oout  including  the  time  for  its  third  reading,  shall  fail,  the  bill  shall  be 
considered  as  lost 

67.  Bills  standing  in  order  for  a  third  reading,  shall  be  taken  up  and 
read  without  a  motion  to  that  effect,  and  the  question  shall  be  put^  "Shall 
the  bill  pass  ?"  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

58.  When  a  bill  has  passed  the  Senate,  the  President  or  Clerk  shall 
read  its  title,  substituting  the  word  "act"  for  the  word  "bill,"  and  the 
President  shall  demand  if  the  Senate  agree  to  its  title ;  and  if  the  Senate 
is  agreed,  the  Clerk  shall  make  out  the  title  accordingly,  and  shall  certify 
the  passage  of  the  bill  upon  the  back  thereof. 

59.  After  commitment  and  report  thereof  to  the  Senate,  or  at  any  time 
before  its  passage,  a  bill  or  resolution  may  be  recommitted ;  but  after  bills 
have  been  read  the  third  time,  and  put  upon  their  passage,  they  shall  not 
be  recommitted  for  the  purpose  of  amendment,  except  imder  instructicns 
from  the  Senate,  which  instructions  shall  embody,  substantially,  the 
amendment  or  amendments  proposed. 

60.  All  bills  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  for  the  use  of  Senators 
before  the  second  reading  thereof. 

OF  RESOLUTIONS. 

61.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  all  joint  resolutions  which 
do  not  give  rise  to  debate. 

EXECUTIVE  SESSIONS. 

62.  Executive  appointments  shall  be  considered  with  closed  doors ;  and 
whenever  the  Senate  shall  have  determined  to  go  into  Executive  sessions, 
the  President  shall  cause  the  chamber  and  lobby  to  be  cleared  of  all  visit- 
ors and  the  doors  shall  remain  closed  during  such  Executive  session,    ^^^t^ 
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,  ADMISSION  OF  VISITOIIS  WITHIN  THE  BAR  OP  THE  SENATE. 

63.  Daring  the  sitting  of  the  Senate,  no  person  shall  be  admitted 
within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  excepting  Members  of  the  two  Houses,  their 
Clerks.  Assistants,  and  other  Officers,  or  persons  charged  with  any  message 
or  papers  for  the  Senate,  Clergymen  by  invitation  of  the  President,  tiie 
Governor  of  this  or  any  other  State,  Judges  of  the  Coorts,  Heads  of  the 
dijfferent  Departments,  Members  of  Congress,  gentiemen  who  have  been 
Members  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  those  who 
for  the  time  being  are  Members  of  the  Legislature  of  other  States,  and 
ladies  and  gentlemen  accompanying  them  visiting  the  Senate  chamber — 
together  with  such  other  persons  as  may,  at  any  time,  be  specially  invited 
by  any  Member  of  the  present  Senate ;  and  the  use  of  the  Senate  chamber 
shall  not  be  granted,  at  any  time  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  for  any  other 
than  legislative  purposes. 

Of  THE  BULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

64.  These  Bules  shall  not  be  altered,  except  after  at  least  one  day's 
notice  of  the  intention  of  alteration;  and  no  rule  shall  be  suspended^ 
except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present 

65.  Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  received  as  a  rule  in  all  cases  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  foregoing  Bules.

In  answer  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  passed  January  20,  calling 
for  the  Report  on  the  condition  of  the  Banks  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Clay- 
pool,  I  beg  leave  to  say — that  at  the  time  of  the  receipt  of  your  resolu- 
tion, I  first  discovered  that  the  Report  was  not  on  file.  Diligent  search 
and  inquiry  were  made  immediately  for  the  missing  document,  and  up 
to  this  time  I  am  unable  to  account  for  its  disappearance,  as  it  is  a  fact 
known  to  myself  that  it  was  on  file  in  this  office  for  many  months,  during 
which  time  it  was  frequently  called  for  and  examined.  I  still  think  that 
in  some  of  these  examinations  it  has  been  misplaced,  and  will  yet  be 
found. 

As  soon  as  I  became  aware  that  I  should  be  unable  to  fumbh  the 
original,  I  requested  Mr.  Claypool  to  make  me  a  duplicate,  which  he  was 
fortunately  able  to  do  from  the  original  notes  he  had  preserved.  This 
•duplicate  copy,  furnished  to  me  only  this  morning,  I  herewith  transmit  is 
the  best  reply  to  the  Resolution  in  my  power  to  make. 

The  foregoing  will  also  answer  the  resolution  of  your  body  of  this  date, 
inquiring  as  to  the  causes  of  the  delay  in  transmitting  the  report  called  for.

To  Messrs.  F.  M,  Weight,  A.  P.  Stone,  A.  P.  Russell,  Bank  Commissioners: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  of  enclosing  herewith,  duplicate  re- 
ports, of  my  examination  of  Banks  made  under  your  Commission  of 

January ,  1658.    Much  of  the  data,  comprising  the  Bank  Reports, 

Lists  of  Bills  and  Notes  Discounted,  affidavits,  &c.,  from  which  my 
original  Report  was  made  being  lost  with  the  Report,  my  duplicate  re- 
ports must  necessarily  be  imperfect,  and  render  my  review  of  the  differ- 
ent banks  a  brief  one. 

SPBINGFn&LD   BANK. 

This  Bank,  on  the  14th  of  January,  1858,  had  reduced  its  capital  by 
losses,  &c.,  $12,347  12.  By  the  quarterly  return  of  November,  1858, 1 
observe  it  again  made  a  dividend,  in  violation  of  law.  No  well  regula- 
ted bank  suffers  itself  to  remain  without  a  surplus  of  profits  to  fall  back 
on.  It  has  rendered  itself  liable  to  the  penalties  of  the  38th  section  of 
the  organic  law. 

OOMMBRCLiL   BANK   OF   CINCniNATI. 

This  is  a  strong  Bank,  well  and  ably  conducted.  It  should  be  made 
to  conform  to  the  law,  in  the  amount  of  bonds  deposited.  The  framers 
of  the  law,  in  the  prohibition  of  withdrawal  of  bonds  below  the  amount 
of  capital,  and  in  no  case  below  fifty  thousand  dollars,  intended  to 
meet  the  very  case  this  bank  exhibits,  using  its  corporate  character  to 
give  it  credit,  supplying  no  portion  or  part  of  a  sound  circulating  medium, 
and  assuming  in  other  respects  the  character  of  a  mere  private  banker's 
or  broker's  office. 

BANK  OF  IRONTON,  UIONTON. 

This  Bank  had  impaired  its  capital  $7,558  88.  Had  an  excess  of  cir- 
culation over  capital,  $15,000,  and  which  since,  by  the  bank  becoming 
owner  of  $11,600  of  its  own  stock,  increased  the  excess  to  $40,800.  It 
would  seem  to  have  used  its  capital,  or  circulation,  or  both,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  bonds. 

SAVINGS  BANK,   CINCINNATI. 

This  Bank  is  insolvent,  and  if  it  have  at  this  time  any  circulation, 
should  be  made  to  return  it. 
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DATTON   BAKK,  DATTON. 

This  Bank  had  redaced  ita  capital  by  losses  $15,167  84.  It  was  doing 
no  business ;  had  no  coin  or  exchange  basis,  for  redemption  of  its  notes. 
Its  circulation  should  be  called  in. 

BnAm  VALLEY  BANK,  DATTON. 

The  affidavit  of  Daniel  Beckel,  President  of  the  Bank,  stated  the  Bank 
was  not  doing  business,  its  books  closed, its  capital  long  since  paid  back; 
had  no  assets  or  indebtedness,  other  than  stocks  with  the  Auditor, 
amounting  to  $68,900,  and  an  outstanding  circulation  of  $88,900,  pre- 
senting the  singular  anomaly  of  a  single  individual,  in  truth,  holding, 
controlling,  and  receiving  the  benefit  of  a  circulation  of  near  $90,000i 
receiving  over  five  thousand  dollars  a  year  interest  from  the  bonds,  and 
redeeming  the  notes  as  he  may  best  think  fit,  and  when — ^the  notes 
sometimes  at  par,  and  sometimes  at  ten  per  cent,  discount.  This  ought 
not  to  be,  and  there  is  surely  a  remedy  for  it. 

SAMDUSKT   Cmr  BANK. 

This  is  another  of  those  Banks,  with  its  entire  capital  lost,  and  indeed 
insolvent;  without  means  for  redemption ;  without  a  place  for  business, 
or  redemption ;  holds  a  circulation  of  $50,000,  the  notes  sometimes  cur- 
rent, sometimes  not ;  at  times  at  par,  and  then  at  a  discount. 

FOREST  crrr  bank,  Cleveland. 
This  Bank  had  very  recently  changed  its  administration,  to  the  benefit, 
I  think,  of  its  stockholders,  and  the  good  of  the  public.  Its  present  man- 
agers are  respectable,  prudent  and  responsible  men.  It  would  do  well, 
however,  to  get  rid  of  the  collateral  feature,  that  prevails  so  much  in  its 
business,  and  to  discount  no  paper  but  such  as  has  upon  it  the  evidence 
of  strength,  and  certainty  of  payment. 

CTTY   BANK   OF   CLEVELAND. 

This  Bank,  in  its  large  surplus  means,  gives  evidence  of  able  and  suc- 
cessful management,  and  in  its  large  deposit,  evidence  of  the  confidence 
of  the  business  men  of  Cleveland.  Its  discount  line  I  judged  to  be  a  fair 
one,  and  the  character  of  its  managers  gave  assurance  of  its  being  a 
good  one.  Its  suspended  debt  had  been  large — the  effect  of  the  panic- 
but  was  being  rapidly  reduced  by  payment,  &c. 
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BANK   OF   OOMMEECE. 

The  statement  of  this  Bank,  in  its  surplaa  and  deposits,  gives  evidenoe 
of  success  and  confidence,  managed  by  shrewd  business  men,  who  have 
a  large  interest  in  the  Bank.  I  judged  its  large  discount  line  to  be  good. 
Owing  to  the  peculiarity  of  the  times,  its  discounts  were  larger  than 
desirable. 

BANK   OF   MARION,  MARION. 

This  Bank,  in  an  exposed  situation,  would  be  very  weak ;  its  location, 
in  a  measure,  protects  it.  It  has  impaired  its  capital  $3,010  63,  and 
shows  a  singular  discrepancy  between  its  amount  of  means  and  amount 
of  bonds  deposited  for  circulation.  Its  managers  are  respectable  and 
responsible. 

CHAMPAIGN  COUNTY  BANK,  URBANA. 

This  is  another  of  the  few  Banks  that  exhibit  surplus  means.  It  is 
well  managed  and  entirely  safe.    Surplus  $5,298  05. 

BANK  OF  DELAWARE,  DELAWARE. 

This  Bank,  when  I  examined,  had  not  received  circulation,  and  had 
scarcely  commenced  business.  It  is  owned  by  able  and  responsible  men, 
and  will  no  doubt  be  managed  well. 

SENECA   COUNTY   BANK,   TIFFIN. 

A  full  and  extended  notice  of  the  transactions  of  this  Bank  will,  I  pre- 
sume, be  made  by  the  "  Committee  of  Investigation,''  and  I  have  proba* 
bly  trespassed  in  giving  as  full  a  notice  of  it  as  I  have. 

The  answers,  under  oath,  of  the  Assistant  Cashier,  and  the  Bookkeeper, 
were  included  in  my  original  Report,  and  are  missing  with  it.  I  regret 
the  loss,  as  they  might  have  been  useful  for  future  comparison . 

It  is  evident  from  the  facts  that  I  have  set  forth,  great  looseness 
and  an  almost  entire  disregard  of  law  has  been  permitted  in  the  depart- 
ments in  the  general  administration  of  these  banks — which  is  strangely 
in  contrast  with  the  general  administration  of  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio, 
with  an  able  and  experienced  President  and  Vice  President,  and  Secre- 
tary. Every  monthly  return  is  subjected  to  the  severest  scrutiny,  and 
.  every  departure  from  rule  or  law  rebuked  and  corrected.  Once  a  year 
at  least,  each  of  its  branches  is  subjected  to  the  examination  and  rigid 
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scrutiDy  of  the  Vice  Fresidenty  a  trained  banker  and  an  able  accoant- 
ant — his  reports  again  submitted  to  a  committee  of  the  Board  at  every 
semi-annual  meeting — and  yet,  with  all  this  labor  and  supervision,  I  ap- 
prehend the  gentlemen  of  the  State  Bank  find  it  a  difficult  matter  to 
keep  some  of  its  branches  within  the  traces. 

The  abuses  and  derangement  which  have  attached  to  the  "  Indepen- 
dent "  and  '*  State  Stock  systems  "  of  banking,  which  have  brought  them 
into  disrepute,  and  greatly  injured  the  sound  banks  under  it,  have  arisen 
from  the  great  error  of  placing  them  under  the  supervision  of  the  Treas- 
urer and  Auditor  of  State — ^giving  in  charge  an  interest,  in  the  good  or 
bad  management  of  which,  is  greatly  involved  the  prosperity  of  the  pro- 
ductive interests  of  the  State,  to  men  already  overburdened  with  the 
onerous  duties  of  their  own  immediate  departments. 

Reasons  for  isolating  the  banks  from  the  other  departments  of  the  State 
could  be  multiplied — the  experience  of  the  past  five  years  precludes 
their  necessity. 

New  York,  in  April,  1651,  passed  an  act  organizing  a  bank  depart- 
ment— separate  and  distinct— charged  with  the  execution  of  all  laws  in 
relation  to  banking,  having  a  chief  officer,  denominated  the  Superinten- 
dent. This  syste^jn  has  been  in  operation  nearly  eight  years,  and  has 
worked  well.  The  Superintendent  is  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  three  years. 

In  the  course  of  my  examination,  some  of  the  leading  bankers  of  the 
State,  aware  of  the  injury  they  had  sustained  from  the  loose  manage- 
ment of  the  present  system,  requested  me  to  recommend  the  present 
New  York  system  of  superintendence.  It  is  probably  not  my  province 
to  do  so,  but  presuming  on  the  privilege  I  may  possibly  have  in  being 
one  of  the  oldest  bankers  of  the  State,  I  make  the  suggestion  that  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  (now  in  session)  be  called  to  it. 

It  is  not  now  a  question  of  bank  or  no  bank.  Banks  in  Ohio  have 
become  a  forced  necessity.  If  the  present  banks  were  swept  out  of  ex- 
istence, and  their  notes  called  in,  just  as  rapidly  would  the  vacuum  be 
filled  with  the  irresponsible  circulation  of  other  States.  No  enactments 
could  prevent  this,  or  produce  a  coin  medium  under  the  circumstances 
that  now  surround  the  State. 

It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  wherever,  and  to  whom  the  State  grant  a 
chartered  privilege,  it  is  a  duty  imposed  thereby  to  protect  the  people 
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from  any  and  every  abuse  of  the  power  or  privilege  granted.  The 
abuses  of  these  systems  have  been  handed  down  to  the  present  Auditor 
and  Treasureri  and  they  have  felt  h  lack  of  power  to  abate  most  of  the 
prominent  ones,  and  to  make  them  return  their  circulation  improperly 
held.

be  greater  than  the  stated  estimate. 

The  $27,600  bondsT  are  seven  per  cent  mortgages,  received  from  the 
Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company  for  indebtedness,  and  are 
undoubtedly  good. 

In  the  dividend  of  November,  1857  the  Bank  divided  $800  more  than 
its  net  earnings. 
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From  the  estimate  of  liabilities  and  resources,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Bank  has  impaired  its  capital  stock  $12,347  12,  and  cannot  legally 
make  a  dividend  until  its  capital  shall  be  restored ,  and  all  charges  for  pre- 
miums &c.,  wiped  off. 

For  some  weeks,  daring  the  panic,  the  Bank  failed  to  redeem  its  notes 
of  circulation  in  coin,  but  the  President  of  the  Bank,  in  his  affidavit, 
states  that  satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  for  them. 

It  had  always  been  careless  in  keeping  up  its  basis,  but  having  changed 
its  executive  officer,  I  think  that  matter  will  have  more  attention.

1  entered  upon  the  examination  of  this  Bank  Feb.  3, 1858.  It  was 
originally  organized  under  the  law  of  1 845,  and  in  July  1854  passed  into 
the  hands  of  W.  H.  Gibson  and  others,  and  a  new  set  of  books  opened — 
with  an  assumed  capital  of  $100,000,  of  which  $30,000  was  paid  in,  and 
•  notes  of  the  stockholders  for  $70,000  given.  I  found  this  organization 
had  very  summarily  been  closed  up,  on  the  25th  April,  1857,  giving  place  to 
an  organization  under  the  State  Stock  law  of  1851 ;  and  that  again,  this 
bank  had  been  closed,  in  as  summary  manner,  and  that  the  private  Bank- 
ing House  of  C.  L.  Johnson  &  Co.  had  taken  its  place,  without  special 
instructions,  I  confined  myself  to  the  examination  of  the  bond  and  note 
accounts  of  the  Independent  Bank,  that  closed  its  existence  April  25, 
1857.  I  found  its  notes  for  circulation  to  have  been  kept  under  two 
heads,  "  Circulation"  and  '^  Treasurer  for  mutilated."  I  took  copies  of 
these  accounts,  and  subsequently  compared  them,  with  the  Treasurer's 
books,  but  found  them  impossible  to  reconcile.

This  excess  is  made  up  of  two  items  of  mutilated  notes,  May  9,  1866 — 81,914, 
and  Aug.  1,  1866->Q6,887,  98,801,  and  the  amount  twice  credited  and  thrice 
charged,  932,128.  For  the  two  amounts  of  mutilated  returned,  the  bank  held  no 
receipts  and  could  not  have  received  them. 
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About  the  first  of  January,  1857,  Mr.  Gibson  took  bonds  of  1850  to 
New  York,  and  collected  them  to  the  amount  of  $32,128.  It  is  not  known 
what  became  of  the  proceeds,  nor  was  their  place  supplied  by  the  deposit 
of  new  bonds,  and  that  amount  of  notes  remained  unrepresented  by 
bonds  until  July  3d,  1S57,  (six  months)  when  they  were  returned,  and 
Cashier  Johnson's  receipt  for  the  bonds  left  with  Mr.  Stone.  If  the  cir- 
culation received  for  these  bonds,  as  posted  in  the  bank  account  Novem- 
ber 28th,  were  then  really  received,  the  over-plus  of  circulation  as  I  have 
stated,  is  true. 

The  amount  of  circulation,  $34,657,  without  bond  or  receipt,  never  en- 
tered into  the  cash  of  the  bank,  and  must  have  been  used,  either  by  the 
new  organization  that  commenced  ten  days  after  its  receipt,  or,  used  by 
the  officers,  as  well  worn  notes  were  returned  in  their  place,  at  the  close 
of  July.  Mr.  Ebberts,  the  assistant  cashier,  stated  to  me  that  the  amount 
so  obtained,  was  over  $38,000;  that  Mr.  Gibson  was  to  purchase  the 
bonds  and  draw  on  the  bank  for  the  amount,  a  convenient  arrangement, 
but  one  scarcely  intended  to  be  carried  out  in  good  faith,  being  kept 
secret,  until  forced  from  Mr.  Johnson  on  examination  before  the  Grand 
Jury,  after  Mr.  G.  resigned.

The  books  of  the  bank  having  since  my  original  report  was  made, 
come  into  my  possession  as  receiver,  I  add  additional  statements. 

In  September,  1854,  when  this  bank  was  in  a  state  of  reorganization, 
G.  L.  Johnson,  the  cashier,  stated  under  oath,  to  Mr.  Reemelin,  (the 
examiner,)  *'  the  new  stockholders  have  paid  their  stocks  nearly  all  in ;" 
"  all  the  stocks  will  be  paid  by  the  time  we  get  our  new  office ;"  "  I  think 
the  money  is  ready,"  (thirty-five  days  thereafter,)  but  $30,000  of  its  cap- 
ital of  $100,000  was  actually  paid  in,  when  the  books  were  opened.

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On  the  closing  the  bank,  April  25, 1857,  the  accounts  of  the  parties 
marked  S  being  stockholders,  were  paid  by  a  credit  of  the  full  amount  of 
their  stock,  and  the  balances  transferred  to  the  books  of  the  new  organiza- 
tion, to  which  was  transferred  the  remaining  assetts.  It  is  proper  to  here 
state  that  this  organization  had  a  regular  certificate  from  the  proper  offi- 
cers of  State,  of  compliance  with  the  second,  third  and  fourth  sections  of  the 
act  to  authorize  ''  Free  Banking,"  but  was  not  authorized  to  commence 
the  business  of  banking  until  after  deposits  with  the  Auditor  of  State  of 
bonds  for  security  of  circulation,  as  required  in  the  44th  section  of  the 
same  law;  this  was  never  done,  and  of  course  no  circulation  was  ever 
furnished  to  the  company  under  its  new  organization  by  the  auditor. 

This  bank  seems  to  have  held  a  close  connection  with  Messrs.  Bliss, 
Breslin,  and  Gibson,  and  more  especially  the  two  latter.  Large  amounts 
of  the  public  money  flowed  through  the  bank,  and  it  seems  at  all  times, 
to  have  been  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  those  gentlemen  in  their 
difficulties.  Shortly  after  Mr.  Gibson  entered  into  the  Treasury,  I  find  a 
copy  of  a  letter  (Jan.  24th,  1856,)  from  Cashier  Johnson  to  the  cashier  of 
the  American  Exchange  Bank,  New  York,  in  which  he  asks,  <<  What 
interest  will  you  give  us  on  an  account  running  balance  from  $100,000 
to  $400,000,  never  to  fall  below  $100,000?" 

Mr.  Gibson's  stock  note  to  the  bank  for  $25,000,  was  paid  April  19th, 
1856,  after  he  became  Treasurer. 

In  the  Journal,  and  in  the  Index,  reference  is  made  to  the  account  of 
"Treasurer"  for  mutilated  page  329  of  the  ledger.  I  find  two  leaves 
torn  out  there,  the  account  transferred  further  on,  and  evidently  re-written. 

I  find  it  to  have  been  a  common  practice  to  send  the  notes  without 
having  receipts  on  file.  Package  after  package  of  new  notes  were  sent, 
enclosing  receipts  to  sign  and  return.

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REPORT  ON  LEWISTOWN  RESERVOIR. 


To  THE  Honorable  Martin  Welker,  President  of  the  Senate  : 

Sir  :  la  obedience  to  the  Resolution  of  the  Senate  directing  the  Audi- 
tor of  State,  Attorney-General,  and  Secretary  of  State,  to  report  to  the 
Senate  their  proceedings  under  the  act ''  to  cancel  the  contract  for  the 
Enlargement  of  the  Lewiatown  Reservoir,"  passed  12th  April,  1858,  and 
also  all ''  testimony  taken  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties"  un- 
der that  act,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

At  the  earliest  moment  after  its  passage  which  other  more  pressing 
official  business  would  permit,  the  undersigned  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them  by  the  act,  and  upon  the  third 
day  of  June,  as  preliminary  to  the  investigations  which  they  were  re* 
quired  to  make,  notified  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany to  furnish  forthwith  to  the  undersigned  "  a  full  and  detailed  state- 
ment of  all  its  accounts  for  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement  of  the 
Lewistown  Reservoir — of  its  indebtedness  to  any  person  or  persons  for 
labor  or  work  or  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement 
— of  all  moneys  received  by  it  or  its  assigns  from  the  lease  or  sale  of  the 
surplus  water  of  said  Reservoir  or  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  and  also 
copies  of  all  leases  or  other  instruments  leasing  or  otherwise  disposing 
of  said  water."  Certain  accounts  and  other  papers  were  furnished  by 
the  Company  under  this  notice  which  were  afterwards  attached  to  some 
of  the  depositions,  and  still  remain  so  attached. 

On  the  18th  day  of  June  two  of  the  undersigned  proceeded  to  Piqua, 
where  the  office  of  the  Company  is  situated,  and  made  a  partial  examina- 
tion of  its  books  and  papers. 

5 — Apfsndix  Senate  Joxhinal. 
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The  slight  preliminary  examination  thus  made  rendered  very  apparent 
what  indeed  was  also  evident  from  the  general  nature  of  the  investiga- 
tion directed  by  the  law  itself,  that  a  knowledge  of  the  mode  of  con- 
structing and  measuring  earthworks  and  water-ways,  as  well  as  of  the 
general  coat  of  such  constructions,  would  be  constantly  requisite  to  any 
intelligent  or  rightful  execution  of  the  duties  with  which  the  undersigned 
were  charged.  Having  no  such  knowledge,  they  called  to  their  assist- 
ance the  services  of  Richard  Page,  Esq.,  Civil  Engineer,  who  was  highly 
recommended  to  them  as  in  every  way  fitted  for  that  purpose  (and  to 
whose  really  most  valuable  aid  they  desire  in  passing  to  bear  testimony), 
and  on  the  twenty-third  day  of  June,  two  of  the  undersigned,  accom- 
panied by  him,  proceeded  "  to  view  and  examine  the  premises  and  work 
in  question."  After  such  "  view  and  examination"  had  been  made  they 
returned  to  Columbus,  leaving  Mr.  Page  to  continue  the  examination, 
and  directing  him  to  take  such  measurements  as  might  be  necessary  to 
verify  the  quantities  of  work  charged  in  the  books  of  the  Company,  and 
also  to  make  a  rigid  examination  of  every  item  contained  in  the  '^  De- 
tailed Statement"  of  the  cost  of  construction  as  furnished  by  the  Com- 
pany. This  investigation  (necessarily  a  work  of  much  time  and  labor), 
and  other  official  duties  of  the  undersigned,  consumed  the  interval  until 
the  fourth  day  of  August,  at  which  time  the  commission  began  taking 
the  testimony,  and  proceeded  therein  at  intervals  until  about  the  middle 
of  September. 

Without  going  into  details,  it  may  be  generally  stated  that  each  item 
of  the  accounts  presented  by  the  Company  was  rigidly  scrutinized,  and 
every  person  known  or  supposed  to  be  able  to  throw  any  light  upon  the 
subject  matter  of  the  investigation  was  summoned  and  most  thoroughly 
examined.

and  the  testimony  given  by  them  respectively  is  herewith  transmitted  to 
the  Senate,  together  with  the  Exhibits  referred  to  by  each  witness. 

Besides  the  testimony  taken  directly  before  the  undersigned,  they  pro- 
cured from  the  "  Treasury  Commission"  extracts  from  evidence  given 
before  it  by  William  H.  Gibson  and  Charles  L.  Johnson,  in  reference  to 
certain  subjects  which  in  the  course  of  their  investigation  it  became 
necessary  for  the  undersigned  likewise  to  examine — and  which  extracts 
are  also  herewith  transmitted. 

This  mass  of  evidence  is  believed  to  comprise  all  the  facts  necessary 
to  a  rightful  determination  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the  Enlargement 
of  the  Reservoir,  but  without  undertaking  here  to  sum  up  this  evidence, 
the  undersigned  will  content  themselves  with  stating  the  general  conclu- 
sions at  which  they  arrived,  respectfully  referring  the  Senate  to  the  testi- 
mony itself  for  the  details  of  all  matters  comprehended  within  these 
conclusions. 

I.  That  the  work  of  constructing  the  Enlargement  of  the  Reservoir 
was  thoroughly  done,  and  that  the  enlargement  itself  is  in  every  way 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose  intended  to  be  accomplished  by  its  construc- 
tion. 

II.  That  the  actual  cost  of  constructing  the  Enlargement,  including 
the  lands  purchased  by  the  Company  and  actually  necessary  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  Reservoir  or  the  protection  of  the  embankments,  reason- 
able salaries  or  compensation  for  superintendence  of  the  work  thereon, 
and  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  on  payments  actually  made  by 
said  Company  or  its  assignors,  was  seventy  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents  ($70,247  24),  upon  which 
sum — AS  it  represents  either  money  actually  paid  or  still  subsisting  lia- 
bilities incurred  for  construction  and  bearing  interest — the  Company 
ought  to  receive  interest,  and  which,  with  interest  to  that  date,  amounted 
on  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  1858,  to  seventy-five  thousand  five 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents  ($75,587  79).

The  various  accounts  furnished  by  the  Company  as  showing  the  cost 
to  it  of  constructing  the  Enlargement  represent  that  cost  to  have  been 
eighty-five  thousand  and  three  dollars  and  twenty-one  cents  ($85,003  21,) 
exclusive  of  interest,  which  being  computed  to  20th  August,  1858, 
made  ninety-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and 
eighty-five  cents,  ($91,167  85,)  as  the  sum  then  claimed  by  it  to  be  due 
for  the  cost  of  the  Enlargement,  and  showing  a  difierence  between  the  sum 
claimed  and  that  allowed  by  the  undersigned  of  fifteen  thousand  five 
hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and  eighty- six  cents,  ($15,599  86.) 
Large  as  this  discrepancy  seems,  it  will  be  readily  accounted  for  by  a 
glance  at  the  items  of  the  detailed  statement  of  the  Company,  Very 
many  of  these  items  represent  expenses  due  solely  to  the  corporate 
organization  of  the  Company,  which,  however  convenient  for  the  ulterior 
object  it  had  in  view,  was  certainly  not  of  any  service  in  the  mere  work 
of  construction — others  are  fur  moneys  disbursed  in  the  purchase  of  real 
estate,  such  as  the  Lockington  land,  situated  at  a  great  distance  from 
the  Reservoir,  and  purchased  solely  with  a  view  to  the  use  thereon  of 
the  surplus  water  power  to  be  created  by  the  Enlargement;  and  still 
others  represent  interest  on  moneys  borrowed  to  pay  the  contractors; 
which  payments  themselves  by  the  terms  of  law  also  draw  interest; 
while  one  very  considerable  item  is  a  charge  for  "  Law  Expenses,"  and 
embraces  among  other  things,  costs  and  fees  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid 
in  preparing  to  vindicate  the  right  of  the  Company  to  construct  the 
Enlargement — which  right  was  assailed  in  certain  legal  proceedings 
instituted  against  the  Company,  but  subsequently  discontinued.  How- 
ever legitimate  these  disbursements  and  such  as  these  may  have  been  in 
themselves  and  with  reference  to  the  ultimate  purposes  of  the  Company, 
they  had  certainly  no  necessary  connection  with  the  work  of  enlarging 
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the  Reservoir,  and  cannot  therefore  be  rightly  considered  as  entering 
into  the  cost  of  construction.  Excluding  these  items,  and  such  others  as 
stood  upon  the  same  footing,  but  including  the  sums  paid  or  agreed  to 
be  paid  directly  for  work  and  materials,  with  interest  thereon — for 
engineering  services — for  necessary  superintendence — and  for  lands 
included  within  the  Enlargement  or  covered  by  the  embankment  as 
necessary  to  its  protection,  the  undersigned  arrived  at  the  result  already 
stated.  The  only  obstacle  encountered  in  attaining  this  result,  was  the 
difficulty  of  determining  what  items  could  or  could  not  be  legitimately 
classed  under  the  heads  of  engineering  and  superintendence — and  in 
order  to  satisfy  themselves  of  the  accuracy  of  the  classification  made  by 
them  they  subjected  it  to  the  following  teat:  Upon  inquiry  it  was  ascer- 
tained that  the  general  average  ratio  which  in  works  of  this  kind  the 
cost  of  engineering,  superintendence  and  all  necessary  incidental 
expenses  bears  to  the  sum  expended  directly  for  work  and  labor,  is  from 
ten  to  fourteen  per  cent,  upon  the  latter.  Considering  the  more  than 
ordinary  difficulties,  arising  mainly  from  the  nature  of  the  surrounding 
country,  which  were  encountered  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  its 
comparatively  small  proportions, — which  necessarily  increased  the  ratio 
of  these  items  beyond  that  found  to  obtain  in  works  of  greater  magni- 
tude— it  was  thought  just  to  take  the  highest  average  ratio,  or  fourteen 
per  c^nt.  The  application  of  this  rule  gave  a  result  which  differed  by 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  from  that  obtained  in  the  first  mode,  and 
of  course  left  no  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  either  of  the  rule  of  classifi- 
cation of  the  items  thus  adopted,  or  of  the  product  which  it  had  yielded. 
They  have  therefore  no  difficulty  in  reporting  to  the  Senate  that  the 
whole  sum  legitimately  expended  by  the  Company  in  and  about  the  con- 
struction of  the  Enlargement — including  Engineering,  superintendence, 
real  estate  purchased,  and  interest  to  the  20th  August  1858, — is  seventy- 
five  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-nine 
cents,  ($75,587  79.) 

For  a  very  able  and  thorough  analysis  of  the  construction  account 
presented  by  the  Company,  reference  is  made  to  the  elaborate  report  of 
Mr.  Page,  herewith  transmitted. 

III.  The  actual  amount  received  by  the  Company  or  its  assigns  from 
the  lease  or  sale  of  surplus  water  from  said  Reservoir  or  from  the  Miami 
and  Erie  Canal  is  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  dol- 
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lars  and  eleven  cents,  ($14,223  11,)  to  which  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
fotir  dollars,  ($574,)  must  be  added  for  interest  from  the  time  the  same 
was  received  to  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  1858, — and  which  would 
make  fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and 
seventeen  cents,  (814,797  17,)  as  the  sum  to  be  charged  against  the  Com- 
pany on  that  day.  This  being  deducted  from  the  amount  found  to  be 
due  on  account  of  construction  gave  a  balance  of  sixty  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents,  ($60,790  63,)  which 
the  undersigned  found  and  determined  was  the  sum  which,  with  interest 
from  the  twentieth  day  of  August,  1858,  to  the  day  of  payment,  the 
undersigned  would,  if  nothing  further  had  appeared,  at  once  have  offered 
to  pay,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act,  in  final  settlement  and 
adjustment  of  "  all  the  accounts  of  the  Company,"  for  the  construction 
of  the  Enlargement — and  which,  if  accepted  of  the  Company,  would  have 
determined  forever  this  long  standing  and  every  way  painful  subject  of 
controversy.    But  it  was  not  so  to  be,  for 

IV.  In  the  course  of  the  investigation  the  fact  was  elicited  that  E.  S, 
Hamlin,  Esq.,  then  not  only  a  stockholder  in  and  director  of  the  Com- 
pany, but  also  one  of  a  committee  (of  which  Joseph  Cooper  and  J.  G. 
Young  were  the  other  members)  appointed  by  it  to  raise  money,  had  in 
December,  1856,  borrowed,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Company 
the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  ($12,000,)  from  William  H.  Gibson, 
Esq.,  then  Treasurer  of  the  State,  for  the  repayment  of  which  the  paper 
of  the  Company,  payable  to  the  order  of  the  aforesaid  committee,  and 
by  them  indorsed  in  blank,  was  given  to  Gibson.  This  paper,  which 
consisted  of  two  notes  of  six  thousand  dollars  each,  had,  it  seems,  been 
previously  executed  by  the  Company,  and  delivered  to  this  committee  to 
be  negotiated,  and  the  other  two  members  of  the  committee  had  con- 
fided the  negotiation  to  Hamlin  alone.  Subsequently,  bqt  at  what  pre- 
cise date  the  testimony  does  not  disclose,  Hamlin,  still  standing  in  the 
same  relation  to  the  Company,  borrowed  of  Gibson,  who  was  also  still 
Treasurer,  the  further  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  for  which  he 
(Hamlin)  then  or  at  some  subsequent  day  gave  to  Gibson  his  draft  "on 
his  brother  (F.  V.  Hamlin)  of  New  York" — payable  to  the  individual 
order  of  Gibson.  Notwithstanding  the  form  of  the  transaction,  the  last 
loan  was  in  fact  made  for  the  Company,  and  the  whole  sum  of  twenty- 
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four  thousand  dollars  thus  borrowed  from  Gibson  was  paid  over  to 
the  Company  and  applied  by  it  to  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement. 

In  the  testimony  given  by  Mr.  Gibson  before  the  undersigned,  he  af- 
firms unequivocally  that  excepting  the  sum  of  three  thousand  four 
hundred  dollars  ($3,400)  which  he  states  was  afterwards  reimbursed  by 
him  to  the  State — no  part  of  this  loan  consisted  of  funds  entrusted  to 
him  as  Treasurer,  but  that  it  was  made  with  moneys  partly  belonging  to 
himself  individually — partly  held  by  him  as  guardian  of  certain  named 
minor  children,  and  administrator  of  certain  specified  estates — and 
partly  as  attorney  for  certain  undisclosed  principals.  But  in  the  testimony 
given  by  him  before  the  Treasury  Commission  of  which  extracts  were 
furnished  to  the  undersigned,  and  are  to  be  found  in  the  papers  herewith 
transmitted,  he  states  that  all  the  money  loaned,  except  four  thousand 
dollars  which  he  admits  belonged  to  the  State,  was  either  his  own  prop- 
erty or  that  of  the  heirs  of  Richard  Williams  and  Jacob  Fleming,  of 
whom  he  was  guardian,  and  that  he  '^entered  upon  his  memorandum  of 
accounts  that  the  money  loaned  Hamlin  was  the  money  of  the  heirs  of 
Richard  Williams  and  Jacob  Fleming,  and  that  the  drafts  of  Hamlin 
represented  their  interest  or  were  their  property." 

The  accompanying  transcript  of  his  settlements  as  such  guardian  of 
the  heirs  of  Williams  and  Fleming,  filed  in  the  Probate  Court  of  Seneca 
county,  show,  however,  that  at  the  time  of  this  transaction  he  could  not 
have  had  in  his  hands  more  than  about  six  thousand  dollars  belonging 
to  these  heirs,  while  the  sum  loaned  on  Hamlin's  drafts,  which  in  the 
extract  last  cited  he  says  belonged  to  them,  was  twelve  thousand  dollars. 
Omitting  further  comment  upon  the  testimony  bearing  upon  this  point, 
it  is  sufiicient  here  to  say  that  after  a  most  anxious  consideration  of  all 
the  evidence,  the  undersigned  have  been  unable  to  resist  the  conviction 
that  the  whole  sum  of  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  thus  lent  by  Gibson 
was  the  proper  money  of  the  State,  so  that  to  the  extent  of  this  sum 
the  Company  was  in  effect  charging  to  the  State  its  own  moneys,  unlaw- 
fully taken  from  the  Treasury. 

There  is,  however,  no  evidence  to  show  that  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
Company  save  Hamlin  and  Cooper,  were'  advised  that  any  part  of  this 
money  had  been  borrowed  of  Gibson,  and  indeed  all  of  them  save  the 
two  mentioned,  who  were  examined,  denied  any  such  knowledge  until 
the  surrender  to  it,  duly  canceled,  of  the  two  notes  of  the  Company,  as 
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hereafter  stated.  Whether  this  ignorance  on  the  part  of  some  of  the 
officers  of  the  Company  concerning  the  act  of  its  own  authorized  agents 
can  avail  the  Company,  is  a  question  which  may  for  the  present  remain 
undetermined. 

But  Hamlin  testifies  that  he  was  assured  by  Gibson  and  always  be- 
lieved that  the  money  loaned  was  Gibson's  own  property,  and  hence  it 
was  said  that  whatever  the  fact  might  have  been,  the  transaction,  so  far 
as  the  Company  or  Hamlin  was  concerned,  must  be  regarded  as  made 
with  Gibson  in  his  individual,  and  not  official,  capacity.  And  thereupon 
evidence  was  produced  by  the  Company  from  which  it  appeared  that  in 
the  month  of  June,  1857,  it  had  furnished  Hamlin  with  means  (consisting 
partly  of  money  and  partly  of  stockholders'  notes,  secured  by  pledge  of 
stock  of  the  Company)  sufficient  to  pay  this  loan,  (the  officers  of  the 
Company,  with  the  exception  stated,  still  being  ignorant  that  the  loan 
had  been  made  from  Gibson ;)  in  consideration  of  which  Hamlin  under- 
took to  procure  the  discharge  of  the  Company  from  any  obligation  for 
the  loan — and  that  in  the  month  of  December,  1857,  (which,  be  it  noted, 
was  long  after  the  default  in  the  Treasury  had  been  made  public,)  Ham- 
lin made  some  arrangement — the  precise  nature  of  which  is  not  very 
clearly  stated — with  Gibson  or  with  Charles  L.  Johnson,  his  assignee, 
by  which  he  procured  the  surrender  of  his  own  drafts  and  the  two  notes 
of  the  Company  negotiated  by  him  to  Gibson  for  the  first  loan  of  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  which  notes  were  then  canceled  and  returned  by  him 
to  the  Company  pursuant  to  his  undertaking. 

Upon  this  state  of  fact  it  was  insisted  by  the  Company  that  it  had  once 
discharged  its  liability  growing  out  of  this  loan  by  full  payment  thereof  to 
the  apparent  lawful  holder  of  the  securities  on  which  it  was  made,  with- 
out any  notice  that  he  was  not  in  fact  such  lawful  holder — ^that  conse- 
quently it  was  under  no  obligation,  legal  or  equitable,  to  the  State  on 
account  thereof,  even  though  the  money  loaned  by  Gibson  belonged  to  the 
State,  and  that  the  State  must  look  to  Gibson  and  his  sureties  alone  for 
indemnity  against  its  loss. 

The  undersigned,  however,  did  not  undertake  to  determine  the  ques- 
tions thus  presented.  For  on*  the  one  hand,  it  was  clear  that  if  deter- 
mined^ against  it  the  Company  would  accept  no  award  founded  on  that 
determination,  and  the  law  does  not  bind  it  to  abide  by  the  action  of  the 
undersigned ;  while  on  the  other  hand  if  determined  against  the  State, 
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the  virtual  coat  of  the  Reservoir  to  it  would  far  exceed  any  sum  designed 
by  the  Legislature  to  be  paid  for  its  construction. 

Considering  therefore  that  the  evidence  upon  this  subject  disclosed  a 
condition  of  things  certainly  not  contemplated  when  the  law  directing 
the  adjustment  was  enacted — and  also  that  the  matter  of  this  loan  fell 
directly  within  the  range  of  the  inquiry  devolved  upon  the  "  Treasury 
Commission  "  then  and  now  in  session,  by  the  labors  of  which  further 
light  might  be  shed  on  this  transaction— the  undersigned  deemed  it  their 
duty  to  defer  the  final  settlement  authorized  by  the  law,  until  this  unex- 
pected complication  of  the  affair  should  be  submitted  to  the  General 
Assembly,  and  such  further  action  should  be  taken  by  it  in  this  behalf  ag 
to  the  legislative  judgment  might  seem  best.

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EVIDENCE 

Tdken  before  the  Auditor  of  State,  Attorney  General  and  Secretary  of  SlaUy 
in  tfie  matter  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir  Enlargementy  under  t/ie  provisions 
of  an  act  passed  April  12/A,  1858,  entitled  ^^  An  Act  to  cancel  t/ie  contract 
for  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir^ 


Columbus,  Ohio,  4  August,  1858. 
T.  L.  P.  Defrees,  of  Piqua,  Miami  county,  being  first  duly  sworn,  tes- 
tified as  follows  : 

1  Question.  Were  you  one  of  the  parties  who  originally  contracted 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  construction  of  the  Lewistown 
Reservoir,  under  the  act  of  April  7th,  1856,  and  if  so,  who  were  the  other 
parties  interested  with  you  in  that  contract  ? 

Answer.  I  was  one  of  the  parties.  James  G.  Haley,  Napoleon, 
Henry  county,  and  Michael  C.  Ryan,  of  Hamilton,  Butler  county,  were 
the  other  parties. 

2  Ques.  Was  any  work  done  by  the  parties  above  named  towards 
the  construction  of  the  Enlargement,  under  said  contract  ? 

Ans.  No  work  was  done  towards  the  construction,  except  that  the 
preliminary  surveys  were  made. 

3  Ques.  By  whom  was  the  work  contemplated  by  this  contract 
done,  or  attempted  to  be  done  ? 

Ans.  By  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company.  On 
the  first  day  of  June,  1856,  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  was  organized,  under  the  gen- 
eral law  of  the  State,  for  the  contemplated  purpose  of  performing  the 
work  under  the  contract  made  by  the  above  parties  with  the  State,  to 
which  Company  the  contract  was  assigned  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1860. 
With  the  exception  of  the  preliminary  surveys,  this  Company  has  done 
and  procured  to  be  done  all  the  work  under  the  contract. 
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4  Ques.  Was  the  work  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement 
done  directly  by  the  Company,  or  through  the  medium  of  contracts  ? 

Ans.    Mostly  by  contracts. 

5  Ques.  How  many  contracts  for  construction  were  made  by  the 
Company,  cuid  with  whom  ? 

Ans.  Three  contracts :  One  with  Boyle  &  Roach,  for  earth  work ; 
one  with  Rain  &  Lawder,  for  timber  work  in  waste  weir ;  and  one  with 
Daniel  Mahony,  for  eMth  work. 

[Copies  of  each  of  these  contracts  were  produced  by  witness — marked 
severally  A,  B,  and  C,  and  identified.    See  Appendix  L] 

Mahony  died  before  the  completion  of  his  contract,  and  the  work  un- 
der it  was  finished  by  the  Company. 

6  Ques.  Have  you  prepared  a  detailed  statement  of  all  sums 
expended  by  the  Company  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement  of  the 
Lewistown  Reservoir  ? 

Ans.    I  have  prepared  and  now  produce  such  statement. 
[Produced  by  witness,  identified  and  marked.    See  Appendix  IL] 

7  Ques.  Has  the  Company  actually  disbursed,  in  good  faith,  all 
moneys  represented  by  these  statements  to  have  been  paid  by  it  to  any 
person  or  persons  ? 

Ans.    Yes. 

8  Ques.  Is  the  Company  actually  and  in  good  faith  indebted  to 
each  of  the  persons  named  in  these  statements  as  the  creditors  of  tlie 
Company,  and  for  the  respective  amounts  therein  stated  ? 

Ans.    Yes. 

9  Ques.  Were  any  of  the  persons  whom  you  have  named  as  con- 
tractors of  the  Company,  interested,  as  stockholders  of  the  Company  or 
otherwise  ? 

Ans.    No. 

10  Ques.  Is  there  any  agreement  or  understanding  of  any  kind 
between  the  Company  or  its  officers  and  any  of  the  parties  here  repre- 
sented as  the  creditors  of  the  Company,  that  they  will  refund  any  portion 
of  the  funds  paid  or  to  be  paid  to  them,  to  the  Company. 

Ans.    No. 

11  Ques.  What  officer  of  the  Company  had  the  supervision  of 
the  construction  of  the  Enlargement  ? 
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Ans.  William  J.  Jackson,  Chief  Engineer — who  was  also  a  stock- 
holder in  the  Company. 

J  2  Ques.  Was  the  worlc  of  supervising  the  Enlargement  entrusted 
solely  to  Mr.  Jackson  ? 

Ans.  No.  After  the  letting  of  the  work  it  was,  solely  to  Mr.  Jackson  : 
Prior  to  that  time  I  assisted  about  two  months  in  making  the  preliminary 
surveys.  Also,  Mr.  Erwin,  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  Company,  acted 
as  Consulting  Engineer.  The  detailed  statements  show  the  length  of 
time  during  which  these  services  were  discharged,  and  the  amounts  paid 
to  each  person. 

13  Ques,  In  the  statement  of  account  furnished  by  you  there  are  sev- 
eral items  of  sums  paid  to  the  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and 
the  Directors  of  the  Company,  for  their  services.  Did  these  services 
have  an  immediate  connection  with  the  work  done  on  the  Enlargement 
of  the  Reservoir,  and  if  so  please  state  how,  and  what  the  connection 
was? 

Ans.  The  services  of  these  officers  were  mainly  devoted  to  the  finan- 
cial affairs  of  the  Company — to  the  raising  of  funds  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Enlargement.  They,  however,  made  some  visits  to  the 
Reservoir  in  order  to  ascertain  the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  pro- 
gressing, and  take  such  action  thereupon  as  the  interests  of  the  Company 
might  seem  to  require.  From  one-third  to  one-fourth  of  the  gross  sum 
paid  to  those  officers  probably  has  reference  to  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  making  these  visits. 

14  Ques.  Who  were  the  officers  of  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manu- 
facturing Company,  from  its  organization  to  the  present  time? 

Ans.  The  Directors  for  the  first  eighteen  months  were — Alex.  P. 
Miller,  M.  C.  Ryan,  T.  L.  P.  Defrees,  E.  S.  Hamlin,  John  Paul,  John  W. 
Erwin,  James  G.  Haley.  T.  L.  P.  Defrees  was  President;  S.  C.  Brown, 
Secretary  ;  John  Yager,  Treasurer ;  W.  J.  Jackson,  Engineer,  These 
were  the  officers  from  the  organization  of  the  Company  up  to  5th  Janu- 
ary, 185S,  (with  the  exception  that  Mr.  Hamlin  served  as  Treasurer  for 
about  three  months,)  when  an  election  was  had,  and  Mr.  Jackson  was 
elected  in  place  of  Mr.  Haley,  and  Mr.  Gilson  in  place  of  Mr.  Paul,  as 
Directors  ;  Mr.  Miller  was  elected  President,  Mr.  Defrees  Treasurer,  and 
Mr.  Gordon  Secretary. 

15  Ques.    Has  any  person  at  any  time  held  more  than  one  office  or 
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appointment  under  the  Company,  and  received  payment  or  charged  for 
eervices  or  expensea  in  each  capacity  ? 
Ans.    No. 

16  Que3.  Has  there  been  any  instance  in  which  the  Company  has 
paid  two-fold  for  the  same  service  or  expense  in  any  way  ? 

Ans.    No. 

17  Qnes.  Has  the  Company  at  any  time  paid  out  for  expenses  any 
sums  beyond  those  actually  expended  for  that  purpose  ?  ♦ 

Ans.    No. 

18  Ques.  Through  what  officer  or  officers  did  the  Company  purchase 
the  real  estate  which  it  acquired  ? 

Ans.  The  greater  part  was  purchased  by  myself  as  President  of  the 
Company.  Mr.  Jackson  purchased  some,  and  Mr.  Erwin  purchased  one 
parcel. 

19  Ques.  How  much  land  was  purchased,  and  what  is  the  aggregate 
amount  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  therefor  ? 

Ans.  All  of  the  real  estate  purchased  by  the  Company,  as  well  as 
the  price  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  therefor,  is  set  forth  in  the  real  estate 
account,  which  I  have  already  produced.  This  account  is  correct.  All 
the  real  estate  has  been  paid  for  except  about  $1,100 — of  which  $450  is 
due  to  the  Louisville  and  Sandusky  Railroad  Company  (entered  as  pur- 
chased from  Bailey);  about  $500  to  T.  L.  Ramsey,  of  Preble  county ; 
and  about  $60  to  the  heirs  of  Joseph  Archer,  who  are  minors. 

20  Ques.  Did  the  Company,  prior  to  the  purchase  of  these  lands, 
cause  the  title  to  each  parcel  to  be  examined  ? 

Ans.    We  did. 

21  Ques.  Is  the  title  to  each  piece  contained  in  the  real  estate  ac- 
count perfect,  and  are  there  no  liens  or  encumbrances  of  any  kind  upon 
any  part  of  this  real  estate  ? 

Ans.    The  title  is  perfect,  and  the  lands  are  all  clear  of  encumbrance. 

22  Ques.  How  much  of  the  land  purchased  by  the  Company,  as  set 
forth  in  that  account,  is  covered  by  the  Reservoir,  including  the  embank- 
ment and  the  strip  averaging  70  feet  wide  outside  of  the  embankment  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  now  answer  the  question,  but  will  prepare  and  hand  in 
a  statement  thereof.    [See  Appendix  IIL] 

23  Ques.    Has  the  Company  acquired  the  title  to  all  the  land  ? 
Ans.    The  title  to  each  piece  set  forth  in  the  account  was  either  con- 
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veyed  to  the  Company,  or,  by  the  direction  of  the  Company  immediately 
to  the  State. 

24  Quea.  Does  the  Company  still  retain  the  title  to  the  lands  which 
were  directly  conveyed  to  it  ? 

Ans.  We  have  conveyed  nearly  all  of  the  lands  deeded  to  the  Com- 
pany, to  the  State. 

25  Ques.  Has  the  Company  conveyed  to  the  State  all  of  the  lands 
to  which  it  acquired  title,  which  are  necessary  for  the  Reservoir? 

Ans.  The  Company  has  conveyed  to  the  State  all  the  lands  to  which 
it  acquired  title,  which  are  necessary  for  the  Reservoir,  though  there  are 
two  pieces  (the  Johnson  and  Van  Home  pieces),  which  we  think  the 
State  ought  in  equity  to  take  from  us. 

26  Ques.  Of  how  much  land  purchased  by  the  Company  does  it 
now  retain  the  title  ? 

Ans.  About  one  hundred  and  seven  acres  at  the  Reservoir,  and  the 
Lockington  land. 

27  Ques.  What  was  the  sum  paid  by  the  Company  for  the  lands 
which  it  still  thus  retains  ? 

Ans.  About  $5,884.  But  the  lands  at  the  Reservoir,  detached  from 
the  parcels  contained  in  the  Reservoir,  are  not  worth  more  than  five  or 
six  hundred  dollars. 

28  Ques.  Has  the  Company  actually  paid,  or  become  liable  to  pay, 
for  each  piece  of  land  contained  in  the  real  estate  account,  the  sum  that 
is  therein  afExed  to  each  parcel  as  the  price  paid  for  it  ? 

Ans.    Yes. 

29  Ques.  By  whom  was  the  sum  paid  for  this  land  disbursed — what 
officer  of  the  Company  ? 

Ans.    By  myself,  as  President,  or  Mr.  Jackson  acting  for  me. 

30'  Ques.    For  what  purpose  were  the  Lockington  lands  purchased  ? 

Ans.  The  lands  were  not  purchased  for  the  construction  of  the 
Reservoir,  but  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  them  in  order  to  use  the  sur- 
plus water  at  Lockington,  created  from  the  Enlargement  of  the'Reser- 
voir.  The  water  power  created  by  the  Enlargement  cannot  be  made 
available  without  the  ownership  of  these  lands. 

31  Ques.  What  salaries  were  paid  to  the  President  and  other  officers 
of  the  Company  ? 

Ans.    There  was  paid  to  the  President  of  the  Company,  from  its  or- 
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ganization  up  to  September,  1857,  $1,000  per  year,  and  expenses ;  to 
the  Directors,  three  dollars  per  day  while  in  actual  service,  and  ex- 
penses; to  the  Secretary,  $500  per  annum,  and  expenses  when  absent 
from  home ;  Treasurer,  $300  per  annum,  and  expenses  \^hen  absent 
from  home  ;  Chief  Engineer,  $1,500  per  year— he  paying  his  own  ex- 
penses. These  prices  were  from  the  organization  of  the  Company  up 
to  15  September  1857.  Since  that  time  the  President,  Treasurer  and 
Engineer  have  been  allowed  $5  per  day  and  pay  their  own  expenses, 
while  in  service.  The  Secretary's  salary  was  not  changed  until  the  first 
of  January,  1858;  since  that  time  he  has  received  $400  per  annum. 

32  Ques.  Under  the  head  of  expenses  of  officers  there  is  charged  a 
sum  of  between  six  and  seven  hundred  dollars  for  expenses  of  certain 
named  directors  to  New  York,  Philadelphia,  &c.  What  connection  had 
these  visits  with  the  construction  of  the  Reservoir  ? 

Ana.  They  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  to  carry  on 
the  work. 

33  Ques.  What  other  items  in  the  statement  of  expenses  represent 
sums  paid  for  the  same  purpose  of  raising  money  ? 

Ans.  There  is  one  other  item  of  $78,  charged  by  Mr.  Young,  who 
was  financial  agent  in  connection  with  Mr.  Hamlin.  I  believe  that 
is  all. 

34  Ques.  There  is  also  contained  in  the  account  last  referred  to  an 
item  of  $190,  as  paid  to  you  4th  January  1858,  when  you  were  Presi- 
dent of  the  Company,  for  auditing  accounts.  Was  not  the  sum  paid 
you  in  addition  to  your  salary  as  President  ?  If  not,  please  explain  the 
item. 

Ans.  At  that  time  I  was  receiving  a  salary  of  five  dollars  per  day 
while  actually  employed  in  the  business  of  the  Company.  I  spent  thirty- 
eight  days  in  auditing  accounts,  which  amounted  to  this  sum  of  $190. 

35  Ques.  There  is  also  another  item,  under  the  same  date,  of 
$134  60,  paid  you  for  services  and  expenses.    Please  explain  that  also. 

Ans.  That  was  for  services  and  expenses  after  the  fifteenth  of  Sep- 
tember, 1857,  but  previous  to  the  time  the  services  were  rendered  in 
auditing  accounts.    Both  accounts  were  rendered  on  the  same  day. 

36  Ques.  There  is  also  an  item  of  $133  80  allowed  23  June  1858, 
to  J.  W.  Erwin,  for  auditing  accounts.  This  in  connection  with  the  sum 
paid  you  in  the  preceding  January  for  the  same  purpose,  makes  $320  80 
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paid  by  the  Company  in  the  space  of  about  six  months  for  auditing  ac- 
counts. What  rendered  it  necessary  to  expend  so  large  a  sum  for  this 
service  ? 

Ans.  Our  book-keeper,  prior  to  the  first  of  January,  1857,  not  being 
a  book-keeper  by  profession,  had  undertaken  to  keep  our  accounts  by 
the  mode  of  single  entry,  and  had  done  it  even  in  this  way  so  imper- 
fectly that  the  books  became  so  confused  it  became  necessary  to  recon- 
struct the  accounts.    These  items  represent  sums  paid  in  this  service. 

37  Ques.  Are  you  able  to  state  the  specific  service  rendered  by  each 
Director  or  other  officer  receiving  a  per  diem  compensation,  for  which  a 
charge  is  made  in  the  account  produced  ? 

Ans.  I  am  not  able  to  do  so,  specifically.  When  the  accounts  were 
made  the  charges  were  allowed  with  a  clear  understanding  of  the  duties 
performed.  We  did  not  expect  at  that  time  to  submit  our  accounts  to 
any  other  examination.  They  were  then  known  to  be  correct,  and  at 
^this  distance  of  time  I  am  unable  to  particularize. 

88  Ques.  By  whom  were  the  accounts  for  services  and  expenses  paid 
to  the  Directors  audited  and  allowed  ? 

Ans.  All  accounts  were  submitted  to  the  Board,  until  an  auditing 
committee  was  appointed ;  and  after  that  either  to  the  committee  or  the 
Board.  All  accounts  referred  to  by  your  question  have  been  audited  by 
either  the  one  or  the  other. 

39  Ques.  Were  the  respective  items  of  the  Expense  account  which 
has  been  rendered  paid  or  allowed  at  the  dates  thereof,  as  set  forth  in 
the  account? 

Ans.    They  were. 

40  Ques.  What  sum  has  been  received  by  the  Company  from  the 
water  leases  assigned  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  ? 

An59.  $14,223  11.  Of  this  amount  I  collected  last  May  $5,705  74, 
rents  due  at  that  time.  The  balance  of  this  amount  was  collected  by 
Mr.  Hamlin— in  May,  1857,  $4,633  81  ;  and  in  November,  $3,883  56— 
as  returned  to  the  Company  by  Mr.  Hamlin  in  his  bill. 

41  Ques.  Please  state  the  names  of  the  various  persons  from  whom 
rents  have  been  received,  together  with  the  amounts  received  from  each, 
distinguishing  also  the  names  of  the  original  lessees  upon  whose  leases 
the  rents  were  paid. 

Ans.    I  have  prepared  and  annex  a  statement  showing  the  names  of 
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the  various  persons  from  whom  rent  has  been  received,  with  the  amount 
received  from  each.  [See  Appendix  VIIL]  The  original  leases  in  many 
instances  having  been  assigned,  and  new  leases  in  other  instances  having 
been  given,  it  would  be  a  work  of  great  difficulty  to  furnish  the  names  of 
the  original  lessees,  in  all  cases. 

42  Ques.  How  much  rent  which  has  accrued  since  the  date  of  the 
assignment  to  the  Company  now  remains  due  and  unpaid? 

Ans.  The  leases  being  subject  to  deduction  in  certain  contingencies 
therein  provided  for,  and  such  contingencies  having  in  many  cases  hap- 
pened, it  is  impossible  to  give  an  accurate  answer  to  this  question. 
Speaking  conjecturally,  I  should  estimate  the  amount  now  remaining  due 
and  unpaid  at  about  $5,000. 

43  Ques.    What  is  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company  ? 
Ans.     $400,000. 

44  Ques.  What  is  the  par  value  per  share,  and  how  much  stock  has 
been  issued  ? 

Ans.  The  shares  are  $100  each,  and  about  $1 10,000  has  been  issued 
— as  near  as  I  can  tell  in  the  absence  of  the  stock  books. 

45  Ques.  How  much  has  been  paid  per  share  on  the  stock  already 
issued  ? 

Ans.  Twenty-five  dollars.  Besides  this,  a  number  of  persons  have 
paid  for  stock  at  the  same  rate  of  $25  per  share,  but  the  stock  has  not 
yet  been  issued. 

46  Ques.  What  sum  has  been  paid  by  the  Company  as  interest  upon 
money  borrowed  by  it  ? 

Ans.     $2,470  55. 

47  Ques.  There  is  an  item  in  the  account  which  you  have  presented 
of  $:,203  41  as  disbursed  for  law  expenses.  Please  state  specifically 
for  what  expenses  this  money  was  paid. 

Ans.  The  greater  part  of  this  expense  was  incurred  in  resisting  an 
application  for  an  injunction  to  prevent  the  Company  from  constructing 
the  Enlargement,  and  was  paid  to  the  lawyers  employed  by  the  Company 
for  that  purpose.  A  statement  of  the  sums  paid  to  each  of  the  attorneys 
is  contained  in  the  account.  The  remainder  of  the  amount  was  a  charge 
for  the  examination  of  land  titles. 

48  Ques.    Were  each  of  the  items  contained  in  the  various  accounts

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■  of  the  Company  now  presented  for  settlement,  made  in  the  proper  ac- 
count books  of  the  Company  at  the  time  that  the  indebtedness  or  payment 
represented  by  each  item  occurred,  and  are  these  accounts  exact  tran- 
scripts from  the  account  books  of  the  Company  ? 

Ans.  '  The  accounts  are  copied  from  the  account  books  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  each  item  therein  was  entered  as  the  subject  matter  thereof  ac- 
crued from  time  to  time,  and  the  account  as  presented  is  a  true  statement 
of  accounts  from  the  books  of  the  Company. 

49  Ques.  Did  the  Company  or  any  one  of  its  authorized  agents  bor- 
row any  money  or  negotiate  any  of  its  securities  to  Wm.  H.  Gibson  ? 

Ans.     Young,  Cooper  and  Hamlin  were  appointed  a  Financial  Com- 
mittee, and  in  December,  1856,  two  notes  of  the  Company  of  ,$6,000 
each  were  executed  and  placed  in  their  hands  to  raise  money  on.     That 
money  was  obtained  in  December,  but  Tnever  knew  until  the  return  of 
the  notes  in  whose  hands  they  had  been  placed.     I  found  Mr.  Gibson's 
name  on  the  back  of  the  notes,  and  from  what  I  had  heard  about  ttie 
matter  from  others,  I  was  satisfied  they  had  been  with  Mr.  Gibson.     I 
never  had  any  knowledge  or  suspicion  that  the  notes  had  been  negotiated 
or  the  money  obtained  of  Mr.  Gibson  until  the  time  of  the  settlement 
with  Mr.  Hamlin,  in  June,  1857.    This  is  the  only  instance  in  which  I 
have  ever  heard  of  money  being  borrowed  from  Mr.  Gibson  by  the  Com- 
pany, or  by  any  one  acting  as  agent  of  the  Company,  or  in  any  way  for  it. 
(Signed)  T.  L.  P.  DEFREES. 

Also,  William  J.  Jackson,  of  Napoleon,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows : 

1  Question.  Have  you  been  in  any  way  connected  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir,  and  if  so  in  what 
capacity  ? 

Answer.  I  was  employed  in  the  Spring  of  1856,  by  Ryan,  Haley  and 
Defrees,  to  make  the  preliminary  surveys.  In  the  middle  of  July,  1856, 
I  was  elected  engineer  by  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany. While  I  was  employed  by  Ryan^  Haley  and  Defrees,  I  received 
five  dollars  per  day  for  my  services,  and  after  my  election  as  Engineer 
received  $1,500  per  year.  I  continued  Engineer  of  the  Company  from 
the  date  of  my  appointment  to  the  completion  of  the  work.  I  have  also 
been  a  stockholder  of  the  Company  from  the  time  of  its  formation. 
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2  Ques.    When  was  the  work  of  conatraction  actually  commenced  ? 
Ans.     About  the  first  of  October,  1856. 

3  Ques.    In  what  mode  was  the  work  prosecuted  ? 

Ans.  The  company  originally  made  contracts  designed  to  cover  all 
the  work;  but  aft^r  the  death  of  one  of  the  contractors,  (Mahony,)  the 
work  under  his  contract  was  completed  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  Company,  and  the  hands  were  paid  by  the  Company.  The  residue 
of  the  work — under  the  contracts  of  Boyle  &  Roach,  and  Rain  &  Law- 
der — was  prosecuted  to  completion  by  the  contractors. 

4  Ques.  What  was  the  cost  of  the  work  done  by  Boyle  &  Roach, 
which  the  Company  have  paid,  or  remain  liable  to  pay? 

Ans.     $44,000. 

5  Ques.  What  sum  was  paid,  or  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  Company,, 
to  Rain  &  Lawder,  for  the  work  done  by  them  in  the  construction  of  this 
Enlargement? 

Ans.     $4,208  36. 

6  Ques.  What  was  the  sum  paid  by  the  Company  to. Daniel  Mahony, 
for  work  done  by  him  under  his  contract  ? 

Ans.  The  amount  paid  to  him  during  his  lifetime,  and  to  his  repre- 
sentatives after  his  death,  was  $2,192  79. 

7  Ques.  What  was  the  amount  paid  by  the  Company  for  labor  done 
after  Mahony's  death,  upon  work  included  in  the  contract  with  him  ? 

Ans.     $1,964. 

6  Ques.  WhfiTt  other  sums,  in  addition  to  those  already  enumerated, 
which  are  properly  chargeable  to  the  cost  of  constructing  the  Enlarge- 
ment, have  been  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  Company  ? 

Ans.    The  iron   work  for  waste  weir,  which  was  not  included  in    Rain  <k 

Lawder's  contract 8182  80.  , 

.  Amounts  paid  for  other  items  of  construction,  as  per  detailed  state- 
ment    550  80 

Engineer  seivice    • • 5,341  99 

Proportion  of  officers'  salaries  applicable  to  construction 3,625  00 

Geieral  expenses  of  Company   1 ,950  DO 

Interest  on  money  borrowed  • 2,522  62

The  above  items  cover  all  the  costs  of  payments  for  work ;  but  I  con- 
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•fiider  all  other  moneys  expended  by  the  Company,  properly  chargeable 
to  and  incidents  of  the  construction  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir. 

9  Ques.  Please  give  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  items  under  the 
heads  of  ^'  Amounts  paid  for  other  items  of  construction,"  '^  Engineer 
service,"  "  Proportion  of  officers'  salaries  applicable  to  construction," 
'*  General  expenses  of  Company,"  and  'interest  on  money  borrowed." 

Ans.  I  have  already  prepared  and  produce.such  statement,  to  be  at- 
tached to  my  deposition — each  statement  being  identified  by  my  signa- 
ture,   [See  Appendix  IV.] 

10  Ques.  '  Independent  of  your  own  salary  as  Chief  Engineer,  are 
the  sums  which,  in  the  detailed  statement,  are  charged  for  engineering 
services  the  same  rates  which  are  ordinarily  paid  for  the  same  kind  of 
services  ? 

Ans.     Yes. 

11  Ques.  Were  these  services,  as  charged,  necessarily  incurred  in 
and  about  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement? 

Ans.    They  were. 

12  Ques.  By  what  principle  do  you  charge  under  the  head  of  con- 
struction the  sum  paid  by  the  Company  for  interest  on  money  borrowed 
•by  it? 

Ans.  It  was  a  necessary  expense  in  procuring  the  funds  to  pay  for 
ithe  work. 

13  Ques.  This  item  of  interest  on  borrowed  money  was  not,  then, 
^expended  for  any  labor  done  on,  or  materials  furnished  for  the  Enlarge- 
ment of  the  Reservoir  ? 

Ans.  A  part  of  it  was.  Under  this  head,  I  have  included  interest 
paid  contractors  for  money  due  them  for  work  done.  The  detailed  state- 
ment will  show  the  amount  of  interest  thus  paid  to  contractors.  Another 
part  of  this  item  is  composed  of  interest  paid  on  account  of  the  pur- 
chases of  real  estate  included  in  the  Reservoir,  and  is  not  included  in  the 
real  estate  account.  The  residue  of  the  item  referred  to  in  your  question, 
was  not  expended  in  labor  done  on,  or  materials  furnished  for  the  Reser- 
voir:  but  was  paid  for  money  borrowed  by  the  Company  and  disbursed 
for  it  in  the  cost  of  construction. 

14'  Ques.  What  species  of  services  rendered  by  the  officers,  exclusive 
of  the  engineer,  have  you  included  in  your  statement  as  applicable  to 
the  cost  of  construction  ? 
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Ans,  They  were  visiting  and  examining  work,  approving  contracts, 
keeping  record  of  the  proceedings  in  reference  to  work,  and  performing 
services  inlmediately  connected  with  the  construction. 

15  Ques.  What  services  were  they  performing  "immediately  con- 
nected with  the  construction  ?" 

Ans.  The  efforts  made  and  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  expediting 
the^work  of  construction. 

16  Ques.  What  general  expenses  of  the  Compatiy  have  you  included 
in  your  item  of  the  "cost  of  construction  ?  " 

Ans.  I  have  included  a  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the  Company's 
office — the  necessary  books,  stationery,  seal,  &c.  The  detailed  state- 
ment will  explain  more  fully  the  nature  of  the  expenses  which  have  been 
included.     [See  Appendix  VII.] 

17  Ques.  Have  any  of  the  directors  of  the  Company,  who  were  also 
officers  of  the  Company,  been  paid  or  have  they  charged  for  services  as 
directors,  and  also  as  officers,  or  is  any  such  item  included  in  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Company  here  produced  ? 

Ans.     No  sir.    Nothing  of  the  kind. 

18  Ques.  Have  any  sums  been  paid  or  charged  in  the  account  as 
expenses  of  officers  and  directors,  beyond  the  sums  actually  and  in  good 
faith  disbursed  by  such  officers  and  directors  while  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Company  ? 

Ans.    No  sir.    Not  to  my  knowledge  or  belief. 

19  Ques.  Do  you  know  of  any  instance,  or  have  you  any  reason  to 
believe  that  there  is  such,  in  which  two-fold  payment  has  been  made  in 
any  shape  or  form,  for  the  same  service  or  services,  whether  to  officers 
or  otherwise  ? 

Ans.  I  do  not  know  of  any,  and  do  not  believe  there  is  an  instance 
of  the  kind. 

20  Ques.  By  whom  was  the  work,  done  in  constructing  the  Enlarge- 
ment, measured  and  determined  ? 

Ans.     By  me,  as  the  Engineer. 

21  Ques.  What  was  the  number  of  cubic  yards  of  excavation  and 
embankment  ? 

Ans.  The  number  of  cubic  yards  of  excavation  and  embankment 
by  Boyle  &  Roach  was  ascertained  by  actual  measurement  by  me  to  be 
192,019  38-100  cubic  yards  of  embankment,  and  10,298  41-100  of  exca- 
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vation ;  the  work  done  on  Mahony's  contract  was  not  measured  after  his 
death, — the  cost  of  it  being  determined  by  the  amount  paid  by  the  Com- 
pany to  the  laborers. 

22  Ques.  Was  any  sum  allowed  to  Boyle  &  Roach  in  the  final  esti- 
mate beyond  the  two  items  of  earth  work  embraced  in  your  previous 
answer  ? 

Ans.  Yes.  There  was  an  item  for  grubbing  and  clearing,  amounting 
to  $760,  which  was  embraced  in  the  contract,  and  also  an  item  of  $200, 
for  extra  grabbing  in  drain  ditch,  which  was  allowed  them  on  account  of 
a  change  in  the  line.  Also,  an  item  of  $20  for  putting  in  a  culvert 
where  a  road  embankment  crossed  the  drain  ditch,  which  I  ordered  to  be 
done  to  protect  the  land  adjoining  from  overflow  by  stoppage  of  the 
ditch.  And  there  was  also  an  allowance  of  $1,030  06,  made  by  the 
Directors,  because  Boyle  &  Roach  contended  that  they  were  entitled  to  fall 
measurment  for  excavation  of  the  drain  ditch,  and  also  to  a  much  larger 
allowance  than  I  had  made  for  sinking  of  the  embankment  in  the  '^Big 
Slough."  I  decided  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  such  allowance  under 
the  contract,  but  that  they  were  entitled  to  something  for  sloping  and 
trimming  the  ditch ;  and  the  allowance  above  alluded  to  was  made  to 
cover  that  item.  The  drain  ditch  above  alluded  to  was  made  foF  the 
purpose  of  carrying  the  water  of  "Boar  Run"  (a  creek  of  considerable 
size)  around  the  embankment,  as  the  natural  outlet  had  been  cut  off  by 
the  construction  of  the  embankment  of  the  Reservoir. 

23  Ques.     Was  the  work  upon  the  Enlargement  done  in  a  permanent 
and  substantial  manner? 

Ans.     It  was. 

24  Ques.  Did  the  Company  or  any  of  its  officers  at  any  time  express 
any  dissatisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  it  had  been  done  ? 

Ans.     Never  to  my  knowledge. 

25  Ques.  How  has  the  work  stood,  from  the  time  of  its  construction 
until  now  ? 

Ans.  It  has  all  stood  remarkably  well  except  the  embankment  in  the 
"Big  Slough,"  about  450  feet  of  which  has  settled — some  of  it  to  the 
depth  of  eighteen  or  twenty  feet — occasioned  by  the  character  of  the 
soil  on  which  it  is  built.  There  is  also  a  cut  or  break  in  this  portion  of 
the  embankment  of  about  150  feet  in  width  at  the  surface  of  the  waten 
through  which  the  water  flows  from  the  Reservoir. 
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2G  Ques.     How  was  thia  breach  occasioned? 

Ads.     It  is  supposed  to  have  been  cut,  on  the  night  of  the  sixteenth  of 
April,  1858. 

27  Ques.  Upon  what  ground  do  you  say  it  was  cut,  rather  than  that 
it  arose  from  defective  construction  ? 

Ans.  I  have  reliable  information  that  it  was  cut  by  persons  living  in 
the  vicinity;  and  through  that  cut  the  water  was  started  to  flow  out,  which 
has  worn  the  opening  to  its  present  size.  I  am  satisfied  this  is  the  case, 
because  the  embankment,  without  cutting,  was  so  constructed  as  not  to 
be  liable  to  break. 

28  Ques.  What  will  it  cost  to  repair  the  portion  of  the  embankment 
spoken  of  in  your  three  previous  answers,  in  such  manner  as  shall  med^e 
it  secure  ? 

Ans.     About  $2,500, 

29  Ques.     How  full  was  the  Reservoir  at  the  time  of  this  break  or  cut? 
Ans.     It  was  within  about  two  and  a  half  feet,  I  should  judge,  of  the 

water  line,  or  top  of  the  waste  weir. 

30  Ques.    Is  the  rest  of  the  work  now  in  good  condition? 

Ans.  I  believe  it  is,  perfectly  so,  except  a  small  wash  at  the  end  of 
the  apron,  outside  of  the  waste  weir,  which  can  be  repaired  now  for  a 
very  small  sum,  but  is  liable  to  increase  by  neglect  very  materially. 

31  Ques.  Will  it  require  the  expenditure  of  any  sum  beyond  the 
$2,500  before  named  by  you,  to  place  the  Enlarged  Reservoir  in  a  sub- 
stantial condition,  and  fit  for  use? 

Ans.  Yes.  It  will  require  the  expenditure  of  a  small  sum  in  raising 
the  embankment  of  the  old  Reservoir — perhaps  of  $500.  In  short,  I 
think  83,000  will  place  the  Reservoir  in  good  condition  for  use— except 
the  sum  necessary  to  purchase  the  lands  yet  unbought. 

32  Ques.  What  sums  have  been  paid  by  the  Company  for  the 
purchase  of  real  estate  ? 

Ans.  I  know  very  little  about  the  real  estate  account,  except  those 
parcels  purchased  by  me  for  the  Company.  Those  are  correctly  stated 
in  the  account  furnislied. 

33  Ques.  What  portion  of  the  lands  represented  in  that  account  to 
have  been  purchased  by  the  Company  is  actually  included  within  or 
covered  by  the  embankment  ? 

Ans.  I  cannot  now  definitely  answer,  but  will  prepare  a  statement, 
and  attach  it  to  my  deposition.    [See  Appendix  III.] 
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34  Ques.  Was  it  necessary  to  purchase  any  lands  outside  of  the 
embankment  for  the  protection  or  due  use  of  the  Reservoir  ? 

Ans.  It  was  necessary  to  purchase  a  strip  of  from  fifty  to  one  hun- 
dred feet  outside  of  the  embankment,  to  protect  it  from  trespass,  and 
upon  which  to  locate  drain  ditch.  I  will  also  prepare  a  statement  of  the 
quantity  embraced  in  this  item.    [See  Appendix  III.] 

35  Ques.  Has  all  of  the  land  covered  by  the  Enlargement  been 
purchased  by  the  Company,  or  is  the  title  of  any  part  of  it  now  held  by 
other  persons? 

Ans.  The  Enlargement  covers  about  4,000  acres,  of  which  1,400  has 
been  purchased  by  the  Company — the  residue  being  owned  by  other 
persons. 

36  Ques.  In  the  account  furnished  there  is  an  item  of  twenty-eight 
acres,  and  four  lots,  represented  to  have  been  purchased  in  the 
town  of  Lockington,  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,500.  In  what  county  is 
Lockington  situate,  and  for  what  purpose  connected  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Reservoir  was  it  necessary  to  purchase  these  lands  ? 

Ans.  Lockington  is  in  Shelby  county,  and  is  on  the  summit  of  the 
Miami  and  Erie  Canal.  I  did  not  participate  in  the  purchase  of  the 
lands,  and  I  do  not  know  what  purpose  connected  with  the  construction 
of  the  Reservoir  made  the  purchase  necessary. 

37  Ques.  In  your  judgment  was  the  purchase  of  these  lands  needfal, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  Reservoir? 

Ans.    I  think  not. 

38  Ques.  Is  there  any  other  real  estate  enumerated  in  the  real  estate 
account  not  necessarily  purchased  in  order  to  the  construction  of  the 
Enlargement  ? 

Ans.  There  is  no  other,  although  some  lands  were  necessarily 
purchased  which  were  not  included  within  the  embankment  or  the  strip 
running  around  it. 

39  Ques.  What  sum  has  the  Company  realized  from  the  water  leases 
assigned  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  ? 

Ans.  I  had  no  connection  with  that  department  of  the  Company,  and 
have  no  knowledge  except  that  presented  in  the  accounts. 

40  Ques.  The  Company  has  charged,  under  the  head  of  construction, 
four  items,  amounting  to  about  $2,000,  as  paid  to  J.  Richmond  for  hands 
and  for  store  bills.    Please  explain  these  items. 
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Ana.  The  item  of  $1,313  72,  charged  in  the  account  as  paid  hands 
by  J.  Richmond,  is  for  goods  paid  hands  employed  by  the  day  finishing 
the  work  embraced  in  Mahony's  contract  (but  not  finished  at  the  time  of 
his  death),  and  the  amount  was  fixed  at  that  sum  by  myself  and  Mr. 
Richmond  upon  an  inspection  of  the  details  of  the  account  in  his  books, 
at  the  ofiice  of  the  Company  in  Piqua,  in  presence  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  during  a  regular  meeting;  and  when  the  amount  was  so 
determined  it  was  credited  to  Mr.  Richmond  as  a  payment  from  him  to 
the  Company,  and  the  amounts  so  allowed  were  deducted  from  the 
several  amounts  due  hands  for  labor  on  the  Mahony  work  for  the  Com- 
pany. The  balance  of  the  amount  referred  to — being  $854  30 — was 
for  payments  made  by  Richmond  to  hands  on  the  same  (Company's) 
work  during  my  absence  from  the  work,  and  on  my  return  I  refunded 
him  the  amount  so  paid,  and  charged  it  in  my  account  with  the  Company, 
and  on  next  settlement  day  deducted  it  from  the  amount  due  for  labor 
on  that  work. 

41  Qu«s.  Has  not  the  State  been  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  Reser- 
voir during  the  present  season  in  consequence  of  the  cut  or  break  here- 
tofore referred  to  in  your  deposition  ? 

Ans.  The  Reservoir  was  useless  on  account  of  the  break,  but  the 
State  was  not  entitled  to  the  use  of  it  until  after  the  first  of  July — as  the 
contract  with  the  Company  did  not  require  them  to  finish  it  until  that 
time — and  since  then  it  could  not  have  been  filled  with  water  for  use. 
The  reason  the  cut  or  break  was  not  repaired  by  the  Company  was  that 
the  action  of  the  Legislature  last  winter  placed  it  in  such  a  condition 
that  it  was  not  known  whether  the  Company  or  the  State  should  do  the 
work. 

(Signed)  W.  J.  JACKSON. 

Also,  John  Boyle,  of  Cincinnati,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  follows : 

1  Ques.  Were  you  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement 
of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir? 

Ans.  I  was  one  of  the  firm  of  Boyle  &  Roach,  engaged  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  embankment,  under  a  contract  made  with  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company. 

2  Ques.     Has  the  work  under  your  contract  been  completed  ? 
Ans.     Yes. 
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3  Ques.  Is  the  paper  now  shown  you,  indorsed  "  Final  Estimate," 
dated  1  December  1857,  and  signed  "W.  J.  Jackson,  Engineer,"  a  cor- 
rect estimate  of  the  work  done  by  you,  whether  under  the  contract  or 
otherwise,  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement? 

Ans.     Yes. 

4  Ques.  State  the  cost,  as  shown  by  that  instrument. 
Ans.     $44,220  9S. 

5  Ques.  Did  the  firm  of  Boyle  &  Roach  actually  excavate  the  quan- 
tities and  various  kinds  of  excavation,  and  do  the  embanking,  as  set 
forth  in  the  estimate  ? 

Ans.  Yes.  I  think  we  did  more  than  the  Company  allowed  us  for  in 
the  estimate. 

6  Ques.  Your  contract  with  the  Company  provides  that  no  extra 
allowance  shall  be  made  for  grubbing  for  drain  ditches,  and  yet  the  final 
estimate  contains  an  allowance  of  $200  for  grubbing  for  drain  ditches. 
How  dp  you  explain  that? 

Ans.  Mr.  Jackson  directed  a  ditch  to  be  made  which  we  claimed  was 
not  covered  by  our  contract,  and  this  amount  was  allowed  us  by  way  of 
compromise 

7  Ques.  The  estimate  also  contains  an  additional  allowance  by  the 
directors,  of  $1,039  06.  For  what  work  or  labor  or  other  thing  was  this 
allowance  made? 

Ans.  After  Mr.  Jackson  had  made  his  estimates,  we  claimed  that  we 
were  entitled  to  a  further  sum  under  our  contract,  growing  out  of  the 
excavation  of  the  drain  ditch  before  referred  to,  and  also  for  additional 
work  done  upon  the  embankment,  caused  by  the  original  embankment 
having  settled ;  and  this  last  item  of  r$'i,039  06  was  an  allowance  made 
for  this  work. 

8  Ques.  What  does  the  item  in  the  estimate,  "  Board  at  mess  by 
the  Company,"  amounting  to  $112  32,  mean? 

Ans.  We  had  a  shanty  up  there,  and  boarded  assistant  engineer  and 
hands  for  the  Company,  to  that  amount. 

9  Ques.  What  is  the  item,  "Amount  paid  hands,"  amounting  to 
•  101  GO? 

Ans.  We  had  a  store  there,  and  out  of  it  paid  orders  of  the  Company 
to  the  hands,  to  that  amount. 
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10  Ques.  Hou  much  have  you  (Boyle  &  Roach)  received  from  the 
Hydraulic  Company^  under  your  contract  ? 

Ana.  821,770  54.  In  addition  to  this,  we  have  drawn  two  orders 
against  the  Company — one  for  about  8100,  payable  to  T.  Howrigan, 
now  held  by  M.  J.  Brown,  of  Piqua  ;  and  one  for  about  84,207,  in  favor 

of Traver,  assignee  of  J.  Richmond — both  of  which  orders  are,  so 

far  as  I  know,  now  outstanding  and  still  unpaid. 

11  Ques.  How  much  remains  due  to  you  from  the  Company,  for 
work  done  on  the  Enlargement  ? 

Ans.  Assuming  that  the  orders  above  referred  to  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Company,  or  that  we  are  not  liable  thereon,  there  is  a  balance  of  about 
818,000  due  us  from  the  Company,  exclusive  of  interest. 

12  Ques.  Do  you  desire  the  State  to  pay  this  balance  to  you  directly, 
under  the  act  "  to  cancel  the  contracts  for  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewis- 
town  Reservoir?" 

Ans.  We  desire  that  the  State  shall  pay  directly  to  us  the  sum  of 
8 1 8,000,  under  the  provisions  of  that  act ;  but  are  entirely  content  to 
look  to  the  Company  alone  for  any  sum  beyond  that  which  may  be  found 
due. 

13  Ques.  Is  there  any  understanding  or  agreement  between  you  or 
your  partner  and  the  Company,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  stockholders,  that 
you  are  to  refund  to  them  any  portion  of  the  sums  received  under  this 
contract? 

Ans.    None — in  any  shape,  manner  or  form. 

(Signed)  JOHN  BOYLE. 

Also,  Patrick  E.  Roach,  of  Lancaster,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  testi- 
fied as  follows : 

I  Ques.  Are  you  one  of  the  firm  of  Boyle  &  Roach,  who  were 
engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewistown 
Reservoir  ? 

Ans.     Yes. 

2  Ques.     Have  you  read  the  deposition  of  John  Boyle,  your  partner? 
Ans.     Yes. 

3  Ques.  Have  you  personal  knowledge  of  the  matters  inquired  of 
in  that  deposition  ? 

Ans.    Yes. 
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4  Quea.  Do  you  concur  with  Mr.  Boyle  in  his  answers  to  those  inter- 
rogatories; and,  if  not,  state  wherein  you  would  answer  them  differently  ? 

Ang.    I  concur  in  them  all. 

5  Ques.  Do  you  desire  that  the  State  shall  pay  to  you  directly  any 
balance  which  may  be  found  due  you  ? 

Ans.  I  concur  with  the  answer  to  this  question  by  my  partner, 
Mr.  Boyle 

(Signed)  P.  E.  ROACH. 

Also,  Samuel  R.  Lawder,  of  Piqua,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  fol- 
lows : 

1  Ques.  Were  you  engaged  in  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement 
of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir,  and  if  so,  in  what  way  ? 

Ans.  I  was  one  of  the  firm  of  Rain  &  Lawder,  which  had  the  contract 
for  the  construction  of  the  timber  work  and  waste  weir. 

2  Ques.  What  was  the  aggregate  contract  cost  of  work  done  by 
your  firm  ? 

Ans.     84,208  36. 

3  Ques.     How  much  of  this  sum  has  been  paid  by  the  Company  ? 
Ans.     It  has  all  been  paid,  with  the  exception  of  about  865 — for  which 

amount  I  hold  a  note  of  the  Company. 

4  Ques.  Do  you  desire  that  any  portion  of  the  amount  which  may 
be  due  you  shall  be  paid  you  out  of  any  sum  which  shall  be  found  due 
the  Company  on  final  settlement  with  the  State? 

Ans.    No.    I  will  look  alone  to  the  Company. 

5  Ques.     Have  you  completed  the  work  stipulated  by  your  contract? 
Ans.     We  have. 

(Signed)  S.  R.  LAWDER. 

Also,  Jonathan  Richmond,  of  Butler  county,  being  duly  sworn,  testi- 
fied as  follows : 

1  Ques.    In  what  business  were  you  engaged  in  the  years  1856-7  ? 
Ans.     In  August  or  September  1856,  I  took  some  goods  to  the  Lewis- 
town  Reservoir,  and  kept  a  store  there  a  portion  of  the  time,  1856-7. 

2  Ques.  Did  you  establish  this  store  there  at  any  suggestion  of  the 
Hydraulic  Company  ? 

Ans.     No.     I  went  on  my  own  account. 
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3  Ques.  Was  there  any  arrangement  between  you  and  the  Company 
or  any  of  its  officers  prior  to  your  going  there,  that  they  were  to  draw 
orders  on  you,  or  the  hands  receive  their  pay  through  the  store  ? 

Ans.    No. 

4.  Ques.  Did  you  as  matter  of  fact  pay  to  workmen  employed  in 
constructing  the  Enlargement,  money  or  goods  for  work  done  by  them  ? 

Ans.     I  did. 

5  Ques.  Please  state  how  much  and  under  what  arrangement  with 
the  Company,  or  any  of  its  officers  ? 

Ans.  I  paid  to  hands  employed  by  Mahony,  during  his  life-time,  and 
for  work  done  before  his  death,  •564  ^jO.  This  payment  was  made  after 
Mahony's  death,  under  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Jackson,  Engineer  of 
the  Company,  who  promised  to  and  afterwards  did  reimburse  me.  This 
sum  was  all  paid  out  upon  a  pay-roll  furnished  me  by  Mr.  Jackson, 
and  which  he  prepared  from  a  table  kept  by  Mahony.  I  also  paid  out 
to  workmen  employed  by  the  Company  after  Mahony's  death  to  do  the 
work  embraced  under  his  contract,  81,313  72 — partly  in  goods  out  of  the 
store,  and  partly  in  money.  All  the  payments  constituting  this  last 
mentioned  sum  were  made  under  a  pay  roll  furnished  to  me  by  some 
officer  or  agent  of  the  Company,  and  approved  by  Mr.  Jackson.  I  pro- 
duce here  a  statement  of  the  amounts  paid,  and  the  names  of  each  of 
the  parties  to  whom  the  payments  were  made,  which  I  will  attach  to  and 
make  a  part  of  my  deposition.     [See  Appendix  V.] 

G.  Ques.  Has  the  Company  actually  repaid  to  you  the  fall  amount 
of  the  two  items  which  in  your  preceding  answer  you  state  you  have 
paid  out  to  workmen,  and  which  items  in  the  aggregate  amount  to 
81,868.02? 

Ans.     Yes — partly  in  money  and  partly  in  stock  of  the  Company. 

7  Ques.  Had  the  Company  or  any  of  its  stockholders  any  interest  in 
your  store,  or  did  they  desire  any  profits  from  sales  made  by  you  to  the 
workmen  ? 

Ans.  No.  There  was  no  one  interested  but  myself,  and  I  lost  money 
by  the  transaction. 

8  Qued.  Are  you  a  stockholder  in  the  Company,  and  if  so  for  what 
amount,  and  for  how  long? 

Ans.     As  nearly  as  I  can  recollect  I  became  a  stockholder  in  the  latter 
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part  of  July,  1856,  to  the  amount  of  between  fourteen  and  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Mr.  Richmond  desires  to  state  that  he  has  a  claim  against  the  Compa- 
ny which  he  never  yet  has  pretjented  to  them,  not  having  had  the  facts 
necei$sary  in  his  possession  at  the  time  of  his  settlement  with  the  Compa- 
ny, arising  as  follows :  Boarding  the  hands  for  Company,  commencing 
16  February  1757,  and  ending  6  May  same  year,  amounting  to  8115. 

I  have  also  been  employed  by  the  Company  as  its  agent  in  transacting 
business,  paying  my  own  expenses — which  expenses  and  time  amount 
to  $70.  1  went  to  Piqua,  Urbana  and  other  places,  several  times,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Jackson,  to  raise  money  to  pay  off  the  hands.  I  went 
once  to  Dayton  to  meet  Mr.  Defrees  and  Mr.  Jackson,  on  some  business 
connected  with  a  lawsuit,  and  went  from  there  to  Huntsville,  on  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Company.  It  was  for  these  services  and  such  as  these,  and 
the  expenses  attending  them,  that  this  item  of  870  is  charged. 

(Singed)  J.  RICHMOND. 

AIpo,  came  Alexander  G.  Conover,  of  Piqua,  who,  being  duly  sworn, 
testified  as  follows : 

1  Ques.    What  is  your  occupation  ? 

Ans.     I  am  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

2  Ques.     Of  what  Division  of  the  Public  Works  have  you  the  charge? 
Ans.    The  Southern  Division  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  from  the 

Junction  to  the  Ohio  River. 

3  Ques.    Is  the  Lewistown  Reservoir  within  your  Division? 
Ans.     Yes. 

4  Ques.  How  recently  have  you  examined  the  Enlargement  of  the 
Reservoir  ? 

Ans.    I  think  the  twenty-eighth  of  December,  1857. 

5  Ques.  By  whom  was  the  plan  for  the  construction  of  the  Enlarge- 
ment furnished  ? 

Ans.    By  myself,  as  the  member  in  charge  of  that  Division. 

6  Qnes.  Was  the  Enlargement  actually  made  upon  that  plan,  and 
in  a  substantial  manner  ? 

Ans.  It  was  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  plan,  with  the  excep- 
tions of  a  spur  bank — of  raising  the  old  embankment  fifteen  to  eighteen 
inches — and  the  clearing  out  of  the  channel  of  the  Miami  river  for  some 
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distance  below — which  last  may  be  necessary  and  may  be  not.  It  was 
also  done  in  a  substantial  manner,  except  that  the  embankment  settled 
over  the  "  Big  Slough." 

7  Ques.     With  the  exceptions  noticed    in    your   last  answer,    has 
the  Enlargement  been  constructed  so  as  to  be  satisfactory  to  you  ? 

Ans.     It  has. 

8  Ques.     Have  you  examined  the  land  and  town  lots  purchased  by 
the  Company  at  Lockington  ? 

Ans.     I  have  examined  them,  as  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Defrees,  who  ac- 
companied me. 

9  Ques.     Is  the  ownership  of  these  Lockington  lands  necessary  to  the 
use  of  the  water  power  created  by  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement. 

Ans.     I  think  three  of  the  lots,  and  about  fifteen  acres  of  the  land, 
are  essential  to  the  ownership  of  the  water  power. 

10  Ques.  Can  the  water  power  available  at  that  point  be  so  well  or 
belter  used  at  any  other? 

Ans.     It  can  be  better  used  there  than  at  any  other  point. 

11  Ques.  If  the  State  were  now  in  possession  and  control  of  the 
Enlarged  Reservoir,  would  you  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  pitrchase  on  behalf  of  the  State  so  much  of  the  land  and  town 
lots  as  is  indicated  in  answer  to  question  9,  for  the  purpose  of  controll- 
ing the  water  power  at  that  point? 

Ans.     I  think  I  would,  at  the  same  rates  paid  by  the  Company. 

12  Ques.  Are  you  able  to  state  the  amount  of  water  rents  collected 
by  the  Company  up  to  this  time  ? 

Ans.    I  am  not. 

13' Ques.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  matter  or  thing  which  will 
throw  light  upon  the  accounts  of  the  construction  of  the  Reservoir, 
now  under  investigation  ? 

Ans.    I  don't  think  of  any  thing  at  this  time. 

(Signed)  A.  G.  CONOVER. 

Also,  came  S.  E.  Brown,  of  Piqua,  who  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows : 

1  Question.  Have  you  ever  sustained  any  relation  to  the  Miami  Hy- 
draulic and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  if  so,  what  ? 
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Answer.  From  the  15th  of  July,  1856,  until  the  5th  day  of  January, 
1858,  I  was  Secretary  and  Attorney  for  the  Company — had  charge  of 
their  books  and  their  legal  bu.'siness. 

2  Ques.  Were  you  present  at  the  settlement  between  Mr.  Hamlin 
and  the  Company,  on  the  25th  of  June,  '56,  and  if  so,  what  knowledge 
have  you  as  to  said  settlement  ? 

Ana.  In  the  above  capacity  I  was  present  at  and  assisted  in  said  set- 
tlement. The  settlement  was  made  in  Cincinnati,  and  was  for  moneys 
due  from  the  Company  to  Mr.  Hamlin  which  had  been  furnished  by  him 
to  the  Company  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir. 
Mr.  Hamlin  represented  to  the  Company  and  to  me  personally  that  he 
had  obtained  a  large  amount  of  money — the  amount  I  do  not  now  recol- 
lect— for  the  use  of  the  Company,  by  draft  on  his  brother  in  New  York, 
which  would  mature  on  the  Saturday  following,  and  that  unless  the 
Company  would  put  him  in  possession  of  funds  or  securities  to  enable 
him  to  raise  funds  necessary  to  meet  said  draft  at  maturity,  his  and  his 
brother's  credit  would  be  impaired.  The  Company  was  unable  to  pay  the 
money,  and  he  then  proposed  to  take  the  notes  of  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Company,  payable  to  the  Company  and  indorsed  by  the 
Company  in  blank,  secured  by  pledge  of  stock  to  four  times  the  amount 
of  said  notes  as  collateral,  on  which  he  said  he  could  realize  the  money 
required.  This  arrangement  was  then  made  and  Hamlin  took  the 
notes,  secured  as  I  have  heretofore  stated,  in  satisfaction  of  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  Company  to  him.  The  notes  were  so  drawn  that  in  the 
event  they  were  not  paid  at  maturity,  then  the  stock  taken  as  collateral 
should  be  taken  by  him  or  his  assigns  in  full  satisfaction  for  his  said 
notes.  I  was  the  confidential  attorney  and  adviser  of  the  Company 
from-  its  formation  until  January  1858,  and  as  such  never  knew  that 
the  Company  had  ever  borrowed  any  money  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  either  directly  or  indirectly.  I  was  present  at  all  or 
nearly  all  of  their  meetings,  and  during  their  confidential  conferences 
was  never  excluded. 

3  Ques.  Did  you  not  know  that  the  Company  had  executed  its  two 
notes  for  86,000 — each  payable  to  the  order  of  Hamlin,  Young  and 
Cooper,  to  enable  them  to  raise  money  for  the  benefit  of  the  Company  ? 

Ans.  Yes.  I  drew  those  notes  and  signed  them,  as  Secretary  of  th« 
Company. 
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4  Ques.  Did  not  the  payees  of  these  notes  or  some  one  of  them  ever 
report  to  the  Company  that  they  had  negotiated  the  notes,  and  to 
whom? 

Ans.  They  did  report  that  they  had  negotiated  the  notes  and  raised 
the  money  thereon,  which  was  paid  to  the  Company ;  but  they  never  to 
my  knowledge  reported  from  whom  the  money  was  received. 

5  Qaes>  What  entry  of  the  transaction  was  made  upon  the  books  of 
the  Company  ? 

Ans.  None,  until  the  settlement  with  Hamlin,  in  June,  '57,  when  the 
items  constituting  the  settlement  were  entered,  but  the  name  of  Mr. 
Gibson  does  not  appear  therein,  nor  was  Gibson's  name  mentioned  at 
the  time  the  settlement  was  made. 

f,  6  Ques.    When  did  you  first  learn  that  this  loan  was  obtained  from- 
Gibson  ? 

Ans.    Not  till  this  summer. 

7  Ques.    Were  Cooper,  Young  and  Hamlin  appointed  as  a  financiali 
committee  for  the  Company,  with  power  to  raise  funds  and  bind  the 
Company  therefor  ? 

Ans.    They  were. 

(Signed)  S.  E.  BROWN. 

Also,  Samuel  Gordon,  of  Piqua,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as  fol- 
lows : 

1  Question.  Are  you  an  officer  of  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manu- 
facturing Company,  and  if  so,  what  ? 

Answer.  I  am  Secretary  of  the  Company ;  was  appointed  as  such 
on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1858. 

2  Ques.  Please  state  the  names  of  all  who  have  been  stockholders 
of  the  Company,  from  its  organization,  and  those  who  are  still  such. 

Ans.  I  cannot  do  so  now,  but  I  will  examine  the  books  of  the  Com^ 
pany,  and  prepare  a  statement  embodying  the  information  you  desire, 
and  make  it  part  of  my  deposition.     [See  Appendix  VI.] 

(Signed)  SAMUEL  GORDON. 

Also,  Richard  Page,  of  Columbus,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows : 
1  Question.    What  is  your  occupation  ? 

T — ^APPEBDIZ  8BNAT1  JOUK. 
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Answer.  I  am  a  Civil  Engineer.  Have  had  more  than  thirty  years 
experience  in  my  profession — upwards  of  twenty  of  which  have  been 
spent  in  the  United  States,  in  the  construotion  of  canals,  railroads,  and 
gas-works.    Have  been  fifteen  years  in  this  State. 

2  Ques.  Have  you  examined  the  work  done  in  constructing  the  En- 
largement of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir — and  if  so,  at  whose  instance  ? 

Ans.  I  have  examined  the  work  above  named ;  was  appointed  to  the 
same  by  the  Commission  of  the  Attorney-General,  Auditor  and  Secretary 
of  State,  dated  June  22, 1858 — ^in  whose  company  I  visited  the  Reservoir 
on  the  23d  June.  I  spent  three  days  on  the  work  and  in  the  neighbor- 
hood at  that  time,  and  again  three  other  days  from  the  20th  of  July.  I 
•  consider  mine  to  have  been  a  very  thorough  examination. 

3  Ques.  What,,  as  the  result  of  that  examination,  is  your  opinion  of 
'the  manner  in  which  the  work  has  been  constructed,  and  its  fitness  for 
its  intended  purpose  ? 

Ans.  I  consider  the  work  to  have  been  well  done,  and  to  be  adapted 
to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  intended.  The  particular  result  of  my 
examination  of  it,  and  also  of  an  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  by  whom  it  was 
constructed,  ifi  set  forth  in  my  report  thereon  made  to  the  Attorney- 
General  and  the  Auditor  and  Secretary  of  State — which  I  hereby  make 
a  part  of  my  deposition.

Also,  E.  S.  Hamlin,  of  Hamilton  county,  being  duly  sworn,  testified 
as  follows : 

1  Question.  Were  you  a  stockholder  in  and  officer  of  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  ? 

Answer.  I  was  a  stockholder,  have  always  been  a  Director,  and  was 
Treasurer  for  about  three  months  in  the  fall  of  1857. 

2  Ques.  How  was  the  money  raised  by  the  Company  for  the  cost  of 
constructing  the  Reservoir  ? 

Ans.  Part  was  raised  by  assessments  on  the  stock,  and  a  part  by 
loans. 

3  Ques.  By  what  ofiicers  or  members  of  the  Company  were  these 
loans  made  ? 
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Ans.  The  largest  amount  was  made  by  a  committee  consisting  of 
Joseph  Cooper,  Joseph  6.  Young  and  myself. 

4  Question.  Of  what  persons  or  corporations  did  this  Company  make 
loans  ? 

Ans.  Of  William  H.  Gibson.  The  amount  was  about  $22,000  or 
$23,000. 

5  Ques.    When  was  this  sum  borrowed  of  Mr.  Gibson? 

Ans.  The  loan  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  the  work  as 
it  progressed  on  the  Reservoir,  in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1856-7,  and 
the  money  was  famished  as  needed,  from  time  to  time — ^the  first  advance 
being  made  about  the  fifteenth  of  December,  1856* 

6  Ques.    Where  were  the  negotiations  for  this  money  made  ? 
Ans.    In  Columbus. 

7  Ques.    What  official  position  did  Mr.  Gibson  at  that  time  occupy  ? 
Ans.     He  was  Treasurer  of  State. 

8  Ques.  Was  this  loan  made  for  and  on  behalf  of,  and  in  the  name 
of,  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  ? 

Ans.    Yes.  , 

9  Ques.  Was  the  money  actually  paid  over  to  the  Company,  and 
applied  to  the  construction  of  the  Reservoir? 

Ans.    Yes. 

10  Ques.  What  evidences  of  indebtedness,  if  any,  were  executed  to 
Mr  Gibson,  as  representing  the  sum  loaned  by  him  to  the  Company  ? 

Ans.  The  first  advance  was  $12,000,  for  which  there  was  delivered 
to  Mr.  Gibson  the  note  of  the  Company  payable  to  the  order  of  Jos.  G. 
Young,  Jos.  Cooper,  and  myself,  and  indorsed  by  us.  Afterwards  the 
Company  executed  their  note  to  me  for  $40,000,  and  assigned  to  me  the 
water  leases  transferred  to  the  Company  by  the  Board,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  payment  of  ^y  money  loaned  for.  the  benefit  of  the 
Reservoir..  I  then  executed  to  Mr.  Gibson  my  drafts  on  New  York,  in 
the  place  of  the  912,000  note,  and  also  for  the  balance  of  the  money 
loaned — ^being  about  ten  or  eleven  thousand  dollars. 

11  Ques  Upon  whom  were  these  drafts  drawn,  to  whom  were  they 
payable,  what  length  of  time  did  they  run,  and  how  many  were  there  ? 

Ans.  They  were  drawn  on  F.  V.  Hamlin,  payable  to  the  order  of 
Wm.  H.  Gibson;  there  were  two  of  them,  and  they  were  payable  at 
sight. 
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12  Quea.  Have  these  drafts  been  paid,  and  if  ro,  when,  how,  and  to 
whom  ? 

Ana.  They  have.  They  were  paid  in  December,  '57,  to  Charles  L. 
Johnson,  of  Tiffin,  to  whom  they  had  been  transferred.  They  were  paid 
in  the  stock  of  the  Hydraulic  Company,  and  in  my  paper.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  my  papers  I  am  unable  to  state  particularly  the  amount  of  each, 
but  I  think  I  paid  846,000  in  stock,  and  gave  my  notes  for  $5,000.  The 
full  explanation  of  the  matter  is  as  follows  :  I  held  the  940,000  note  of 
the  Company,  secured  by  the  leases  aforesaid,  in  trust,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  the  payment  of  money  borrowed  by  the  Company  up  to  some 
time  in  June,  1857.  At  that  time  I  had  collected  about  95,000  on  the 
leases,  and  the  Company  made  an  assessment  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  to  pay  the  balance  borrowed  by  the  Committee.  For  this  assess- 
ment notes  of  the  individual  stockholders  were  given,  payable  in  thirty 
days,  and  paid  up  stock  issued  to  them  for  the  amount.  The  notes  were 
made  conditional,  and  if  not  paid  at  maturity  the  stock  was  to  be  received 
in  payment.  I  had  agreed  to  take  these  notes,  or  enough  of  them  to 
make  up  the  balance  of  the  said  borrowed  fnoney,  and  procure  a  dis- 
charge of  the  Company  from  its  obligations  to  pay  the  same.  I  took  the 
notes  thus  secured,  and  the  stock  from  the  Company,  and  delivered  up 
the  $40,000  notes,  and  re-assigned  the  leases  to  the  Company — after 
which  I  settled  with  Johnson  as  above  stated,  the  stock  I  let  him  have 
being  the  same  above  mentioned. 

13  Ques.  When  was  the  original  $12,000  note  surrendered  to  you  or 
to  the  Company,  and  by  whom  ? 

Ans.  I  took  it  up  at  the  time  of  my  settlement  with  Johnson  in  De- 
cember, and  delivered  it  to  the  Company. 

14  Ques.  In  this  transaction  with  Mr.  Johnson,  was  he  acting  as 
cashier  of  the  Seneca  County  Bank,  or  for  himself,  or  as  agent  for  Wm. 
H.  Gibson-? 

Ans.  I  cannot  say.  He  said  the  papers  belonged  to  him — whether 
he  meant  as  cashier,  or  not,  I  cannot  tell. 

15  Ques.     Did  he  state  to  you  how  he  had  acquired  them  ? 
Ans.    No ;  I  have  no  recollection  that  he  did. 

16  Ques.  Was  the  money  borrowed  from  Mr.  Gibson  had  from  him 
as  Treasurer  of  State  ? 

Ans.    It  was  not.     On  the  contrary,  Mr.  Gibson  stated  to  me  at  the 
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time  that  he  had  $28,000  of  his  own  money.  The  first  $12,000  was 
mostly  Seneca  County  money,  and  he  was  very  particular  to  request  us 
to  give  it  a  circulation  where  it  would  not  be  soon  returned.  I  believed 
at  the  time  it  was  money  obtained  from  the  Seneca  County  Bank.  My 
drafts  on  New  York  were  made  payable  to  Mr.  Gibson,  personally,  I 
think. 

17  Ques,  Did  you  learn  prior  to  your  settlement  with  Johnson,  either 
from  Gibson  or  any  other  person,  that  the  money  lent  by  him  to  the  Com- 
pany was  the  money  of  the  State  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not.  On  the  contrary,  after  the  defalcation  became  public 
and  Mr.  Gibson  had  left  the  ofBce  of  Treasurer  I  had  a  conversation 
with  him  on  the  subject,  and  he  then  assured  me  that  the  money  was  his 
own,  and  was  never  the  money  of  the  State. 

18  Ques.  Did  Mr.  Gibson  ever  advise  you  that  he  had  hypothecated 
any  of  the  notes  or  drafts  executed  to  him  for  the  repayment  of  the  loan  ? 

Ans.  Some  time  in  the  fall  of  1857,  having  heard  that  my  notes  and 
drafts  were  hypothecated  in  New  York,  I  asked  Mr.  Gibson  about  it. 
He  stated  that  they  were  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ludlow,  cashier  of  the 
Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company.  I  have  no  recollection  that 
he  stated  to  me  for  what  reason,  but  he  stated  to  me  that  measures  were 
in  progress  to  get  them  out  of  their  hands.  The  next  I  heard  of  them 
they  were  presented  by  Mr.  Johnson. 

19  Ques.  In  whose  name  does  the  stock  delivered  by  you  to  Mr. 
Johnson  now  stand  on  the  books  of  the  Company  ? 

Ans.  The  stock  was  transferred  to  me  by  the  indorsement  in  blank 
of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  issued,  and  I  delivered  to  Mr.  Johnson 
without  any  further  indorsement.  I  don't  know  whether  there  has  ever 
been  any  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  Company  or  not.

Also,  William  H.  Gibson,  of  TiflSn,  who,  being  duly  sworn,  testified  as 
follows : 

1  Ques.    What  official  position  did  you  occupy  in  the  year  1856  and 
'the  fore  part  of  1857  ? 

Ans.    I  was  Treasuser  of  State. 

2  Ques.   While  occupying  that  position  did  you  make  any  loan  to  the 
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Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  or  to  any  of  its  officers 
or  agents,  or  any  other  person  on  its  behalf? 

Ans.    I  did. 

3  Ques.  When  was  this  loan  made,  by  whom  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
pany was  it  negotiated,  and  what  was  the  amount  thereof? 

Ans.  The  loan  was  for  $12,000 — negotiated  in  December  1856,  by 
E.  S.  Hamlin  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  and  secured  by  the  obligations 
of  the  Company  at  ninety  days,  indorsed  by  J.  G.  Young,  E.  S.  Hamlin, 
and  Jos.  Cooper — the  indorsers  being  the  payees  named  in  the  body  of 
the  notes.  There  were  two  notes  of  86,000  each.  Some  time  in  the 
winter  following  I  gave  Mr.  Hamlin  812,000  upon  his  individual  sight 
draft  upon  F.  V.  Hamlin,  New  York  City.  This  Mr.  Hamlin  represen- 
ted as  being  for  the  use  of  said  Company. 

4.  Ques.    Where  were  the  negotiations  for  these  two  loans  made  ? 

Ans.    In  Columbus. 

5  Ques.     At  what  place  in  Columbus  ? 

Ans.    My  impression  is,  at  the  American  Hotel. 

6  Ques.  In  what  form  were  the  funds  handed  over  to  Hamlin,  in 
each  instance  ? 

Ans.    I  am  unable  to  state,  from  present  recollection. 

7  Ques.  Do  you  not  remember  whether  it  was  in  coin,  currency,  or 
by  check  upon  some  bank  ? 

Ans.     I  know  it  was  not  in  coin,  but  I  cannot  state  what  it  was  in. 

8  Ques.  If  in  currency  or  certificates  of  deposit,  was  the  currency 
or  certificates  taken  from  the  State  Treasury,  or  did  they  belong  to  the 
State,  or  if  by  check,  was  it  by  check  drawn  by  you  as  Treasurer? 

Ans.  They  did  not  belong  to  the  State,  except  to  the  amount  of 
about  83,400,  and  to  that  amount  and  no  more  were  the  funds  in  the 
Treasury  belonging  to  the  State  reduced.  If  any  checks  were  given  by 
me  I  presume  they  were  drawn  by  me  olfHcially,  as  I  had  no  individual 
account  with  banks  where  I  would  have  probably  drawn  on  this  account. 

9  Ques.  Excepting  the  83,400  above  mentioned,  did  any  portion  of 
the  funds  paid  over  to  Hamlin  come  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  directly 
or  indirectly  ? 

Ans.     They  did  not. 

10  Ques.  If  the  whole  sum  was  paid  by  your  check,  was  it  not  all 
paid  out  of  funds  belonging  to  the  State? 
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Ans.  The  whole  sum  was  not  paid  by  check  or  checks,  but  had  it  been 
BO  paid  it  would  not  have  been  from  funds  belonging  to  the  State,  or 
in  which  the  State  had  any  interest  whatever. 

11  Ques.  If  the  whole  was  not  paid  by  check,. what  proportion  of  it 
was  so  paid  ? 

Ans.    I  am  unable  to  state. 

12  Ques.    Was  not  more  than  $3,000  so  paid  ? 
Ans.     It  is  possible. 

13  Ques.  You  have  already  stated  that  you  kept  no  other  banking 
account  save  as  Treasurer  of  State,  and  is  it  not  therefore  true  that 
whatever  sum  was  paid  to  Hamlin  by  your  check  was  upon  your  check 
as  Treasurer  of  State,  aqd  out  of  funds  standing  to  your  credit  in  that 
capacity  ? 

Ans.  It  is ;  but  if  my  official  account  with  any  depositary  of  public 
moneys  was  thereby  diminished  the  Treasury  was  reimbursed,  at  the 
time,  by  cadh  from  my  own  private  funds,  the  same  as  if  I  had  given  any 
individual  a  check  in  exchange  for  currency :  My  account  would  be 
reduced  by  the  check  drawn  against  it,  but  the  funds  of  the  State  would 
remain  unreduced. 

14  Ques.  Of  the  portion  paid  to  Hamlih  in  currency,  was  not  the 
identical  currency  which  was  handed  to  Hamlin  taken  from  the  State 
Treasury  ? 

Ans.  I  presume  not.  I  kept  my  own  private  funds  and  papers  in 
the  Treasury  vault,  in  a  private  box,  and  was  careful  at  all  times  to 
keep  my  private  and  official  funds  and  transactions  distinct. 

15  Ques.  Had  you  at  the  time  of  these  two  respective  loans  so  large 
an  amount  as  912,000  in  currency  of  your  individual  funds  in  the 
"  private  box  "  to  which  you  refer  ? 

Ans.    I  have  no  doubt  I  had — and  a  much  larger  amount. 

16  Ques.     At  what  rate  of  interest  were  these  loans  made? 

Ans.  At  twelve  per  cent.,  as  appears  from  memoranda  now  in  my 
possession,  which  I  had  not  examined  previous  to  my  examinatioa  before 
the  Investigating  Commission  now  in  session. 

17  Ques.  You  have  spoken  of  the  funds  loaned  to  Hamlin — excep- 
ting 83,400 — as  being  your  individual  funds.  Do  you  mean  by  this  that 
they  were  your  own  private  property,  or  that  they  were  held  by  you  in 
some  representative  capacity  other  than  as  Treasurer  of  State  ? 
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Ans.  As  guardian  [and  as  attorneyj  of  [minor]  heirs,  and  as  admin- 
istrator of  certain  estates,  I  had  in  my  hands,  of  cash,  April  1,  1856, 
810,300,  or  near  that  sum.  At  the  same  date  I  had  in  cash  belonging 
to  other  individuals  83,700 — which  several  amounts  remain  unpaid.  In 
addition  to  these  sums  I  had  received,  between  Ist  January  1656,  and 
December  of  the  same  year,  821,600  of  my  own  individual  funds,  real- 
ized from  collections,  real  estate  sold,  and  from  business  operations  in 
which  I  was  connected  with  R.  D.  Joslin. 

[At  my  request,  the  words  "  and  as  attorney  "  were  interlined,  and  the 
word  "minor"  erased,  January  21,  1859, 

(Signed)  Wm.  H.  Gibson.] 

18  Ques.  Please  state  the  names  of  the  heirs,  and  the  estates,  as 
guardian  and  administrator  of  which  you  had  the  above  named  sum  in 
your  hands. 

Ans.  John  T.  Fleming,  Frances  J.  Williams,  Richard  R.  Williams, 
O.  W.  Williams,  Henry  R.  Williams  and  Mary  J.  Williams,  are  the 
heirs  for  whom  I  was  at  that  time  and  still  remain  guardian.  I  was  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estates  of  Elizabeth  Randall  and  L.  D.  Shawhan. 
The  individuals  whose  money  was  in  my  hands  at  the  time  referred  to, 

were: McKittrick,  of  Ireland,  whose  attorney  in  fact  is  Tho.  J.  Ken- 

non,  of  Pittsburgh ;  Anna  Halsey,  of  Hancock  county,  Ohio;  Fisher, 
Cashing  &  Co.,  of  New  York ;  Charles  Meeker,  of  Seneca  County,  0.; 
and  the  creditors  respectively  of  Anson  Brown  and  John  Baird  &  Co. 
My  appointments  as  guardian  and  administrator  were  all  made  in  Sen- 
eca county. 

19  Ques.  What  was  the  nature  of  the  business  operations  referred 
to  as  having  been  transacted  with  R.  D.  Joslin,  and  where  did  he  then 
and  now  reside  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Joslin  resided  at  Tiffin,  but  is  now  deceased.  The  trans- 
actions commenced  in  the  Spring  of  1854,  and  embraced  the  purchase 
and  sale  of  town  lots  and  interest  in  towns,  and  the  purchase  and  sale 
of  lumber — of  all  which  he  had  exclusive  control.  I  devoted  neither 
time  nor  attention  to  them.  I  furnished  the  means  either  in  cash  or  by 
my  credit. 

20  Ques.  Was  any  money  of  the  State  employed  in  the  business 
operations  to  which  you  have  referred,  with  Joslin  ? 
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Ans.  Those  transactions  were  so  far  closed  in  December  1855,  pre- 
vious to  my  connection  with  the  Treasury,  as  to  require  neither  money 
or  credit.    I  therefore  answer  no. 

21  Ques.  Were  the  notes  and  the  sight  drafts,  given  to  you  at  the 
time  the  respective  loans  were  made,  paid  at  maturity  ? 

Ans.    They  were  not. 

22  Ques  Were  they  renewed,  and  if  so,  what  form  did  the  renewal 
take? 

Ans.    They  were  not  renewed. 

23  Ques.    What  disposition  was  made  by  you,  of  the  notes  and  draft  ? 
Ans.    They  were  transferred  to  C.  L.  Johnson,  of  Tiffin,  by  indorse- 
ment. 

24  Ques.     At  what  time  was  this  transfer  made  ? 

Ans.    In  the  fall  of  1857,  but  the  precise  time  I  cannot  state. 

25  Ques.    Did  Johnson  purchase  the  notes  and  draft  from  you  ? 

Ans.  Mr.  Johnson  made  large  advances  to  me  to  assist  me  in  my  em- 
barrassments, upon  my  assurances  to  him  that  I  held  and  would  deliver 
to  him  the  notes  and  draft  referred  to,  soon  as  I  obtained  possession  of 
the  same.  There  has  been  paid  to  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and  Trust 
Company  in  New  York,  and  credited  to  the  State,  $6,400  from  the  ad- 
vances so  made  by  Mr.  Johnson,  and  E.  8.  Hamlin  paid  $4,853  50 
which  was  also  so  credited. 

26  Ques.  In  whose  possession  were  the  notes  and  draft;,  at  the  time 
you  made  the  arrangement  with  Johnson  under  which  the  advances  were 
made  to  you  ? 

Ans.  They  were  in  possession  of  E.  Ludlow,  Cashier  of  the  Ohio  Life 
Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

27  Ques.  For  what  purpose  and  by  whom  had  they  been  placed  in 
the  possession  of  Ludlow  ? 

Ans.  They  were  left  by  me  for  safe  keeping,  and  not  called  for  until 
after  the  Company  had  failed  and  these  papers  had  been  attached  by  its 
creditors,  for  the  following  reason :  I  was  remaining  in  New  York  on 
business,  and  not  expecting  to  leave  for  some  days,  when  early  in  the 
morning  I  received  a  telegraphic  despatch  from  Cooper  K.  Watson,  Esq., 
calling  on  me  to  come  to  Columbus  "  cU  once?'*  Up  to  that  moment  I  had 
no  intimation  that  the  Treasury  matters  were  under  investigation.  I 
started  here  on  the  early  morning  train,  before  Mr.  Ludlow  had  come  to 
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his  office,  and  I  was  compelled  to  leave  my  papers  in  his  hands.  I  did  not 
visit  New  York  again  until  after  the  Trust  Company  had  failed.  When 
I  learned  the  situation  of  these  papers  I  employed  F.  N.  Lane  as  my 
Attorney,  to  recover  them  by  legal  proceedings.  The  question  was  tried 
before  a  jury,  upon  the  testimony  of  Mr,  Ludlow,  who  stated  that  the 
papers  belonged  to  me,  and  that  neither  the  Company  or  any  other  party 
had  or  claimed  any  interest  in  them  or  right  to  their  possession.  They 
were  forwarded  to  me  by  express,  and  were  then  indorsed  and  transfer- 
red to  Mr.  Johnson.  When  in  the  hands  of  the  Trust  Company  they 
were  payable  to  my  order,  and  unindorsed  by  me.  I  was  not  present  at 
the  trial,  and  only  know  of  the  circumstances  connected  with  it  from 
report. 

28  Ques.  Were  these  notes  and  the  draft,  or  either  of  them,  hy- 
pothecated with,  or  pledged  to  the  Trust  Company,  in  any  way,  as  secur- 
ity for  the  sum  which  the  Company  had  advan<ied  to  Atwood  &  Co.  to 
redeem  from  them  the  Seneca  County  Bank  bonds  ? 

Ans.    No. 

29  Ques,  Were  they  or  either  of  them  included  in  the  securities  left 
by  you  with  the  Life  and  Trust  Company,  or  its  Cashier,  Ludlow,  under 
the  arrangement  between,  yourself  and  the  Company,  for  redeeming  the 
Seneca  County  Bank  bonds  ? 

Ans.  They  were  not,  nor  was  I  a  party  to  the  arrangement  referred 
to.  My  explanation  of  the  transaction  is  this:  After  I  resigned  the 
office  of  Treasurer  of  State,  I  went  to  New  York,  to  release  these 
Bank  bonds,  with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  some  of  the  State 
officers ;  and  at  ray  earnest  request  Mr.  Wright,  Auditor  of  State,  went 
to  New  York  in  one  or  two  days  after  I  left.  I  there  learned  that  a  spe- 
cial agent  had  been  sent  by  the  Treasurer  to  look  after  these  bonds,  who 
had  employed  counsel  and  commenced  suit.  This  prevented  me  from 
pursuing  the  policy  I  had  intended,  as  it  worked  my  discredit  there,  and 
rendered  me  powerless.  I  learned  from  Mr.  Atwood  that  he  had  hypoth- 
ecated about  $50,000  with  the  American  Exchange  Bank,  for  funds  to 
meet  my  official  drafts  ;  and  he  also  declined  to  accept  my  proposition 
for  the  release  of  the  bonds.  I  then  addressed  a  letter  to  Mr.  Ludlow,  in 
which  I  made  a  proposition  to  him  the  same  as  made  to  Mr.  Atwood. 
In  that  I  enumerated  the  securities  held  by  me,  as  well  those  belonging 
to  the  State  as  those  belonging  to  myself.     In  that  I  am  confident  I 
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incladed  the  Hamlin  papers,  with  about  $56,000  besides,  that  bad  no 
connection  with  the  Treasury.     It  also  embraced  drafts  of  Seneca 
County  Bank  for  $22,000;  Kimball  &  Co.  $10,000;  W.  C.  Hedges  &  Co. 
$5,000— in  all  $37,000— which  I  then  stated  to  Mr.  Ludlow  belonged  to 
the  State,  and  offered  to  turn  them  all  over  to  him,  if  he  would  advance 
to  Atwood  enough  to  redeem  the  Bank  bonds.    This  proposition  was  not 
accepted.    In  making  jt  I  expressed  my  true  feelings  at  the  time — which 
were,  that  I  was  willing  to  sacrifice  home  and  all  I  had  on  ear,th  to 
relieve  these  bonds  and  thus  protect  from  loss  friends  interested  in  the 
bank  to  whom  I  was  under  great  obligations.    At  that  time  I  supposed 
I  had  in  my  hands  about  $47,000  belonging  to  the  State,  and  so  told  Mr. 
Ludlow  I  think  at  the  time  I  indorsed  and  delivered  to  him  the  drafts 
above  mentioned  as  belonging  to  the  State.    The  drdfts  so  indorsed, 
together  with  the  $11,263  50,  realized  on  the  Hamlin  claims,  amounted 
to  848,263  50,  which  is  more  than  I  ever  acknowledged  myself  liable  to 
pay.    When  Mr.  Ludlow  failed  to  accept  my  proposition,  I  never  pro- 
posed to  transfer  to  him  any  paper,  or  to  pay  him  any  money,  except 
what  I  did  transfer  and  pay  as  before  stated.    From  him  I  learned  what 
the  arrangement  was  under  which  he  advanced  the  money  to  redeem  the 
Bank  bonds.    I  made  his  office  a  place  of  resort,  and  kept  my  papers 
there,  as  I  have  before  stated.    With  the  Hamlin  papers  were  $31,000 
Railroad  bonds  which  I  have  not  yet  recovered,  nor  have  I  made  the 
attempt,  for  want  of  means  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses.     Injustice 
to  myself  I  must  further  state,  that  when  I  left  office  there  were  out- 
standing claims  amounting  to  about  917,000,  for  which  the  State  was 
bound,  but  which  I  assumed  and  have  paid,  to  prevent  that  excitement 
which  attended  every  thing  disclosed  in  connection  with  my  official 
transactions.    I  felt  impelled  by  a  sense  of  personal  honor  to  do  so» 
after  the  State  authorities  had  refused  to  recognize  or  pay  not  only  cer- 
tificates of  deposit  but  drafts  drawn  by  me  as  Treasurer  for  means  to 
meet  current  disbursements  at  the  office.    To  maintain  my  honor  and 
protect  innocent  parties,  I  would  at  any  time  have  cheerfully  sacrificed 
any  property  or  rights  I  held.    I  would  have  done  so,  and  in  fact  pro- 
posed to  do  so,  in  the  case  of  the  Bank  bonds.    Had  it  not  been  for  the 
legal  proceedings  instituted  in  New  York  before  my  arrival  there,  I 
now  know  those  bonds  would  have  been  returned  to  the  Treasury  without 
the  aid  of  the  State  at  that  time.     And  I  wish  further  to  state  that,  as  I

am  advised  and  believei  the  official  documents  of  the  State,  and  the 
unimpeached  testimony  of  witnesses  sustained  by  conclusive  circum- 
Btances,  show  that  the  State  of  Ohio  is  indebted  to  me  at  least  812,000, 
besides  which  I  claim  over  84,000  as  paid  for  premium  on  Exchange. 

30  Ques.  Were  the  securities  which  in  your  last  answer  you  have 
indicated  as  belonging  to  yourself,  including  the  notes  and  draft  received 
from  Hamlin,  ever  pledged  or  in  any  way  left  with  Ludlow  or  the  Life 
and  Trust  Company  as  security,  for  any  purpose  whatever? 

Ans.     No.    They  were  left  accidentally,  as  before  stated. 

31  Ques.  If  the  notes  and  drafts  had  never  been  pledged  to  the  Ohio 
Life  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  how  happens  it  that  there  was  paid 
to  that  Company,  and  credited  by  it  to  the  State,  the  sum  of  $11,263  50, 
as  you  have  stated  in  your  answer  to  question  25,  and  of  which,  in  the 
same  answer,  you  say  $6,400  was  paid  from  advances  made  to  you  by 
Mr.  Johnson,  under  your  assurance  that  you  would  give  him  the  Hamlin 
notes  and  drafts  as  soon  as  they  came  into  your  possession  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not  say  in  any  previous  answer,  nor  do  I  wish  to  be  under- 
stood, that  the  sum  of  $11,263  50  therein  referred  to  as  paid  to  the  Trust 
Company,  was  paid  upon  either  of  the  Hamlin  notes  or  his  draft,  which 
have  hereinbefore  been  mentioned.  In  full  explanation  of  my  transac- 
tion with  Mr.  Hamlin,  I  desire  to  state  :  That  when  I  resigned,  in  June, 
1856,  Mr.  Hamlin  owed  me  by  drafts,  in  addition  to  the  sums  before 
named,  $6,500 — making  his  entire  indebtedness  $30,500,  including  the 
notes  before  mentioned.  In  July,  1857,  he  sent  to  me,  in  New  York, 
$4,863  50,  which  was  handed  to  the  Trust  Company  to  apply  on  ad- 
vances made  to  Atwood  &  Co.  by  that  Company,  and  credited  to  the 
State.  As  Mr.  Hamlin  paid  no  more,  I  resorted  to  other  means  to  raise 
funds,  and  on  the  credit  of  my  claims  against  him  I  procured  $6,400, 
which  was  paid  to  the  State  as  before  stated.  Of  the  whole  amount 
owing  to  me  by  Mr.  Hamlim,  $9,900,  and  no  more,  was  for  funds  belong- 
ing to  the  State  of  Ohio.  Of  this,  $4,863  50  was  repaid  by  Mr.  Ham- 
lin, and  $6,400  through  Mr.  Johnson,  as  I  have  stated — making  in  all 
$11,263  50  paid  to  the  State  from  this  source  since  I  resigned,  and  being 
$1,363  50  more  than  I  was  under  any  legal  or  moral  obligation  to  pay. 
The  additional  indebtedness  of  $6,500  due  by  Mr.  Hamlin  to  me,  arose 
in  this  way  :  Hamlin  was  one  of  the  firm  of  Forrer,  Burt  &  Co.,  con- 
tractors for  keeping  in  repair  section  7  of  the  Public  Works,  and  was 
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also  the  agent  of  the  firm.  At  his  request,  I  advanced  to  Mr.  Hamlin 
for  the  firm,  96,500  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  in  anticipation  that  the 
Legislature  then  in  session,  would  appropriate  the  contract  sum,  and  I 
would  then  deduct  the  sum  advanced  from  the  appropriation.  This 
sum,  together  with  the  $3,400  constituting  a  part  of  the  loan  of  $24,000, 
as  heretofore  stated,  is  the  whole  sum  ever  advanced  to  Hamlin  from  the 
funds  of  the  State  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  remaining  unpaid  at 
the  time  of  my  resignation,  and  this  has  all  been  repaid  to  the  State. 
I  did  make  other  advances  on  the  Porrer,  Burt  &  Co.  contract,  all  of 
which  were  repaid  in  a  short  time.  The  sum  of  $47,000,  mentioned  as 
constituting  my  entire  indebtedness  to  the  State,  includes  these  two 
amounts  of  $6,500  and  $3,400. 

32  Ques.  Did  you  ever  communicate  to  any  of  the  Directors  or 
Stockholders  of  the  Hydraulic  Company,  the  fact  that  Hamlin  had  bor- 
rowed this  money  from  you,  or  have  any  conversation  with  them  on  the 
subject  ? 

Ans.  I  never  did,  other  than  with  Hamlin,  until  after  the  commence- 
ment of  this  investigation. 

33  Ques.  To  whom,  if  any  one,  did  you  apply  for  payment  of  the 
notes  of  the  Hydraulic  Company,  given  you  by  Hamlia,  at  or  after  the 
maturity  of  the  same  ? 

Ans.    I  never  applied  for  payment  to  any  person  except  Hamlin. 

34  Ques.  Have  you  at  any  time  been  a  stockholder  in  that  Company, 
or  had  any  interest,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  its  concerns  ? 

Ans.  I  have  not,  except  as  a  creditor,  as  before  stated.  Up  to  the 
time  when  Mr.  Hamlin  applied  for  the  first  loan,  I  had  no  knowledge  of 
the  existence  of  the  Company,  or  of  any  legislation  in  regard  to  the 
Lewistown  Reservoir.  Some  time  last  winter,  Mr.  Hamlin  gave  me 
$1,000  stock,  which  I  now  hold.  This  was  to  meet  certain  expenses 
incurred  by  me  in  going  to  New  York. 

35  Ques.  Have  you  any  interest  in  t'he  notes  or  draft  given  by 
Hamlin  to  you,  as  before  stated,  or  in  the  proceeds  thereof,  or  has  any 
portion  of  either  been  paid  or  to  be  paid  to  you  ? 

Ans.  I  have  no  present  interest  in  such  notes  or  draft.  I  hypothe- 
cated or  sold  them  to  Johnson,  and  received  from  him  the  foil  amount  of 
them,  as  before  stated. 
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36  Ques.  Did  you  ever  have  any  other  obligations  of  the  Hydraulic 
Company — other  than  the  two  notes  of  $6,000  each,  before  mentioned? 

Ans.  I  never  had  any  other  obligations,  notes  or  papers  of  the  Com- 
pany. 

37  Ques.  Why  did  you  not  apply  directly  to  the  Hydraulic  Company 
for  payment  of  the  notes  when  they  became  due,  or  take  measures  to 
enforce  payment  of  them  ? 

Ans.  I  had  full  confidence  in  the  responsibility  and  integrity  of  Mr. 
Hamlin,  and  he  was  under  obligation  to  meet  the  obligations,  on  request, 
after  maturity.  I  did  not  proceed  to  collect  or  urge  payment  for  the 
reason  that  I  did  not  want  the  money,  and  the  rate  of  interest  was  satis- 
factory. It  is  proper  for  me  to  state  that  I  purposed  investing  my 
own  funds  and  funds  held  by  me  in  trust  in  western  lands,  in  the  sum- 
mer and  fall  of  1856.  I  was  prevented  from  so  doing  by  the  demands 
of  ofGcial  duty,  as  well  as  by  my  constant  labor  in  the  political  contest 
from  June  till  late  in  the  fall.  I  then  determined  to  do  so  in  the  spring, 
and  therefore  did  not  desire  payment  sooner.  In  the  spring  of  1857, 1 
went  to  seek  investments,  and  told  Mr.  Hamlin  that  I  should  want  my 
funds  if  I  found  desirable  investments.  I  visited  Wisconsin,  Iowa  and 
Minnesota,  and  made  but  three  small  investments,  requiring  only  about 
83/200.  I  made  no  investment  of  trust  funds.  Soon  after  my  return  I 
resigned,  and  the  result  was  as  hereinbefore  stated. 

38  Ques.  Were  the  notes  of  the  Hydraulic  Company  delivered  to 
you  by  Mr.  Hamlin,  indorsed  to  you,  or  were  they  indorsed  in  blank? 

Ans.     They  were  indorsed  to  me. 

39  Ques.  Were  they  indorsed  to  you  as  an  individual,  or  as  State 
Treasurer,  or  in  some  other  capacity  ? 

Ans.  They  were  indorsed  to  me  individually,  and  Mr.  Hamlin's  draft 
for  $12,000  was  made  payable  to  my  individual  order.

Extracts  from  the  Deposition  of  Wm,  H.  Gibson  on  his  examination  before  the 
Treasury  Investigating  Committeej  furnished  by  them. 

In  September,  1856, 1  think,  I  loaned  to  E.  S.  Hamlin  $12,000  @  00 
days  on  draft  of  Hydraulic  Co.,  indorsed  by  J.  G.  Young,  E  S.  Hamlin  and 
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Jos.  Cooper.  Late  in  the  winter  following  I  let  Hamlin  have  $12,000 
more  on  his  sight  draft  on  F.  V.  Hamlin,  New  York.  These  amounts 
belonged  to  me  and  were  of  my  own  funds,  or  of  funds  held  by  me  as 
guardian  of  the  heirs  of  Richard  Williams  and  Jacob  Fleming,  except 
about  $4,000  on  draft  of  E.  S.  Hamlin,  which  was  of  public  money. 

Some  time  during  the  winter  of  1856-'7, 1  let  Hamlin  have  $5,000  or 
$G,000  more  for  himself  on  his  sight  draft.  The  latter  was  also  from 
funds  of  the  State.  I  had  the  right  to  forward  this  draft  at  any  time,  and 
to  withhold  an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  it  from  payments  accruing  to 
him  as  contractor  on  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal.  Soon  after  I  resigned 
Mr.  Hamlin  sent  me  in  New  York  $4,861,  which  I  paid  to  the  Trust  Co. 
I  obtained  through  Mr.  Johnson  the  draft  of  Harper,  Ayres,  Roberts  & 
Co.,  on  Atwood  &  Co.,  for  $3,000,  and  paid  for  it  by  Hamlin's  paper, 
and  $3,000  beside  was  paid  to  the  Trust  Co.  in  cash  from  the  proceeds 
of  Hamlin's  paper  also,  making  in  all  $10,861  paid  to  the  State  from  the 
Hamlin  loans.  I  cannot  now  detail  all  the  circumstances  of  these  trans- 
actions. The  matters  between  Hamlin  and  myself  were  settled  last 
December,  I  having  previous  to  that  left  the  claims  with  Johnson  &  Co., 
(C.  L.  Johnson  being  one  of  the  Co.,)  as  collateral  for  advances  made  on 
my  account  by  them.  One  of  these  advances  was  $10,000  to  Redfield 
under  the  Railroad  contract ;  another  to  Mr.  Reminger  for  an  official 
draft  of  mine  for  about  $1,500;  another  for  a  debt  of  about  $1,500  to 
the  Norwalk  Bank ;  another  for  a  debt  of  $1,700  to  S.  Arnold.  Johnson 
&  Co.  made  other  large  advances  upon  collaterals  named  above,  and 
others  delivered  by  me  to  them.  At  the  time  Hamlin  settled  with  John- 
son &  Co.,  he  gave  them  two  drafts  on  his  brother  in  New  York  due 
Jan'y  1,  1858,  amounting  to  $5,000,  which  were  not  paid  at  maturity,  and 
the  balance  was  secured  by  the  pledge  of  stock  of  the  Hydraulic  Co. 

The  drafts  of  E.  S.  Hamlin  on  the  Hydraulic  Co.  were  never  trans- 
ferred by  me  to  the  Trust  Co  ,  or  in  its  possession  otherwise  than  this  : 
They,  with  some  other  papers  of  mine,  were  left  in  a  package  at  the 
office  of  the  Trust  Co.  simply  as  a  special  deposit  to  be  handed  over 
when  called  for,  and  after  the  failure  of  the  Trust  Company  I  obtained 
possession  of  them  by  legal  proceedings  and  on  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Ludlow  that  the  Tnist  [Co.]  had  no  interest  in  them,  and  was  not  aware 
that  any  other  party  claimed  any  interest  in  them  or  right  to  their  pos- 
session. *  #  #  # 
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I  have  to  say  in  farther  explanation  of  the  transactions  with  E.  S. 
Hamlin  before  stated,  that  the  money  was  paid  to  him  in  the  city  of  Co- 
lumbus, and  all  probably  in  the  Treasurer's  office.  I  kept  all  or  most  of 
my  private  funds,  as  well  as  notes,  deeds,  mortgages  and  private  papers 
and  correspendence,  in  the  Treasury  vault,  in  a  small  tin  box,  which  was 
and  is  my  own  private  property. 

Question.    Did  you  take  that  money  out  of  that  tin  box  ? 

Answer.  I  will  state  that  according  to  my  best  impression  I  did  in 
every  instance.  It  might  have  been  paid  to  Hamlin  in  part  by  drafts, 
either  on  the  Trust  Co.  Cincinnati,  or  on  J.  6.  Young,  cashier,  or  upon 
Atwood  &  Co.,  but  if  so  the  amount  was  replaced  from  my  own  funds 
kept  as  I  have  stated. 

Ques.  Did  you  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  moneys  of  the  State 
in  the  inner  vault,  and  did  you  know  by  actual  count  the  amount  of 
the  money  therein,  and  how  often  did  you  make  such  a  count  of  the 
moneys  as  would  determine  the  precise  amount  ? 

Ans.  I  did  so  frequently,  but  how  often,  or  the  result,  I  cannot  state, 
either  from  recollection  or  from  any  statement  at  my  command.  I 
attempted  to  keep  my  private  funds  distinct  from  the  public  funds,  but 
found  it  difficult  to  do  so,  and  believe  I  made  no  attempt  to  do  so  after 
April,  1657.  I  often  used  private  funds  to  meet  a  public  debt,  and  some- 
times I  may  have  used  public  funds  in  paying  private  liabilities.  I  never 
took  a  cent  from  the  vault  for  my  own  salary,  but  always  receipted  for  it. 

If  I  gave  Mr.  Hamlin  any  drafts  they  were  drawn  upon  public  depos- 
itaries, and  were  paid  by  public  money.  In  making  an  account  of  the 
money  in  the  Treasury  I  never  counted  anything  as  money,  except  it 
was  public  money,  and  never  included  my  own  funds  in  any  account  of 
the  public  money. 

Mr.  Hamlin  did  not  assign  to  me  at  the  time  of  making  application 
for  his  loans  any  reasons  of  a  pubUc  character,  and  no  reasons  of  that 
nature  operated  with  me  in  making  the  loans,  as  I  considered  it  a  trans- 
action of  a  private  nature  entirely.  When  first  spoken  to  upon  the  sub- 
ject, I  did  not  even  know  of  the  existence  of  such  a  Company  as  he  rep- 
resented. The  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  me  was  six  per  cent,  per 
annum. 

I  entered  upon  my  memorandum  of  accounts  the  statement  that  the 
money  loaned  Hamlin  was  the  money  of  the  heirs  of  Richard  Williams 
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and  Jacob  Fleming,  and  that  the  drafts  of  Hamlin  represented  their 
interest  or  were  their  property.

Extract  from  the  Testimony  of  C.  L,  Johnson^  taken  Sept.  28,  1857^  before 

C.  Reemelinj  Commissioner. 

C.  L.  Johnson,  npon  being  duly  sworn,  says : 

Upon  Gibson's  resignation  as  Treasurer  of  State,  he  informed  me  from 
Bafialo,  by  letter,  that  9132,000  and  a  little  upwards  of  the  Seneca 
County  Bank  bonds  were  in  New  York,  and  that  8100,000  of  them  were 
held  by  Atwood  &  Co. — claiming,  however,  that  they  had  no  right  to 
hold  them,  as  they  held  them  only  for  a  specific  purpose,  which  had  been 
countermanded,  and  which  specific  purpose  he  said  was,  to  exchange  the 
bonds  for  some  of  less  value,  which  exchange  was  to  be  for  the  Bank,  as 
explained  in  my  former  deposition.  At  the  same  time  he  requested 
assistance  from  me,  desiring  me  to  forward  funds  to  New  York,  as  he 
might  be  compelled  to  liquidate  his  acQount  with  Atwood.  I  advised  him 
that  I  could  return  all  circulating  notes  to  the  then  Treasurer  of  State 
for  cancellation  easier  than  forward  funds  to  New  York.  Mr.  Bartlit,  of 
the  firm  of  Bartlit  &  Smith,  of  Columbus,  came  to  Tiffin  soon  after,  and 
while  Mr.  Gibson  was  in  New  York,  and  said  that  their  Mr.  Smith  had 
just  returned  from  New  York,  where  he  had  seen  Gibson,  and  that  Gib- 
son wished  me  to  return  to  the  Treasurer  for  cancellation  S32,128 — if  I 
recollect  right — as  that  amount  of  bonds  were  tied  up,  and  that  he  could 
not  immediately  release  them.  I  think  I  did  so  the  next  day  after  see- 
ing Mr.  Bartlit.  By  this  process  our  circulation  was  again  restored,  so 
that,  as  we  believed,  every  dollar  was  covered  by  bonds,  except  the 
9100,000  of  bonds  which  were  with  Atwood  &  Co.  as  aforesaid,  and  also 
excepting  the  934,000  circulation  spoken  of  in  my  former  deposition. 

When  I  returned  the  932,128  for  cancellation,  I  had  an  understanding 
with  Stone,  the  State  Treasurer,  that  the  certificate  of  burning  should  be 
my  voucher,  as  if  the  notes  were  in  my  hands,  and  that  in  the  settlement 
with  the  State  in  consequence  of  the  misapplication  of  the  bonds,  the  lia- 
bility of  the  State  should  not  be  changed  by  the  cancellation  and  burning 
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aforesaid.    This  arrangement  was  made  to  induce  the  State  Treasurer 
to  receive  the  notes  at  the  State  Treasury  as  other  Ohio  currency. 

That  left  the  State  or  Mr.  Gibson  in  debt  to  us  the  832,128,  as  above, 
together  with  interest  and  premium.  Mr.  Gibson  afterward  said  he 
would  pay  the  amount,  and  gave  me  two  or  three  notes  of  hand  signed 
by  £.  S.  Hamlin  and  perhaps  others  for  a  little  over  $20^000,  and  for  the 
balance  drafts  and  certificates  from  BartUt  &  Smith.  I  wish  here  to 
correct  that  part  of  my  former  deposition  in  which  I  say  that  over  820,000 
were  paid  me  by  Gibson  in  Bartlit  &l  Smith's  liabilities.  Only  a  part — 
as  I  have  since  found  by  reference  to  the  books  and  papers — say  some 
89,000  or  810,000 — ^being  applied  to  this  object,  the  balance  being  for 
other  advances  made  to  Gibson. 

I  telegraphed,  or  wrote  by  letter,  or  both,  to  Mr.  Hamlin,  that  I  should 
send  them  forward  to  New  York,  if  I  did  not  hear  from  him.  Hamlin 
came  soon  after  to  Tiffin.  Hamlin  wanted  to  see  Gibson  before  making 
his  settlement  or  payment.  He  then  had  an  interview  with  Gibson. 
Gibson,  after  his  interview  with  Hamlin,  suggested  to  me  to  take  stock 
in  the  Reservoir  Company,  for  a  portion  of  the  claim.  He  referred  me 
to  Dr.  Paul,  of  Defiance,  as  to  the  value  of  the  stock.  I  saw  Dr.  Paul, 
but  got  but  little  useful  information  from  him.  I  then  left  the  claims  and 
paper  connected  with  it,  with  Gibson,  to  arrange  with  Hamlin  the  best 
way  he  Could,  under  the  belief  that  he  could  do  so  much  better  than  I 
could.  Mr.  Gibson  settled,  as  I  understood,  and  gave  me  two  drafts  of 
82,500 — each  of  Hamlin's  on  his  brother  in  New  York,  and  he  also 
informed  me  that  he  had  taken  stock  for  the  remainder.  The  two  drafts 
are  protested  for  nonpayment,  and  are  in  my  vault  at  Tiffin,  as  I  believe. 
The  stock  Mr.  Gibson  has  not  handed  over  to  me.  He  showed  it  to  me. 
It  was  over  840,000.     He  took  it  for  about  50  cents  on  the  dollar. 

Hamlin  never  paid  anything  on  this  claim,  either  to  myself  or  Mr. 
Gibson,  to  my  knowledge.  He  has  been  promising  from  week  to  week 
to  Gibson  as  I  am  advised,  to  raise  some  money  for  us,  but  has  so  far 
Tailed  to  do  so.  Hamlin  has  received  back  his  notes  and  drafts,  except 
the  $5,000  as  above  stated,  and  I  have  had  no  other  transaction  with 
him. 

There  has  been  no  regular  settlement  between  myself  and  Gibson  in 
reference  to  the  832,128  as  above,  and , although  I  took  from  him  for 
said  claim,  the  above  stated  aecuritiea  and  claims,  and  released  him 
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from  legal  liability,  and  receipted  to  the  State  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer,  yet  it  has  always  been  my  belief  that  Gibson 
would  see  me  harmless  in  this  whole  transaction,  and  I  still  believe  so, 
if  it  is  in  his  power  to  do  so. 

The  $5,000  went  to  New  York,  and  were  protested  for  non-acceptance. 
Mr.  Gibson  still  retained  the  other  Hamlin  notes  and  drafts,  and  may 
have  taken  them  to  New  York  with  him,  but  I  am  certain  that  Hamlin 
never  settled  for  them  in  part  or  whole,  except  as  above  stated.  Gibson 
did  not,  to  my  knowledge,  or  with  my  consent,  use  the  Hamiin  notes  for 
any  other  purpose.  Hamlin  has  been  repeatedly  urged  by  me  to  settle, 
and  never  claimed  that  he  had  paid  any  part. 

I  have  received  money  from  Gibson  since  his  resignation,  but  I  have 
applied  it  in  the  liquidation  of  other  advances.  I  have  advanced  to 
Gibson  over  83,000  to  be  paid  to  Tomb,  Huss  &  Co.,  about  §1,300  to 
John  Gardiner  of  the  Norwalk  Bank,  810,000  to  Redfield,  which  I  did  as 
the  indorser  of  the  paper,  while  he  was  Treasurer  of  State.  Gibson  had 
also  drawn  on  me  for  various  sums  and  at  various  times,  amounting  to 
a  large  sum  in  the  aggregate — ^My  advances  to  him  in  addition  to  the 
sums  stated  amounting  to  not  to  exceed  810,000  at  any  one  time. 

I  did  not  make  any  payment  to  the  Trust  Company  for  Gibson  directly. 
He  may  have  paid  our  drafts  to  that  Company,  I  think  I  heard  him  say 
that  he  used  a  draft  for  85,000  he  got  from  us,  of  which  Hedges  &  Co. 
were  drawers ;  also  a  draft  of  83,000  he  got  of  us,  drawn  by  Harper, . 
Ayers,  Roberts  &  Co.  The  85,000  draft  was  not  paid,  as  1  am  informed. 
The  Hamlin  claim  I  got  as  part  payment  of  the  832,128,  claim  for  miss- 
ing bonds,  and  there  has  been  no  payment  on  the  Hamlin  claim,  except 
as  stated. 

The  draft  of  85,000  of  Hedges  &  Co.,  and  the  83,000  of  Harper,. 
Ayers,  Roberts  &  Co.,  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  832,128  claim,  nor  with 

that  against  Hamlin.

Also,  Joseph  Cooper,  of  Hamilton  county,  who,  being  duly  sworn, 
testified  as  follows : 

1  Question.  Are  you  a  stockholder  and  Director  of  the  Miami  Hy- 
draulic and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  if  so,  how  long  have  you  been 
such  Director  and  stockholder? 
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Answer.  I  have  been  a  stockholder  of  the  Company  since  it  was  or- 
ganized, but  have  never  been  a  Director.  I  own  two  hundred  and 
eighty-five  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  Company. 

2  Ques.  Was  you  one  of  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the 
Company  to  raise  means  for  the  construction  of  the  Enlargement,  and 
if  so,  who  were  the  other  members  of  the  committee  ? 

Ans.  I  was,  together  with  Joseph  G.  Young  and  E.  S.  Hamlin,  ap- 
pointed a  Financial  Committee,  in  December  of  1856. 

3  Ques.  Did  the  Company  execute  and  deliver  to  you  or  to  these 
three  persons  two  notes  of  six  thousand  dollars  each,  payable  to  their 
order,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  ? 

Ans.  There  was  a  note  or  notes  amounting  to  812,000  so  executed 
and  delivered  to  us. 

4  Ques.    Were  these  notes  negotiated  by  you? 

Ans.  Messrs.  Young,  Hamlin  and  myself  indorsed  the  notes,  and 
they  were  delivered  to  Mr.  Hamlin  to  be  negotiated.  I  have  no  personal 
knowledge  as  to  where  he  did  negotiate  them;  but  before  or  about  the 
time  of  the  delivery  of  the  notes  to  him,  he  told  me  he  thought  he  could 
make  a  permanent  loan  of  Mr.  Gibson.  He  said  Mr.  Gibson  had  some 
money  in  his  hands  belonging  to  minor  heirs,  or  some  Company  or  other, 
which  he  wished  to  loan,  and  Hamlin  thought  the  money  could  be  pro- 
cured of  him,  provided  Gibson  had  not  disposed  of  it,  and  he  afterwards 
told  me  that  he  had  borrowed  the  money  of  Mr.  Gibson  on  these  notes. 

5  Ques.  Did  you  communicate  to  any  of  the  officers  of  the  Company, 
or  to  any  other  of  the  stockholders,  the  fact  that  the  money  had  been 
borrowed  from  Gibson  ? 

Ans.    I  don^t  think  I  ever  said  any  thing  about  it. 

6  Que8.  As  indorser,  were  you  ever  called  upon  for  the  payment  of 
this  sum  ? 

Ans.     No.     I  have  never  seen  the  notes  since  they  were  indorsed. 

7  Ques.  Were  this  Committee  of  which  you  have  spoken,  author- 
ized to  borrow  money  on  behalf  of  the  Company,  on  such  terms  as  they 
might  i?ee  proper,  and  bind  the  Company  for  the  re-payment  of  the  same  ? 

Ana.  We  were  not  authorized  to  execute  any  notes  on  behalf  of  the 
Company,  but  were  authorized  to  negotiate  the  note  or  notes  for  $12,000 
heretofore  spoken  of,  on  such  terms  and  to  such  person  or  persona  as  we 
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saw  proper,  provided  the  rate  of  interest  did  not  exceed  twelve  per 
cent,  per  annum. 

8  Ques.  Do  you  know  of  any  other  instance  in  which  the  Company, 
or  any  one  on  its  behalf,  borrowed  money  of  Mr.  Gibson  ? 

Ans.     No. 

(Signed)  JOS.  COOPER. 

Also,  Alexander  P.  Miller,  of  Butler  county,  being  duly  aworn,  testified 
as  follows : 

1  Question.  Are  you  a  stockholder  in  and  officer  of  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  ? 

Answer.  I  am  a  stockholder — have  been  a  Director  since  the  organi- 
zation, and  am  now  President  of  the  Company. 

2  Ques.  Do  you  know  that  the  Company  or  any  of  its  officers  or 
agents,  ever  borrowed  any  money  on  behalf  of  the  Company  from  Mr. 
Gibson,  or  negotiated  any  of  its  securities  to  him  ? 

Ans.  I  did  not,  until  within  a  short  period  of  time — during  the  winter 
and  long  since  the  notes  had  been  given  to  Cooper  and  others,  and  had 
been  paid  by  the  Company.  My  understanding  always  was,  that  Mr. 
Hamlin  had  negotiated  for  this  money  with  his  brother,  in  New  York,  by 
drafts  on  him ;  and  at  the  time  of  the  settlement  with  Mr.  Hamlin,  he 
urged  upon  the  Company  the  payment  of  this  money  which  he  had  ad- 
vanced, to  prevent  himself  and  his  brother  from  being  discredited  in  the 
city  of  New  York  upon  the  drafls  he  had  drawn.  When  we  settled 
with  Mr.  Hamlin,  June  25th,  1857,  he  promised  to  return  the  two  notes 
of  six  thousand  dollars  each,  immediately,  to  the  office  of  the  President 
of  the  Company  at  Piqua,  but  did  not  do  so  until  December  following. 
(Signed)  ALEX.  P.  MILLER. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Attorney  General,  Auditor  and  Stcretary  of  State : 

Gentlemen  :  Under  your  commission  directing  me  to  examine  the 
work  done  by  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  in  the 
construction  of  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir,  and  ascer- 
tain its  costs,  I  left  this  city  on  the  22d  of  June,  for  the  purpose  of 
inspecting  the  works.  I  met  there  the  former  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
work  and  also  the  former  President  of  the  Company,  by  whom  very  full 
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explanations  were  made.  Field  Books  and  estimates  showing  the  quan- 
tities of  each  description  of  work,  were  exhibited.  They  were,  however, 
only  "copies,"  and  not  the  originals.  I  asked  to  be  famished  with  the 
original  notes  taken  on  the  ground  before  the  work  was  commenced ; 
but  the  Chief  Engineer  informed  me  that  "  if  they  were  in  existence," — 
a  fact  he  was  not  certain  of— "they  were  such  as  would  furnish  no  infor- 
mation that  could  be  reliable — many  changes  having  been  made  after 
the  first  location ;  that  the  notes  were  originally  only  taken  in  pencil, 
and  were  such  as  could  not  be  understood  except  by  the  person  by  whom 
they  were  taken ;  but  that  the  books  presented  contained  the  correct 
deductions  from  them," — which  fact  he  was  ready  to  establish  on  his 
oath. 

During  the  six  days  spent  on  the  work  and  in  the  immediate  neigh- 
borhood, I  made  careful  inquiry  of  other  parties,  living  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, who  had  been  engaged  on  the  work  or  connected  with  it,  and 
became  satisfied  that  the  representations  of  the  Chief  Engineer  as  to 
that  portion  which  could  not  be  examined,  viz :  the  interior  of  the 
embankment,  waste  weir,  muck  ditches,  &c.,  &c. — were  generally  cor- 
rect. I  also  with  instruments,  as  far  as  practicable,  compared  the  notes 
in  the  book  furnished  with  the  embankment;  nearly  two  years  having 
passed  since  much  of  the  work  was  done,  and  more  than  a  year  since  it 
was  finished,  during  which  the  embankment  had  been  exposed  to  the 
washing  of  rains  and  the  wear  of  a  roadway  on  its  top,  coupled  with  the 
difiiculty  of  recognizing  exactly  the  level  from  which  the  work  was  orig- 
inally commenced  in  consequence  of  the  earth  washed  ofi*,  the  slopes 
having  settled  at  the  toe  of  the  bank,  I  did  not  believe  any  remeasur- 
ment  that  v^ould  be  reliable  could  be  made,  and  although  I  found  a  gen- 
eral deficiency  of  height  beyond  what  would  be  due  to  shrinkage,  it  was 
not  such  as  in  my  judgment  would  establish  the  incorrectness  of  the  book 
produced,  without  being  in  possession  of  the  original  field  notes.  I  did 
not  deem  this  of  so  much  consequence  as  I  should  have  done  because  the 
act  of  the  Legislature  under  which  the  settlement  for  this  work  with  the 
State  was  to  be  made  provided  another  test  in  the  examination  of  wit- 
nesses as  to  the  amount  paid  for  it. 

The  whole  distance  embraced  by  the  work  is  nearly  four  and  a  half 
miles,  and  consists  of  an  Embankment  for  retaining  the  water  in  the 
Reservoir,  a  Waste  Weir  six  hundred  feet  in  length,  and  an  outside  cut 
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more  than  a  mile  in  length  for  turning  the  waters  of  Boar  Run— a 
stream  of  some  size  rising  north-west  of  the  Reservoir,  but  too 
low  to  be  available  to  it. 

To  enable  the  better  understanding  of  them  they  are  presented  under 
the  following  heads : 

Grubbing  and  clearing* ; 

Excavation  and  Embankment ; 

Waste  Weir ;  . 

Sundries ; 

Engineer  Service ;  and 

Real  Edtate. 

GRUBBING    AND    CLEARING. 

Only  about  half  a  mile  of  the  work  is  in  cleared  or  partially  cleared 
land;  on  the  balance  of  the  line  the  timber  has  been  low  chopped  for  the 
distance  of  about  twenty  feet  on  each  side  beyond  the  toe  of  the 
Embankment.  From  Station  No.  36+50  to  Station  No.  54  no  Embank- 
ment was  necessary — the  natural  level  of  the  ground  being  higher  than 
the  top  water  line  of  the  Reservoir.  Between  these  stations  the  timber 
has  been  low  chopped  sixty-six  feet  in  width,  clearly  mamiag  the  bound- 
ary of  the  Reservoir. 

From  a  point  near  the  waste  weir,  and  running  northerly  about  a  mile 
and  a  half  to  the  Indian  Lake  (a  small  sheet  of  water  in  the  old  Reser- 
voir,) a  flood-way  one  hundred  feet  in  width  has  been  cleared,  for  the 
purpose  of  rafting  timber,  &c.,  &c. 

About  twenty  feet  in  width  under  the  centre  of  the  Embankment  was 
cleared  of  stumps  and  roots  by  grubbing.  The  same  was  also  done  for 
the  outside  cut  through  which  the  waters  of  Boar  Run  are  carried,  for 
which  also  an  extra  width  of  clearing  became  necessary. 

The  timber  cut  down  has  generally  been  removed  or  burned,  and  but 
little  decaying  timber  remains  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  outside  of 
the  Reservoir. 

EXCAVATION  AND  EMBANKMENT. 

The  Embankment  being  already  completed  before  I  saw  the  Reser- 
voir, I  was  able  to  examine  its  exterior,  except  at  one  point,  viz :  near 
the  centre  of  a  considerable  swamp,  known  in  the  neighborhood  as  the 
"Big  Slough,"  where  it  was  broken  and  the  water  running  through  the 
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gap  with  much  force.  This  will  be  more  particularly  noticed  hereafter. 
The  work  appears  to  have  been  well  done,  and  I  consider  it  every  way 
adequate  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  constructed. 

The  whole  length  of  the  line  is  231  stations  of  each  100  feet  in  length. 
The  work  was  advertised  at  public  letting  in .  September  and  October 
1856,  in  five  sections.  Section  No.  1  was  awarded  to  D.  Mahony,  the 
balance  of  the  work  to  Boyle  &  Roach.  Contracts  in  the  usual  form 
were  made  with  each  of  these  parties,  which  are  on  file  in  the  ofiice  of 
the  Company,  The  price  agreed  to  be  paid  to  D.  Mahony  was  much  too 
low  to  aflTord  any  reasonable  hope  that  it  could  be  completed  without 
heavy  loss.  That  of  Boyle  &  Roach  was  below  any  similar  work  let 
about  that  period  in  this  State,  but  a  construction  afterwards  put  on 
their  contract,  and  to  cover  which  a  single  word — "drain" — was  at  some 
later  period  interlined  in  it,  brought  their  price  much  nearer  the  average 
and  above  what  was  ofiered  in  other  responsible  bids  at  the  time  the 
work  was  contracted  to  them. 

The  average  height  of  the  embankment  is  about  6  9-10  feet,  but  nearly 
a  mile  in  length  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Big  Slough  is  from  ten  to  fifteen 
feet  in  height,  the  width  at  top  ten  feet,  with  side  slopes  of  one  and  three 
quarters  to  one. 

The  surrounding  country  is  very  fiat  and  wet,  and  the  roads  conse- 
quently are  very  difficult  to  make  and  keep  up.  This  embankment, 
raised  several  feet  above  it  and  consequently  being  always  dry,  makes 
an  excellent  road,  which  the  farmers  have  taken  advantage  of,  and  for  a 
large  portion  of  the  year  it  is  to  quite  a  number  of  them  almost  the  only 
passable  outlet,  and  consequently  is  a  great  convenience.  But  this  prac- 
^tice  of  using  the  embankment  for  a  road  will  ultimately,  if  permitted  to 
continue,  wear  away  the  top  of  the  embankment,  and  make  it 
necessary  to  reduce  the  level  of  the  water,  or  again  raise  the  embank- 
ment. 

The  muck  ditches  were  excavated  ten  feet  in  width — depth  depending 
on  the  quantities  of  loose  or  porous  material — all  such  being  taken  out 
and  placed  in  the  outer  slope  of  the  bank,  the  center  and  inner  slope 
being  made  of  clay,  gravel  and  other  material  better  adapted  to  with- 
stand the  action  of  water. 

BoYLE  &  Roach. — The  amount  of  work  done  under  their  contract  was 
as  follows :

This  excavation,  with  the  exception  of  a  .few  hundred  yards  taken 
from  the  cut  to  turn  the  waters  of  Boar  Run,  and  which  was  not  cai^-ied 
into  embankment,  was  all  taken  out  of  muck  ditches. 

The  contract  with  Boyle  &  Roach  specially  provided  that  ditches 
should  not  be  measured  as  excavation  when  the  earth  was  placed  in 
embankment.  This  item  then  of  about  $2,000,  is  clearly  a  double 
charge,  contrary  to  the  contract.  Tl^e  explanation  made  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  is:  "When  the  work  was  exhibited  as  to  be  let  by  contract 
these  parties  applied  to  the  President  of  the  Company  for  explanations, 
and  were  told  by  him  that  excavations  in  muck  ditches  were  to  be 
measured  and  paid  for.  On  this  explanation  the  bid  of  Boyle  &  Roach 
was  based.  The  contract,  however,  when  signed  by  them,  did  not 
recognize  this  fact ;  but  after  the  work  was  finished  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors decided  that  the  representations  of  the  President  were  binding  on 
the  Company,  and  ordered  that  the  muck  ditches  should  be  measured 
and  paid  for,  as  was  done  in  their  final  account." 

The  excavation  from  Boar  Run  was  not  measured  when  placed  in  em- 
bankment, although  it  was  (or  at  least  much  of  it)  removed  more  than 
one  hundred  feet,  the  limit  of  Boyle  &  Roach's  haul  under  their  contract. 
It  is  difficult  to  reconcile  this  proceeding,  by  which  material  moved 
only  a  few  feet  was  paid  for  twice  over,  while  a  large  quantity  much 
more  difficult  to  remove,  and  carried  much  further,  should  have  been  ex- 
cluded, and  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Directors  (?)  allowed  the  former 
when  clearly  excluded  under  the  contract,  was  an  act  of  liberality  that 
class  of  gentlemen  cannot  often  be  charged  with. 

No  measurements  were  made  for  dressing  the  side  slopes  of  the  Boar 
Run  cut,  but  an  allowance  of  $1,039  06  was  made  to  Boyle  &  Roach, 
said  to  be  to  cover  that  and  some  other  items  not  very  clearly  set  forth. 
They  also  received  $200  for  extra  grubbing  on  the  Boar  Run  work,  or 
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about  one-fourth  of  as  much  as  they  received  for  all  the  grubbing  on  the 
four  miles  of  line,  to  which  they  bore  a  ratio  of  about  one-tvventielh. 
Both  these  items  show  a  liberality  not  often  encountered  in  dealing  with 
corporate  bodies. 

The  remaining  item  in  this  account  to  be  noticed,  is  2,500  cubic  yards 
to  raise  the  sinks  in  the  embankment  on  the  Big  Slough.  It  frequently 
happens  in  such  cases  that  the  quantity  of  work  exceeds  the  original 
notes.  The  embankment  in  such  cases  is  pretty  certain  to  sink  until  it 
rests  on  a  solid  base,  or  compresses  the  porous  material,  making  it  solid. 
The  Mad  River  and  Lake  Erie  Railroad  Company  a  few  years  ago  spent 
a  sum  equal  to  more  than  double  the  cost  of  this  whole  work  on  an  em- 
bankment in  their  Road  about  twelve  miles  south  of  the  Reservoir,  in 
consequence  of  its  continued  sinking ;  and  I  am  not  certain  that  (although 
this  has  stood  so  well  that  at  no  time  has  the  water  risen  to  within  four 
or  five  feet  of  the  top  of  the  bank,  though  it  has  been  within  two  feet  of 
the  top  of  the  waste  weir,)  a  further  addition  may  not  be  required  on  this 
part  of  the  work ;  but  at  present  none  is  required  from  sinking,  and  con- 
sequently it  is  not  likely  that  the  additions  in  the  future  need  be  large. 
But  there  is  at  this  time  a  breach  in  this  part  of  the  work  about  one 
hundred  feet  in  width,  twelve  feet  in  depth  on  the  inner  toe,  and  much 
deeper  on  the  outer  slope,  over  which  the  water  runs  with  great  force 
and  through  which  the  large  body  of  water  in  the  Reservoir  in  the  lines 
was  discharged.  .  Some  of  the  owners  whose  lands  were  overflowed  cut 
the  embakment  down  to  a  little  below  the  water  level  for  a  few  feet  in 
width,  the  rushing  of  the  water  through  this  cut  soon  enlarged  it,  and 
the  result  of  their  act  is  the  present  opening  in  the  bank.  The  water 
thus  improperly  discharged  did  great  damage  to  the  farms  immediately 
below  the  Reservoir.  The  parties  who  did  this  unlawful  act  were  well 
known  in  the  neighborhood,  though  probably  like  many  other  acts  under 
what  is  called  Higher  Law,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  convict  them  be- 
fore a  jury.  These  facts  were  communicated  by  highly  respectable 
farmers  who  had  suflfered  from  the  overflow,  as  well  as  by  the  officers  of 
the  Company;  but  without  these  communications  I  could  have  arrived 
at  po  other  conclusions ;  the  adjoining  bank  had  sunk  but  little ;  the 
water  mark  on  it  was  more  than  four  feet  from  the  top.  I  crossed  the 
breach  on  the  upper  toe  of  the  bank  in  water  about  two  and  a  half  feet 
deep,  which  had  been  running  over  with  great  force  for  several  weeks 
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withoat  destroying  it.  The  cost  of  repairing  this  breachand  some  other 
slight  repairs  which  I  pointed  out  to  the  officers  of  the  Company,  I  esti- 
mated at  $3,000.  These  when  done  would  put  the  Reservoir  into  con- 
dition to  render  to  the  canals  of  the  State  the  service  contemplated  in 
its  construction. 

This  opening  in  the  bank  at  its  highest  point  enabled  me  to  examine 
its  interior,  and  to  judge  of  the  faithfulness  with  which  it  had  been  con- 
structed. This  examination,  coupled  with  the  general  external  finish  of 
the  work,  left  an  impression  on  my  mind  which  was  highly  favorable  to 
all  who  had  been  engaged  on  it,  and  I  should  do  the  contractors  less  than 
justice  did  I  omit  to  add  that  I  regard  it  as  among  the  best  works  of  the 
kind  in  our  State. 

No  final  measurements  were  made  on  the  work  originally  contracted  to 
D.  Mahony.  Within  three  months  of  the  letting  of  the  work,  and  before 
the  second  monthly  estimate  on  it  had  been  paid  the  contractor  died. 
After  his  death  it  was  found  that  considerable  sums  were  due  to  work- 
men  employed  by  him  during  his  life  time,  amounting  in  the  aggregate 
to  more  than  would  have  been  due  at  his  contract  prices,  but  less  than 
would  have  been  due  at  the  prices  at  which  the  balance  of  the  work  was 
let  to  Boyle  &  Roach.  These  debts  the  Company  paid,  and  placing  a 
superintendent  on  the  work  had  it  finished  by  the  day  under  the  special 
directions  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  amounts  so  paid  are  specially 
set  out  in  Schedule  A,  accompanying  this  report.  [See  Appendix  VII.] 
Like  work  generally,  done  under  like  circumstances,  its  cost  has  been 
greater  than  the  contract  prices,  but  under  the  circumstances  probably 
•the  best  that  could  be  done  was  accomplished  in  this  case. 

I  WASTE   WEIR. 

The  contractors  for  this  work  were  Rain  &  Lawder,  of  PIqua.     Its  cost, 
as  per  their  final  estimate,  was  $4,208  86,  as  follows :

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The  length  of  this  work  is  six  hundred  feet,  the  height  above  the  apron 
six  and  a  half  feet.  It  is  a  substantial  crib  work  of  timber,  filled  and 
backed  with  gravel  with  T  cribs  at  each  end,  and  a  discharge  or  flood 
gate  at  the  western  end.  On  the  outer  or  lower  side  is  an  apron  about 
twelve  feet  wide,  consisting  of  heavy  foundation  timbers,  laid  and  filled 
in  with  gravel,  on  which  a  double  thickness  of  plank  is  laid,  the  joints 
broken,  and  spiked  to  the  underlying  foundation  timbers. 

The  contract  prices  were  quite  as  low,  when  compared  with  others 
of  similar  character,  as  the  work — which  appears  to  have  been  well 
done — would  warrant.  The  flood-gate  for  discharging  the  water  de- 
signed to  feed  the  canal  is  conveniently  arranged,  and  the  whole  work  is 
well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed. 

SUNDRIES. 

The  contract  with  Rain  &  Lawder  did  not  include  iron  work,  which  is 
therefore  a  separate  charge,  as  follows  :

As  an  act  of  justice  to  this  man  it  is  proper  to  state  that  tlie  cut  in  the 

Bank  at  the  Big  Slough  was  made  while  he  was  abseht  at  Piqua,  where 
he  went  to  acquaint  the  officers  of  the  Company  with  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral attempts  had  been  made  to  cut  the  bank  and  let  out  the  water,  and 
to  carry  to  them  an  anonymous  threatening  letter  which  he  found  on  the 
bank — several  other  such  letters  having  before  been  received.  I  think  his 
absence  at  that  time  was  ill- advised ^  but  that  his  zeal  for  the  Company 
made  him  forget  that  his  absence  would  give  the  opportunity  to  finish 
what  had  been  more  than  once  attempted,  but  of  which  his  vigilance 
had  prevented  the  accomplishment. 
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ENGINEER   SERVICE. 

The  amount  charged  to  this  account  is  $4,851  17.  It  includes  sevices 
of  Chief  and  Assistant  Engineers,  Rodman,  boarding  the  two  latter,  the 
pay  of  laborers  employed  on  survey  and  location,  some  small  amounts 
paid  for  transportation  of  Engineer  Corps,  one  Transit  Instrument 
(which  if  you  cancel  the  contract  should  become  the  property  of  the 
State) ;  also,  stationery  for  the  Engineer  Corps,  together  with  the  sum  of 
$489  83  paid  to  J.  W.  jjSrwin,  a  Director  of  the  Company  who  acted  as 
consulting  or  advisory  Engineer.  The  number  of  persons  employed 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  larger  than  usually  found  on  such  works ; 
the  r^te  of  compensation  to  Assistants  is  about  the  same  as  is  usually 
paid  for  like  service,  while  the  salary  paid  to  Chief  Engineer  is  below 
that  usually  paid  to  officers  with  that  grade.  The  location  and  laying 
out  of  the  work  was  made  in  a  country  very  much  overflowed,  and  it  is 
probable  that  some  obstacles  were  in  consequence  encountered  not  met 
with  under  ordinary  circumstances,  so  that  though  the  amount  charged 
appears  somewhat  large,  it  should  I  think  rather  be  looked  for  in  this 
than  in  any  other  cause. 

REAL   ESTATE. 

The  whole  quantity  of  land  flooded  in  the  Reservoir  previous  to  the 

Enlargement  was 2,969  acres.

The  average  costs  of  the  lands  purchased  by  this  Company  at  the 
Reservoir  has  been  $9  98  per  acre. 

The  lands  purchased  and  lying  outside  the  embankment  are  fractions 
of  tracts  taken  where  the  parties  either  refused  to  sell  part  of  the  tract, 
or  demanded  for  it  a  price  nearly  equal  to  that  paid  for  the  whole,  and 
such  situated  lots,  if  left  out  of  the  account  now  at  pro  rata  rates^  would 
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not  do  this  Company  full  justice.     Their  actual  value  should,  however, 
be  deducted  (if  left  out)  from  the  schedule  as  it  now  stands. 

If  only  the  lands  actually  occupied  be  taken,  but  one  additional  deed 
requires  to  be  made,  viz  :  Odin  Hayes,  for  8  5-10  acres  for  part  of  the 
north  half  of  the  west  half  of  the  north-east  quarter  of  section  No.  35, 
township  6  south,  range  8  east. 

The  lands  purchased  of  Benj.  Hall  and  wife,  the  Bellefontaine  and 
Delaware  Railroad  Company,  Horace  Brooks  and  wife,  and  Ephraim 
Yeek,  were  conveyed  direct  to  the  State  by  those  parties ;  and  those  pur- 
chased from  Shafers  Hevis,  and  E.  B.  Bay  ley  alias  J.  M.  Dickinson, 
together  with  the  fractions  actually  occupied,  which  were  purchased  of 
J.  Archer,  J.  M.  Johnson  and  Jacob  Van  Home,  were  conveyed  to  [by]  the 
Company  to  the  State  by  deed  dated  December  23,  1856,  and  now  in  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  fraction  purchased  from  J.  M.  Johnson  not  occupied  by  the  Reser- 
voir, is  now  in  possession  of  Susannah  Wolfe,  who  holda  it  in  virtue  of 
an  agreement  with  the  Company  to  exchange  it — viz  :  21  acres  for  40 
acres  in  the  Reservoir,  owned  by  the  minor  heirs  of  her  late  husband  ; 
the  Company  should  not  in  my  opinion  be  released  from  this  obligation, 
and  as  it  is  the  best  land  they  purchased,  its  full  value  should  be  reserv- 
ed, or  bond  taken  to  complete  the  contract  when  the  heirs  now  minors 
arrive  at  their  majority. 

The  detached  lots  of  land  are  distributed  along  the  line  of  the  work, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  Van  Home  land,  are  all  located  at  points 
easily  accessible  for  obtaining  material  for  replacing  in  the  embankment 
from  time  to  time  the  waste  to  which  all  such  works  are  exposed  from 
the  elements  and  other  causes,  and  for  that  purpose  alone  will  bear  a 
higher  value  to  the  Sate  than  any  sum  which  it  would  be  just  to  deduct 
from  the  real  estate  account  of  the  Company,  if  they  remain  in  their 
hands. 

The  Company  also  purchased  twenty-eight  acres  of  land  and  four  town 
lots  in  the  town  of  Lockington,  designed  as  sites  for  manufacturing 
establishments,  in  which  it  was  designed  to  use  the  surplus  water  of  the 
Canal.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  estimate  what  the  amount  of  that  sur- 
plus will  be;  but  in  the  large  increase  of  surface  in  the  Reservoir  as 
enlarged  it  must  in  ordinary  seasons  be  throughout  the  whole  year  a 
very  large  quantity,  and  except  perhaps  for  from  two  to  three  months  in

very  dry  seasons  there  must  always  be  a  large  surplus  at  this  point.  The 
location  of  these  lands  will  make  the  whole  fall,  which  is  seventy- six 
feet,  available.  By  curving  the  water  through  them  it  can  be  returned  to 
the  Canal  three  times  and  made  available  for  purposes  of  navigation  on 
the  level  below,  or  if  dropped  into  Larimie's  Creek  and  returned  into 
the  Canal  one  mile  below  the  locks,  the  fall  will  be  increased  to  over  one 
hundred  feet.  Whatever  may  be  the  quantity  of  the  surplus  water,  there 
can  I  think  be  no  doubt  but  that  this  is  the  point  at  which  it  must  be 
used.  These  lands  are  well  suited  for  that  purpose,  and  if  the  act  under 
which  you  a^e  &cting  authorizes  their  purchase  it  may  be  good  policy  to 
do  so,  although  they  can  hardly  be  construed  to  belong  to  the  Reser- 
voir. 

ACCOUNTS  OF  THE  COMPANY. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  cost  of  the  work  I  have  examined 
the  books  of  the  Company,  in  their  principal  office  at  Piqua,  and  the 
annexed  Schedule  A,  in  which  all  their  expenditures  of  every  kind  are 
entered  and  classified,  is  taken  from  them. 

The  same  observations  which  I  have  made  relative  to  the  field  books 
apply  equally  to  the  books  exhibited  as  containing  the  accounts  of  the 
Company.  No  books  of  original  entries  were  produced,  although  called 
for.  The  books  which  were  exhibited  to  and  examined  by  me  were 
opened  and  the  accounts  carried  into  them  by  the  gentleman  who  became 
Secretary  of  the  Company  in  January  last,  the  work  of  reconstructing 
the  accounts  having  been  commenced  four  or  five  weeks  earlier.  The 
material  from  which  this  was  done  must  have  been  of  a  very  loose  and  im- 
perfect character,  as  notwithstanding  much  care  had  evidently  been 
bestowed  upon  them,  I  found  errors  of  classification  to  be  quite  numerous, 
and  several  entries  of  the  same  accounts  in  a  slightly  changed  form  were 
made  a  second  time — the  aggregate  of  which  made  a  considerable  sum.  T 
therefore  deemed  it  proper  to  take  up  each  item  separately,  and  careful- 
ly compared  it  with  all  others  of  the  same  class,  entering  none  on  the 
Schedule  but  such  as  should  obviously  be  presented  for  your  approval  or 
rejection,  in  doing  which  I  received  valuable  assistance  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Company,  S.  Gordon,  Esq.,  and  the  former  President, T.  L.  P. 
Defrees,  Esq. 
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The  classification  in  wbich  I  have  presented  the  accounts  is  as  follows :

The  amounts  paid  to  Boyle  Sl  Roach,  and  those  paid  to  Rain  &  Law- 
der are  all  sustained  by  vouchers  ;  the  sums  still  due  to  Boyle  &  Roach 
are  shown  by  the  estimates  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Very  few  of  the  remaining  items  in  this  account  are  sustained  by  any 
vouchers ;  the  work  done  on  Mahony's  contract,  as  well  as  the  sums  paid 
to  his  representatives,  were  generally  paid  by  or  through  the  Chief  En- 
gineer. No  time  or  check  rolls  of  men  employed  are  in  existence,  nor 
any  evidence  of  payment  of  any  kind,  and  the  items  presented  are  taken 
from  a  mass  of  irregular  papers,  or  mere  memorandums,  and  although 
presented  in  the  Schedule,  I  beg  to  call  your  special  attention  to  ihem 
with  a  view  to  their  establishment  by  such  proof  as  shall  be  satisfactory 
to  your  minds. 

On  most  of  them  I  have  had  bills  of  particulars  made,  which  show  all 
I  could  learn  in  relation  to  them,  but  the  explanations  are  still  very 
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meager,  although  many  of  them  embrace  items  for  which  it  is  obvious 
some  moneys  must  have  been  paid  or  would  still  remain  due  for  services 
or  for  materials  furnished  for  the  Reservoir.

Under  the  head  of  "  Sundry  Expenses,"  the  item  S.  E.  Brown,  for  law 
expenses,  $736  23,  was,  in  part,  for  examination  of  titles,  and  which 
should,  injustice,  if  the  amount  could  have  been  ascertained,  have  been 
charged  to  this  account;  but  no  division  could  be  made  in  the  account 
which  would  approximate  to  correctness,  and  I  therefore  carried  it  to  the 
general  expense  account. 

EXPENSES. 

The  whole  amount  charged  to  this  account,  is  $8,630  04,  viz :

To  this  account  properly  belongs  all  items  of  expense  in  construction 
not  absolutely  paid  for  labor  and  materials;  and  although  Engineer  ser- 
vice has  been  carried  directly  to  Construction,  it,  as  well  as  Current 
Interest,  really  belongs  to  this  account ;  and  in  accordance  with  the  rule 
generally  adopted  on  our  corporate  Public  Works,  the  first  was  charged 
directly  as  an  absolutely  indispensable  item  of  expense,  in  which  partic- 
ular it  differs  from  both  this  and  current  interest. 

The  sum  of  these  accounts  would  be  816,183  76,  or  a  ratio  of  30  per 
cent,  of  the  true  Construction  account,  and  is  entirely  disproportion- 
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It  is  difficult  to  determine  what  proportion  of  this  sum,  $8,630  04,  was 
really  necessary  to  the  construction  of  this  Reservoir,  and  such  as  would 
come  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature,  nor  can  any  as- 
sistance be  derived  from  the  construction  account  of  our  canals  which  are 
in  some  respects  similar  works  to  this,  because  the  expenses  in  works  of 
that  magnitude  are  necessarily  so  much  smaller — consisting  of  but  little 
beyond  Engineer  service.  The  works  of  graduation  and  masonry  on 
our  Railroads,  or  a  Railroad,  minus  superstructure  and  equipments,  pre* 
sents  the  best  comparison.  * 

In  making  estimates  for  these  works,  it  is  usual  to  add  for  expenses 
ten  percent.,  which  is  expected  to  cover  Engineer  service  and  Incidental 
expenses,  in  which  are  included  the  costs  of  obtaining  Rights  of  Way, 
purchase  of  Real  Estate,  and  officers'  salaries,  during  construction. 
The  same  ratio  of  allowance  obtains  on  our  Canals  and  on  the  Canals 
of  New  York,  and  in  that  State,  where  great  care  has  been  observed  in 
separating  the  true  Construction  accounts  from  expenses,  the  results 
show  that  this  is  really  more  than  is  required,  as,  including  the  cost  of 
superintendence  of  v^ork,  which  is  a  very  considerable  item,  the  expenses 
amount  to  but  little  over  half  the  ratio  allowe^. 

I  have  examined  a  very  large  amount  of  published  data,  including  the 
elaborate  reports  of  the  State  Board  of  Engineers,  presented  annually  to 
the  Legislature  of  New  York.  I  find  that  the  Engineer  service  on  Rail- 
roads,  omitting,  as  I  have  before  stated  for  this  comparison,  superstruc- 
ture and  equipments,  amounts  to  between  5.75  and  8  per  cent.  An  aver- 
age of  roads  in  the  west  gives  about  6.7  per  cent.  The  same  sources 
give,  with  expenses  added,  an  average  of  10.3  per  cent.,  in  which  is  gen- 
erally included  negotiations  of  loans,  an  item  of  expense  not  contem- 
plated in  any  contract  between  this  Company  and  the  State.  In  two  in- 
stances in  the  west  this  ratio  is  between  13  and  14  per  cent. 

I  know  no  other  means  of  fixing  on  an  equitable  allowance  for  expenses 
in  this  case,  except  by  assuming  a  ratio  on  the  cost  of  construction,  and 
I  think  it  must  be  obvious  to  every  candid  examiner,  that,  taking"  the 
highest  ratio  given  above,  or  8  per  cent,  for  Engineer  service  and  6  per 
cent,  for  expenses  other  than  engineering,  will  be  a  very  liberal  one . 
Were  the  work  a  larger  one  than  it  is,  this  would  be  too  high.  It  can 
not,  I  think,  be  claimed  by  any  person  of  unbiased  judgment,  that  a 
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President  at  a  salary  of  81,000  per  annum,  a  Secretary  at  a  salary  of 

8800  per  annum,  and  a  Treasurer  at  8 ,  with  salaries  to  Directors 

averaging  about  8200  each,  and  to  the  President  and  Secretary  in  addi- 
tion, sums  equal  to  more  than  half  their  salaries  as  expenses,  were 
necessary  to  the  construction  of  this  Reservoir,  however  necessary  such 
an  organization  might  have  been  to  a  Manufacturing  Company,  which 
the  name  and  style  assumed  show  was  contemplated  by  them,  but  which 
obviously  does  not  in  any  way  come  within  the  intention  contemplated 
in  this  settlement. 

A  reply  to  your  question,  "  How  does  the  cost  of  this  work  compare 
with  that  of  other  similar  work  in  this  State?"  may  be  answered  here. 

I  have  before  stated  that  the  contract  with  Rain  &  Lawder  was  a 
favorable  one,  and  did  justice  to  both  parties. 

The  finishing  of  Mahony's  work  by  the  Company,  in  my  judgment 
made  the  cost  fully  equal  to  other  similar  work. 

Boyle  &  Roach's  prices  were  lower  than  have  been  paid  for  any  simi* 
lar  work  within  my  knowledge,  and  if  there  was  no  error  in  measure- 
ment the  balance  would,  on  a  fair  estimate,  be  in  favor  of  this  work ; 
but  in  such  an  estimate  the  clear  wrong  of  paying  for  excavation  of 
muck  ditches  would  be  excluded,  as  would  also  the  allowance  unexplained 
of  $1,039  06,  which  would  produce  the  following  result:

All  moneys  paid  on  account  of  this  work  bear  interest  from  their  date 
of  payment  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  This  interest  has 
been  calculated  and  carried  to  the  account  as  presented  in  Schedule  A. 
The  moneys  borrowed  as  above  were  paid  out  on  account  of  work  done, 
or  for  real  estate,  which  in  the  schedule  stands  in  the  same  condition , 
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therefore  the  Company  have  already  received  credit  for  that  portion  of 
the  above  which  relates  to  interest  on  borrowed  money,  and  it  should 
therefore  be  stricken  from  this  account. 

The  other  items  are  I  think  proper  charges.  If  those  accounts  had 
been  paid  when  due  the  interest  charged  in  them  would  have  been 
charged  in  the  body  of  the  schedule  to  those  accounts,  and  they  would 
have  been  increased  there  by  a  like  amount. 

WATER   RENTS. 

The  consideration  which  J.  G.  Haley  and  his  associates  were  to 
receive  for  their  expenditures  on  this  work,  and  which  was  by  them  trans- 
ferred to  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  was  the 
rents  accruing  on  all  the  leases  for  surplus  water  granted  by  the  State, 
and  the  right  to  grant  leases  and  collect  rents  for  any  surplus  in  addition 
which  might  be  created  by  the  Enlargement  of  the  Reservoir,  and  passed 
through  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal  between  the  Reservoir  and  the  Ohio 
river. 

The  Acting  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  act  of  Legislature  granting  these  rights  to  J.  G.  Haley 
and  his  associates,  executed  to  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing 
Company,  as  the  assignees  of  Haly,  two  assignments :  the  first,  bearing 
date  October  15,  1856,  transferred  to  them  all  the  leases  for  surplus 
water  south  of  Lock  No.  39,  amounting  to  the  aggregate  of  $1 1,370  per 
annum,  which  were  to  be  collected  by  the  Company  after  November  1, 
1856.  The  second  assignment  bears  date  December  24,  1856,  but  the 
right  to  collect  rents  under  it  did  not  pass  to  the  Company  until  after 
November  1857.  The  annual  rents  under  the  second  assignment  are 
set  down  at  the  sum  of  $8,049.  ' 

The  Company's  books  show  that  under  the  first  assignment  there  was 
collected  by  their  agents —

Schedule  B,  accompanying  this  report  shows  the  names  of  the  partiei 
by  whom  these  payments  were  made,  [see  Appendix  VIII,]  and  Schedule 
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C  contains  a  list  of  all  the  leases  transferred,  the  power  rented,  and  the 
annual  rent.    [See  Appendix  IX.] 

The  great  discrepancy  between  the  amount  due  for  water  rents  and 
the  amount  collected  has  been  accounted  for  in  the  evidence  before  you 
of  T.  L.  P.  Defrees. 

These  sums,  with  interest  from  the  time  of  collection,  are  a  credit  in 
favor  of  the  State,  and  have  been  so  treated,  as  per  recapitulation  to 
Schedule  A,  and  if  all  the  items  of  account  are  allowed,  leaves  balance 
as  due  to  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  $70,370  08.

LEWISTOWN  RESERVOIR  ENLARGEMENT. 

Article  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  first  day  of  October 
in  the  year  one^  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifly-six,  between  the 
Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  of  the  one  part  and  John 
Boyle  and  Patrick  Roach  of  the  other  part^  witnesseth  that  said  Roach 
&  Boyle,  contractors,  hereby  promise  and  agree  to  execute,  in  a  thorough 
and  workmanlike  manner,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  Engineer  of 
the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  all  the  grubbing, 
chopping,  clearing,  mucking,  embankment,  and  all  other  work  necessary 
to  complete,  finish  and  put  in  readiness  for  the  water,  all  that  part  of  the 
Enlargement  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir,  commencing  near  the  north- 
westerly end  of  the  present  embankment,  and  running  thence  west- 
wardly  to  Black  Hawk  Creek,  or  such  other  point  as  the  Engineer  of 
said  Company  shall  direct,  conformably  to  the  following  specifications, 
and  to  such  notes,  levels  and  surveys  as  shall  be  furnished  from  time  to 
time  by  said  Engineer, 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

Ist.  Grubbing  will  be  required  under  the  entire  length  of  the  Embank- 
ment for  a  space  of  at  least  ten  feet  in  width,  which  ten  feet  in  width 
shall  correspond  with  and  be  immediately  under  the  centre  of  the 
Embankment,  and  from  such  space  (aboye  described)  all  trees,  roots, 
stumps,  saplings,  bushes,  and  wood  of  every  description  shall  be  thor- 
oughly grubbed  up  and  removed  therefrom  before  any  excavation  or 
embankment  shall  be  commenced  thereon,  all  the  balance  of  the  line  to 
be  occupied  by  Embankment,  and  a  space  fifteen  feet  wide  on  each  side 
of  said  Embankment  shall  be  thoroughly  low  chopped  and  chared  of  all 
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trees,  saplings,  bushes,  rubbish  and  all  old  logs  and  wood  of  every 
description,  except  the  stumps  of  the  low  chopped  timber;  no  part  of 
any  stump  shall  be  left  more  than  one  foot  above  the  average  natural 
surface  of  the  ground  near  it. 

All  timber  and  wood  of  every  kind  described  above  shall  be  burned  up 
on  the  ground  or  removed  therefrom,  but  no  trees,  saplings,  brush,  logs, 
stumps,  roots  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  shall  be  filled,  laid  or  deposited  in 
any  stream  or  water-course,  nor  upon  any  adjoining  land,  field  or 
grounds  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  when  the  same  can 
be  avoided,  and  all  such  trees  as  unavoidably  fall  into  any  stream  or 
water-course  or  upon  any  adjacent  field  or  lands,  shall  be  removed  by 
the  contractor  if  so  required.  Grubbing  and  clearing  shall  be  estima- 
ted by  the  lineal  chain  of  one  hundred  feet  each,  whenever  the  same 
may  be  necessary,  but  in  cleared  fields  no  estimate  will  be  made  except 
a  proportional  allowance  for  the  work  actually  required  to  be  done. 

Mucking  and  Ditching — In  all  places  where  the  Embankment  is  to  be 
raised  above  the  natural  surface  of  the  earth,  all  wood  and  rubbish  of 
every  kind,  all  loose  and  porous  earth,  all  muck  and  vegetable  matter 
shall  be  removed  from  a  space  at  least  ten  feet  wide  or  more  if  required 
by  the  Engineer  having  charge  of  the  work,  so  that  the  artificial  bank 
may  rest  upon  and  unite  securely  with  the  solid  and  imperishable  earth 
underneath.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  having  charge 
of  the  work,  it  may  be  necessary  a  ditch  should  be  dug  lengthwise  under 
the  centre  of  the  bank,  or  in  such  other  position  as  he  may  direct,  and 
of  such  breadth  and  depth  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  such  in  all 
cases  be  filled  with  good  solid  imperishable  earth  before  the  bank  above 
shall  be  commenced  and  in  all  cases  the  muck  ditch  shall  be  kept  at 
least  fifty  feet  in  advance  of  the  bank  to  be  raised  thereon. 

Embankment. — The  bank  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  broad  on  the  top 
when  finished,  and  whenever  raised  above  the  natural  surface  of  the 
earth  both  the  inner  and  outer  slope  thereof  shall  have  a  horizontal 
base  of  one  foot  and  seventy-five  hundredths  to  every  foot  of  perpendic- 
ular height,  and  shall  be  raised  to  such  hight  as  the  Engineer  in  charge 
of  the  work  shall  direct. 

All  earth  used  in  building  embankment  shall  be  taken  from  the  inside 
of  the  Reservoir,  (except  where  drain  ditches  are  necessary,)  and  in  no 
instance  shall  earth  to  form  any  embankment  be  taken  from  behind  the 
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bank  except  by  express  direction  of  the  Engineer,  and  under  such 
restrictions  as  such  Engineer  shall  prescribe.  All  embankment  shall 
be  formed  by  commencing  the  bank  at  full  breadth  on  the  bottom,  and 
continuing  it  at  full  breadth  as  it  advances  in  height,  keeping  the  sides  at 
all  times  as  high  as  the  center. 

No  part  of  any  embankment  shall  be  built  by  throwing,  ;roIling  or 
casting  the  earth  down  on  a  slope  at  the  end  or  side  thereof  from  a 
height  of  more  than  two  feet,  and  no  bank  shall  at  any  time  as  it 
advances  show  a  greater  descent  than  two  feet  in  any  length  often  feet. 

All  loose  and  porous  material,  all  muck  and  vegetable  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  any  bank  shall  be  placed  in  the  outer  slope  thereof  only,  and 
ten  feet  in  breadth  of  all  embankment  from  the  bottom  of  the  muck 
ditch  to  the  top  of  the  bank  shall  be  formed  of  the  most  solid,  compact, 
durable  and  water-tight  earth,  which  the  adjoining  excavations  will 
furnish,  or  which  can  be  conveniently  procured,  and  that  kind  of  earth 
which  will  form  the  besjt  and  most  durable  road,  shall  be  placed  on  and 
near  the  top  of  the  bank. 

In  borrowing  earth  for  embankment,  no  part  of  any  excavation  will 
be  allowed  to  come  within  twenty  feet  of  the  inner  toe  stake  of  the  ad- 
jacent embankment,  and  the  sides  of  all  such  excavation  pits  next  the 
embankment  shall  (when  as  near  as  twenty  feet  to  the  bank)  be  neatly 
sloped  to  the  same  slope  as  the  sides  of  the  embankment. 

Drain  Dffches. — In  all  cases  deemed  necessary  by  the  Engineer  in 
charge  of  the  work  for  the  outlet  of  water  courses  behind  the  embank- 
ment, the  contractor  will  be  required  to  take  all  earth  necessary  for  the 
formation  of  the  bank,  out  of  drain  ditches  to  be  laid  out  for  that  pur- 
pose, said  ditches  to  be  of  such  size  and  depth  as  he  may  require,  the 
bottoms  to  be  regular  inclined  planes,  of  such  descent  as  the  nature  of 
the  country  will  allow,  and,  when  finished,  must  be  cleared  of  all  ob- 
structions liable  to  hinder  the  free  passage  of  the  water. 

No  payment,  or  extra  allowance  will  be  made  for  excavation  of  drain 
ditches  unless  the  earth,  necessarily  excavated  for  the  purpose  of  drain- 
age, has  to  be  moved  more  than  one  hundred  feet  in  order  to  place  the 
same  in  the  embankment,  in  which  case,  the  earth  so  excavated  will  be 
paid  for  at  the  contract  price  for  excavation. 
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No  extra  allowance  will  be  made  for  grubbing  for  drain  ditches,  nor 
for  grubbing  in  borrowing  pits  made  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  earth 
for  embankment. 

The  work  generally  on  the  Enlargement  of  the  Reservoir  shall  all  be 
done  in  a  neat,  substantial,  and  workman-like  manner,  agreeably  to  the 
plans,  marks,  lines  and  levels  already  established,  or  which  may  hereaf- 
ter, from  time  to  time,  be  established  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Company 
who  may  have  charge  of  the  work. 

All  work  of  every  description  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Engineer,  President,  and  Directors  of  the  Company,  or 
any  of  them,  or  of  any  other  authorized  agent  of  said  Company.  The 
contractor  shall  at  all  times  be  bound  to  conform  to  any  alterations  of 
the  line,  level,  plan,  manner,  or  style  of  doing  the  work,  or  any  part 
thereof,  which  may,  at  any  time  previous  to  the  completion  of  the  job, 
be  determined  on  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  the  Engineer  in  charge  of 
the  work. 

And  if  the  contractor,  or  any  person  under  him,  shall  at  any  time  have 
performed,  or  be  in  the  act  of  performing,  any  part  of  the  work  on  his 
job,  or  under  his  contract,  contrary  to  the  rules  and  specifications  estab* 
lished,  or  to  the  instructions  given  by  the  Engineer  in  relation  to  the 
manner  of  doing  the  work,  the  Engineer,  or  any  other  authorized  agent 
of  the  Company,  shall  have  full  authority  to  order  all  further  prosecution 
of  such  work  to  be  stopped,  which  order  the  contractor,  rfr  any  person 
under  him,  shall  be  bound  to  obey. 

The  contractors  shall  be  bound  to  commence  the  work  immediately 
and  prosecute  the  same  vigorously  to  completion ;  and  they  shall  be 
bound  at  all  limes  to  employ  a  competent  force  to  insure  the  completion 
of  the  work  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-seven,  and  a  failure  to  employ  such  force  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  work,  will  accomplish  the  above  object, 
shall  be  held  and  considered  an  abandonment  of  this  contract. 

All  work  performed  under  this  contract,  to  be  estimated  by  the  En- 
gineer of  the  Company,  and  paid  for  by  the  Company  as  follows : 

The  grubbing  and  clearing  to  be  estimated  by  the  chain  of  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length  ;  the  earth  work,  by  the  cubic  yard.  The  work  to  be 
paid  for  by  orders  of  the  President  of  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manu- 
facturing Company,  on  the  Treasurer  of  said  Company,  or  any  other 
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agent  of  said  Company  where  or  with  whom  deposits  of  money  may 
from  time  to  time  be  made,  for  the  construction  of  this  work ;  such  pay- 
ment to  be  made  once  in  each  thirty  days,  and  in  such  amounts  as  the 
Engineer  of  the  Company  shall  estimate  to  be  due,  less  twenty  per  cent., 
which  shall  be  reserved  till  the  completion  of  this  contract.  The  work 
under  this  contract,  to  be  paid  for  at  the  following  prices  : 

For  grubbing  each  chain  of  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  four  dollars — 
($4,00).  For  each  cubic  yard  of  excavation,  twenty  and  three-quarter 
cents — (20 J).  For  each  cubic  yard  of  embankment,  twenty  and  three- 
quarter  cents — (20f).

Memorandum  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  thirtieth  day  of 
April,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  by  and  between  John 
Boyle  and  Patrick  E.  Roach  under  the  name  of  Boyle  &  Roach,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  of 
the  second  part,  witnesseth :  That  it  is  hereby  mutually  agreed  between 
the  parties,  that  this  agreement  be,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  a 
modification  of  a  former  contract  made  between  these  parties,  (dated  on 
the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  for 
building,  finishing  and  completing  a  part  of  the  Enlargement  of  the 
Lewis»town  Reservoir,)  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  this  contract  shall  be 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  said  former  contract,  and  said  Boyle 
&  Rottch  hereby  agree  that  they  will  finish  and  complete  that  part  of 
the  Lewiston  Reservoir  which  is  embraced  in  the  provisions  of  the  form- 
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er  contract  mentioned  above  and  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of 
said  former  contract  and  to  finish  the  same  at  as  early  a  day  as  is  prac- 
ticable  with  dae  diligence  in  the  prosecution  of  the  same.  And  the 
Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  hereby  agrees  that  they 
will  pay  said  Boyle  &  Roach  all  moneys  that  may  be  due  them  on  said 
former  contract  with  said  Company  up  to  and  including  the  last  day  of 
April  (except  the  twenty  per  cent  reserved  by  said  contract  till  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  and  any  allowance  that  may  be  due  them  for  extra 
work)  in  money,  and  for  all  work  done  after  said  last  day  of  April  1857, 
the  payments  shall  be  in  the  manner  following.

seven,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  amount 
of  each  monthly  estimate  from  the  time  the  same  is  made  and  on  the 
final  estimate  from  the  completion  of  the  work  till  the  time  of  payment.

LEWISTOWN  RESERVOIR  ENLARGEMENT. 

Article  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  first  day  of  October, 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  between  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  of  the  one  part,  and  Lewis  Rain 
and  Samuel  Lawder  of  the  other  part,  witnesseth  that  said  Rain  &  Lawder, 
contractors,  hereby  promise  and  agree  to  execute  in  a  thorough  and 
workmanlike  manner,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  Engineer  of  the 
Miami  H}  draulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  all  the  timber  and  other 
work  (except  the  earth  work),  necessary  to  complete,  finish,  and  put  in 
readiness  for  the  water,  all  that  part  of  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewis- 
town  Reservoir  contained  in  the  Waste  Weir  and  Waste  and  Feed-gate 
now  located,  to  commence  six  hundred  feet  easterly  from  the  present 
bulkhead  of  said  Reservoir,  and  running  thence  easterly  along  the  line 
six  hundred  feet,  conformably  to  the  following  specifications,  and  to  such 
notes,  levels  and  surveys  as  shall  be  from  time  to  time  furnis^hed  by  said 
Engineer. 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

The  Waste  Weir  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  the  plan  made  by  the 
Engineer  of  the  Miami  Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  of 
such  sized  timbers  as  specified  in  the  bill  of  timber  accompanying  said 
plait. 

All  timber  must  be  of  the  full  size  mentioned  in  the  bill,  and  must  be 
of  sound,  durable  kind,  free  from  sap,  shakes,  or  wanting  corners,  or 
rotten  or  unsound  knots.  The  foundation  timbers  to  be  of  any  kind  of 
hard  wood,  and  all  the  balance  of  the  timber  to  be  of  the  best  quality  of 
white  or  bur  oak. 

The  foundation  to  be  laid  at  such  level  or  elevation  as  the  Engineer 
in  charge  of  the  work  shall  direct,  and  to  be  composed  of  hewn  timber 
laid  close  together,  horizontally,  crosswise  of  the  pit,  in  such  manner  as 
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to  have  the  smallest  possible  space  between  the  sticks ;  and  whenever  the 
walls  of  the  Waste  Weir  shall  rest  upon  said  foundation,  the  tops  of  the 
foundation  timbers  shall  be  evenly  adzed  off  to  a  level,  so  that  said 
walls  may  rest  solid  and  with  a  close  joint  upon  the  foundation  below. 

Under  the  foundation  two  rows  of  sheet  piling  shall  be  placed  near 
the  ends  of  the  foundation  timbers,  three  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the 
foundation,  and  running  the  whole  length  of  the  Waste  Weir  on  the 
upper  side,  and  the  entire  length  of  the  Waste  Weir  and  wings  on  the 
lower  side ;  and  also  two  rows  of  sheet  piling  corresponding  with  the 
upper  face  walls  of  Waste  Weir,  shall  be  ran  ten  feet  into  the  embank- 
ment behind  the  abutment  walls  of  each  end,  to  extend  from  top  water 
line,  as  low  as  the  bottom  of  the  sheet  piling  under  the  foundation. 
Said  sheet  piling  to  be  composed  of  sound  square-edged  white  or  bur 
oak  plaUk,  placed  close  together,  and  securely  spiked  to  timbers  for  that 
purpose,  at  least  (4X6)  four  by  six  inches  square  of  white  oak  timbers, 
and  so  arranged  that  one  piece  shall  be  at  the  bottom  of  the  sheet  piling, 
and  the  other  at  the  top  of  the  sheet  piling,  and  immediately  under  the 
foundation  timber,  so  that  said  foundation  shall  rest  upon  the  top  of  the 
piling,  and  also  upon  the  solid  earth  between  the  two  rows  of  piling. 

The  walls  or  sides  of  the  spill  way  are  to  be  composed  of  sound 
white  or  bur  oak  timber,  hewn  square  and  coanterhewn,  so  as  to  make 
close  joints,  and  where  joints,  to  be  halved  together  neatly,  and  pinned 
with  at  least  one  and  a  half  inch  white  oak  pins ;  said  walls  to  be  per- 
pendicular, and  so  framed  as  to  present  a  face  on  the  outside  of  the  crib 
work. 

At  every  fifteen  feet  in  length  of  the  face  walls  cross  ties  are  to  be 
framed  in  with  a  dovetail  tenon,  one-half  of  the  ties  to  be  formed  into 
the  course  below,  and  the  other  half  to  be  framed  into  the  next  course 
above. 

At  the  east  end  of  the  Waste  Weir  a  timber  abutment  shall  be  boilt 
according  to  the  plan,  of  timber  hewn  square  and  counterhewn,  and  so 
arranged  that  the  walls  of  the  Waste  Weir  shall  interlock  or  be  framed 
into  it,  and  with  a  sufEcient  number  of  ties  put  in  to  make  the  abutment 
stand  secure. 

At  the  westerly  end  a  gateway  or  culvert  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to 
allow  the  opening  to  be  covered  with  a  gate,  which  may  be  drawn  by  a 
rack  and  pinion  when  necessary,  and  so  that  when  the  gate  is  closed  no 
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leakage  shall  occur  around  said  gate  or  opening.  All  parts  of  the 
work  to  be  done  in  a  most  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  work, 
and  of  the  plan  furnished. 

The  planking  to  be  of  white  oak  plank,  at  least  two  inches  thick,  and 
in  the  apron  and  floor  of  gateway  to  be  lined  with  one-inch  plank,  so 
as  to  break  joints,  and  so  arranged  that  the  two-inch  course  can  be  put 
down  so  as  to  break  joints  at  the  [ ]  and  eide  joints  of  said  lining. 

The  upper  or  two-inch  course  to  be  well  jointed  and  gauged  to  a  width 
so  as  to  make  close  joints. 

All  the  work  under  this  contract  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Engineer,  President,  or  Directors  of  the  Company,  or  any 
of  them,  or  of  any  other  authorized  agent  of  said  Company. 

The  contractor  shall  at  all  times  be  bound  to  conform  to  any  altera- 
tion of  the  line,  level,  plan,  manner  or  style  of  doing  the  work  or  any 
part  thereof,  which  may  at  any  time  previous  to  the  completion  of  the 
job  be  'determined  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  the  Engineer 
having  charge  of  the  work. 

And  if  the  contractor,  or  any  person  under  him,  shall  at  any  time  per- 
folrm  or  be  in  the  act  of  performing  any  part  of  the  .work  on  his  job,  or 
under  ^s  contract,  contrary  to  the  wills  and  specifications  established  , 
or  to  the  instructions  given  by  the  Engineer  in  relation  to  the  manner  of 
doing  the  work,  the  Engineer,  or  any  other  authorized  agent  of  the  Com- 
pany, shall  have  full  authority  to  order  all  further  prosecution  of  the 
work  to  be  stopped,  which  order  the  contractor,  or  any  person  under  him, 
shall  be  bound  to  obey. 

The  contractor  shall  be  bound  to  commence  the  work  immediately  and 
prosecute  the  same  vigorously  to  completion,  and  he  shall  be  bound  at 
all  times  to  employ  a  competent  force  to  insure  the  completion  of  the 
work  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  and  a  failure  to  employ  such  force  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  will  accomplish  the  above  object  shall 
be  held  and  considered  an  abandonment  of  this  contract.  All  work  per- 
formed under  this  contract  to  be  estimated  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Com- 
pany and  paid  for  by  the  Company  as  follows : 

Square  timber  by  the  cubic  foot,  and  plank  by  the  hundred  feet  super- 
ficial measure.    The  price  for  timber  and  plank  to  cover  all  cost  for 
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driving  spikes  or  bolts,  which  may  be  furnished  by  the  Company.  The 
work  to  be  paid  for  by  orders  of  the  President  of  the  Miami  Hydraulic 
and  Manufacturing  Company  person  of  said  Company,*  or  any  other  per- 
son with  whom  deposits  of  money  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  for 
the  construction  of  this  work,  such  payments  to  be  made  dnce  in  each 
thirty  days  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  Engineer  shall  estimate  to  be 
due  less  twenty  per  cent.,  which  shall  be  reserved  till  the  completion  of 
of  this  contract.  The  work  under  this  contract  to  be  paid  for  at  the  fol- 
lowing prices : 

For  each  cubic  foot  of  timber,  to  be  measured  in  the  work,  fourteen 
cents  (14  cents),  for  each  hundred  feet  of  plank,  measured  in  the  work, 
two  dollars  ($2.00).  All  spikes  and  iron  to  be  furnished  by  the  Com- 
pany.

LEWISTOWN  RESERVOIR  ENLARGEMENT. 
Article  of  agreement  made  and  entered  into  this  first  day  of  October 
in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifly-six,  between  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  of  the  one  part  and  Daniel 
Mahony  of  the  other  part,  witnesseth  that  said  Daniel  Mahony,  contrac- 
tor, hereby  promises  and  agree  to  execute  in  a  thorough  and  workman 
like  manner,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  Engineer  of  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company,  all  the  grubbing,  chopping, 
clearing,  mucking,  excavation,  embankment  and  all  other  work  neces- 
sary to  complete,  finish  and  put  in  readiness  for  the  water  all  that  part 
of  the  Enlargement  of  the  Lewistown  Reservoir,  commencing  near  the 
no  estimate  will  be  made  except  a  proportionate  allowance  for  the  work 
actually  required  to  be  done. 
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Balkhead  of  the  present  Reservoir  and  running  thence  eastwardly  as  far 
as  the  Engineer  of  the  Company  shall  direct,  conformably  to  the  follow- 
ing specifications  and  to  such  notes,  levels  and  surveys  as  shall  be  furn- 
ished from  time  to  time  by  said  Engineer. 

SPfiaFICATIONS. 

Ist.  Grubbing  will  be  required  under  the  entire  length  of  the  bank 
for  a  space  of  ten  feet  wide,  which  ten  feet  in  width  shall  correspond 
with  and  be  immediately  under  the  center  of  the  embankment  and  form 
such  space  (above  described.)  All  trees,  roots,  saplings,  stumps,  bushes 
and  wood  of  every  description  shall  be  thoroughly  grubbed  up  and 
removed  therefrom  before  any  excavation  or  embankment  shall  be  com- 
menced thereon ;  in  addition  to  the  above  grubbing  last  described,  all 
that  portion  of  the  line  to  be  occupied  by  the  waste  weir  pit  shall  also 
be  thoroughly  grubbed  and  cleared  of  all  wood,  trees,  brush,  saplings, 
stumps,  roots,  &c.,  to  such  width  as  the  Engineer  of  the  Company  may 
direct. 

All  the  balance  of  the  line  to  be  occupied  by  embankment  and  a 
apace  fifteen  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  the  embankment,  and  also  such 
space  on  each  side  of  the  waste  weir  pit  as  the  Engineer  shall  direct 
shall  be  thoroughly  low-chopped  and  cleared  of  all  trees,  saplings,  bushes, 
rubbish  and  all  old  logs  and  wood  of  every  description  except  the  stumps 
of  low  chopped  timber.  No  part  of  any  stump  shall  be  lefl  more  than 
one  foot  above  the  average  natural  surface  of  the  ground  near  it.  AU 
timber  and  wood  of  every  description  above  named  shall  be  burned  upon 
the  ground  or  removed  therefrom,  but  no  trees,  saplings,  brush,  logs, 
stumps,  roots  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  shall  be  filled,  laid  or  deposited  in 
any  stream  or  water  course,  nor  upon  any  adjoining  lands,  field  or 
grounds  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  when  the  same  can  be 
avoided,  and  all  such  trees  as  unavoidably  fall  into  any  stream  or  water 
course,  or  upon  any  adjacent  field  or  lands  shall  be  removed  by  the  con- 
tractors if  so  required. 

Grubbing  and  clearing  shall  be  estimated  by  the  lineal  chain  of  one 
hundred  feet  whenever  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  but  in  cleared  fields, 

Mucking  and  ditching,  in  all  places  where  the  embankment  is  to  be 
raised  above  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground,  all  wood  and  rubbish  of 
every  kind,  all  loose  and  porous  earth,  all  muck  and  vegetable  matter, 
shall  be  removed  from  a  space  at  least  ten  feet  wide,  or  more,  if  required 
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by  the  engineer  having  charge  of  the  work,  so  that  the  artificial  bank 
may  rest  upon,  and  unite  securely  with  the  solid  and  imperishable  earth 
underneath. 

Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  engineer  having  charge  of  the  work, 
it  may  be  necessary,  a  ditch  shall  be  dug  lengthwise  under  the  centre  of 
the  bank,  or  in  such  other  portion  as  he  may  direct,  and  of  such  breadth 
and  depth  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  such  ditch  shall  in  all  cases 
be  filled  with  good,  solid,  imperishable  earth,  before  the  bank  above  shall 
be  commenced,  and  in  all  cases  the  muck  ditch  shall  be  kept  at  least  fifty 
feet  in  advance  of  the  bank  to  be  raised  thereon. 

EMBAREMEirr. — The  bank  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  tread  on  top  when  fin- 
ished, and  whenever  raised  above  the  natural  surface  of  the  earth,  both  the 
inner  and  the  outer  slopes  thereof  shall  have  a  horizontal  base  of  one  foot 
and  seventy-five  hundreths  to  every  foot  of  perpendicular  height,  and  shall 
be  raised  to  such  height  as  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  shall  direct. 

All  earth  used  for  building  embankments  shall  be  taken  from  the  inside 
of  the  Reservoir,  except  when  taken  from  the  Waste  Weir  pits  or  drain 
ditches,  and  in  no  instance  shall  earth  to  form  any  embankment,  be  taken 
from  behind  the  bank,  except  by  express  directions  of  the  engineer,  and 
under  such  restrictions  as  such  engineer  shall  prescribe. 

All  embankments  shall  be  formed  by  commencing  the  bank  at  full 
breadth  at  the  bottom,  and  continuing  it  at  full  breadth  as  it  advances  in 
height,  keeping  the  sides  at  all  times  as  high  as  the  centre. 

No  part  of  any  embankment  shall  be  built  by  throwing,  rolling,  or  casting 
the  earth  down  on  a  slope  at  the  end  or  side  thereof  from  a  height  of  more 
than  two  feet,  and  no  bank  shall  at  any  time,  as  it  advances  in  height, 
show  a  greater  descent  than  two  feet  in  any  length  of  ten  feet. 

All  loose  and  porous  materials,  all  muck  and  vegetable  earth  used  in 
the  construction  of  any  bank,  shall  be  placed  in  the  outer  slope  thereof 
only,  and  ten  feet  in  breadth  of  all  embankment  from  the  bottom  of  the 
muck  ditch  to  the  top  of  the  embankment,  shall  be  formed  of  the  most 
durable,  solid,  compact,  and  water  tight  earth  which  the  adjoining  exca- 
vation will  furnish,  or  which  can  be  conveniently  procured,  and  that  kind 
of  earth  which  will  form  the  dryest,  best,  and  most  durable  road,  shall 
be  placed  on,  or  near  the  top  of  the  bank 

In  borrowing  earth  for  embankment,  no  part  of  any  excavation  will  be 
allowed  to  come  within  twenty  feet  of  the  inner  toe  stake  of  the  adjacent 
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embankment,  and  the  sides  of  all  such  excavation  pits  next  the  embank- 
ment shall  (when  as  necir  as  twenty  feet  to  the  bank)  be  neatly  sloped  to 
the  same  slope  as  the  sides  of  the  embankment. 

In  boilding  the  embankment  on  this  section,  all  earth  necessary  to 
build  said  bank  ehall  be  taken  from  waste  weir  pit  on  said  section,  and 
no  earth  taken  from  said  pit  shall  be  wasted,  or  thrown  into  the  spoil 
bank  without  leaving  an  ample  supply  to  finish  the  bank. 

Paddling  around  Waste  Weir  to  be  put  in  such  places,  of  such  material, 
and  in  such  quantities  as  the  engineer  shall  direct. 

No  extra  allowance  will  be  made  for  excavation  of  drain  ditches  unless 
the  earth  necessarily  excavated  for  the  purpose  of  draining,  has  to  be 
moved  more  than  one  hundred  feet  in  order  to  place  the  same  in  embank- 
ment, in  which  case,  the  earth  so  excavated,  will  be  paid  for  at  the  con- 
tract price  for  excavation. 

The  earth  excavated  in  Waste  Weir  pit  necessarily,  will  be  paid  for 
as  excavation,  and  when  placed  in  embankment  will  be  paid  for  as  em- 
bankment, the  same  as  borrowed  earth. 

No  extra  allowance  will  be  made  for  grubbing  for  drain  ditches,  nor 
for  grubbing  in  borrowing  pits,  made  merely  for  the  purpose  of  procuring 
earth  for  embankment. 

The  work  generally  on  the  Enlargement  of  the  Reservoir  shall  be  all 
done  in  a  neat,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  agreeably  to  the 
plans,  marks,  lines  and  levels  already  established,  or  which  may  be  here- 
after established,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Company 
who  may  have  charge  of  the  work. 

All  work  of  every  description  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Engineer,  President,  or  Directors  of  the  Company,  or 
any  of  them,  or  any  other  authorized  agent  of  said  Company. 

The  contractors  shall^  at  all  times,  be  bound  to  conform  to  any 
alterations  of  the  line,  level,  plan,  manner,  style  of  doing  the  work,  or 
any  part  thereof  which  may,  at  any  time  previous  to  the  completion  of 
the  job,  be  determined  upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Engineers 
having  charge  of  the  work. 

And  if  the  contractor,  or  any  person  under  him,  shall,  at  any  time, 
have  performed,  or  be  in  the  act  of  performing  any  part  of  the  work  on 
his  job  or  under  his  contract,  contrary  to  the  rules  and  specifications 
established,  or  the  instructions  given  by  the  Engineer  in  relation  to  the 
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manner  of  doing  the  work,  the  Engineer  or  any  other  authorized  agent 
of  the  Company  ehall  have  full  authority  to  order  .all  farther  prosecution 
of  the  work  to  be  stopped,  which  order  the  contractor  or  any  person 
under  him,  shall  be  bound  to  obey. 

The  contractor  shall  be  bound  to  commence  the  work  immediately,  to 
prosecute  the  same  vigorously  to  completion,  and  he  shall  be  bound,  at  all 
times,  to  employ  a  competent  force  to  insure  the  completion  of  the  work 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven ; 
and  a  failure  to  employ  such  force  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer  in 
charge  of  the  work  will  accomplish  the  above  object,  shall  be  held  and 
considered  an  abandonment  of  this  contract. 

All  work  performed  under  this  contract  to  be  estimated  by  the  Engin- 
eer of  the  Company,  and  paid  for  by  the  Company  as  follows  : 

The  grubbing  and  clearing  to  be  estimated  by  the  chain  of  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  length.    The  earth  work  by  the  cubic  yard. 

The  work  to  be  paid  for  by  order  of  the  President  of  the  Miami 
Hydraulic  and  Manufacturing  Company  on  the  Treasurer  of  said  Com- 
pany, or  any  other  agent  of  said  Company,  when  or  with  whom  deposits 
of  money  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  for  the  construction  of  this 
work ;  such  payments  to  be  made  once  in  each  thirty  days,  and  fn  such 
amounts  as  the  Engineer  of  the  Company  shall  estimate  to  be  due,  less 
twenty  per  cent ,  which  shall  be  reserved  till  the  completion  of  the  con- 
tract. 

The  work  under  this  contract  to  be  paid  for  at  the  following  prices : 

For  grubbing  and  clearing,  each  chain  of  one  hundred  feet  in  length,  at 
the  estimate  of  the  Engineer;  for  each  cubic  yard  of  excavation,  twelve 
and  one  half  cents  (12^) ;  for  each  cubic  yard  of  embankment,  twelve  and 
one  half  cents  (12^) ;  for  each  cubic  yard  of  puddling,  at  the  estimate  of 
the  Engineer.

CoIeBtock,  special  Examiner  of  the  Treasury,  and  A,  P.  Russell,  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

This  examination  was  made  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
11th  section  of  the  act  to  ^'To  establish  the  Independent  Treasury  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,"  passed  April  12th,  1856.  The  copy  is  sent  to  the 
Senate.

To  His  Excellency,  S.  P.  Chase,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio  : 

Sir: — In  pursuance  of  your  letter  of  the  29th  of  December,  1858, 
appointing  Ephraim  M.  Colestock  Examiner  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  under  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  April 
12th,  1858,  which  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  accountant  so  appointed,  in 
connection  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  make  a  thorough  and  com- 
plete examination  of  all  the  books,  vouchers,  accounts,  &c.,  of  the  Treas- 
urer, and  count  all  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  and  compare  the  books, 
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vouchers,  &c.,  with  those  of  the  Auditor  and  Comptroller,  we  have  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report  as  the  result  of  our  investigation : 

The  act  under  which  this  examination  is  made,  took  effect  on  the  1st 
day  of  July,  1858.  We  have  made  that  the  starting  point  for  the  exam- 
ination now  reported,  closing  the  same  on  the  22d  day  of  January,  1859. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  Treasury  at  the  time  this 
examination  commences,  we  have  taken  the  sworn  statement  of  F.  M. 
Wright,  Auditor  of  State,  and  made  it  the  ba^is  of  the  present  report. 

His  statement  is  fully  corroborated  by  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
Comptroller  and  Treasurer,  and  is  made  a  part  of  this  report,  marked 
Exhibit  A. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  exhibit  showing  the  condition  of  the 
Treasury  on  the  1st  day  of  July  1858,  that  the  Treasurer  had  paid  over- 
drafts upon  General  Revenue,  Canal  Fund  and  Common  School  Fund, 
to  the  amount  of  $221,704  89.  This  he  was  enabled  to  do  by  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commissioners,  who  made  a  deposite  with  him  charged  in  spe- 
cial acocunt,  while  they  were  negotiating  for  the  temporary  loan  provided 
for  by  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  April  12th,  1858.  The 
sum  thus  deposited  was  credited  to  the  Fund  Commissioners  on  the 
Trealurer's  books,  and  does  not  appear  as  a  charge  against  the  Treas- 
urer on  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and  Comptroller.  After  the  loan  was 
fully  negotiated,  the  entire  amount  of  money  received  thereon  was 
certified  into  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  various  funds  to  which  it 
belonged.

It  will  be  seen  that  at  that  time  the  Bank  had  on 
deposit  foreign  and  domestic  stocks  to  the  amount  of  $51,100;  deduct 
from  this  the  bond  of  $10,600  referred  to,  leaves  the  sum  of  §40,500, 
that  being  the  actual  security  of  the  Bank  for  the  redemption  of  its 
notes.  The  circulation  as  reported  then  exceeded  the  valid  securitiq^  in 
the  sum  of  $9,493. 

Since  then  the  Treasurer  has  collected  the  interest  due  on  the  bonds 
held  in  trust  for  said  Bank,  and  invested  part  of  it  in  the  purchase  of 
other  bonds,  and  the  Bank  has  returned  notes  to  be  burned  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reducing  its  circulation,  so  that  by  reference  to  the  foregoing 
statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bonds  and  interest  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  amounts  to  the  sum  of  $52,192 ;  deduct  from  this  the  spu- 
rious bond  of  $10,600,  leaves  the  sum  of  $41,592.  The  circulation 
reported  by  H.  Baldwin,  Bank  Register  in  the  Comptroller's  Depart- 
ment, is  $48,978,  which,  when  subtracted,  leaves  a  balance  of  circulation 
above  the  actual  security  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  $7,286. 

We  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of 
the  Treasurer,  compared  the  drafts  and  vouchers  upon  which  money  was 
paid  with  Schedules  furnished  to  the  Auditor  and  Comptroller,  and  made 
an  examination  of  the  books  in  his  office,  compared  them  with  those  of 
the  Auditor  and  Comptroller,  and  found  them  to  agree  and  correspond 
with  each  other  in  every  item. 

We  also  counted  the  money  in  the  Treasury,  examined  and  counted 
the  bonds  held  in  trust  for  Banks,  and  found  the  same  as  reported  in  the 
statements  and  exhibits  herewith  submitted. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  after  thorough  and  careful  examination  to  say  that 
we  have  been  unable  to  detect  any  error  or  irregularity  in  the  books  o^ 
either  department,  all  of  which  are  kept  in  a  manner  highly  credi**^'^ 
to  the  officers  and  clerks  having  them  in  charge. 
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We  take  occasion  to  express  oar  thanks  to  the  Treasurer,  Auditor  and 
Comptroller,  and  their  assistants,  for  the  cheerful  and  ready  assistance 
rendered  us  during  the  progress  of  this  examination.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Ohio : 

In  compli&nce  with  a  resolation  of  your  honorable  body,  passed  the 
11th  inst.,  I  herewith  submit  my  answers  to  the  interrogatories  embraced 
in  said  resolation,  as  follows  : 

'*  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Ohioy  That  W.  A.  Piatt,  Acting  Commissioner  of  the  New  State  House, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly 
forthwith,  all  the  information  desired  or  asked  for  in  the  following  inter- 
rogatories, to  wit : 

Question  1st.  "  Under  what  law  have  you  been  acting  while  canying 
forward  the  work  on  the  New  State  House  during  the  year  1858,  and 
by  what  authority  of  law  have  you  been  drawing  money  from  the  State 
Treasury  during  said  year  ?" 

Answer.  Under  the  law  "  To  provide  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
on  the  New  State  House,  prescribing  the  order  in  which  it  shall  be  done," 
&c.,"  passed  April  8,  1856.  I  have  ''been  drawing  money  from  the 
State  Treasury  during  said  year"  (1858)  by  authority  of  the  same  law, 
together  with  a  clause  in  the  act  <<  making  appropriations  for  the  year 
1858,"  &c.,  which  appropriates  one  hundred  thousand  one  hundred  dol«

Ques.  2d.  "  What  amount  of  unsettled  claims  are  there  against  the 
New  State  House  which  were  incurred  prior  to  April,  1856 ;  in  whose 
favor  are  those  claims,  and  what  is  the  amount  due  each  claimant  ?" 

Ans.  The  amount  of  unsettled  claims  against  the  New  State  House, 
which  were  incurred  prior  to  April,  185G,  as  far  as  can  now  be  stated,  is 
as  follows : 

John  B.  Piatt,  balance  on  bill  of  glass 81,931  64 

James  LenDox,  balance^  on  4  different  bills  for  heating  apparatus,  in- 

cludmg  amount  of  interest  claimed  to  ISlhinst. . •     3,558  79

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  unadjusted  claims  in  favor  of  Charles  Rule, 
for  marble  work,  and  B.  T.  Dale  &  Son,  for  plastering,  now  before  the 
Legislature,  a  portion  of  which  should  be  classed  with  the  above ;  but 
the  amount  cannot  be  stated  until  after  said  claims  are  adjusted. 

Ques.  3d.  "  In  your  last  annual  report  (date  Dec.  15, 1858),  on  page 
11,  in  showing  the  difference  between  the  estimated  amount  required  to 
complete  the  State  House,  from  and  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
1855,  which  was  made  by  your  predecessors,  and  what  will  be  the  entire 
cost  when  completed  as  per  your  estimate,  and  in  giving  the  amount  ap- 
propriated since  the  date  of  that  estimate,  you  state  there  were  but 
ninety  thousand  dollars  appropriated  for  the  year  1856.  Why  do  you 
leave  out  $196,237  32  which  were  appropriated  March  15th,  1856,  and 
$111,883  03,  appropriated  April  12th,  1856,  and  also  $12,682  04,  being 
the  amount  of  the  Columbus  Machine  Manufacturing  Company's  claim, 
and  appropriated  April  12th|  1858  ?" 

Ans.  The  appropriations  mentioned  in  the  third  interrogatory  are 
left  out  of  the  statement  made  on  page  11  of  annual  report,  December 
15th,  1858,  because  they  were  made  specifically  to  pay  indebtedness 
which  had  accrued  prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  present  Board  of 
Commissioners,  and  not  to  continue  the  work  under  their  direction. 
Hence  they  do  not  properly  belong  to  the  statement  there  made.  The 
amount  of  these  appropriations  is  given  on  the  preceding  page  (10  of 
same  repoit ;  the  $196,237  32  and  $111,888  03,  added  together,  make 
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the  sum  of  $308,125  35  there  given)  in  a  statement  showing  the  sum 
expended  on  the  building  from  its  commencement  to  November  15th, 
1858,  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  they  do  properly  be- 
long. 

Ques.  4th.  '^  In  adopting  the  plan  for  enlarging  the  east  terrace,  was 
it  your  object  for  so  doing  to  provide  a  safer  and  better  place  for  the 
steam  boilers  than  where  they  are  now  located ;  if  so,  why  in  the  con- 
struction of  that  terrace  was  there  not  a  place  provided  for  those  boilers, 
and  also  openings  left  through  the  foundation  walls  for  the  requisite 
flues  to  conduct  the  gas  from  boiler  furnaces  to  stacks  at  their  new  loca- 
tion ?» 

Ans.  "  In  adopting  the  plan  for  enlarging  the  east  terrace,"  one  of 
the  objects  estimated  of  importance  to  be  attained,  was  '^  to  provide  a 
safe  and  better  place  for  the  steam  boilers  than  where  they  are  now 
located."  In  the  construction  of  this  terrace  provision  hai  been  made 
for  steam  boilers  in  both  the  north  and  south  parts  of  said  terrace. 
Openings  were  not "  left  through  the  foundation  walls  for  the  requisite 
flues  to  conduct  the  gas  from  boiler  furnaces  to  stacks  at  their  new  loca- 
tion," because  no  new  location  has  yet  been  fixed  upon  for  the  stacks. 
Should  provision  be  made  for  the  removal  of  the  stacks  and  boilers,  flues 
can  then  be  constructed  through  the  foundation  walls  where  they  may 
be  needed,  without  difficulty ^  or  injury  to  the  walls. 

Ques.  5th.  '*  Is  your  intention  to  connect  the  present  ventilating  flues 
with  the  new  stacks  which  you  propose  to  build  ?  If  so,  through  what 
part  of  the  foundation  walls  of  the  building  (without  injury  to  walls)  do 
you  expect  to  carry  such  flues  to  make  such  connection  ?" 

Ans.  Should  an  appropriation  be  made  to  defray  the  expense  of  re- 
moving and  reconstructing  the  smoke  stacks,  it  is  intended  '^  to  connect 
the  present  ventilating  flues  with  the  new  stacks."  In  that  event  we 
expect  to  carry  such  flues  through  the  "  foundation  walls  of  the  building, 
without  injury  to  walls,"  under  the  main  entrances  at  the  north  and 
south  ends  of  the  terrace. 

Ques.  6th.  "  In  what  manner  do  you  propose  changing  the  steam 
pipes  in  hot  air  chambers,  and  what  is  the  object  of  such  changes  ?"^ 

Ans.  In  the  event  of  provision  being  made  for  the  purpose,  as  before 
stated,  it  is  proposed  to  change  the  steam  pipes  in  the  hot  air  chambers 
from  the  horizontal  position  in  which  they  now  are,  to  a  perpendicular 
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or  upright  position.  The  object  of  this  change  will  be  to  produce  a 
greater  amount  of  heat  from  the  same  consumption  of  fuel,  by  getting 
rid  of  the  condensed  steam  which  now  occupies  a  portion  of  the  pipes, 
diminishing  the  heating  surface.  I  have  been  credibly  advised  that  exr 
periments  have  proved  that  one-fourth  more  heat  may  be  produced  with 
the  same  amount  of  fuel  and  heating  surface,  from  pipes  in  a  perpen- 
dicular position. 

Ques.  7th.  *^  What  has  been  the  expense  of  constructing  the  east  ter- 
race and  steps,  up  to  the  first  day  of  this  month,  (January),  and  what 
will  be  the  entire  cost  when  completed?"  The  amount  which  has 
already  been  expended,  and  also  the  estimates  to  complete  the  same, 
must  be  in  detaU,  and  under  proper  heads ;  and  the  said  Commissioner 
is  hereby  further  directed  to  furnish  to  this  General  Assembly  an  abstract 
statement  of  all  work  yet  remaining  to  be  done  in  and  about  the  State 
House,  tho'Capitol  square,  and  fence  to  inclose  the  same,  together  with 
detailed  estimates  for  each  description  of  work,  under  proper  heads, 
carefully  specifying  the  kind  of  materials  to  be  used,  giving  in  detail 
quantities  and  price. 

Ans.  The  precise  point  in  the  progress  of  the  work  on  the  east  ter- 
race and  steps,  reached  on  the  ^*  first  day  of  January}^  cannot  not  now  be 
determined ;  hence  the  amount  expended  in  its  construction  at  thai  date, 
cannot  now  be  stated.

The  preceding  statements  show  the  estimated  cost  of  completing  the 
building  in  the  manner  heretofore  contemplated.  They  are  the  result 
of  a  careful  revision  (and  some  changes)  of  the  estimates  made  by  the 
Architect  for  the  last  annual  report,  and  will  be  found  to  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  the  sum  of  91 13,661  38.  Should  the  fluting  of  the  columns 
be  omitted,  this  sum  will  be  reduced  920,000  00*  An  addition  for 
'<  Contingencies  "  has  been  made  at  the  bottom  of  each  estimate.  This 
is  to  cover  omissions  which,  in  detail  estimates  for  building  and  im- 
provements of  this  magnitude,  are  inevitable,  together  with  salaries  and 
contingent  expenses,  and  I  think  will  not  be  found  too  large  for  this 
purpose.

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OPINION    OF    ATTORNEY    GENERAL.

Columbus,  O.,  15  Nov.,  1858.i 

Sir  :  In  my  note  to  you  of  the  15th  of  April  last,  advising  you  that  in 
my  opinion  the  '^  act  to  provide  for  the  more  expeditious  completion  of 
the  New  State  House,  prescribing  the  order  in  which  it  shall  be  done,'' 
passed  April  12,  1858,  was  in  all  of  its  distinguishing  characteristics 
repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  void,  I  promised  to  communicate  to 
you,  at  an  early  day,  the  reasons  upon  which  that  conclusion  was  founded. 
Though  this  was  done  verbally,  within  a  day  or  two  after  the  date  of  that 
note,  the  importance  of  the  subject  seems  to  render  it  desirable  that  the 
grounds  of  this  opinion  should  be  stated  in  writing,  so  as  to  avoid  all 
possibility  of  mistake.  Retaining  the  present  tense,  I  therefore  proceed 
at  once  to  repeat  in  this  permanent  form  the  substance  of  my  verbal 
communication  to  you. 

The  labor  which  the  performance  of  this  task  would  otherwise  impose 
on  me  is,  however,  very  much  lessened  by  the  fact  that  one  of  the  ques- 
tions then  considered  has  since  passed  into  judgment  and  is  now  the 
settled  law  of  the  State.  In  a  proceeding  properly  instituted  for  that 
very  purpose  and  presenting  directly  this  single  point,  the  Supreme 
Court,  upon  elaborate  argument,  and  after  full  consideration,  has  pro- 
nounced so  much  of  the  act  in  question  as  aimed  to  clothe  the  individ- 
uals therein  named  with  power  to  appoint  ^'  Commissioners  of  the  State 
House,"  to  be  incompatible  with  the  constitution.  This  authoritative 
judgment  of  tfa#  highest  judicial  tribunal  of  the  State  must  every  where 
be  deemed  as  absolutely  conclusive.  To  the  extent  indicated  the  act  is 
void.  Quite  possibly,  however,  the  other  provisions  of  the  act  may  still 
remain  effective,  for  it  is  not  a  rule  of  universal  application  that  an 
enactment  void  in  part  is  void  in  whole.  While,  therefore,  this  decision 
does  not  in  terms,  or  as  of  course,  invalidate  the  entire  act,  it  does  nev- 
ertheless necessarily  constitute  the  stand-point  of  all  discussion  as  to 
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the  validity  of  those  provisions  not  arready  comprehended  within  the 
expressed  judgment  of  the  court.  Proceeding;  then  upon  this  founda- 
tion, the  first  inquiry  is  as  to  the  operative  effect  of  this  adjudication 
upon  so  much  of  the  act  as  is  not  covered  by  its  immediate  terms.  An 
undoubted  and  familiar  principle  furnislies  the  governing  rule  by  which 
this  inquiry  must  be  determined.  Whenever  one  of  several  provisions 
contained  in  the  same  statute  is  void,  if  the  void  provision  be  so  inde- 
pendent of  the  others  as  to  be  easily  separable  therefrom,  and  still  leave 
a  perfect  constitutional  enactment,  capable  of  execution  and  giving  full 
effect  to  the  legislative  intent  expressed  by  the  entire  original  act,  the 
void  provision  may  alone  be  rejected,  and  the  other  unobjectionable 
independent  provisions  will  stand  as  valid.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
various  provisions  of  the  act  are  so  connected  with  and  dependent  on 
each  other  as  to  constitute  a  whole,  the  entire  act  thus  connected  and 
dependent  must  stand  or  fall  together.  If  void  in  part,  it  is  void  through- 
out. The  application  of  this  principle  to  the  act  in  question,  is  as  plain 
as  it  is  decisive.  The  leading  object  of  the  statute  is  very  accurately 
and  emphatically  defined  by  its  first  section,  and  in  the  language  of  that 
section,  is  the  creation  of  a  '<  Board  denominated  the  Commissioners  of 
the  State  House,  composed  of  three  persons  to  be  appointed  by  William 
Kennon^  Asahel  Medbery  and  William  B.  Caldwell,  under  whose  dinction  and 
authority  the  further  prosecution  of  the  work  in  the  completion  oj  the  New  State 
House  shall  be  conducted  and  carried  oh.^^  This  is  the  key  note  to  the 
entire  enactment.  With  the  exception  of  the  repealing  clause  and  of 
that  part  of  the  tenth  section  which  abolishes  the  office  of  janitor  there- 
tofore created  by  joint  resolution  (which  will  be  made  the  subject  of  dis- 
tinct consideration),  every  section  and  provision  is  clearly  subordinate  to, 
and  in  furtherance  of,  this  controlling  purpose.  The  language  of  these 
provisions  has  everywhere  reference  to  "  said  "  commissioners.  They 
simply  prescribe  the  specific  limitation,  and  designate  the  particular 
agencies  under  and  by  the  use  of  which  the  "commissioners  so  appoint- 
ed "  shall  control  and  "  direct "  the  "  further  prosecution  of  the  work 
in  the  completion  of  the  New  State  House."  The  enactment  spends  its 
entire  force  upon  them  alone,  so  that  no  single  thing  therein  authorized 
or  commanded  can  be  accomplished  save  by  them  or  their  instrumentality. 
In  fine,  the  act  has  no  vicarious  operation.  It  must  be'  executed  by  the 
very  commissioners  appointed  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  its  own  provi- 
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sionsy  or  it  never  can  be  executed.  Since;  however,  it  has  been  definitely 
settled  that  so  much  of  the  act  as  provides  for  the  mode  of  appointing 
these  commissioners  is  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  void,  all  its 
other  provisions,  with  the  two  exceptions  stated,  concerning,  as  they  do, 
simply  the  powers  to  be  exercised  and  the  duties  to  be  performed,  by  this 
impossible,  because  unconstitutional,  body,  must  be  deemed  equally  in- 
operative. 

This  leaves  only  for  consideration  that  last  paragraph  of  the  tenth 
section,  which,  if  efi*ective,  sweeps  away  the  then  existing  office  of 
"Janitor  of  the  New  State  House  ; "  and  the  final  section,  which,  upon 
the  same  condition  as  to  its  validity,  repeals  the  only  statute  then  in 
force'relating  to  the  construction  of  the  State  House,  and  in  terms  abol- 
ishes the  offices  created  thereby.  Manifestly  these  two  provisions  stand 
on  the  same  footing,  must  be  governed  by  the  same  rule  and  share  the 
same  destiny,  so  that  the  inquiry  may  at  once  be  limited  to  the  final 
section. 

But  the  clause  of  this  section  last  quoted,  has  no  special  significance, 
for  the  simple  repeal  of  the  statute  would  inevitably  cut  up  by  the  roots 
all  offices  founded  on  its  provisions,  and,  e  conversOf  the  abolition  of  the 
offices  would  vu-tually  repeal  the  statute  by  taking  away  the  only  agen- 
cies through  which  it  could  be  executed.  The  whole  question,  therefore, 
turns  upon  the  efiect  to  be  assigned  to  this  provision  of  repeal. 

The  offices  hitherto  held  and  the  powers  hitherto  exercised  by  yourself 
and  associate  commissioners,  have  their  sole  foundation  and  warrant  in 
the  statutes  covered  by  the  terms  of  this  provision.  If  this  repealing 
clause  is  held  to  escape  the  fate  which  has  annihUated  the  other  provi* 
sions  of  the  same  act,  you  and  they  are  absolutely  divested  of  all  official 
functions,  and  have  no  longer  any  sort  of  authority  or  control  over  the 
work  of  completing  the  State  House.  Any  attempt  on  your  part  to  in- 
termeddle therewith,  even  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  the  building 
itself,  or  the  materials  gathered  to  complete  it,  would  be  a  plain  usurpa- 
tion, justified  perhaps  by  the  necessity  of  the  .case — ^though,  as  to  that,  I 
express  no  opinion — ^but  still  a  manifest  usurpation.  The  office  of  janitor 
stands,  as  has  been  seen,  upon  the  same  footipg,  and  the  same  consid- 
erations which  would  operate  the  destruction  of  your  office,  apply  to  that 
with  an  equally  fatal  efiect,  and  the  person  hitherto  holding  that  office 
must  at  once  cease  that  care  and  authority  over  the  finished  portion  of

the  State  House  which  devolved  upon  him  by  virtae  thereof.  If,  there- 
fore, this  repealing  clause  is  operative,  the  unavoidable  consequence 
will  be  to  arrest  peremptorily  the  furtherjprosecution  of  the  work  of  com- 
pletion, and  to  abandon  the  structure  itself  to  all  the  hazards  of  injury 
from  the  elements,  and  from  other  causes,  natural  and  accidental,  to 
which  its  unfinished  state  renders  it  extremely  liable. 

The  question  to  be  determined  is  therefore  every  way  one  of  very 
serious  moment,  and  as  such  has  engaged  my  most  anxious  considera- 
tion. That  it  was  competent  for  the  General  Assembly  to  repeal  all 
those  existing  legislations  which  provided  for  the  completion  or  imme- 
diate care  and  preservation  of  the  State  House,  and  abandon  the  edifice 
as  a  "  derelict,"  no  one  will  question.  That  it  actually  has  done  this, 
every  one  must  doubt,  and  properly  doubt,  until  driven  to  admit  it  by 
some  act^of  that  body  speaking  a  language  which  will  bear  no  other  in- 
terpretation. A  conclusion  which  implies  an  omission  on  the  part  of 
the  Legislature  to  discharge  a  plain  duty,  and  which  might  lead  to  the 
most  disastrous  consequences,  is  not  to  be  adopted,  except  upon  grounds 
so  urgent  as  to  leave  no  other  lawful  alternative.  Every  reasonable  in- 
tendment is  to  be  made  against  it.  With  these  legitimate  considerations 
in  view,  I  proceed  at  once  to  examine  the  efiects  of  this  repealing  clause. 
This  examination  will  aim  simply  to  arrive  at  the  cardinal  object  of  all 
statutory  interpretation — ^the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  law-maker.  In 
order  to  ascertain  this,  the  act  must  not  be  dissected  into  parts,  and  each 
part  examined  independent  of  the  others,  but  the  whole  must  be  consid- 
ered, and  the^  intention  of  the  law-giver  gathered  from,  a  comparison  ot 
each  of  its  provisions  with  every  other.  When  the  leading  intent  has  been 
thus  determined,  it  will  operate  with  absolute  sway,  even  to  over-riding 
the  strict  letter  of  the  act,  if  an  adherence  to  that  would  defeat  its  para- 
mount object.  If  this  repealing  provbion,  or  the  section  of  which  it 
forms  a  part,  stood  by  itself,  and  constituted  a  distinct  independent 
enactment,  liiere  could  of  course  be  no  doubt  as  to  its  efiect.  Whatever 
might  be  the  consequences,  it  would  instantly  and  conclusively  abrogate 
the  legislation  against  which  it  was  directed,  for  that  would  have  been 
the  undeniable  purpose  of  the  law-maker.  But  the  present  question  is 
a  very  difierent  one.  Here  is  not  a  distinct  and  independent  enactment. 
It  is  part  of  a  sentence  contained  in  the  last  of  a  series  of  thirteen  sec- 
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tions,  grouped  in  a  single  "  act,"  described  by  a  single  comprehensive 
title,  referring  to  a  single  subject-matter,  animated  by  a  common  intent, 
and  designed  to  accomplish  a  single  purpose.  Twelve  of  these  thirteen 
sections  are  void,  and  no  part  of  the  act  save  the  repealing  clause  can 
ever  operate,  so  that  the  real  inquiry  is,  Did  the  Legislature  intend  that 
this  single  clause — ^this  mere  fragment  of  a  section — should  take  effect, 
even  though  all  the  other  provisions  of  the  act  should  be  utterly  inopera- 
tive ?  In  my  deliberate  judgment,  this  question  must  be  answered  with 
an  emphatic  negative. 

1.    It  will  not  be  doubted  that  the  General  Assembly,  by  connecting 
these  thirteen  sections  into  a  single  act,  and  giving  to  them  the  form 
as  well  as  the  character  of  unity,  intended  that  consentaneous  effect 
should  be  given  to  each  provision,  and  that,  as  a  whole,  this  act  should 
have  the  force  of  law.    But  all  of  the  provisions  which  gave  to  the  act 
its  distinguishing  characteristics  are  wholly  inoperative,  and  the  great 
purpose  of  the  Legislature,  which  could  be  accomplished  only  by  the 
harmonious  and  dependent  action  of  each  and  every  part  of  the  act,  is 
utterly  defeated.    To  hold  then  that  this  clause  is  still  effective,  would  be 
to  give  it  operation  under  circumstances  the  exact  opposite  of  those  to 
which  it  was  designed  to  apply.    Very  evidently  it  was  adopted  simply 
as  the  complement  of  the  other  provisions  of  the  act,  to  clear  the  way  for 
the  unimpeded  operation  of  the  scheme  created  by  those  provisions,  and 
now  that  the  scheme  itself  has  miscarried,  it  would  contravene  the  plain 
legislative  intent  to  give  to  this  mere  incidental  ancillary  measure  the 
effect  of  a  sold  independent  enactment.      It  would  be  a  very  bold  stride, 
and  one  involving  the  most  dangerous  consequences,  to  rule  that,  when  the 
one  paramount  object  of  an  act  had  been  defeated,  it  might  thus  be  broken 
into  fragments,  and  separate  effect  given  to  one  of  those  fragments,  in  a 
condition  of  affairs  not  contemplated  by  the  law-maker.    For  myself  I 
disclaim  proceeding  on  any  such  grounds.    There  is  no  rule  or  theory  of 
statu  try  inte  pretation,  known  to  me,  which  would  warrant  it,  and  cer- 
tainly it  is  safer  and  more  respectful  to  the  legislator  to  hold  that  a  sta- 
tute which  fails  to  accomplish  the  great  undeniable  purpose  of  its  enact- 
ment, fails  also  as  to  all  those  minor  and  subordinate  parts  designed 
merely  as  means  to  achieve  the  principal  end. 

2.    The  very  title  of  the  act  demonstrates  that  the  General  Assembly 
did^  not  intend  that  this  clause  should  have  a  separate  independent  effect. 
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It  ifl  an  universal  rule  of  coDstruction,  everywhere  applied  to  all  legis- 
lation, that  when  the  purpose  of  the  body  of  an  act  is  doubtful,  the  title 
may  be  resorted  to  as  a  means  of  removing  the  ambiguity.  In  this  State, 
however,  the  rule  has  even  a  broader  scope,  for  here  the  title  of  an  act 
carries  with  it  far  more  than  ordinary  significance.  The  Constitution,  by 
the  sixteenth  section  of  the  second  article,  ordains  that  "  no  bill  shall 
contain  more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its 
title."  Conceding  at  once  that  this  command  is  addressed  solely  to  the 
legislative  houses  themselves,  and  cannot,  therefore,  be  judicially  en- 
forced, it  is  none  the  less  imperative  upon  them  to  yield  an  implicit  and 
entire  obedience  to  this  supreme  mandate.  This  duty  each  house  must 
be  taken  to  have  fully  and  carefully  performed  in  every  case,  unless  the 
plain  language  of  the  act  itseli'  in  the  particular  case  overturns  the 
presumption.  To  secure  the  performance  of  this  duty,  it  is  the  universal 
rule  and  practice  of  each  house  to  adopt  the  title  only  after  the  body  of 
the  act  itself  is  complete,  and  has  passed  through  its  legal  legislative 
stage. 

Adopted  thus  in  full  view  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  act,  and 
designed  to  ^\  express  clearly "  the  subject  contained  therein,  the  title 
must  be  held  to  afford  very  cogent,  if  not  indeed  conclusive,  evidence  of 
the  object  and  purpose  intended  to  be  attained  by  the  act.  Fulfilling 
this  constitutional  injunction,  and  observing  this  rule  of  legislative  prac- 
tice, the  General  Assembly,  by  the  title  which  it  affixed  to  the  act  in 
question,  solemnly  declared  its  '<.  subject"  to  be  ''.  to  provide  for  the  more 
expeditious  completion  of  the  New  State  House,  prescribing  the  order  in 
which  it  shall  be  done." 

This  seems  altogether  decisive  of  the  question.  The  object  of  the 
Legislature  was  not  to  retard,  but  to  hasten  the  completion  of  the  struc- 
ture— ^not  to  suspend  the  work  thereon,  but  to  drive  it  forward  with  still 
greater  energy.  The  effect,  however,  of  construing  this  repealing 
clause  as  separately  operative,  would  be  to  arrest  entirely  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work,  until  the  Legislature  at  some  future  session  shall  direct 
it  to  be  resumed  and  to  hinder,  for  an  indefinite  period  that  '^  more  expe- 
ditious completion  "  which  it  was  the  declared  and  single  purpose  of  th^ 
Legislature  to  accomplish  by  this  enactment. 

Plainly,  this  construction,  so  subversive  of  the  expressed  intent  of  the 
law-xnaker,  cam^Qt  be  noiaii^tained. 
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3.  Other  enactments  of  the  General  Assembly  in  pari  materia^  that  is 
relating  to  the  same  subject  matter,  lead  unmistakably  to  the  like  result. 

Since  the  act  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  and  "  expeditious  com- 
pletion of  the  New  State  House,''  passed  March  18th,  1852,  the  energetic 
prosecution  of  the  work  [upon  this  edifice  has  been  a  favorite  policy, 
adhered  to  through  all  administrative  changes,  and  pursued  by  every 
successive  Legislature. 

The  present  General  Assembly  indicated  its  concurrence  in  this  policy, 
not  only  by  the  act  under  consideration,  the  avowed  object  of  which  was 
«  to  provide  for  the  more  expeditious  completion  of  the  State  House,'* 
but  by  appropriating  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  thereon,  the  sum 
(believed  to  be  unprecedentedly  large  for  a  single  yecir)  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  applicable  only,  by  terms  of  the  appropriation,  to  the 
remaining  part  of  the  present  and  the  first  quarter  of  the  next  fiscal 
year.  These  enactments  speak  very  clearly  as  to  the  general  intent  of 
the  present  General  Assembly,  but  a  single  circumstance  now  to  be 
stated  will  give  it  stiU  bolder  relief.  This  appropriation  was  made,  not 
only  at  a  period  of  universcd  and  unexampled  pecuniary  embarrass- 
ment, afiecting  necessarily  the  revenues  of  the  State,  but  also  at  a 
time  when,  from  other  causes,  its  treasury  had  become  so  impoverished 
that  it  was  obliged  to  make  a  loan  of  not  less  than  seven  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  meet  its  current  expenditures  and  obligations.  The 
wisdom  of  this  large  appropriation  cannot,  even  under  these  adverse  cir- 
cumstances, be  questioned  in  view  of  the  urgent  considerations  (arising 
mainly  from  its  liability  to  injury  in  consequence  of  its  then  unfinished 
condition)  which  required  that  the  work  of  completing  the  structure 
should  be  driven  forward  with  the  utmost  energy  and  rapidity.  But 
assuredly  these  same  infiuences  must  have  operated  with  controlling 
power  to  jHrevent  the  enactment  of  any  legislation  designed  to  hinder 
or  defeat  the  application  of  the  money  to  meet  the  pressing  exigency 
which  alone  justified  and  prompted  its  appropriation.  The  General  As- 
sembly could  not  have  committed  the  inconceivable  fatuity  of  setting 
apart  this  money  to  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  the  work  on  the  State 
House,  and  on  the  same  day,  and  almost  by  the  same  breath,  intention- 
ally and  deliberately  annihilating  the  only  mode  by  which  it  could  be 
made  available  to  that  end — an  end  just  virtually  pronounced  by  itself 
to  be  indispensable. 
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Other  coudderations  hardly  less  potent  might  be  invoked  in  confirm- 
ation of  this  result,  but  those  already  stated  seem  to  be  entirely  decisive. 
After  a  most  soUcitonB  and  thorough  deliberation,  and  with  a  full  appre- 
ciation of  all  the  consequences  involved,  I  have  been  led  irresistibly  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  act  in  question  is  in  all  its  parts  and  aspects  utterly 
void. 

Responding  then  directly  to  your  inquiiy,  I  have  therefore  to  advise 
you  that  the  **  act  to  provide  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  on  the 
New  State  House,"  &c.,  passed  April  8th,  1856,  stands  unrepealed,  and 
that  you  and  your  associate  Commissioners  must  hereafter,  as  hereto- 
fore, continue  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  devolved 
upon  you  respectively  by  that  enactment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITOR  OF  STATE.

Hon.  Martcnt  Welker,  President  of  the  Senate  : 

In  answer  to  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  passed  yesterday,  asking 
"  whether  the  claim  of  H.  W.  Derby  &  Co.,  against  the  State  for  books, 
has  been  audited  and  allowed,"  and  ''if  so,  when  and  under  what  author- 
ity," and  ''the  amount  allowed  on  said  claim,"  I  reply : 

That  the  school  law  of  1853  gives  the  entire  control  of  the  library 
fund  to  the  School  Commissioner,  and  that  the  fund  has  always  been 
subject  to  the  payment  of  legitimate  claims  against  it,  when  properly 
certified  by  that  officer.  This  appears  to  be  eminently  necessary,  as 
well  from  the  nature  of  the  fund  as  from  the  law  itself,  and  the  prece- 
dent upon  which  I  have  uniformly  acted,  was  established  prior  to  my 
accession  to  office. 

The  claim  about  which  inquiry  is  now  made,  originated  under  the  ad- 
ministration of  H.  H.  Barney,  Esq.,  as  School  Commissioner.  From  an 
investigation  of  the  claim,  I  found  that  when  Mr.  Barney  retired  from 
office,  he  left  the  State  indebted  to  Derby  &  Co.,  in  the  sum  of  $0,104  76 
— a  part  of  which,  •1,760  78,  (as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  "Detailed 
Statement"  of  1857,  page  183),  was  paid  in  March  and  April  of  that 
year,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  delinquent  library  tax  of  1855,  and  the 
whole  amount  of  the  claim  would  have  been  heretofore  discharged,  but 
for  the  want  of  a  fund  from  which  it  could  have  been  properly  paid. 

The  Legislature  having,  in  1856  and  1857,  suspended  the  operation  of 
the  library  tax,  and  there  being  a  strong  probability  of  its  repeal,  Derby 
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&  Co.  brought  their  claim  before  the  Legislature  then  in  session,  without 
succeeding  in  procuring  action  upon  it.  In  the  meantime,  the  library 
levy  was  revived  and  proceeds  therefrom  were  being  paid  into  the 
Treasury,  and  having  no  knowledge,  official  or  otherwise,  of  the  pen- 
dency of  the  claim  before  the  Legislature  at  this  time,  I  deemed  it  but 
an  act  of  common  justice  to  delay  no  longer  the  payment  of  a  claim 
which  had  been  duly  and  officially  authenticated  and  endorsed  by  com- 
petent authority,  and  thereupon,  on  the  24th  day  of  February  last,  I  drew 
my  warrant  upon  the  IVeasury  in  favor  of  H.  W.  Derby  &  Co.,  for  •?,- 
343  08,  the  amount  in  full,  without  interest  of  the  balance  due  them. 

During  the  long  pendency  of  this  claim,  I  had  heard  insinuations  and 
whispers  that  it  was  a  trumped  and  fraudulent  one.  To  guard  against 
any  possible  imposition  in  the  matter,  before  the  auditing  and  payment 
of  it  in  addition  to  the  usual  certificate  of  the  School  Commissioner  ap- 
pended to  the  bill  as  pesented,  I  required  his  affidavit  of  its  correctness, 
as  well  as  that  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Derby  to  the  same  effect.  Originals  of 
these  affidavits  I  herewith  transmit.

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COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  COUNTIES, 

ON  HOUSE  BILL  NO.  146. 


The  standing  committee  on  New  CoontieBi  to  whom  was  referred 
Hoase  bill  No.  146^  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  of  said  committee  n9w  report  thereon  as  follows : 

The  county  seat  of  Perry  county  was  established  at  the  town  of  Som- 
erset in  the  year  1818.  in  1851,  a  vote  of  the  people  of  said  county  was 
had  upon  the  question  of  its  removal  to  the  town  of  New  Lexington,  and 
resulted  in  favor  of  removal  by  a  majority  of  292  votes.  In  1853,  there 
was  a  re-submission  of  the  question  to  the  people,  the  result  of  which 
was  a  large  majority  in  favor  of  Somerset ;  but  owing  to  the  extensive 
frauds  practiced,  the  result  of  this  vote  was  not  at  all  decisive  of  the  rel- 
ative strength  of  the  opposing  interests,  and  the  act  of  the  Legislature 
under  which  the  vote  was  taken,  has  since  been  declared  imconstitutional 
by  the  supreme  court.  Both  Somerset  and  New  Lexington  are  provided 
with  the  necessary  county  buildings,  toward  the  erection  of  which,  in 
their  respective  towns,  the  citizens  of  both  places  contribute^  liberal 
donations. 

New  Lexington  is  between  three  and  four  miles  nearer  to  the 
geographical  center  of  the  county  than  Somerset.  The  population  of 
the  latter  is  about  1,800— of  the  former,  about  1,000. 

In  reference  to  the  county  seat  question,  Peny  county  is  divided  by 
townships  as  follows:  The  four  northern  townships,  Reading, Thorn, 
Hopewell,  and  Madison,  are  unanimously  in  favor  of  Somerset  The 
five  southern  townships.  Pike,  Bearfteld,  Monroe,  Harrison,  and  Pleasant, 
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are  very  nearly  unanimous  in  favor  of  New  Lexington.  The  four  middle 
townships,  Clayton,  Jackson,  Monday  Creek,  and  Saltlick,  are  divided 
between  the  two  interests — ^the  New  Lexington  interest,  however,  pre- 
dominating. 

The  four  northern  townships  pay  nearly  as  large  an  amount  of  taxes 
as  the  nine  southern  and  middle,  while  in  1853,  according  to  the  report 
of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  the  value  of  lands  and  town  lots  in 
the  former,  exceeded  the  value  of  the  same  species  of  property  in  the 
latter  by  about  $20,000. 

New  Lexington  has  a  railroad  now  in  operation — while  Somerset  has 
one  in  course  of  construction,  and  is  situated  on  the  Maysville  and 
Zanesville  turnpike. 

It  is  claimed  by  those  in  the  Somerset  interest,  that  the  vote  by  which   . 
the  county  seat  was  removed  to  New  Lexington  was  fraudulent,  and  that 
in  view  of  its  removal  by  such  means,  the  fact  that  it  is  now  established 
there  ought  not  to  prejudice  their  present  effort  to  regain  what  they  have 
thus  lost ;  in  which  view  of  the  matter  the  undersigned  fully  concur. 

Relative  to  the  question  of  fraud,  we  find  that  between  the  time  of  the 
State  election  in  1850,  and  of  the  county  seat  election  in  1851,  the  town- 
ship of  Pleasant  was  created,  the  entire  territory  thereof  being  taken 
from  the  townships  of  Pike,  Bearfield,  Monroe,  and  Saltlick — ^that  from 
the  year  1846  to  the  year  1850,  both  inclusive,  said  four  last  named 
townships  bad  not  at  any  election  polled  a  vote  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate 063 — that  at  the  State  election  in  1850,  the  total  vote  of  said  town- 
ships was  as  follows:  Pike,  334;  Saltlick,  186;  Bearfield,  190;  Monroe, 
168 — total  vote  of  four  townships,  878. 

At  the  county  seat  election  in  1851,  the  vote  of  the  same  townships, 
including  the  vote  of  Pleasant,  was  as  follows : — 

Pike,  400— gain  over  vote  of  1850. 66 

Saltlick,     303—"        «  «  «    117 

Bearfield,  203—  "        «  «         "    18 

Monroe,     252—"        «  «         «    84 

Pleasant,    172—  "        «  "         «    172 

Totalvote,  1,330— Total  gain 452 

The  gain  at  this  election  in  the  above  last  named  townships  over  the 
^gest  vote  ever  before  given,  being  the  vote  of  1848,  was  367. 
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Believing  as  we  do,  in  view  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  rf  their  case^ 
that  the  prayer  of  those  who  have  petitioned  for  the  passage  of  the  bill, 
should  be  granted^  if  they  represent  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
Perry  county,  or  even  if  there  is  a  reasonable  doubt  as  to  which  of  the 
opposing  interests  is  the  stronger,  we  proceed  to  give  the  result  of  our 
investigations  in  that  direction : 

The  whole  number  of  names  appearing  on  the  petitions,  is 1,924 

Whole  number  on  remonstrances 2,202 

There  having  been  no  evidence  to  the  contrary  before  the  committee, 
we  are  bound  to  believe  that  the  petitioners  are  all  legal  voters  of  Perry 
county.  In  reference  to  the  remonstrances,  we  have  not  been  able  to 
arrive  at  the  same  conclusion,  but  on  the  contrary,  are  satisfied  that  a 
large  deduction  should  be  made  from  the  number  of  names  appearing  on 
them. 

According  to  the  enumeration  in  1855,  the  whole  number  of  white 
male  vnhabitants  in  the  county  over  the  age  of  21  years,  was  8,942 ;  whole 
number  of  votes  cast  at  Presidential  election  in  the  year  1844, 3,803; 
votes  cast  at  Presidential  election  in  1856, 3,725.  Assuming  that  there 
are  in  the  county  4,000  legal  voters,  which  is  a  higher  estimate  tl^an  the 
data  in  possession  of  the  coi^mittee  will  warrant,  and  deducting  from 
that  number  the  1,924  petitioners,  and  there  will  remain  only  2,076  legal 
voters  in  the  county,  or  126  less  than  there  are  names  on  the  remon- 
strances. 

We  find  further  from  certified  lists  in  our  possession,  of  the  correct- 
ness of  which  we  are  satisfied,  that  there  are  on  the  poll  books  of  the 
nine  southern  and  middle  townships  for  the  year  1858,  the  names  of  255 
legal  voters  whose  names  are  not  on  any  of  the  petitions  or  remonstran- 
ces, which  number  taken  from  2,076  would  leave  only  1,821  legal  remon- 
strators. 

Without  prosecuting  the  inquiry  further,  it  might  well  be  claimed  that 
justice  to  Somerset  requires  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

But  there  is  still  further  reason  to  believe  that  the  remonstrances  are 
not  reliable,  and  that  the  number  of  names  on  them  is  largely  in  excess 
of  the  number  of  legal  voters  thereby  represented. 

A  list  in  our  possession,  certified  to  by  nine  or  ten  persons  whom  we 
are  aissured  are  reliable  men,  and  which  list  we  believe  to  be  substan- 
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tially  correct,  showB  that  of  the  names  that  appear  on  the  remonBtrances, 
648  are  not  to  be  found  on  the  poll  books  of  said  connfy  for  the  year 
1858.  A  list  of  628  names  taken  from  the  old  remonstrances,  and  simi- 
larly certified,  was  also  in  evidence  before  the  committee.  It  was  claimed 
before  the  committee  that  the  two  lists  just  refinrred  to,  have  been  care- 
folly  compared,  and  that  snch  comparison  shows  only  126  corresponding 
names.  Not  deeming  it  necessary,  in  our  view  of  the  case,  to  make  the 
comparison,  we  omitted  it 

Of  the  2,258  names  signed  to  the  old  remonstrances — which  on  account 
of  informalities  were  abandoned — the  clerks  of  the  proper  townships  cer- 
tify that  140  were  not  on  the  remonstrances  when  certified  by  them,  and 
that  they  were  not  legal  voters.  Of  these  140  names,  about  20  are  now 
on  the  new  remonstrances.  Of  the  persons  idiose  names  are  on  the  new 
remonstrances,  five  have  denied,  either  by  certificate  or  affidavit,  diat 
they  ever  signed,  or  authorized  the  signing  of  their  names  thereto. 

The  largest  vote  that  has  ever  been  polled,  at  any  other  than  a  county 
seat  election,  in  the  nine  southern  and  middle  townships,  was  at  the  Presi- 
dential election  in  1856— the  aggregate  vote  at  that  election  being  2,234. 
All  of  the  remonstrators,  and  818  of  the  petitioners  purport  to  reside  in 
these  townships.  Adding  to  the  313  petitioners,  the  255  legal  voters 
whose  names  are  upon  the  poll  books-  of  these  same  townships,  and  not 
upon  either  the  petitions  or  remonstrances,  and  deducting  the  whole 
number  from  tlie  total  vote  of  1856,  just  referred  to,  would  leave  only 
1,666  legal  remonstrators — assuming  said  vote  to  be  a  fair  criterion  of 
the  present  number  of  legal  voters  resident  in  said  nine  townships.  It 
will  be  observed,  that  we  have  not  here  taken  any  notice  of  the  643 
names  alleged  to  be  on  the  remonstrances,  and  not  to  be  found  on  the 
poll  books  for  1858. 

It  certainly  can  not  be  denied  that  the  number  of  votes  polled  in  1856, 
ii  a  reasonable  approximation  to  the  present  number  of  legal  voters  in 
the  same  territory. 

Assuming  that  the  remonstrances  are  all  right,  and  we  have  the  fol- 
lowing as  the  number  of  legal  voters  in  the  townships  referred  to : 

Remonstrators 2,202 

Petitioners • 313 

Legal  voters  not  on  petitions  or  remonstrances 255 

Total 2,770 
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Betteving,  as  we  do,  that  a  laigw  nuDbw  of  the  legal  voten  of  Perry 
ooonty  have  signed  die  petitioiui  than  the  remonstrances — and  consider- 
ing this  a  case  in  which  the  will  of  the  m^ority  should  prevail — ^we 
report  bade  fionse  Wl  No.  146  without  amendment,  and  recommend  its 
pttsage.

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SPECIAL  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR, 

RELATIVE  TO  THE  COLLECTION  OP  PUBLIC  ARMS. 


State  or  Ohio,  Exbcutivb  Dbpaktmbmt, 
CoLUUBUs,  April  2,  1859. 

To  the  Oeneral  Assembly: 

A  joint  resolation  adopted  on  the  17ih  of  April,  1867,  authorized  die 
ezecative  to  collect  the  public  arms  and  equipments  in  die  several  coun- 
ties, not  in  the  hands  of  regularly  organized  volunteer  companies ;  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  sold  in  the  counties  where  found,  or  to  1;^  trans- 
ported to  the  State  Arsenal ;  and,  after  defraying  existing  charges  and 
the  expenses  of  collection,  and  transportation,  to  pay  the  balance  arising 
from  the  sales  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Under  that  resolution,  I  employed  three  persons  to  visit  a  few  desig- 
nated counties  and  make  collection  of  the  arms  found  within  them.  The 
result  of  thb  mode  of  collection  did  not  prove  satisfactory,  and  it  was 
soon  abandoned.  I  then  appointed  David  L.  Wood,  then  engineer-in- 
chief  of  the  State  Volunteers,  my  general  agent  for  collection,  and 
instructed  him  to  visit  all  the  counties  in  which  he  could  learn  that  any 
arms  were  to  be  found,  and,  having  made  thorough  investigation,  to  col- 
lect all  not  in  the  hands  of  organized  companies,  and  sell  such  as  were 
unfit  for  service  or  repair  in  the  counties  where  found ;  or,  in  case  that 
course  should  seem  likely  to  prove  disadvantageous  to  the  State,  to  send 
them,  together  with  all  such  as  might  be  in  condition  for  use,  or  worth 
repair,  to  the  State  Arsenal  at  Columbus.  The  agent  was  also  instructed 
to  make  reports  from  time  to  time  of  his  proceedings,  giving  an  accurate 
account  of  the  number  and  value  of  arms  and  equipments  sold  or  sent  to 
the  Arsenal,  of  charges  defrayed,  of  expenses  incurred,  and  of  any  other 
matters  deemed  important  to  the  service. 
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The  faithfal  ezeoutton  of  these  inBtractiotui  required  muoh  labor  pro- 
tracted through  a  considerable  period,  but  the  work  has  been  at  length 
8abstantial]y  aocomplished. 

At  the  oommencement  of  your  present  adjourned  session  it  was  indeed 
supposed  to  be  completed,  so  far  as  it  could  be  prosecuted  with  proper 
economy  by  the  executive,  and  in  my  message  then  addressed  to  you,  I 
suggested  a  mode  in  which  the  few  scattered  arms,  unfit  for  service, 
which  yet  remain  in  the  several  counties  might  be,  in  my  judgment,  best 
collected. 

Information  was  afterwards  received  from  the  agent  for  collection  that 
some  parcels  of  arms,  directed  to  be  forwarded  to  this  city  by  sheriffs  and 
military  officers,  had  not  as  yet  reached  the  Arsenal.  These  arms,  of 
course,  when  received  will  be  disposed  of,  as  arms  of  similar  description 
have  already  been,  under  the  joint  resolution,  and  the  proceeds  will  be 
applied  as  directed  by  your  act  recentiy  passed. 

In  tiie  mean  time,  regarding  the  collection  under  the  resolution  as 
substantially  completed,  I  think  it  proper  to  submit  to  you  a  clear  exhibit 
of  the  steps  taken  in  execution  of  the  legislative  will,  and  of  tiie  results. 
These  will  appear  fully  upon  examination  of  the  several  statements 
herewith  transmitted,  marked  A.,  B.,  C,  and  D. 

The  general  result  shows  a  saving  to  tiie  State  of  $28,991  25— say 
twenty-four  thousand  dollars — ^in  valuable  arms  and  proceeds  of  sales, 
which  doubtiess  would  have  been  almost  if  not  wholly  lost  had  the  collec- 
tion not  been  made,  or  had  it  been  long  postponed. 

Many  of  the  arms  collected  have  been  already  re-issued  to  companies ; 
the  residue,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  muskets  and  pistols  under  con- 
tract for  repair,  are  in  tiie  Arsenal  in  good  order  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion and  service. 

The  net  cash  proceeds  of  sales,  as  may  be  seen  by  statements  B.,  C, 
and  D.,  was  $5,524  00,  which  sum  has  been  certified  into  the  State  Treas- 
ury, and  will  be  disbui|ied  in  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  building  for  a  State  Arsenal,  as  directed  by  the  present  Greneral 
Assembly. 

The  statement  A.  not  merely  shows  the  results  of  the  collections  and 
sales  in  the  counties  in  detaU,  but  also  presents  a  clear  tabular  view  of 
the  military  organization  of  the  State,  exhibiting  the  division  and  brigade

Wiih*a  suitable  Arsenal  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  pnblie  arms ;  with 
a  jndiciotis  system  of  fhtare  distribution  and  aeooaatabffityi  and  widi 
the  organization  now  began  devdoped  and  perlfeetedi  it  may  be  jnstly 
expected  that  Ihe  Tolnnteer  organisation  of  tiie  State  will  secore  an  effi- 
cient military  force"  amply  sufficient  for  every  exigency  of  police  at 
defence.

The  foregoing  statement  is  based  upon  an  appraisement  made  by  the  Quarter 
Master  General  and  the  £ngineer-in-Chief  on  the  17th  day  of  November,  1868. 
A  contract  was  afterwards  made  for  the  delivery  at  the  Arsenal  of  467  new  mus- 
kets in  exchange  for  367  old  muskets  and  100  old  rifles,  included  in  the  above 
statement  of  arms  fit  for  repair,  and  valued  at  810  each.  The  cost  of  the  ex- 
change to  the  State  was  76  cents  per  arm,  and  the  new  arms  are  worth  813  each. 
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A  contract  was  also  made  for  tlie  repair  of  S3  muskets  and  200  pistols  at  70  cents 
each.  When  lepaired  the  muskets  will  be  worth  8 13  each,  and  the  pistols  87  25 
each. 

The  arms  fit  for  repair  were  appraised,  as  above  stated,  at  86,000.  This  sum 
should  of  course  be  increased  by  the  difference  between  that  estimate  and  their 
actual  value  after  repairs,  after  deducting  the  cost  of  sucfh  repairs.  This  difference 
is  81,436  65,  making  the  true  value  of  arms  fit  for  repair,  87,436  65.

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SPECIAL  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 


State  of  Ohio,  Executive  Department, 

Columbus,  Feb.  8,  1859. 
To  the  General  Assembly: 

The  Governor  'of  New  York,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the 
Legislature  of  that  State,  has  transmitted  to  me,  as  Governor  of  one  of 
the  States  adjacent  to  the  lakes,  or  interested  m  their  commerce  and 
navigation,  a  copy  of  a  memorial  addressed  by  the  Canal  Board  and 
Canal  Commissioners  of  New  York,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  asking  for  the  improvement 
of  the  lake  harbors.  One  copy  anly  of  these  documents  having  been 
received,  it  is  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  subject  of  this  application  to  the  Federal  Congress,  is  one  in 
which  the  people  of  Ohio  have  a  deep  interest,  and  I  therefore  only  ful- 
fill a  plain  duty,  while  submitting  to  your  consideration  the  memorial 
and  the  resolutions  by  which  it  is  sustained,  in  recommending  the  gene- 
ral object  sought  to  be  obtained  to  your  approval  and  support. 

The  arguments  by  which  the  claim  of  New  York  to  be  reimbursed  the 
sums  expended  in  the  improvement  of  the  harbors  of  Buffalo  and  Oswe- 
go are  as  cogent  as  the  statements  by  which  the  importance  of  the  lines 
of  canal  which  receive  at  these  points  the  vast  commerce  of  the  districts 
bordering  upon  the  lakes  is  exhibited  and  illustrated,  are  clear  and 
striking.  The  same  arguments  enforce  the  duty  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment to  improve  the  harbors  in  which  the  canals  of  Ohio  unite  their 
waters  with  those  of  Lake  Erie,  and  to  provide  otherwise  as  fully  and 
completely  for  the  security  of  commerce  upon  the  Great  Lakes  as  for 
that  of  commerce  upon  the  ocean. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  permit  me  to  suggest  to  you  the  expe- 
diency or  rather  the  duty  of  making  an  earnest  appeal  to  Congress  for 
the  discharge  of  its  long  neglected  duty  in  respect  to  the  navigation  of 
the  great  rivers  of  the  interior.  The  settlement  of  the  States  northwest 
of  the  Ohio  was  made  under  a  pledge  given  by  Congress  in  the  Ordi- 
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nance  of  1787,  that  the  navigable  waters  leading  to  the  Mississippi  and 
the  St.  Lawrence  should  be  "  forever  free"  "  without  any  tax,  import  or 
duty  therefor."  How  this  pledge  has  been  regarded  may  be  seen  in  the 
fact  that  the  General  Government,  instead  of  removing,  by  proper  ap- 
propriations from  the  Federal  Treasury,  the  great  obstructions  to  the 
safe  and  free  navigation  of  the  Ohio  created  by  the  falls  at  Louisville, 
became  corporators  in  a  joint  stock  company  for  the  construction  of  a 
canal  at  that  point,  by  which  the  navigation  of  the  river  for  a  long  series 
of  years  has  been  so  heavily  taxed  that  the  amounts  paid  in  tolls  by  citi- 
zens engaged  in  commerce  and  navigation  would  more  than  defray  the 
total  cost  of  the  improvements  which  ought  to  have  been  made  without 
"  tax,  import  or  duty" — and  yet  the  navigation  is  not  free. 

I  cannot  but  think  that  the  General  Assembly  will  perform  an  accept- 
able service  to  the  people  of  the  State,  by  uniting  with  the  Legislature 
of  New  York  in  an  earnest  and  urgent  appeal  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  in  behalf  of  the  harbors  of  the  lakes,  and  not  only  of 
these,  but  of  the  great  navigable  rivers  which  bear  the  commerce  of  the 
vast  interior  to  the  lakes  and  to  the  ocean.

Sis: — In  answer  to  the  following  resolution,  passed  by  the  Senate 
Febraary  21,  1859 : 

'*  Resolved f  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  be  requested  to  furnish  the 
Senate  with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  expenditures  on  Public  Works 
daring  the  year  ending  November  15, 1658,  stating  separately  such  items 
or  repairs  as  the  contractors  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract  of 
November,  1855,  were  bound  to  perform.  Also,  how  much  Cooper, 
Shaddinger  &  Co.  have  actually  expended  upon  section  number  three 
for  the  year  ending  November  15, 1858,  at  the  time  the  Board  took  pos- 
session of  said  section ;" 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  respectfully  report : 

To  comply  fully  with  the  resolution  would  require  a  copy  of  all  of  the 
accounts  of  superintendents  of  repairs  for  the  year,  and  also  of  detailed 
statement  of  payments  to  engineers  and  others.  These  accounts  are 
very  voluminous,  and  it  is  presumed  that  the  objects  of  the  Senate  will

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REPORT  OF  E.  M.  COLESTOCK  AND  A.  ?.  STONE, 

RELA.TIVE  TO  THE  SINKING  FUND. 


To  his  Excellency,  S.  P.  Chase,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio : 

Sir  : — By  yoar  appointment  and  authority  of  the  20th  section  of  an 
act  to  define  the  powers  and  prescribe  the  daties  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
nussioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  passed  April  12, 1858,  the  undersigned 
have  made  a  thorough  and  careful  and  particular  inspection  and  examin- 
ation of  the  books,  papers,  accounts,  records,  vouchers,  and  business  of 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  have  the  honor 
to  submit  to  your  Excellency  the  following  report : 

The  examination  covers  a  period  of  eight  months,  from  June  1st,  1858, 
to  Feb.  1st,  1850.  We  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  examine  further 
back  than  the  date  of  the  present  law  governing  the  Board,  as  the  Legis- 
lature had  appointed  a  special  Commissioner  for  that  purpose. 

Early  in  June  last,  as  required  by  law,  the  Commissioners  proceeded  to 
the  city  of  New  York  and  took  possession  of  all  and  singular,  the  books, 
records,  papers,  correspondence,  certificates  engraved  or  printed  or  writ- 
ten, paper  canceled  or  not  canceled,  and  all  money,  property,  assets  and 
effects  of  every  description,  belonging  to  the  State,  which  could  be  found 
in  the  possession,  custody,  control  or  care  of  any  institution,  company, 
association  or  person,  whether  within  said  city  or  at  any  other  place,  all 
of  which  are  now  in  the  office  of  said  Board.  New  stock  ledgers  were 
opened  both  here  and  in  New  York,  and  all  the  outstanding  stocks  were 
transcribed.

It  gives  us  great  pleasure,  after  a  full  and  thorough  examination  of 
the  books,  papers,  &c.,  of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  to  say  that  all  the 
moneys  in  anywise  received,  have  been  disbursed  and  satisfactorily 
accounted  for;  and  that  the  system  of  keeping  the  accounts  and  records 
recently  adopted  is  most  clear  and  satisfactory — simple,  and  at  the  same 
time  exhibiting  a  clear  record  of  every  transaction. 

There  is  a  single  addition  to  the  accounts  which  we  would  suggest. 
The  Sinking  Fund  is  placed  by  law  more  exclusively  under  their  super- 
vision than  that  of  any  of  the  other  departments,  and  their  books  should 
at  all  times  show  the  exact  state  of  this  fund.  The  practice  now  Ls  to 
credit  up  at  longer  or  shorter  intervals,  as  is  most  convenient,  the 
amount  paid  into  this  fund,  and  they  are  c|J)liged  to  call  on  the  Auditor 
or  Treasurer  for  the  amount. 

The  Auditor,  or  we  think  more  properly  the  Treasurer,  should  be 
required  to  notify  the  Commissioners  of  every  payment  into  the  Treasury 
on  account  of  Sinking  Fund.  Entries  should  be  made  on  the  books  of 
each  separate  payment.  They  would  then  have  the  exact  condition  of 
this  fund  at  all  times  before  them.

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SPECIAL  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR, 


State  of  Ohio,  Executive  Department, 

Columbus,  April  2, 1859. 
T\)  the  Oeneral  Assemhly: 

The  Constitution  vests  in  the  Executive,  without  limitation,  except  as 
to  the  mode  of  application,  and  except,  also,  for  treason  and  convictions 
for  impeachment,  the  power  to  grant  pardons,  reprieves  and  commuta- 
tions, and  to  annex  to  such  grants  whatever  conditions  he  may  see 
proper;  requiring  him,  however, to  communicate  to  the  General  Assem- 
bl}',  at  every  regular  session,  a  succinct  statement  of  each  case  in  which 
the  power  may  have  been  exercised,  with  his  reasons  for  the  exercise  of  it. 

In  obedience  to  this  provision  of  the  Constitution,  I  communicated  to 
you,  at  your  session  in  1S5S,  a  full  statement  of  the  pardons,  reprieves 
and  commutations  granted  prior  to  its  commencement,  with  the  reasons 
for  my  action  in  each  case. 

No  further  report  to  the  present  General  Assembly  is  probably  required 
by  the  Constitution ;  but  it  certainly  may  be  made  with  propriety,  and  it 
seems  highly  expedient  that  whenever  an  adjourned  session  may  be  held 
|hat  a  second  report  should  be  made  before  the  final  adjournment,  of  the 
cases  in  which  this  delicate  and  responsible  power  has  been  invoked  and 
exercised  during  the  preceding  year,  in  order  that  lull  and  early  informa- 
tion of  the  action  of  the  Executive  in  this  regard  may  be  laid  before  the 
people. 

I  therefore  transmit  herewith  such  a  report.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
whole  number  of  pardons  for  crimes  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the 
Penitentiary  from  the  I4th  day  of  January,  185S,  to  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1859,  was  thirty-three;  that  one  sentence  of  death  was  com- 
muted to  imprisonment  in  the  Penitentiary  for  life ;  that  the  execution 
of  one  sentence  of  death  was  postponed  for  about  three  months  by 
reprieve,  and  that  two  pardons  have  been  granted  for  police  offences. 

20 — APPENDIX  SXNATB  JOUIL  ^  ^ 
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A  copy  of  the  Executive  Rules  and  of  the  constitutional  and  statutory 
provisions  relating  to  pardons  is  appended  to  the  report.  These  rules 
and  provisions  have  been  printed  for  general  information,  and  it  is 
much  to  be  desired  that  all  persons  proposing  to  apply  for  Executive 
interposition  should  make  themselves  acquainted  with  them,  and  that  all 
applications  should  be  made  in  conformity  with  their  requirements. 

But  one  copy  of  the  report  and  of  the  appended  rules  and  provisions 

regulating  Executive  action  having  been  prepared,  it  is  sent  to  the

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PARDONS,  REPRIEVES  AND  COMMUTATIONS, 


FROM  t4T«  OF  JANUARY,  1858,  TO  1st  OF  JANUARY,  1869; 

TOGETHER  WITH  THE  EXECUTIVE  RULES  AND  CONSTITUTIONAL 

AND  STATUTORY  PROVISIONS  REGULATING  APPLICATIONS 

FOR  PARDON. 


WILLIAM  NEAVE, 

For  manslaughter,  was  sentenced  at  the  January  term,  1856,  by  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  January  14,  1858. 

The  prisoner,  before  conviction,  had  sustained  a  good  character,  had 
made  no  attempt  to  escape  after  the  homicide,  but  had  delivered  himself 
up  voluntarily,  claiming  the  justification  of  self  defence.  The  affidavits 
of  two  witnesses,  whose  attendance  had  not  been  obtained  upon  the 
trial,  showed  strong  circumstances  of  extenuation  in  threats  made  by 
the  deceased  against  the  life  of  the  prisoner.  Under  these  circumstances, 
many  highly  respectable  citizens,  supported  by  the  recommendations  of 
the  judge,  the  prosecuting  attorney  and  the  assistant  prosecuting  attor- 
ney at  the  time  of  trial,  urged  a  pardon,  which,  after  the  expiration  of 
near  two  years  of  his  sentence,  it  seemed  proper  to  grant. 

WILLIAM  SCOTT, 

For  robbery,  was  sentenced  at  the  June  term,  1854,  by  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for 
five  years,  and  was  pardoned  February  3d,  1858. 
A  pardon  was  granted  in  this  case  because  the  statements  of  the  judge 
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and  prosecuting  attorney  showed  that  the  only  testimony  against  him  on 
the  trial  was  that  of  a  degraded  woman  who  accused  him  of  robbing 
her ;  because  there  was  reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  he  might  be 
innocent,  and  because  his  conduct  in  the  prison  had  been  such  as  to  con- 
vince the  chaplain  and  others,  whose  opportunities  of  observation  had 
been  good,  that  he  was  wrongly  imprisoned.  Having  been  confined 
over  three  and  a  half  years  out  of  five,  for  which  he  was  sentenced,  his 
release,  under  these  circumstances,  was  obviously  a  duty. 

JAMES  S.  EAGER, 

For  passing  counterfeit  money,  was  sentenced  at  the  July  term,  1856, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Williams  county,  to  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  on  the  4th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1858. 

He  plead  guilty ;  the  crime  was  his  first ;  he  gave  much  information 
concerning  an  organized  band  of  counterfeiters  in  and  near  the  county ; 
his  conduct  and  connections  warranted  confident  hope  that  he  would 
sincerely  and  successfully  endeayor  to  become  a  useful  citizen.  His 
pardon  was  recommended  by  the  judge,  the  prosecuting  attorney,  the 
prosecuting  witness,  several  of  the  county  officers,  and  many  respectable 
and  prominent  citizens. 

WALTER  T.  WATKINS, 

For  passing  counterfeit  money,  was  sentenced  at  the  July  term,  1856,  by 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Williams  county  to  imprisonment  in  the 
Penitentiary  for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  February  4,  1658. 

He  was  sentenced  at  the  same  time,  for  the  same  term,  and  for  the 
same  offense  with  James  S.  Eager;  and  in  some  particulars  the  reasons 
for  pardon  were  the  same.  Both  were  young — Watkins  the  youngest ; 
neither  had  before  ofl!ended  ;  both  were  tempted  by  experienced  crimi- 
nals, and  except  that  the  prosecuting  attorney  made  no  recommenda- 
tion as  to  Watkins,  both  were  similarly  recommended  to  pardon.  The 
judge  certified  that  if  the  law  had  permitted  it,  he  should  have  sentenced 
WcUkins  for  no  more  than  one  year,  and  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  had 
elapsed,  it  seemed  to  me  improper,  under  these  circumstances,  to  dis- 
criminate between  his  case  and  that  of  Eager,  and  he  was  accordingly 
pardoned  at  the  same  time. 
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SARAH  HILLIARD, 
For  grand  larceny,  was  sentenced  at  the  December  term,  1857,  by  the 
couFt  of  common  pleas  of  Muskingum  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  one  year,  ancj  was  pardoned  February  4,  1858. 

It  appeared,  from  the  statement  of  the  judge,  that  she  had  been 
reduced  to  absolute  beggary  by  the  dissolute  and  drunken  habits  of  her 
husband,  and  that  her  character  up  to  the  time  of  the  offense  of 
which  she  was  convicted,  had  been  irreproachable.  The  prosecuting 
attorney  stated  that  she  had  a  sick  daughter  dying  of  consumption ; 
that  she  was  a  weak-minded  person,  rendered  almost  irresponsible  by  . 
poverty  and  ill-treatment.  Both  the  judge  and  the  prosecuting  attorney 
recommended  her  pardon,  in  which  recommendation  they  were  joined  by  . 
the  whole  jury,  and  many  officers  and  citizens  of  the  county  of  the  high- 
est respectability.     It  was  therefore  granted. 

RICHARD  FLETCHER, 
For  manslaughter,  was  sentenced  at  the  October  term,  1854.  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  five  years,  and  was  pardoned  February  12,  1858. 

The  pardon  of  the  prisoner  was  urged  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not 
in  fact,  guilty  of  the  crime  for  which  he  was  sentenced.  It  was  at  first 
refused.  The  evidence  subsequently  submitted  was,  however,  amply 
sufficient  at  least  to  create  a  strong  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  the  ver- 
dict, and,  as  he  had  already  been  impri.^^oned  more  than  three  years,  I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  discharge  him  upon  condition. 

JOHN  McCULLOUGH, 
For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  185G,  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Erie  county,  to  imprisonment  for  three  year-?,  and  was 
pardoned  February  26,  1858. 

It  appeared  that  the  prisoner  was  twice  tried,  and  that  on  the  first 
trial  the  jury  disagreed;  on  the  second  he  was  convicted.  The  crime 
consisted  in  breaking  into  a  drinking  saloon  while  intoxicated.  It  was 
doubtful  whether  he  attempted  to  steal  anything,  certain  that  nothing 
was  stolen.  Imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  seemed  a  hard  sentence 
for  such  an  offense,  and  as  his  conduct  in  the  penitentiary  had  been 
good,  and  as  his  pardon  was  recommended  by  the  judge,  most  of  the 
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jurors,  the  county  officers,  the  mayor  of  Sandusky,  and  many  other 
respected  citizfi'n^,  I  thought  it  right  to  grant  it,  and  did  grant  it  accord- 
ingly. 

JOSHUA  MINER, 
For  having  in  possession,  with  intent  to  sell,  counterfeit  bank  bills,  was 
sentenced  at  the  May  term,  1655,  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Cuy- 
ahoga county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  three  years,  and 
was  pardoned  March  5,  I85S. 

The  original  application  fur  pardon  in  this  case,  was  made  some 
months  eincc.  Having  ascertained  that  the  convict  had  escaped  from 
the  penitentiary  and  wa3  then  at  large,  I  declined  to  consider  the  appli- 
cation or  look  at  any  papers  connected  with  it  until  he  should  have  sur- 
rendered himself  to  cuttody,  and  advi-rd  the  parlies  applying,  that,  upon 
such  surrender,  the  car^e  mu.^t  rest  wholly  on  the  merits  as  they  should 
then  appear,  independently  of  such  surrender. 

Having  been  advised  by  the  Warden  of  the  penitentiary  that  the  con- 
vict had  surrendered  himself,  and  u^as  now  in  actual  custodj^,  I  exam- 
ined the  papers,  and  found  that  the  oflicer  who  arrested  Mirier  upon  the 
charge  upon  which  he  was  convicted,  now  entertained  strong  doubts  of 
his  guilt,  which  doubts  were  s-bared  by  six  of  the  jurors  who  rendered 
the  verdict  of  guilty;  that  these  doubts  arot^e  upon  facts  developed  since 
the  trial;  that  the  judge  who  tried  the  case  stated  that  the  evidence  on 
the  trial  was  such  that  the  jury  might  have  acquitted  as  well  as  con- 
victed him;  and  thut  the  police  judge,  the  city  marshal,  the  chief  and 
members  of  police  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  all  agreed  in  thinking  the 
original  conviction  wrong.  It  was  clearly  shown  that  the  prisoner  sus- 
tained a  good  character  before  his  conviction,  and  after  his  escape,  nearly 
three  years  prior  to  his  surrender,  had  so  conducted  himself  as  to  gain 
the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  community  in  which  he  lived;  had 
married  respectably,  and  had  engaged  in  honest  business.  It  was  fur- 
ther stated  by  the  former  and  present  prosecuting  attorney  that  his  tes- 
timony was  required  in  important  investigations,  and  could  not  be  given 
while  he  was  under  the  disability  of  conviction.  Under  these  circum- 
stances his  pardon  was  recommended  by  magistrates  and  officers  already 
referred  to,  by  all  the  jurors  who  had  been  seen  except  two;  by  the 
common  pleas  and  probate  judges  ;  by  many  members  of  the  bar,  and 
by  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from    the  county.      Two  jurors 
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remonstrated,  but  only  on  the  ground  that  they  thought  the  original  con- 
viction correct,  and  that  they  thought  the  case  was  not  a  proper  one  for 
executive  interposition.  This  remonstrance  could  not,  in  justice,  be  per- 
mitted to  overthrow  the  very  strong  case  made  for  the  prisoner,  who  was 
therefore  pardoned. 

SABASTIAN  MORASKI, 
For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  July  term,  1854,  by  the  criminal 
court  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  five  . 
years. 

The  prisoner  was  an  old  man,  without  friends  or  kindred  in  this 
country.  It  appeared  from  the  statement  of  the  prosecuting  witness, 
that  he  was  found  in  his  house  under  circamstances  which  indicated  that 
he  was  either  the  instrument  cr  the  associate  of  others  in  the  burglary; 
that  he  was  himself  without  burglar's  tools,  and  had  taken  nothing; 
that  he  seemed  stupid  and  inoffensive,  ignorant  of  the  language  and  a 
stranger;  that  he  made  no  effort  to  escape,  and  when  interrogated  said 
he  only  wanted  some  food  and  shirts.  He  was  indicted,  tried  and  sen- 
tenced for  five  years  on  the  day  of  his  arrest.  The  judge,  the  prosecu- 
ting attorney,  and  the  prosecuting  witness  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
sentence  was  too  severe,  in  which  opinion  I  fully  concurred,  and  there- 
fore, upon  their  application  and  that  of  many  other  prominent  citizens, 
I  granted  him  a  pardon. 

LAFAYETTE  HUFF, 

For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term,  1855,  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Darke  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  March  6,  1858.    . 

Many  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of  Darke  county  petitioned  for 
the  pardon  of  the  prisoner  on  the  ground  that  the  testimony  on  which 
he  was  convicted,  was  slight,  and  his  guilt  doubtful;  and,  if  guilty  at  all, 
he  was  probably  betrayed  into  this,  his  first  and  single  criminal  act,  by 
the  infiaence  of  others.  •  It  appeared  from  the  report  of  the  prosecuting 
attorney  and  the  judge  that  these  grounds  of  pardon  actually  existed. 
His  conduct  in  prison  had  been  good,  and  there  was  reason  to  believe 
that,  in  respect  to  his  habit  of  drunkenness,  which  doubtless  made  light 
evidence  weigh  heavily  against  him,  he  had  thoroughly  reformed.  And 
the  time  was  near  at  hand  when  the  application  to  his  case  of  the  prin- 
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cipleof  the  act  of  185G,  would  discharge  him,  as  he  had  already  been 
confined  nearly  two  years  and  a  half.  I  was  satisfied  that  he  ought  to 
be  permitted  to  return  to  his  aged  mother,  who,  I  was  informed,  greatly 
needed  the  services  of  her  son.  In  the  confident  hope  that  he  wouM 
henceforth  perform  the  part  of  a  good  son  and  a  good  citizen,  I  there- 
fore pardoned  him. 

ABRAHAM  HEAD, 

For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  1857,  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Fairfield  county,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary  for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  March  11,  1858. 
It  was  certified  by  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  and  by  the 
prosecuting  attorney,  that  the  prisoner,  who  was  convicted  of  burglary, 
was  in  fact  only  guilty  of  petit  larceny.  Both,  therefore,  recommended 
his  pardon,  which,  of  course,  could  not  with  propriety  be  withheld. 

GEORGE  HIBBER, 

For  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  was  sentenced  at  the  June  term,  1856, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Gallia  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  March  25,  1858. 

It  appeared  from  the  statement  of  the  ludge,  prosecuting  attorney  and 
jury,  that  the  assault  was  not  prompted  by  malice,  or  any  cherished  pur- 
pose, but  grew  out  of  a  sudden  quarrel,  and  that  there  was  no  proof  of 
any  intent  to  kill,  except  the  inference  supplied  by  the  character  of  the 
instrument  used,  which  was  a  dray  pin,  .seized  on  the  instant,  as  the 
thing  readiest  to  hand.  It  seemed  probable  that  there  was  no  actual 
intent  to  kill,  but  a  reckless  disregard  of  consequences,  which  was 
almost  as  criminal.  The  judge  stated,  that  had  it  been  in  his  power  to 
do  so,  he  should  have  sentenced  him  only  for  one  year;  and  recommend- 
ed his  pardon  if  he  had  behaved  well.  The  jury  united  in  this  recom- 
mendation, as  did  also  many  highly  respectable  citizens,  and  among 
them  the  person  assaulted.  His  conduct  in  prison  was  certified  to  have 
been  uniformly  good,  and  it  seemed  to  me  that  no  beneficial  purpose 
could  be  attained  by  extending  still  further  the  confinement  of  nearly 
two  years  to  which  he  had  been  subjected.     He  was  therefore  pardoned. 
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WILLIAM  SMITH, 

For  robbery,  was  eentenced  at  the  February  term,  1855,  by  the  couit  of 
common  pleas  of  Cuyahoga  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  eight  years,  and  was  pardoned  April  27,  1858. 

It  appeared  from  the  statement  of  a  number  of  the  most  respectable 
citizens  of  Cleveland,  confirmed  by  that  of  the  prosecuting  attorney, 
that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  on  the  statement  of  a  single  witness, 
who  did  not  himself  sustain  a  good  reputation.  The  judge  by  whom  he 
was  sentenced  said  that  with  the  knowledge*  subsequently  acquired  of 
the  prisoner's  character  he  would  not  have  sentenced  him  for  a  longer 
term  than  he  had  already  been  imp^risoned,  and  recommended  urgently 
his  immediate  pardon.  The  prisoner,  while  engaged  at  his  work,  had 
met  with  a  terrible  accident,  from  which  he  suffered  great  torture,  and 
lost  by  amputation  at  the  shoulder,  one  of  his  arms.  He  had  uniformly 
behaved  well.  In  consideration  of  all  these  circumstances  it  seemed 
highly  proper  to  grant  the  application  made  in  his  behalf,  and  he  was 
pardoned  accordingly. 

GEORGE  DUNCAN, 

For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  September  term,  1856,  by  ihe  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Clark  county,  to  imprisoment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  May  11,  1858. 

The  prisoner,  under  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  for  three  years,  had 
been  confined  more  than  half  his  term.  The  offense  for  which  he  had 
been  convicted  was  his  first,  and  was  committed  under  circumstances  of 
considerable  mitigation.  He  had  been  a  dutiful  and  affectionate  son, 
and  there  was  now  reason  to  believe  that,  if  pardoned,  he  would  be 
again  the  support  and  stay  of  his  aged  mother.  Under  these  circum- 
stances it  seemed  proper  to  comply  with  the  very  general  wish  expressed 
for  his  release  by  the  court  and  ofiicers  of  justice  concerned  in  his 
prosecution  and  conviction;  by  the  prosecuting  witness  injured  by  his 
offending;  by  the  administrative  ofiicers,  editors,  and  other  respected 
citizens  of  his  county. 

CHARLES  DAVIS, 

For  manslaughter,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term,  1856,  by  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Cuyahoga  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  four  years,  and  was  pardoned  May  13,  1858. 
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After  having  once  refused  a  pardon  in  this  case,  I  received  a  letter 
addressed  to  me  by  the  judge  before  whom  the  trial  was  had,  stating 
that  in  hia  opinion  the  time  had  arrived  when  the  prisoner  might  be 
properly  pardoned,  in  which  view  the  prosecuting  attorney  and  a  respect- 
ed citizen  of  Cleveland,  formeily  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  expressed 
their  concurrence.  On  referring  again  to  the  letter  of  the  judge  pre- 
viously submitted,  I  found  he  expressed  the  opinion  that  had  the  facta 
which  thereafter  came  to  his  knowledge  been  known  to  him  at  the  trial, 
the  sentence  would  have  b^en  reduced  to  two  years  imprisonment,  if  not 
to  one  year.  My  attention  was  also  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  injury 
which  occasioned  the  death  was  inflicted  without  weapons,  and  probably 
without  homicidal  intent  Upon  a  review  of  the  whole  case,  and  full 
consideration  of  all  the  circumstances,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
pardon  might  now  be  properly  granted,  on  the  ground  of  mitigating 
circumstances,  and  supported  by  exemplary  conduct  since  conviction. 

FERDINAND  BERGMAN, 

For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term,  185G,  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  Franklin  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  May  20, 1858. 

It  appeared  from  the  statement  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  that  the 
burglary  and  larceny  of  which  the  prisoner  was  convicted  v/as  his  first 
offense,  committed  when  unable  to  procure  work,  and  when  his  family 
was  in  want  of  food.  He  was  a  young  man,  and  had  previously  sus- 
tained a  good  character.  The  judge  before  whom  he  was  tried  sentenced 
him  to  three  years  imprisonment — the  shortest  term  allowed  by  law. 
He  now  stated  that  he  regarded  this  punishment  as  too  severe,  and 
expressed  his  conviction  that,  if  pardoned,  he  would  no  more  offend. 
The  parties  on  whose  premises  the  burglary  was  committed  joined  in  the 
application  for  pardon,  as  did  many  of  the  most  respected  citizens  of 
Columbus.  His  conduct  in  prison  had  been  unexceptional.  Consider- 
ing all  these  circumstances,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  grant  him  a  pardon. 

WILLIAM  CLARK, 
For  stabbing  with  intent  to  kill,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term, 
1857,  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Gallia  county,  to  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary  for  one  year,  and  was  pardoned  July  5,  1858,  after 
the  expiration  of  more  than  half  his  term,  upon  the  application  of  the 
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prosecuting  attorney  of  Franklin  county,  and  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  warden  and  two  of  the  directors  of  the  penitentiary,  in  order  to 
render  him  competent  as  a  witness  upon  the  trial  of  Albert  Myers,  a 
convict  indicted  for  the  murder  in  the  first  degree  of  Bartlett  Neville,  a 
fellow  convict. 

DANIEL  MAILIIORN, 
For  grand  larceny,  was  sentenced  at  the  September  term,  185G,  by  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  two  years,  and  was  pardoned  July  5,  185S,  for  the  same 
reason  as  William  Clark. 

MARY  SHULTZ, 
For  producing  abortion,  was  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  I'^OvS,  by 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  one  year,  and  was  pardoned  July  17,  1858. 

The  prisoner  was  doubtless  guilty  and  deserved  the  sentence  imposed. 
Executive  interposition  could  not  be  justified  upon  any  ground  personal 
to  herself;  but  I  thought  myself  warranted  in  complying  with  the  request 
of  the  judge,  prosecuting  attorney^  and  many  prominent  citizens,  for  a 
conditional  pardon,  in  order  to  secure  to  her  innocent  and  suflering 
children  the  benefit  of  a  provision  made  by  their  friends  in  Germany  for 
their  removal  thither,  and  to  the  community  in  which  she  had  lived  the 
benefit  of  her  removal  from  its  midst.  In  the  hope  that,  returned  t^  her 
own  land,  she  might  lead  a  better  life,  and  perform  there  to  her  children 
the  true  duties  of  a  mother,  I  granted  her  a  pardon  conditioned  that  she 
should  leave  the  United  States  within  two  weeks  and  not  return. 

JOSEPH  FELDKAMP,  • 
For  assault  with  intent  to  wound,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term, 
1857,  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary  for  one  year,  and  was  pardoned  July  17,  1858, 
on  account  of  his  youth,  his  prior  good  conduct,  and  mitigating  circum- 
stances, upon  the  recommendation  of  the  judge,  the  twelve  jurors,  and 
the  prosecuting  attorney. 

CHARLES  W.  FANNING. 
For  robbery,  was  sentenced  at  November  term,  1857,  by  the  court  of 
comnion  pleas  of  Lucas  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for 
three  years,  and  was  pardoned  July  21,  1858. 
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The  evidence  submitted  in  support  of  the  application  for  pardon 
satisfied  me  that  the  prisoner  was  not  guilty  of  the  crime  for  which  he 
was  sentenced.  His  character  prior  to  the  arrest  had  been  good.  The 
judge,  the  prosecuting  attorney,  the  twelve  jurors,  the  mayor  of  Toledo, 
and  the  sheriff  of  Lucas  county,  concurred  in  recommending  his  pardon. 

JOHN  M.  RICHARDS, 

For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  May  term,  1854,  by  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for 
five  years,  and  was  pardoned  September  2,  1859. 

The  conduct  of  the  prisoner  had  been  uniformly  good  since  his  con- 
finement in  the  penitentiary  ;  his  mother,  credibly  recommended  to  me 
as  an  excellent  woman,  solicited  his  pardon,  and  it  seemed  to  me  proper 
under  the  circumstances  to  extend  to  him  the  principle  of  the  act  of 
April  8,  1G50,  and  April  12,  1858,  under  which,  had  they  been  in  force 
at  the  date  of  his  imprisonment,  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  his  dis- 
charge at  the  time  of  his  pardon. 

ELI  BAYLLY, 
For  selling  and  disposing  of  a  counterfeit  bank  note,  was  sentenced  at 
the  March  term,  1854,  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Ashland  county, 
to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  five  years,  and  was  pardoned 
October  15,  1858. 

He  was  pardoned  upon  the  application  of  several  of  the  county  ofli- 
cers  and  other  respected  citizens,  supported  by  proof  that  the  judge 
before  whom  he  was  tried  was  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  conviction, 
and  desired  his  pardon.  As  his  conduct  while  in  prison  had  been  uni- 
formly good,  he  would  have  been  entitled  to  his  discharge  ifi  September, 
1857,  if  the  acts  of  April  8,  185G,  and  April  12,  1858,  had  been  in  force 
at  the  time  of  his  conviction.  It  seemed  therefore,  clearly  proper  to 
extend  to  him  in  part  the  benefit  of  the  principle  of  those  acts,  by  the 
pardon  which  was  granted. 

JAMES  HULL, 
For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  1857,  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Cuyahoga  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  six  years,  and  was  pardoned  October  18,  1858. 

He  was  pardoned  upon  aflldavits  and  representations,  confirmed  by 
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statements  from  the  judge,  prosecuting  attorney,  and  a  majority  of  the 
jury,  that  a  conviction,  though  warranted  by  the  evidence  upon  the  trial, 
was  in  fact  erroneous. 

CHARLES  DYVIL  AND  JOHN  M.  SHAFER, 
For  arson,  were  sentenced  at  the  September  term,  1858,  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Richland  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  one  year,  and  were  pardoned  October  20, 1858. 

They  were  pardoned  upon  the  recommendation  of  nine  jurors,  who 
declared  themselves  satisfied  that  the  verdict  rendered  by  them  was 
wrong,  and  that  the  prisoners  were  not  guilty.  A  number  of  prominent 
members  of  the  bar  stated,  that,  in  their  judgment,  the  evidence  was 
insufficient  to  warrant  a  conviction,  and  the  statement  of  the  prosecu- 
ting attorney  left  the  same  general  impression  upon  my  mind.  The 
sheriff,  auditor,  and  the  clerk  of  the  court  certified  that,  in  their  opinion 
they  were  wrongfully  convicted,  and,  with  many  respectable  citizens, 
recopimended  their  pardon,  which  the  circumstances  seemed  not  only  to 
justy,  but  require. 

WILLIAM  EVANS. 
For  forgery,  was  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  1857,  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Jefferson  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  October  22,  1858. 

Some  mitigating  circumstances  shown  by  the  report  of  the  prosecu- 
ting attorney,  the  statement  of  the  attorney  general  founded  upon 
information  obtained  while  in  charge  of  the  case  upon  error  before  the 
supreme  court,  that  the  circumstances  warranted  executive  interposition, 
and  the  recommendations  for  pardon  from  the  judge,  eleven  jurors,  and 
the  officers  of  the  county,  constituted  the  grounds  upon  which  the  pris- 
oner was  discharged,  after  the  expiration  of  more  than  half  the  term  for 
which  he  was  sentenced. 

ALONZO  B.  EDGCOMB, 
For  passing  counterfeit  money,  was  sentenced  at  the  October  term,  1856, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Portage  county,  to  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  for  three  years. 

The  papers  submitted  in  support  of  the  application  for  pardon  satis- 
fied me  that  the  offense,  which  was  passing  a  counterfeit  85  bill,  was 
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committed  through  weakness  of  mind  operated  upon  by  the  arts  of 
another  rather  than  with  a  guilty  intent.  The  pjtrdon  was  recommeded 
by  the  judge,  prosecuting  attorney,  county  officers,  and  many  other 
highly  respectable  and  judicious  citizens  of  Lake  county,  and  was 
granted  on  the  13th  of  November,  1858. 

MICHAEL  WELCH, 
For  burglary,  was  sentenced  at  the  February  term,  1857,  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  November  26,  1858. 

The  prisoner  was  but  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  perhaps  younger  at 
the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  offense,  and  had  already  been  im- 
prisoned nearly  two  years. 

Executive  interposition  was  recommended  by  the  judge,  prosecuting 
attorney,  nine  jurors,  the  probate  judge,  and  other  prominent  citizens, 
and  there  appeared  to  be  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  prisoner,  if 
pardoned,  would  not  again  offend.  I  thought  myself  v\rarranted,  there- 
fore, in  reconsidering  an  adverse  decision,  and  in  yielding  to  the  entreat- 
ies of  an  aged  and  excellent  mother,  the  pardon  she  solicited  for  her 
son.  It  was  granted  upon  condition  that  it  should  be  null  and  void  in 
case  he  should  commit  any  crime  or  misdemeanor  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  sentenced. 

HENRY  WILLIS, 
For  maliciously  killing  a  cow,  was  sentenced  at  the  October  term,  1857, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Butler  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  two  years,  and  was  pardoned  December  I,  1858. 

The  law  under  which  the  prisoner  was  convicted  was  passed  April  15, 
1857,  and  the  crime  was  committed  shortly  afterwards,  and  undoubtedly 
in  ignorance  of  the  law.  Upon  this  and  other  grounds,  seven  jurors 
recommended  pardon.  The  prosecuting  attorney  stated  that  there  was 
some  doubt  as  to  the  sufficient  proof  of  the  value  necessary  to  bring 
the  offense  within  the  penitentiary  clause  of  the  statute.  The  judg^e 
represented  that  he  was  now  satisfied  that  the  finding  as  to  the  value 
was  against  the  weight  of  evidence,  and  that,  if  found  guilty  at  all,  the 
prisoner  should  have  been  sentenced  for  only  one  year.  These  state- 
ments in  my  opinion,  rendered  executive  interposition  a  duty. 
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JOSEPH  COLLINS, 
For  burglary  and  larceny,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term,  1854, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Sandusky  county,  to  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  for  five  years,  and  was  pardoned  December  7, 1858. 

The  prosecuting  attorney  at  the  time  of  application,  as  well  as  the 
assistant  who  represented  the  State  upon  the  trial,  certified  that,  in  their 
judgment,  the  sentence  was  for  a  longer  term  than  the  circumstances 
warranted.  The  former  stated  that  the  evidence  of  identity  was  not 
clear;  that  there  was  no  testimony  showing  any  previous  criminal  con- 
duct, and  that  a  sentence  for  three  years  would  have  been  entirely  suffi- 
cient. The  judge  in  a  letter  to  the  former  prosecutor,  stated  that  he  had 
no  recollection  of  the  case,  but  would  concur  in  a  recommendation  for 
pardon.  Many  county,  ofiicers,  the  prosecuting  witnesses,  injured  by  the 
ofiense,  and  other  respectable  citizens  joined  in  the  same  recommenda- 
tion. He  had  already  been  in  prison  more  than  four  years,  and  his  con- 
duct in  the  penitentiary  had  been  remarkably  good.  These  facts  sat- 
isfied me  that  the  pardon  ought  to  be  granted. 

FREDERICK-  MARTIN, 

For  stabbing  with  intent  to  wound,  was  sentenced  at  the  May  term,  1856, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary  for  eight  years,  and  was  pardoned  December  10,  1858. 
It  appeared  from  the  papers  submitted,  that  the  prisoner  had  uni- 
formly sustained  an  excellent  character  for  honesty,  industry  and  peace- 
able behavior,  prior  to  the  charge  upon  which  he  was  convicted,  and 
that  no  evidence  was  given  as  to  character  upon  the  trial,  because  the 
prisoner  was  unwilling  to  disclose  the  names  of  his  friends.  The  judge 
certified  that  the  ofience  was  committed  in  the  excitement  of  an  aflray 
not  provoked  by  the  prisoner,  but  in  which  he,  with  a  number  of  other 
boys,  was  engaged;  that  he  was,  like  the  stork,  in  bad  company,  and 
that,  had  any  evidence  of  previous  good  character  and  peaceableness 
of  disposition  been  given,  the  time  for  which  he  was  sentenced  would 
have  been  materially  lessened.  These  circumstances,  in  connection  with 
the  warden's  certificate  of  uniform  good  conduct  in  the  penitentiary, 
seemed  to  warrant  his  release. 
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JOHN  HOYT, 
For  concealing  stolen  property,  was  sentenced  at  the  August  term,  1856, 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Licking  county,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary  for  three  years,  and  was  pardoned  December  21.  1858. 

It  appeared,  from  the  statement  of  the  judge,  the  prosecuting  attor- 
ney, and  eeveral  prominent  mei::ber3  of  the  bar,  as  well  as  in  the  testi- 
mony set  forth  in  a  bill  of  exceptions,  that  the  evidence  upon  which  the 
prisoner  was  convicted,  was  weak.  A  number  of  the  moat  judicious 
and  respectable  citizens  of  the  county,  including  six  of  the  jurors  and 
the  principal  witness  for  the  prosecution,  recommended  a  pardon,  which, 
after  an  imprisonment  of  more  than  two  years,  it  seemed  proper  to 
grant. 

JOSEPH  LOEFFiNER, 

For  murder  in  the  first  degree,  was  sentenced  at  the  November  term, 
1857,  by  the  couit  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  to  suffer  death 
by  hanging,  on  the  30th  day  of  April,  1858. 

Application  was  made  to  me  for  the  commutation  of  this  sentence,  to 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  life,  which  I  thought  proper  to  grant 
on  the  24th  of  April,  IS 58. 

The  reasons  for  this  commutation  appear  from  the  following  state- 
ment, I  thought  it  expedient  to  publish  at  the  time  : 

I  have  carefully  and  anxiously  considered  the  application  in  behalf  of 
Joseph  Loeffner,  for  the  commutation  of  the  sentence  of  death  pro- 
nounced against  him  by  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Hamilton  county, 
to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  life. 

The  enormity  of  the  crime  committed  was  heightened  by  fearful  cir- 
cumstances of  aggravation.  There  was  a  double  homicide ;  murder  of 
a  wife,  and  murder  of  an  employer ;  murder,  where  cherishing  protec- 
tion was  moat  due,  and  where  fidelity  to  trust  was  most  imperative ; 
arson,  with  murder,  invoking  in  peril  of  death  a  whole  family.  Such 
were  the  terrible  atrocities  which  raised  this  transaction  above  the  horror 
of  ordinary  crime. 

The  evidence  contained  in  the  record,  certified  by  the  prosecuting 
attorney  and  by  the  attorney  general  to  be  all  that  was  adduced  upon 
the  trial,  discloses  no  adequate  or  real  motive  for  these  murders  or  this 
arson.  It  seems  evident  that  a  terrible  suspicion  haunted  the  mind  of 
the  wretched  convict.    He  accused  one  of  his  victims  of  conjugal  infi- 
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delity,  and  the  other  of  guilty  trespass  upon  his  domestic  peace.  But 
no  foundation  appears  to  have  existed  for  the  suspicion  or  the  accusa- 
tion. It  was  a  delusion  which  with  other  delusions  took  possession  of 
his  soul :  and  which  made  existence  so  insupportable  that,  after  killing 
his  wife  and  his  employer,  he  attempted  his  own  life  also,  and  by  fright- 
ful gashes  in  his  throat  and  on  his  wrists,  all  but  accomplished  his  pur- 
pose of  self-destruction. 

The  palpable  and  undeniable  facts  of  the  transaction  admitted  9f  but 
one  defense ;  and  the  plea  of  insanity  was  accordingly  interposed  in 
his  behalf,  and  urged  upon  the  trial  with  equal  zeal  and  fidelity.  All 
the  evidence  offered  in  this  defense  was  fully  considered  by  the  jury, 
who,  nevertheless,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  rendered  a  verdict  of 
guilty  of  murder  in  the  first  degree.  A  motion  for  a  new  trial  was 
made  upon  the  ground  that  new  and  important  evidence  had  been  dis- 
covered since  the  verdict,  and  also  on  the  ground  that  the  court  had 
erred  in  its  charge  to  the  jury  touching  the  defense.  This  motion  was 
overruled,  and  the  prisoner  was  sentenced  to  be  executed  by  hanging,  on 
the  30th  of  April,  1858. 

The  questions  thus  presented  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  by  motion 
were  brought  before  the  supreme  court  by  writ  of  error.  That  court,  in  ' 
accordance  with  its  settled  practice,  declined  to  express  judicially  any 
opinion  on  the  newly  discovered  evidence,  and  also  refused,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  three  against  two,  to  reverse  the  judgment  of  the  common  pleas 
on  the  ground  of  error  in  the  charge.  All  the  judges  agreed  that  one 
expression  of  the  charge  was  erroneous,  but  three  were  of  opinion  that 
this  expression  was  so  qualified  and  corrected  by  others,  that  the  charge, 
as  a  whole,  ought  to  be  sustained  and  the  judgment  affirmed ;  while  two 
entertained  the  opinion  that  the  admitted  error  was  not  so  corrected  but 
might  have  prejudiced  the  prisoner's  defense,  and  that  the  judgment 
should,  therefore,  be  reversed. 

Had  the  supreme  court  considered  the  effect  of  the  newly  discovered 
evidence  of  insanity,  and  decided  it  insufficient  to  warrant  a  new  trial, 
and  had  the  court  been  unanimous  in  sustaining  the  charge  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas,  the  weight  of  reason  against  executive  interposition 
would  have  been  great,  if  not  decisive.  Under  the  actual  circumstances, 
however,  I  have  felt  myself  bound  to  look  into  the  record,  and  consider 
all  the  testimony,  whether  offered  on  the  trial  or  presented  after  the 
verdict,  and  am  compelled  to  think  that  the  decided  preponderance  si|^-^^ 
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tains  the  claim  in  behalf  of  the  prisoner,  that  he  was  insane  at  the  time 
of  the  fatal  deed— not  so  insane,  possibly,  as  to  be  utterly  unconscious  of 
the  distinction  between  right  and  wrong,  but  certainly  so  insane  as  to 
be  incapable  of  that  deliberation  and  premeditation  which  are  essential  to 
murder  in  the  first  degree.  I  have  also  considered  the  charge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  and  concur  fully  with  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  in  thinking  that  charge  in  one  important  point  erroneous.  I  find 
myself  also  constrained  to  concur  with  the  minority  of  the  judges  in 
thinking  this  error  of  sufiicient  importance  to  require  the  reversal  of  the 
judgment.* 

With  these  views  of  the  evidence  and  of  the  law,  I  think  it  my  duty 
to  commute  the  sentence  of  the  prisoner.  I  come  to  this  conclusion  with 
hesitation  and  some  reluctance.  The  enormity  of  the  crime ;  the  hor- 
rible circumstances  of  its  perpetration  ;  and  the  increasing  recklessness 
of  homicide  which  marks  our  times,  render  executive  interposition  in 
capital  cases  inexpedient  if  avoidable.  But  it  cannot  be  avoided  in  this 
case,  without  shrinking  from  what  seems  to  be  plain  duty. 

I  am  gratified  to  find  myself  sustained  in  this  action  by  the  judgment 
of  many  citizens  whose  public  stations  and  private  virtues  would  com- 
mand for  their  recommendations  the  greatest  deference  on  my  part,  even 
in  a  case  where  my  convictions  were  less  clear.  All  the  judges  of  the 
supreme  court  except  one,  write  in  recommending  commutation.  Pre- 
cluded by  rules  of  law  from  examination  of  the  testimony  as  a  founda- 
tion for  judicial  action,  and  yet  reading  the  record  with  reference  to  the 
alleged  errors  in  the  charge,  they  found  themselves,  as  they  say,  "  so 
strongly  impressed  with  doubts  as  to  the  sanity  of  Loeffher  as  to  feel 
constrained  to  recommend  a  commutation." 

The  attorney  general,  whose  duty  it  was  to  represent  the  State,  on  the 
hearing  of  the  writ  of  error,  advised  me  that  "  a  very  thorough  and 
anxious  consideration  of  the  evidence  has  forced"  him  "to  the  conclu- 
sion that  Loeffher  ought  not  to  be  executed.  The  preponderance  of  the 
evidence,"  he  adds,  "  is  clearly  and  decidedly  on  the  side  of  insanity." 

The  judges  of  the  superior  court  of  Cincinnati  represent  that  they 
**  have  reason  to  believe  that  Loefliier  is  insane*  and  probably  was  so  at 
the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  ofiense  for  which  he  was  condemned," 
and  after  suggesting  a  respite  for  further  evidence  as  to  insanity,  recom- 
mended, if  the  executive  be  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  insanity  from  the 
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evidence  now  before  him,  or  to  be  hereafter  obtained,  that  his  sentence 
be  commuted  to  imprisonment  for  life.  A  large  number  pf  physicians 
certified  to  me  their  conviction  that  the  prisoner  was  insane,  and  was  so 
at  the  time  of  the  fact.  The  jailor  certified  the  same  statement.  Nearly 
all  the  members  of  the  city  council  and  very  many  citizens  of  all  posi- 
tions and  all  occupations,  united  in  recommending  commutation. 

Against  these  recommendations,  two  respected  citizens  interposed 
their  remonstrance;  and  I  certainly  should  not  have  yielded  to  the  appli« 
cation  for  commutation,  whatever  deference  may  be  justly  due  to  the 
characters  and  positions  of  those  who  recommended  it,  had  my  opinions 
been  decidedly  opposed  to  theirs.  But  when  the  clearest  convictions  of 
my  own  judgment  coincided  with  those  of  citizens  so  justly  entitled  to 
respect  and  confidence,  it  afforded  me  no  little  relief,  while  I  acted  upon 
the  former,  to  find  myself  supported  by  the  latter. 

ALBERT  MYERS, 
For  murder  in  the  first  degree,  was  sentenced  at  the  June  term,  1858,  by 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Franklin  county,  to  execution  by  hanging 
on  the  3d  day  of  September,  1858. 

Application  was  made  to  me  by  a  number  of  the  most  intelligent  and 
able  physicians  of  the  city  of  Columbus,  some  of  whom  expressed  doubts 
whether  the  said  Myers  was  not  insane,  and  others  a  clear  conviction 
that  he  was  insane,  to  suspend  the  execution  of  his  sentence  until  oppor- 
tunity could  be  afibrded  for  an  examination  into  his  mental  condition. 

Application  was  also  made  for  such  suspension  on  the  ground  that  the 
prisoner  having  obtained  the  means  of  intoxication,  and  having  been 
recently  in  a  state  of  complete  intoxication,  had. not  had  the  opportunity 
for  preparation  for  death  contemplated  by  his  sentence. 

Being  of  opinion  that  the  circumstances  of  the  case  required  a  tem- 
porary suspension  of  the  execution  of  said  sentence,  I  granted  to  said 
Albert  Myers  a  reprieve,  and  suspended  his  execution  until  Friday,  the 
17th  day  of  December,  1858,  and  required  the  sherifiT  of  Franklin  county 
closely  and  securely  to  keep  the  said  Albert  Myers  in  the  jail  of  said 
county  until  the  said  Friday,  the  17th  day  of  December,  to  be  then  and 
there  dealt  with  according  to  his  sentencei  unless  it  should  be  otherwise 
ordered  by  due  leg:al  authority. 
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GUSTAVE  WALKER, 
For  petit  larceny,  was  sentenced  at  the  May  term,  1858,  by  the  polioe 
court  of  Cincinnati,  to  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  Hamilton  county,  at 
hard  labor,  under  the  direction  of  the  county  commissioners,  for  four 
months,  and  was  pardoned  June  17, 1858,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  county  commissioners  and  of  the  jail  physician,  who  certified  that  he 
was  far  gone  with  consumption,  and  could  not  probably  live  until  the 
end  of  his  sentence ;  that  he  was  a  printer  by  trade,  and  that  his  feUow 
printers  were  ready  and  willing  to  fornish  the  means  for  sending  him  to 
his  wife  and  children  in  Pennsylvania,  if  discharged. 

CHARLES  BRUiL, 
For  assault  and  battery,  was  sentenced  at  the  December  term,  1858,  by 
the  police  court  of  Cincinnati,  to  the  dungeon  for  ten  days,  and  was 
pardoned  December  28, 1858. 

It  appeared  from  the  statements  submitted  that  the  assault  was  com- 
mitted under  circumstances  of  great  provocation,  and  no  attempt  at 
concealment  or  denial  was  made  by  the  prisoner.  He  was  sentenced 
on  his  own  plea  of  guilty  to  imprisonment  for  ten  days,  which  term  had 
nearly  expired,  when,  in  consideration  of  the  circumstances  and  the  con- 
dition of  his  family,  he  was  pardoned. 
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INFORMATION  RELATING  TO  PARDONS. 


Inquiries  are  constantly  made  at  the  £zecative  Office,  for  information 
in  relation  to  the  proper  mode  of  proceeding  in  applications  for  pardon. 
In  order  to  farnish  this  information  in  a  convenient  form,  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitation  and  of  the  statute,  together  with  the  rules  which  have 
been  adopted  by  the  Executive,  are  here  collected. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  power  to  pardon  is  no  longer,  in  this  State, 
a  power  to  be  exercised  at  the  discretion  of  the  Governor. 

It  is  subject  to  such  limitations,  in  respect  to  the  mode  of  application, 
as  the  Legislature  may  see  fit  to  prescribe ;  and  the  Executive  is  required, 
whenever  a  pardon  is  granted,  to  communicate  to  the  General  Assembly 
the  reasons  of  his  action.  It  will  be  at  once  seen  that  these  reasons 
must  be  derived  from  the  papers  in  each  case;  and  hence  the  necessity 
for  the  rule  that  all  statements  must  be  in  writing. 

At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1856,  a  law  was  passed  providing 
for  certain  deductions  from  the  term  of  imprisonment,  in  consideration 
of  good  conduct  on  the  part  of  prisoners.  This  legislative  provision 
indicates  the  sense  of  the  Legislature  as  to  the  extent  to  which  punish* 
ment  should  be  remitted  upon  the  ground  of  reformation.  Proper 
respect  for  this  legislative  expression  will  induce  the  Executive  to  refrain 
from  the  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power  because  of  the  alleged  refor* 
mation,  except  in  extraordinary  and  clearly  established  cases. 


CONSTITUTION— ARt.  3,  Sec.  11. 
"  He  [the  Governor]  shall  have  power,  after  conviction,  to  grant 
reprieves,  commutations,  and  pardons,  for  all  crimes  and  oSenses,  except 
treason  and  cases  of  impeachment,  upon  such  conditions  as  he  may 
think  proper;  subject,  however,  to  such  regulations, as  to  the  manner  of 
applying  for  pardons,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.    Upon  conviction 
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for  treason,  he  may  suspend  the  execution  of  the  sentence,  and  report 
the  case  to  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  meeting,  when  the  (general 
Assembly  shall  either  pardon,  commute  the  sentence,  direct  its  execution, 
or  grant  a  farther  reprieve.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  General 
Assembly,  at  every  regular  session,  each  case  of  reprieve,  commutation, 
or  pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  and  crime  of  the  convict,  the  sen- 
tence, its  date,  and  the  date  of  the  commutation,  pardon,  or  reprieve, 
with  his  reasons  therefor." 


AN  ACT  TO  PRESCRIBE  THE  MANNER  OF  APPLYING  FOR 

PARDONS. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohioy 
That  all  pardons  hereafter  applied  for  on  behalf  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons convicted  in  any  court  of  this  State,  of  any  crime  punishable  under 
the  laws  thereof,  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  of  the  same,  and 
sentenced  to  such  imprisonment,  or  on  behalf  of  any  person  or  persons 
convicted  of  any  crime,  the  punishment  of  which  is  capitcd  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  sentenced  to  such  punishment,  shall  be  made 
and  conducted  in  the  manner  and  under  the  restrictions  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed. 

Sec.  2.  Notice  of  the  application  for  such  pardon  shall  be  given  to 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  indictment  was 
found  against  such  person  or  persons  so  convicted  and  sentenced,  at 
least  three  weeks  before  such  application  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State ;  a  copy  of  which  notice,  acknowledged  by  such 
prosecuting  attorney,  or  certified  under  oath  of  a  credible  witness,  to  be 
a  true  copy  thereof,  shall  accompany  every  such  application  to  the 
Governor ;  and  a  notice  of  such  application,  setting  forth  the  names  of 
the  person  or  persons  on  whose  behalf  it  is  made,  the  crime  of  which  he, 
she  or  they  shall  have  been  convicted,  the  time  of  such  conviction,  and 
the  term  of  sentence,  shall  also  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed 
in  such  county,  and  of  general  circulation  therein ;  or  if  there  be  no 
newspaper  published  therein,  then  such  notice  shall  be  posted  on  the 
door  of  the  court  house  of  such  county,  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
Governor  of  the  State  shall  consider  any  such  application ;  a  copy  of 
which  notice,  duly  authenticated  by  some  credible  witness  under  oath, 
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shall  also  accompany  such  application ;  Provided,  that  in  any  case  in 
which  the  application  is  for  the  pardon  of  any  person  sentenced  to  capi> 
tal  punishment,  and  the  time  from  the  date  of  the  sentence  to  the  time 
of  the  execation  thereof  is  less  than  three  weeks,  that  such  notices  shall 
only  be  required  to  be  so  served  and  published  for  ten  days  before  the 
consideration  of  such  application. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  pjrosecuting  attorney  of  the 
county  in  which  the  indictment  was  found,  against  such  person  or  per- 
sons on  whose  behalf  such  application  for  pardon  is  made,  to  make  out 
and  forward  to  the  Governor,  within  ten  days  after  the  service  of  the 
notice  upon  him  as  hereinbefore  provided,  a  statement  setting  forth  the 
time  of  such  trial  and  conviction,  and  the  date  and  term  of  such  sentence, 
and  also  the  crime  of  which  such  person  or  persons  were  convicted ;  and 
he  shall  also  briefly  state  any  circumstances  in  aggravation  or  extenua- 
tion, if  any  such  appeared  in  the  testimony  upon  the  trial  of  the  person 
or  persons  in  whose  behalf  such  application  is  made. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  any  and  every  case  in  which  there  is  imminent  danger 
of  the  death  of  any  person  or  persons  so  convicted  and  imprisoned, 
which  fact  shall  appear  by  the  certificate  of  the  physician  of  the  peni- 
tentiary, addressed  to  the  Governor,  which  certificate  may  be  accom- 
panied by  the  recommendation  of  the  warden  of  the  penitentiary,  for 
the  pardon  of  such  convict  or  convicts ;  and  in  every  case  in  which  the 
warden  of  the  penitentiary,  and  the  directors  thereof,  shall  unite  in  a 
recommendation  to  the  Governor  for  the  pardon  of  any  such  convict  or 
convicts,  stating  specifically  the  considerations  and  reasons  why  such 
application  is  made,  the  provisions  in  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act 
shall  not  be  considered  applicable. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  April,  A.  D. 
1852. 


EXECUTIVE  RULES. 
1.  The.  notice  required  by  the  law  must  be  served  on  the  prosecuting 
attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  indictment  was  found,  and  then 
published  at  least  once  a  week  for  three  consecutive  weeks,  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  in  said  county ;  and  proof  of  such  publica- 
tion must  be  made  by  affidavit  of  the  printer,  or  some  person  connected 
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with  the  publisher's  office.    Proof  or  acknowledgment  of  the  service  of 
the  prosecuting  attorney,  must  also  be  famished. 

2.  So  much  of  the  record  of  the  conviction  as  shows  the  nature  of 
the  charge,  the  names  of  the  jurors,  and  the  sentence  of  the  court  mast 
be  furnished. 

3.  A  fall  statement  of  the  evidence  on  the  trial,  as  far  as  it  can  be 
supplied,  together  with  his  own  views  as  to  the  propriety  or  impropriety 
of  granting  the  application  for  pardon,  will  be  expected  from  the  prose- 
cuting attorney. 

4.  A  statement  from  the  judge  or  jadges,  who  presided  at  the  trial, 
of  the  nature  of  the  case  and  of  the  reasons  for  granting  or  withholding 
a  pardon;  and  a  similar  but  separate  statement  from  the  jury  who 
rendered  the  verdict,  will  also  be  expected.  If  the  name  of  any  juror  is 
not  subscribed  to  the  statement  made  by  the  jury,  or  the  required  state- 
ment of  the  judge  or  judges  is  not  obtained  and  submitted,  the  reason  of 
the  omission  must  be  shown.  Attached  to  the  statement  of  the  jury 
should  be  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  the  court,  or  some  other  known 
and  reliable  person,  that  the  signatures  affixed  to  it  are  genuine. 

5.  A  recommendation  of  the  pardon,  signed  by  the  county  officers, 
editors,  and  other  respectable  citizens  best  informed  as  to  the  nature  of 
the  case  and  the  wishes  of  the  community,  v(rill  also  be  generally 
expected. 

6.  Any  other  statements  or  papers  which  applicants  may  think  cal- 
culated to  inform  the  Executive  as  to  facts  or  reasons  which  should 
influence  his  decision,  will  be  received  and  considered ;  but  no  statements 
not  in  writing,  can  be  received. 

7.  A  regular  list  of  applications  for  pardon  will  be  kept  in  the  Execu- 
tive office,  and  no  application  will  be  considered,  unless  unde«*  special 
circumstances,  until  the  required  papers  have  been  filed ;  when  it  will 
be  taken  up  and  disposed  of  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  demand. 
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REPORT  OF  SELECT  COMMirTEE  ON  H.  B.  NO.  483. 


The  select  committee  to  whom  was  refened  Hoiue  Bill  No.  463,  pro- 
viding for  the  relief  of  the  sarviviBg  lessees  of  the  National  Road,  and 
for  the  future  management  of  said  road,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 

REPORT: 

That  by  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  Feb.  4, 1831,  assented  to  by 
the  congress  of  the  United  States  by  act  approved  March  2,  1831,  the 
State  of  Ohio  obtained  possession  and  control  of  that  part  of  the 
National  Road  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  subject  to  the  provisions 
and  stipulations  of  said  act,  among  which  are  the  provisions  "  that  no 
toll  shall  be  received  or  collected  for  the  passage  of  any  stage  coach 
conveying  the  United  States  mail,  or  horses  bearing  the  same,  or  any 
wagon  or  carriage  laden  with  the  property  of  the  United  States." 
That  the  net  proceeds  of  the  tolls  collected  on  said  road,  after  paying 
the  salary  of  the  superintendent  and  the  expenses  incident  to  tbe  super- 
intendence and  collection,  other  than  those  particularly  provided  for  in 
said  act,  *^  should  be  applied  solely  and  exclusively  to  the  preservation, 
repair  and  improvement  of  said  road,  and  to  no  other  purpose  what- 
ever ;"  and  that  said  act  should  not,  without  the  consent  of  congress, 
"  be  so  changed,  altered  or  amended,  as  to  reduce  or  increase  the  rates 
of  toll  hereby  established,  below  or  above  a  sum  necessary  to  defray  the 
expenses  incident  to  the  preservation  and  repair  of  said  road,  to  the 
erection  of  gates  and  toll  houses  thereon,  and  for  the  payment  of  the 
fees  or  salaries  of  the  superintendent,  the  collectors  of  tolls,  and  of  such 
other  agents  as  may  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  preservation  and 
repaur  of  the  same,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
(said)  act." 

22— AFPEZTDIX  SENAn  JOUR. 
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That  afterwards,  by  act  of  the  legislature,  entitled  ".  an  act  author- 
izing the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  lease  the  National  Road  to  the  high- 
est responsible  bidder,"  passed  May  1, 1854,  (52  vol.  Statutes,  page  196,) 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  were  required  to  lease  the  National  Road 
from  Springfield  to  Bridgeport,  in  this  State,  to  the  highest  responsible 
bidder,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  after  public  notice ;  the  contractors  to 
give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  contracts,  and  that 
they  would  keep  and  deliver  up  the  road  at  the  expiration  of  their  con- 
tracts, in  as  good  condition  as  they  received  it,  the  bonds  to  be  so  drawn 
as  to  operate  and  be  a  lien  on  the  real  estate  of  the  contractors,  as  well 
as  on  the  realty  of  their  security;  contractors  to  charge  no  higher  rate 
of  toll  than  was  then  charged  by  law  on  said  road.  That  in  pursuance 
of  said  last  named  act,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  on  behalf  of  the 
State,  on  the  29th  day  of  May,  1854,  entered  into  contract,  by  which 
they  leased  to  Joseph  Cooper,  Samuel  Doyle  and  Samuel  G.  Foster,  that 
portion  of  the  National  Road  authorized  to  be  leased  for  10  years  after 
the  1st  day  of  June,  1854;  the  lessees  agreeing  to  pay  six  thousand  one 
hundred  and  five  dollars  annually,  in  semi-annual  payments,  on  the 
first  days  of  December  and  June  of  each  and  every  year  during  said 
term ;  to  keep  the  road  in  good  repair,  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  to 
deliver  it  up  in  as  good  condition  as  it  then  was  in,  and  that  they  would 
charge  no  higher  rate  of  toll  than  was  then  charged  by  law.  Said  con- 
tractors at  the  same  time  executed  bonds,  with  sureties  to  the  approval 
of  the  Attorney  General  and  Board  of  Public  Works,  constituted  for  the 
performance  of  these  contracts,  and  they  and  their  sureties,  as  your 
committee  are  informed,  also  executed  mortgages  upon  their  real  estate 
to  secure  the  performance  of  said  contract. 

That  said  Samuel  Doyle  and  Samuel  G.  Foster,  afterwards,  by  their 
sworn  petition,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
applied  to  the  Board  for  a  modification  of  said  contract,  stating  that 
said  Joseph  Cooper  had  assigned  his  interest  in  said  contract  to  the 
petitioners,  and  that  they  and  said  Cooper  "  entered  into  the  covenants 
on  their  part  contained  in  such  contract  of  lease,  under  the  undoubting 
belief  and  confidence  that  all  coaches  and  vehicles  used  upon  said  road 
in  the  transportation  of  the  mails  of  the  United  States  upon  said  road 
in  common  with  all  other  coaches  and  vehicles  of  like  description,  were 
and  would  continue  to  be,  legally  chargable  with  tolls  upon  said  road ; 
that  before,  and  at  the  time  of  their  negotiating  the  contract  with  the 
Board  for  said  lease,  there  was  exhibited  to  them  by  the  agents  of  the 
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State,  a  certain  document  called  a  "toll  sheet,''  purporting  to  contain  a 
tabolar  statement  of  the  tolls  chargable  apon  said  road — ^that  amongst 
other  things  there  was  contained  in  said  toll  sheet  a  statement  of  tolls 
chargable  upon  ^  all  coaches'  carriages,  &c.,  without  any  exception  being 
therein  stated,  of  coaches,  &c.,  engaged  in  transporting  the  public  mails, 
and  that  they,  in  good  faith,  acting  under  the  belief  above  named,  and 
being  misled  by  the  toll  sheet  in  the  particulars  above  mentioned, 
entered  into  said  contract  with  the  expectation  that  a  large  part  of  the 
income  of  said  road  would  arise  from  tolls  which  they  might  lawfully 
charge  against  coaches,  &c.,  engaged  in  carrying  the  mails,  and  in  view 
thereof  agreed  to  pay  to  the  State  of  Ohio  a  much  larger  amount  of 
rent  for  the  use  of  said  road  than  they  would  otherwise  have  been  wil- 
ling or  justified  to  pay,  *  *  and  that  after  they  entered  into  said 
contract,  they,  for  the  first  time,  were  advised  that  under  and  by  virtue 
of  special  laws  upon  tho  subject,  before  that  time  wholly  unknown  to 
them,  all  coaches  &c.,  engaged  in  the  transpcnrtatioti  of  the  pubUc  mails 
were  free  and  exempted  from  liabilities  to  pay  tolls  for  the  use  of.  said 
road."  The  afiidavits  of  Joseph  Cooper,  and  P.  A.  Crow,  (also  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,)  were  submitted  in  support 
of  said  petitions.  And  the  Board  of  Public  Works  (one  member  dis- 
senting) on  the  15th  day  of  February,  1856|  thereupon  made  the  follow* 
ing  order : 

"  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Cooper,  Doyle  &  Foster,  to  have 
their  lease  of  the  National  Road  modified,  Mr.  Steedman  ofiered  the 
following  for  adoption : 

^  Ordered,  that  the  contract  of  lease  between  the  State  of  Ohio  and 
Cooper,  Doyle  &  Foster,  for  the  National  Road,  be,  and  the  same  is 
modified  so  as  to  allow  the  said  Cooper,  Doyle  &  Foster  an  amount 
equal  to  the  tolls  which  they  would  be  entitled  to  receive  on  coaches  and 
other  vehicles  carrying  the  mail  on  the  National  Road,  but  for  the 
exemption  of  such  coaches  and  vehicles  from  the  payment  of  tolls, 
under  the  compact  between  the  State  of  Ohio  and  the  United  States  ; 
and  that  the  amount  so  to  be  allowed,  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  certified  to  by  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  be  applied 
in  part  payment  of  the  rent  of  said  road,  payable  by  said  Cooper,  Doyle 
&  Foster  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  the  terms  of  said  lease:  Provided , 
that  the  said  Cooper,  Doyle  &  Foster  shall  renew  their  securities  to  the 
State,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.' 

^<  The  question  being  taken,  it  was  carried,  as  follows :  Yeas,  Griswold 
and  Steedman ;  Nay,  Blickensderfer." 
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Messra.  Doyle  &  Foster,  in  their  petition,  now  pending  before  the 
General  Aasemblyi  say  that  ''they  complied  with  the  conditions  of  said 
order  by  filing  in  the  office  of  said  Board,  a  renewal  of  their  securities 
to  the  State;  which,  so  far  as  known  to  (them),  was  satisfactory  to  the 
Board — ^they  have  not  ever  heard  anything  to  the  contrary — and  the 
obligation  so  given  in  renewal  has  never  been  retomed  to  (them),  bnt 
remains  in  the  office  of  said  Board,  or  under  its  control,"  and  in  con- 
versation, said  Doyle  &  Foster  inform  your  committee  that  this  state- 
ment is  made  upon  the  authority  of  H.  H.  Hunter,  their  attorney,  by 
whom,  as  is  said,  the  bond  was  filed,  &c.  On  the  other  hand,  the  bond 
is  not  to  be  found  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
and  from  certain  action  of  the  Board  subsequently  taken  in  relation  to 
said  order,  it  might  seem  to  be  implied  that  the  bond  was  either  not 
filed,  or  being  filed,  was  not  approved.    On  the  12th  day  of  December, 

1856,  ''Mr.  Blickensderfer  offered  the  following:  Ordered,  that  the 
order  of  the  Board  adopted  Feb.  15, 1856,  and  which  is  in  the  following 
words,  to  wit,  (the  order  aforesaid,)  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 
By  general  consent  laid  on  the  table."    And  on  the  8th  day  of  April, 

1857,  the  following  entry  is  found  on  the  books  of  the  Board:  ''On 
motion  of  Mr.  Blickensderfer,  the  Board  took  up  the  order  offered  by 
him  on  the  12th  day  of  December  last,  in  relation  to  the  modification  of 
the  lease  of  the  National  Road,  which  order  is  in  the  words  following,  to 
wit,  (the  order  aforesaid.)  The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the 
order,  it  was  carried,  as  follows — ^yeas,  Blickensderfer,  Conover  and 
Waddle.  Nays  none."  It  is  proper  to  add,  that  the  members  of  the 
Board,  so  far  as  they  have  been  consulted,  express  the  belief  that  the 
bond  required  by  the  proviso  at  the  end  of  said  order,  modifying  said 
contract,  was  filed  as  claimed  by  said  Doyle  &  Foster,  and  that  the  same 
has  been  mislaid,  or  is  to  be  found  in  some  other  office. 

It  appears  by  affidavit  of  S.  6.  Foster,  this  day  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Board' of  Public  Works,  that  there  has  been  a  regular  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  tolls  received  on  said  road  since  the  contract  was  made.  The 
following  tabular  statement,  showing  the  receipts  on  said  road,  after 
deducting  the  salaries  of  gate  keepers,  is  extracted  from  said  affidavit:

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SnitB  have  been  brought  and  are  now  pending,  to  recover  the  stipa* 
lated  rents  due  the  State  under  eaid  contract  of  May  29,  1854.  Bat  as 
your  committee  are  informed,  said  Doyle  &  Foster  have  paid  over  to  the 
Attorney  General  the  amount  due  the  State  up  to  December  1, 1858,  on 
said  contract,  deducting  what  they  claim  to  be  the  amount  which  they 
have  lost  by  reason  of  the  exemption  of  mail  coaches,  &c« 

Upon  this  state  of  facts,  your  committee  are  of  opinion — 

1.  That  the  contract  of  May  29, 1854,  is  valid  and  binding  upon  the 
lessees,  and  that  they  may  be  compelled  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  the 
stipulated  rent,  &c. 

2.  That  if  bond  waEi  duly  filed  and  approved  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  order  of  the  Board,  of  the  15th  of  February,  1856,  said 
original  contract  is  nevertheless  still  in  force,  your  committee  being  of 
the  opinion  that  the  Board  exhausted  its  power  by  the  original  contract, 
which  could  not  be  modified  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature, 

3.  That  while,  as  between  the  State  and  the  contractors,  the  contract 
of  May  29, 1854,  is  valid  and  binding,  as  between  the  United  States  and 
this  State,  the  latter  is  but  a  trustee,  to  take  the  tolls  upon  said  road, 
within  the  prescribed  limits,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  preservation  and 
repair  of  said  road,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  Feb.  4, 1831. 

4.  That  notwithstanding  the  legal  liabilities  of  said  lessees,  it  would 
be  unjust  and  inequitable  for  the  State  to  take  advantage  of  theh:  mis- 
taken ignorance  of  the  lawy  and  hold  them  to  the  strict  performance  of  a 
contract  which,  if  they  had  known  the  law,  they  would  not  have  made. 

5.  That  the  contract  being  an  unprofitable  one  to  the  lessees,  and  the 
presumption  being  that  the  receipts  for  tolls  upon  said  road  will  not  be 
greater  hereafter  than  will  suflice  to  pay  for  current  repairs,  the  contract, 
which  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  never  to  have  been  author- 
ized or  made,  should  be  canceled,  and  the  State  should  resume  the  care 
and  supervision  of  the  road,  and  hereafter,  in  pursuance  of  its  compact 
with  the  United  States,  devote  the  whole  receipts  of  the  road  to  its  pres- 
ervation and  repair,  and  so  ac[just  the  tariflf  of  tolls  thereon  from  time 
to  time,  as  to  realize  such  sum  as  will  keep  the  same  in  good  repair. 

A  majority  of  your  committee,  (Mr.  Perrill  dissenting,)  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  State,  through  its  proper  officers,  should  retain  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  road  in  the  future,  believing  that  the  trusts 
I  with  which  the  State  is  clothed  by  the  act  of  cession,  would  be  thereby 
more  faithfully  executed,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  public  would  be 
thereby  better  subserved,  than  by  letting  the  same  out  for  repairs  by 
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contract.  In  the  latter  case,  it  will,  of  coone;  be  the  interest  of  of  the 
contractor  to  expend  as  little  in  repairing  the  road  as  will  possibly  snf- 
fice,  because  he  will  thereby  be  adding  to  his  own  net  profits.  Besides, 
if  let  out  upon  a  bid  for  any  sum  over  and  above  the  repairs,  the  State 
will  be  receiving  revenues  not  her  due,  which  is  a  great  objection  to  the 
existing  contract 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  accompanying  amendments  to 
the  bill,  and  if  adopted,  they  further  recommend  that  the  bill  be  read  a 
third  time  and  passed.

JOINT  BESOLTITION 

In  reference  to  the  pending  Appropriaiions  before  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States^  for  the  Improvement  of  the  St.  Clair  Flats. 

Wheeeas,  By  the  ordinance  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
seven,  the  inland  waters  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United 
States  are  declared  to  be  common  highways,  forever  free  to  the  citizens 
of  the  States  and  Territories^  and  therefore  necessarily  beyond  the  care 
and  control  of  local  legislation,  but  essentially  within  the  province  of 
the  General  Government,  as  repeatedly  recognized  by  appropriations 
from  Congress; 

And  Whereas,  The  immense  commercial  interest  involved  in  the  suc^ 
cessful  navigation  of  said  inland  waters,  as  well  as  the  great  floating 
capital  invested  in  commerce,  wherein  the  citizens  of  the  Union  at  large 
are  more  or  less  concerned,  and  the  security,  wealth  and  prosperity  of 
the  Union  are  eminently  interested ; 

And  Whereas,  The  protection  of  such  varied  and  general  interests  is 
necessarily  dependent  upon  the  removal  of  all  obstructions  to  such  navi- 
gation, and  fully  believing  that  the  dredging  and  widening  of  the  pass- 
age over  the  St.  Clair  Flats  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  perfect  main- 
tenance of  the  commerce  of  the  great  lakes,  and  that  the  sums  of  money 
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heretofore  expended  for  the  same  purpose  will  be  entirely  useless  unless 
the  work  is  renewed  and  completed  during  the  present  year ;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Slate  of 
Michiganj  That  our  Representatives  in  Congress,  and  especially  those 
from  the  North-eastern,  Middle  and  Western  States,  be  requested  to  use 
every  honorable  exertion  to  procure  the  passage  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, at  its  present  session,  of  the  Senate  bill  already  passed 
making  an  appropriation  of  money  for  the  improvement  of  the  St.  Glair 
Flats. 

Resolved^  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  forward  copies  of  the 
foregoing  Preamble  and  Resolution  to  our  Representatives  in  Congress, 
and  also  to  the  Executives  of  each  of  the  Northern  States,  respectfully 
requesting  them  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  notice  of  their  several 
State  Legislatures.

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REPORT  OK   SELECT  COMMITTEE, 

ON  THE  MENTAL  AND  MECHANICAL  TRAINING  NOW  IN 
PRACTICE  IN  THE  DEAF  AND  DUMB  AND  BLIND  INSTI- 
TUTIONS. 


The  select  committee  appointed  under  House  joint  resolution,  \^  to  in- 
vestigate the  course  of  mental  and  mechanical  training  now  in  practice 
in  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind  Institutions,  and  report  any  im- 
provement in  their  judgment  judicious,  having  for  its  object  a  reduction 
in  the  expenses  for  the  support  of  the  same,  without  impairing  their  use- 
fulness," having  given  the  subject  referred  to  them  a  careful  considera- 
tion, beg  leave  to  present,  as  the  result  of  their  inquiries,  the  following 

REPORT: 

The  Institutions  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  this  coun- 
try, have  been  established  and  sustained,  without  exception,  by  public 
benefaction.  Two  of  these  schools  have  received  grants  of  land  from 
the  general  government,  and  derive  a  portion  of  their  support  from  the 
funds  thus  obtained.  All  the  others  are  supported,  as  are  common 
schools  for  those  who  can  hear  and  speak,  by  State  patronage,  the  board 
of  the  pupils  and  the  expense  involved  in  their  instruction,  being  de- 
frayed by  appropriation  from  the  public  treasury.  The  number  who  are 
able  to  pay,  even  in  part,  the  expense  of  their  education,  is  so  small  as 
scarcely  to  form  an  exception.  Schools  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  other 
countries,  are  sustained  in  the  same  way.  Those  on  the  continent  of 
Europe  are  maintained  by  the  governments  under  whose  patronage  they 
were  established,  while  the  schools  in  the  British  Isles,  almost  universally 
derive  their  support  from  the  annual  subscriptions  of  the  benevolent. 

The  same  is  true  in  respect  to  institutions  for  the  education  of  the  blind. 
They  were  generally  opened,  and  are  now  universally  sustained  by  State 
patronage. 

Notwithstanding  this  fact,  the  question  whether  these  institutions  can 
be  made  in  any  measure  self-supporting,  without  changing  their  charac- 
ter and  materially  diminishing  their  usefulness,  is  worthy  of  consideration. 
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No  benevolent  mind  will  doubt  that  for  the  expense  incurred  in  the 
instructiou  of  deaf  mutes  and  the  blind,  we  have  a  full  and  adequate 
return ;  proportion£dly  perhaps  a  larger  return  than  in  other  depart- 
ments of  education.  This  consists,  first,  in  their  mental  and  moral  ele- 
vation ;  in  endowing  them  with  their  birthright  of  intelligence  and  cul- 
ture; in  restoring  them  to  the  enjoyments  and  privileges  of  social  life; 
and  next,  in  relieving  society  of  the  burden  of  their  maintenance,  by 
enabling  them  to  earn  their  living  by  their  own  hands.  If,  while  they 
are  receiving  this  precious  boon  of  education,  they  can,  by  their  own 
labor,  repay  even  a  part  of  the  expense  it  involves,  it  is  extremely  desi- 
rable they  should  do  so.  Is  there  fair  ground  to  expect  that  such  a  result 
can  be  attained  ? 

The  following  considerations  have  brought  your  committee  to  the  con- 
clusion that,  however  desirable,  it  has  never  yet,  to  any  extent,  been  real- 
ized, and  can  not  reasonably  be  expected. 

It  is  pertinent  to  notice  the  wide  diffierence  between  educational  and 
reformatory  institutions.  In  the  former  the  objects  to  be  gained  are  the 
dissipation  of  ignorance,  the  development  of  the  mental  powers,  the 
culture  of  the  mind  and  heart,  and  to  these,  all  other  ends  must  be  held 
subordinate.  In  proportion  as  these  objects  are  secured,  must  the  suc- 
cess or  failure  of  the  adopted  means  and  instruments  be  predicated.  If 
these  results  are  not  obtained,  either  the  system  or  its  working  must  be 
radically  defective,  and  the  investment  of  time  and  labor  lost.  In  the 
latter,  reformation  is  the  object  primarily  nought,  and  every  arrange- 
ment that  will  advance  this  end,  thp  improvement  of  character,  is  ap- 
propriate and  desirable.  Among  the  expedients  for  the  reformation  both 
of  juvenile  and  of  older  offenders,  manu£d  labor  holds  the  most  promi- 
nent place,  and  whether  it  has  been  made  remunerative  in  institutions  of 
this  character,  is  not  the  province  of  the  committee  to  inquire — yet,  as 
having  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  sulgect  under  consideration,  we  would 
suggest  to  those  who  are  skeptical  on  the  one,  to  examine  the  statistics 
of  the  other. 

It  is  further  to  be  remarked,  that  the  principle  involved  in  this  question 
has  been  fairly  tried  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances,  and  has  been 
found  fallacious.  If  it  were  possible,  under  any  arrangement,  to  make  a 
substantial  and  valuable  education  pay  for  itself,  while  it  is  being  acquired, 
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it  would  seem  to  be  under  the  Manual  Labor  System.  When  schools, 
established  upon  this  principle,  were  first  introduced,  they  were  greeted 
with  much  favor.  The  elements  seemed  here  combined  which  would  en- 
sure success.  The  members  of  these  schools  were  persons  who  had 
reached  a  good  degree  of  mental  and  physical  maturity,  and  were  there- 
fore qualified  to  labor  as  well  as  to  study  intelligently  and  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. They  were  of  an  age  to  v£due  education,  and  were  willing  to 
put  forth. strong  personal  efibrt,  and  endure  great  self-denial  to  obtain  it. 
The  experiment  was  tried  both  with  agricultural  and  mechanical  labor. 
That  these  schools  have  signally  failed  of  their  object,  and  been  abandoned, 
is  well  known.  Indeed,  your  committee  are  not  aware  of  a  single  school  in 
the  country,  where  this  system  is  still  pursued  for  the  purpose,  or  with  the 
expectation  of  defraying  the  expense  of  education.  Whether  it  is  actually 
impossible  so  to  mingle  labor  and  study,  as  to  make  the  one  remunerative 
and  supporting,  and  the  other  thorough  and  valuable;  whether  the  labor 
must  not  necessarily,  be  too  exhausting,  and  the  study  too  much  inter- 
rupted  to  allow  either  to  be  satisfactory,  we  need  not  now  stop  to  inquire. 
The  fact  of  the  universal  abandonment  of  a  system  which,  on  its  first  ap- 
pearance, was  hailed  as  the  roy£d  road  to  general  education,  and  which 
embraced  the  very  elements  deemed  essential  to  complete  success,  suffi- 
ciently proves  that  it  has  some  radical  defect  which  efiectually  destroys 
its  usefulness. 

Your  committee  deem  the  result  of  this  repeated  and  prolonged  experi* 
ment  of  Memual  Labor  Schools  as  entirely  conclusive  in  deciding  the 
question  under  consideration.  If  young  men  of  maturity,  with  shops, 
tools,  implements  and  lands  furnished  them,  can  not  make  their  labor  so 
profitable  as  to  pay  the  expense  of  their  education,  it  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  the  deaf  and  dumb,  or  blind  inmates  of  an  institution  composed  of 
both  sexes,  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  children,  can  accomplish  it. 

The  labor  of  children  is  proverbially  unproductive ;  and  none  the  less, 
when  they  are  subj ect  to  a  physical  disability,  induced  by  severe  misfortune . 
About  one-half  of  the  pupils  of  these  institutions  are  females,  andfour-fifths 
enter  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fourteen.  Like  other  children,  they 
are  restless,  and  disinclined  to  steady  application,  and  to  continuous  labor. 
To  suppose  that  such  children  can  work  so  as  to  earn  any  material  part  of 
their  support,  and  at  the  same  time,  not  interfere  with  or  impede  their 
progress  in  study,  is  to  look  fprjesults  without  the  requisite  antecedepta. 
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The  simple  fact  is  that  none  of  our  schools  for  hearing  and  speaking  chil- 
dren, none  of  our  academies,  none  of  our  colleges,  are  in  any  degree,  in  the 
sense  we  are  considering,  self-supporting;  nor  is  there  an  institution  for 
the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  or  of  the  blind,  in  any  part  of  the 
world,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  the  pupils  of  which  contribute  by  their  labor, 
in  any  considerable  measure  toward  the  expenses  of  their  education. 

A  reduction  in  the  expenses  of  the  Blind  Asylum  might  be  effected  by 
lessening  the  number  of  teachers  and  curriculum  of  study — confining  the 
pupils  to  the  usual  branches  taught  in  our  common  schools,  and  employ- 
ing more  of  their  time  in  the  mechanical  branches,  but  the  committee  are 
divided  in  opinion  as  to  the  effect  this  change  would  have  *^  in  improving 
the  usefolness"  of  the  institution. 

While,  therefore,  on  the  one  hand,  it  can  not,  in  the  judgment  of  your 
conmiittee,  be  expected  that  the  pupils  of  these  institutions  should  be  able 
to  support  themselves  during  a  course  of  education,  on  the  other,  it  is  ex- 
ceedingly desirable  that  they  should  have  every  facility  for  self-mainte- 
nance after  it  is  completed.  There  seems  indeed  to  be  no  propriety  in  class- 
ing either  the  deaf  mutes,  or  the  blind,  certainly  not  the  former,  among  the 
number  of  unfortunates,  who  from  necessity  are  to  be  wholly  or  in  part,  a 
burden  upon  the  community.  They  are  dependent  upon  the  State,  for  a 
suitable  education,  as  are  the  greater  portion  of  the  children  of  the  com- 
monwealth who  are  not  subjected  to  these  infirmities.  From  their  isolated 
condition,  and  the  peculiar  instruction  they  require,  it  is  advisable  for  the 
sake  of  economy  €uid  efiiciency,  to  collect  each  of  these  classes  respectively 
into  a  distinct  school,  by  itself,  and  this  involves  the  expense,  for  the  time 
being,  of  their  maintenance.  But  if  their  education  is  properly  conducted 
and  consummated,  they  need  not,  and,  in  fact,  rarely  do  become  a  chaq;e 
upon  the  State.  They  take  their  place  among  the  productive  classes,  and 
become  tax-paying  citizens.  Nineteen  out  of  twenty,  and  probably  ninety- 
nine  out  of  a  hundred  deaf  mutes,  with  a  knowledge  of  a  good  trade,  can 
earn  their  own  support.  The  last  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  our  In- 
stitution for  Deaf  Mutes,  presents  facts  which  are  entirely  conclusive  on 
this  point.  From  statistics  on  the  subject,  we  learn  that  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  male  blind  children,  and  one-third  of  the  fem£des,  can  sus- 
tain themselves,  unless  disabled  by  some  infirmity  other  than  blindness. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  your  committee  regard  the  imparting  to  these 
children  instruction  in  some  useful  trade,  as  a  matter  of  great  importanc  e 
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The  experience  of  similar  institations  in  other  States  has  abundantly 
shown  that  such  instruction  involves  but  little,  if  any  additional  expense, 
and  that  a  competent  knowledge  of  a  trade  may  be  acquired,  while  the 
child  is  in  school,  without  detriment  to  his  intellectual  progress.  If  the 
misfortune  of  these  children  renders  them  proper  objects  of  relief  from 
the  State,  this  relief  should  be  as  complete  as  possible,  and  extend  not 
merely  to  their  intellectual  training,  but  should  give  them  the  means  of 
earning  their  support,  after  they  leave  school. 

Your  committee  are  happy  to  note  that  the  legislature  has  long  since 
adopted  this  most  judicious  policy.  In  the  institution  for  the  bUnd,  trades 
adapted  to  the  peculiar  wants  of  blind  persons,  have  been  successfully 
taught  for  many  years.  Instruction  in  some  trade  was  formerly  given 
as  a  part  of  the  regular  course,  in  the  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
and  was  only  discontinued  under  the  pressure  for  want  of  room.  To 
meet  this  want,  the  last  general  assembly  authorized  the  erection  of  a 
building  to  be  expressly  fitted  for  the  introduction  of  trades.  This  build- 
ing is  spacious  and  substantial,  and  apparently  well  adapted  for  its  in- 
tended use.  The  present  crowded  state  of  this  institution,  however,  pre- 
cludes its  being  appropriated,  as  yet,  to  this  purpose.  It  is  now  occu- 
pied by  the  male  pupils  as  a  study-room  and  dormitory,  and  cannot  be 
used  for  shops  until  a  new  building,  which  seems  indispensably  neces- 
saiy  for  the  accommodation  of  the  family,  shall  be  completed. 

The  committee  would  call  the  special  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the 
present  condition  of  this  institution.  Not  only  is  the  main  building  now 
occupied  out  of  repair  and  greatly  crowded,  but  the  mechanical  training 
of  the  pupils,  which  is  so  essential  to  their  success  in  life,  is  and  must  be 
entirely  neglected,  until  more  extensive  accommodations  are  provided  for 
them.  Upon  the  completion  of  a  building  for  the  occupancy  of  the  family, 
such  trades,  both  in  number  and  variety  as  are  suited  to  the  wants  of  deaf 
mutes  can  be  immediately  introduced.  The  importance  to  them  of  this 
branch  of  their  education  should  doubtless  have  its  influence  upon  the 
question  of  speedily  providing  this  institution  with  the  buildings  it  needs. 

To  the  propriety  of  requiring  such  parents  or  guardians  as  are  able,  to 
pay  the  cost  of  their  children's  education,  as  recommended  by  our  chief 
magistrate  in  his  last  annual  message,  there  are,  in  the  minds  of  your 
committee,  serious  objections.  These  children,  from  their  peculiar  mis- 
fortune, have  received,  and  can  receive  no  benefit  from  the  educational 
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funds  of  the  State,  and  would  therefore  seem  to  have  a  claim  to  relief 
from  some  other  source.  Many  of  them  are  the  children  of  the  poor, 
who  are  entirely  unable  to  defray  the  expense  of  their  education.  A 
considerable  number  are  children  of  the  most  worthy  and  respectable 
citizens,  who  while  able  to  provide  comfortably  for  them  at  home,  would 
feel  seriously  embarrassed  by  the  necessity  of  paying  the  amount  in 
cash  for  any  one  child,  which  such  an  arrangement  would  require.  To 
oblige  these  persons  to  present  a  certificate  of  poverty,  signed  by  seve- 
ral of  their  neighbors,  in  order  to  secure  for  their  children  the  benefits 
of  instruction,  would  be,  in  no  small  degree,  ofiensive.  Rather  than 
submit  to  so  unpleasant  a  necessity,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  many  parents 
would  allow  them  to  remain  in  ignorance,  or  materially  curtail  the  period 
of  instruction  they  should  begin. 

The  requirement  would  also  seem  to  be  unjust.  The  burden  of  the 
support  of  these  institutions,  if  it  is  worthy  of  such  a  name,  must,  after 
all,  come  upon  the  wealthy.  Every  citizen  must  pay  according  to  his 
means ;  those  possessing  most,  bearing  the  largest  share.  This  latter 
class,  however,  are  the  very  persons  whom  this  requirement  would  tax 
over  again,  in  case  they  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  have  children  who 
need  the  benefit  of  the  institutions  they  sustcun.  It  would  also  tend  to 
foster  distinctions  among  the  inmates  of  the  schook,  which  are  repukive 
to  the  feelings  of  our  people,  and  which  should  find  no  place  or  encour- 
agement in  our  systems  of  education. 

But  the  most  fatal  objection,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  to  such 
a  requirement,  is,  that  it  has  already  been  shown  by  experience  to  be 
productive  of  no  beneficial  results.  All  the  benevolent  institutions  of 
the  State  were  opened  upon  this  principle.  In  all  its  operation  was  seen 
to  be  deleterious  and  ofiTensive,  and  it  was  for  that  reason  abandoned. 
At  the  time  the  law  was  changed  in  relation  to  the  institution  for  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  five  years  since,  there  were  but  tioo  paying  pupils.  The 
distinction  between  indigent  and  paying  pupils  was  abolished  in  the  in- 
stitution for  the  blind  in  1851,  eight  years  since.  Of  the  one  hundred 
and  eighty-two  pupils  resident  in  the  State,  who  had  been  instructed 
previously  to  its  repeal,  only  Jive  had  been  sust€uned  by  parents  or 
friends.  While  the  pecuniary  returns  obtained  by  this  regulation  were 
so  insignificant,  its  influence  in  keeping  at  home  many  unfortunates  who 
should  have  enjoyed  the  benefit3  profiTered  by  the  institutions  was  most 
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marked  and  constantly  felt.  In  our  sister  States,  the  benefits  of  such 
schools,  like  those  for  imparting  education  to  other  children,  are  open  to 
all  who  need  them.  In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  it  should  con- 
tinue so  in  our  State.  For  the  reasons  given,  the  committee  cannot  re- 
commend the  re-adoption  of  the  requirement  under  consideration. 

In  view  of  the  whole  subject,  your  committee  would  remark  that,  we 
must  look  for  an  equivalent  for  the  time  and  money  expended  in  the 
training  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind,  as  in  the  hearing,  speak- 
ing, seeing  child,  after  his  education  is  finished  and  he  is  prepared  to  take 
his  place  in  society  as  an  intelligent  citizen.  We  expect,  in  the  latter 
case,  the  matured  and  well-stored  mind,  the  well-balanced  judgment,  the 
habits  of  application  and  industry,  the  active  muscles,  and  the  steady 
will,  after  culture  has  done  its  creating  work  upon  him.  So  it  is  with 
the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind.  Give  these  children  a  proper  and 
sufficient  education — cultivate  their  minds,  draw  out,  direct  and  discip- 
line their  moral  feelings — give  them  instruction  in  some  profitable  handi- 
craft, and  then,  with  all  their  disadvantages,  they  will  act  well  their  part 
upon  the  arena  of  life.  You  will  not  find  them  in  the  infirmary,  living 
idly  upon  the  charities  of  the  frugal  and  industrious ;  nor  in  the  peni- 
tentiary to  atone  for  their  crimes  against  society ;  nor  miserable  idlers, 
corrupting  others  and  being  corrupted  by  them.  In  place  of  this,  out  of 
unfortunate,  ignorant,  dependent,  unhappy  beings,  you  will  have  made 
intelligent,  industrious,  independent,  happy  citizens  of  the  State. 

In  conclusion — ^your  committee  find  pleasure  in  commending  these 
institutions  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  legislature.  They  are 
evidently  doing  a  work  for  humanity,  in  which  every  benevolent  heart 
must  rejoice.  Of  all  the  burdens  incident  to  our  civil  organization,  we 
believe  these  are  the  least  felt  and  the  most  cheerfully  borne.  Estab- 
lished by  the  people  of  the  State  for  the  relief  of  their  unfortunate  chil- 
dren and  fellow  citizens,  they  alone  reap  the  rich  benefits  they  confer; 
WhUe  they  will  insist  that  these  institutions  shall  be  efiiciently  and  eco- 
nomically managed,  and  after  careful  examination,  your  committee  be^ 
lieve  them  so  to  be,  they  are  ready  to  give  them  a  hearty  sympathy  and 
a  liberal  support.

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REPORT   OF  SELECT  COMMITTEE, 

APPOINTED  TO  VISIT  THE  CHARITY  SCHOOL  OF  KENDAL. 
IN  STARK  COUNTY. 


The  select  committee  appointed  by  Senate  joint  resolution,  '^  to  visit 
the  Charity  School  of  Kendal,  in  Stark  county,  and  to  examine  the 
books  and  papers  of  said  school,  its  financial  condition  and  present 
management,  and  report  what  legislation,  if  any,  is  necessary  to  make 
said  school  more  efficient,"  respectfully 

REPORT: 

That  they  have,  in  accordance  with  said  resolution,  made  an  examina- 
tion into  the  affairs  of  said  school,  from  the  date  of  the  original  endow- 
ment up  to  the  present  time,  so  far  as  the  same  could  be  done.  During 
the  earlier  portion  of  the  time  embraced  in  said  examination  the  finan- 
cial matters  of  said  school  were  kept  in  so  imperfect  a  manner,  that 
your  committee  found  it  difficult  to  arrive  at  very  definite  conclusions; 
but  as  nearly  as  they  can  ascertain,  the  amounts  paid  by  the  executors 
of  Charity  Rotch  to  the  trustees  of  said  school,  were  as  follows : 

May  16,  1827 $10,827  ^8 

Jan.  1,1829 8,557  52 

April  11,  1830 665  34 

Making  in  all «20,050  14 

The  trustees  of  said  school,  in  the  year  1834,  purchased  ja  farm  on 
which  the  school  is  now  located,  containing  180  acres,  situated  about  one 
mile  from  Massilon,  in  Stark  county.    For  this  land  they  paid  $2,750. 

Previous  to  the  erection  of  the  buildings  on  the  farm,  the  school  was 
taught  in  buildings  rented  for  the  purpose,  for  about  five  years,  commen- 
cing in  1829,  and  ending  in  1834.  In  the  latter  year  the  school  was  dis- 
continued, and  was  not  again  opened  until  about  the  year  1844,  since 
which  time  it  has  been  kept  without  interruption. 

Buildings  have  been  erected  on  the  farm,  consisting  of  a  good  three- 
story  brick,  in  which  the  school  is  now  kept,  and  which  furnishes  very 
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respectable  accommodation  for  the  school  and  family.    There  is  abo  a 
bam  of  good  size  and  constnictiony  and  all  the  necessary  out-buildings. 

The  bam  first  erected,  was  destroyed  by  fire,  by  which  a  loss  of  some 
$2,400  was  sustained.  The  present  bam  was  erected  in  its  place  in  the 
year  1857. 

As  nearly  as  your  committee  could  ascertain,  the  amount  expended  for 
buildings  and  improvements  on  the  farm,  is  about  $12,000.  Thb 
amount,  in  the  opinion  of  a  portion  of  the  committee,  is  more  than  the 
improvements  should  have  cost ;  but  for  reasons  before  referred  to,  it 
was  impossible  for  us  to  form  an  accurate  data  of  the  expenditures  in 
this  respect. 

During  the  early  period  of  the  existence  of  the  school,^  and  up  to  the 
year  1854,  the.  acting  trustee  was  Arvine  Wales,  one  of  the  executors  of 
Mrs.  Rotch.  Mr.  Wales,  no  doubt  had,  more  than  any  other  person,  a 
lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school,  and  bestowed  a  large  portion 
of  his  time  in  attending  to  its  affairs — ^in  fact,  managed  it  almost  entirely 
himself.  The  other  trustees,  from  time  to  time,  appear  to  jhave  been 
entirely  willing  that  he  should  assume  the  responsibUity  in  the  matter, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  was,  on  the  whole,  well^man- 
aged.  But  Mr.  Wales,  although  a  careful  and  prudent  man,  was  not  in 
the  habit  of  keeping  a  very  close  record  of  his  proceedings ;  and  as 
nearly  as  your  committee  could  ascertain,  it  was  his  custom  to  state 
generally,  the  items  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  at  each  meeting  of 
the  trastees,  and  the  accounts  for  the  time  which  had  elapsed  since  the 
previous  meeting,  were  thus  settled  between  the  acting  trustee  and  the 
balance  of  the  board ;  and  being  settled,  they  do  not  appear  to  have 
deemed  it  important  that  any  record  of  the  settlement  should  be  preser- 
ved. This  mode  of  doing  the  business,  appears  to  have  been  adopted 
without  any  reflection  on  the  inconvenience,  in  after  times  likely  to  re- 
sult from  it,  and  is  certainly  very  unsatisfactory,  although  your  conmiit- 
tee  have  no  doubt — ^looking  at  the  present  condition  of  the  funds,  and 
taking  into  consideration  all  that  we  were  able  to  leam  in  relation  to  the 
matter,  by  the  imperfect  record  kept — ^that  Mr.  Wales  had  the  good  of 
the  school  sincerely  at  heart,  and  on  the  whole,  managed  its  aflfairs  as 
well,  probably,  as  they  would  have  been,  if  conducted  with  more  system 
and  regularity.

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Since  the  decease  of  Arvine  Wales,  his  son,  Arvine  C.  Wales,  Esq.,  has 
had  in  his  hands  the  management  of  the  school  and  its  funds  to  about 
the  same  extent  as  his  father  had  during  his  life  time ;  and  it  gives  your 
conmiittee  great  pleasure  to  state  that  while  he  has  evinced  the  same 
lively  anxiety  for  the  welfare  of  the  institution  as  his  father,  and  has 
given  his  time  and  abilities  freely  to  it,  he  has  reformed  the  defect  spoken 
of  as'  to  the  previous  management,  and  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  insti- 
tution in  a  very  business  like  and  satisfactory  manner,  so  that  your  com- 
mittee were  able  to  arrive  at  conclusions  readily,  as  to  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  fund. 

The  funds  of  the  institution  were  loaned  during  the  management  of 
the  elder  Wales,  upon  notes  bearing  interest  at  seven  per  cent,  and  with 
security,  either  personal  or  by  mortgage  on  real  estate.  Under  the  pres- 
ent management,  that  mode  has  not  been  changed ;  indeed  the  same 
loans  continue  to  exist  So  far  as  the  committee  were  able  to  judge, 
they  appear  to  have  been  judicious,  and  the  losses  thus  far  very  trifling. 
The  assets  of  the  institution  as  furnished  us,  is  as  follows : 

Real  Estate  (160  acres)  with  improvements $14,400  00 

Moneys  loaned 28,560  00 

Making  assets .$42,960  00 

The  debts  are  about 417  oo 

Leaving  net  Assets 942,543  00 

Mr.  Wales  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  notes  and  mortgages  are  at  pres- 
ent  worth  something  over  $28,000,  in  other  words,  that  there  could  be 
that  amount  realized  from  their  collection. 

Since  the  institution  of  the  school,  it  has  been  taught  about  nineteen 
years,  generally  having  the  full  complement  of  scholars,  to-wit :  40 — ^20 
of  each  sex.  During  that  time  it  has  educated  and  discharged  about 
1 50.  The  term  is  four  years.  They  receive  ten,  and  discharge  the  same 
number  each  year.  It  b  not  confined  in  its  charity,  to  the  county  or 
State,  but  designed  for  the  education  of  destitute  orphans.  The  course 
of  study  is  the  same  as  that  pursued  in  our  common  schools,  but  more 
perfect. 

Mr.  Ira  M.  Allen  has  at  present  charge  of  the  school.  He  has  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  fanui  and  receives  in  addition  a  salary  of  $1,600  per  year.

For  this  he  is  required  to  board,  clothe,  educate,  and  fonuBh  the  medical 
attendance  requisite  for  all  the  pupib,  they  assisting  in  the  general  labor 
of  the  farm  and  house.  The  pupils  appear  healthy  and  cheerful,  and  so 
far  as  your  committee  could  ascertain,  they  believe  that  the  institution  fully 
answers  the  charitable  intentions  of  the  lady  by  whose  benevolence  it 
has  been  created.  As  a  self- sustaining  institution,  we  regard  its  man- 
agement as  worthy  of  serious  study  by  those  unwilling  to  believe  that  in- 
stitutions of  a  somewhat  similar  character  can  be  made  self-supporting. 
Under  the  act  of  incorporation,  the  Trustees  of  the  fund,  five  in  num- 
ber, were  appointed  by  the  legislature  for  five  years;  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors were  appointed  and  qualified.  This  cotlrse  was  continued  after 
the  adoption  of  the  new  constitution — ^the  last  appointment  being  that 
of  Arvine  C.  Wales,  April  7, 1856. 

The  committee,  unable  to  agree  in  reference  to  the  authority  that 
should  exercise  this  appointing  power,  conclude  by  recommending  that 
the  institution  be  placed  under  the  act  ^'  to  provide  for  the  government  of 
schools  and  academies  specially  endowed,''  passed  March  36, 1856,  ex- 
cepting so  much  of  said  act  as  relates  to  the  appointing  power,  leaving 
that  to  be  determined  by  the  action  of  the  legislature,  and  the  committee 
ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  matter. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  Joint  Resolution, 
No.  72,  relative  to  the  manufacture  of  coal  gas  within  the  walls  of  the 
Penitentiary,  for  the  use  of  the  prison,  with  instructions  to  inquire  into, 
and  report  as  to  the  propriety  of  manufacturing  gas  at  the  prison  for  the 
use  of  the  State  House  and  different  benevolent  institutions,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  submit  the  following  report :

Your  committee  have  also  received  statements  from  the  State  House

day  of  November,  1857,  to  the  first  day  of  November,  1868|  in- 
cluding the  Penitentiary,  amounts  in  the  sggregate  to  the  sum  of..

Tour  committee  have  also  procured  some  estimates  as  to  the  cost  of 
pipes,  and  laying  them  down  from  the  Penitentiary  to  the  State 
House  and  the  different  benevolent  institutions,  and  find  from  the 
estimates  received,  that  it  would  cost  in  the  aggregate  about 5,132  66

The  foregoing  calculation  in  relation  to  the  mannfactore  of  gae  for 
the  Prison,  is  based  on  the  estimate  of  75  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet 
for  manufacturing  after  the  necessary  apparatus  is  erected,  (which  is 
lower  than  some  other  estimates  which  we  have  received,)  to  which  we 
have  added,  as  shown  above,  33  per  cent,  to  cover  possible  contingencies 
which  increases  the  estimate  above  any  that  we  have  received. 

In  view  of  the  enlargement  of  the  Penitentiary  and  of  the  probable 
amount  of  gas  necessary  to  be  consumed  per  day,  if  the  prison  were  so 
enlarged,  we  have  procured  the  estimate  of  a  civil  engineer  of  experience 
in  the  manufacture  of  coal-gas,  he  having  built  the  gas  works  in  the  cities 
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of  Cincinnati  and  New  York,  which  estimate  is  based  on  the  consump- 
tion of  8,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  day,  and  which  is  as  foUows:

Net  cost  of  manufacturing  3,000  cubic  feet  of  gas,  which  is  equal  to 
80  cents  per  thousand,  nearly,  and  for  which  the  State  now  pays  98  per 
thousand,  which  is  equal  to  26  per  cent  of  the  present  cost,  and  if  the 
quantity  were  largely  increased,  the  ratio  would  be  lower. 

The  cost  of  pipes  and  laying  them  down  from  the  Penitentiaiy  to  the 
State  House  and  the  different  benevolent  institutions,  added  to  the  in- 
creased cost  of  gas  works  of  sufficient  capacity  to  manufacture  gas  for 
all  the  State  buildings,  does  not  show  the  same  proportionate  saving  to 
the  State  to  manufacture  gas  for  all  the  State  buildings  as  it  does  to 
manufacture  gas  for  the  State  Prison  alone,  for  two  reasons :  First,  the 
pipes  are  now  laid  in  the  Penitentiary,  which  is  a  heavy  item  in  the  first 
expense;  and  secondly,  it  is  proposed  to  heat  the  water  for  laundry, 
cooking  and  bathing  purposes  by  the  aid  of  water  cocks  inserted  in  the 
retort  benches,  and  conveyed  by  pipes  from  the  same,  which  is  estimated 
as  a  saving  to  the  State  in  fuel,  labor,  &p.,  of  over  six  hundred  dollars. 
And  although  the  figures  show  a  great  saving  to  the  State  in  the  manu- 
facture of  coal  gas  for  all  the  State  buildings,  and  particularly  for  the 
Penitentiary  and  State  House,  which  might,  we  think,  be  done  to  advan- 
tage within  the  walls  of  the  prison  by  convict  labor.  Yet,  by  adding 
about  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  estimated  cost  of  erecting  gas  works 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  manufacture  gas  for  the  present  wants  of  the 
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prison,  the  works  may  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  hereafter  enlarged  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  manufacture  gas  for  all  the  State  buildings  without 
a  loss  to  the  State  of  the  additional  expense  now  incurred,  should  the 
next  or  any  future  legislature  conclude  to  enlarge  the  same. 

The  committee  are  not  unanimous  as  to  the  extent  that  the  works 
should  be  erected  at  this  time,  yet  they  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  an  appropriation  should  be  made  to  erect  gas  works  within  the  walls 
of  the  prison  of  sufficient  capacity  to  manufacture  gas  for  the  present 
and  prospective  wants  of  the  same,  and  in  such  manner  as  that  they 
may  be  enlarged,  as  herein  contemplated. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  herewith 
reported  as  a  substitute  for  Senate  resolution  No.  72.

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REPORT 


OF  THE 


STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  CLAIMS. 


The  standing  committee  on  Claims,  to  in  horn  was  referred  the  memo- 
rial of  Greenwood  and  Fifield,  praying  for  the  payment,  by  the  State,  of 
a  balance  alleged  to  be  due  them  on  a  certain  contract  entered  into  by 
them,  for  furnishing  and  putting  up  warming  apparatus  in  the  Ohio 
Central  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  for  extra  labor  and  material  used  in  and 
about  said  asylum,  have  duly  considered  the  same,  and  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

On  the  28th  day  of  May,  1853,  E.  Kendrick,  Superintendent  of  the 
Ohio  Central  Lunatic  Asylum,  acting  in  behalf  of  the  State,  entered 
into  a  written  agreement  with  Messrs.  Greenwood -&  Fifield,  of  Cincin- 
nati, by  which  the  latter  bound  themselves  "  to  construct,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed,  at  said  Ohio  Lunatic  Asylum,  in  the  city  of  Columbus,  a 
good  and  sufficient  apparatus  for  warming  the  said  asylum  by  steam  and 
hot  water,  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  according  to  the  plans  and  specific 
cations  set  forth  more  fully  in  papers  marked  Nos.  1  and  2,  and  attached 
to  this  instrument,  as  forming  a  part  of  this  contract  hereby  agreed 
upon,  and  to  complete  or  cause  to  be  completed,  said  heating  appara- 
tus, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  next."  It  was  also  agreed  as 
follows :  ^'  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  agree  to,  and  do  hereby  guar- 
antee, that  said  apparatus  shall  be  made  and  put  up  in  the  best  work- 
manlike manner,  shall  be  equal  to  any  other  in  the  United  States,  and 
shall  warm  all  the  apartments  in  said  asylum,  into  which  the  heat  is  con- 
ducted, in  a  good  and  sufficient  manner,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year," 
"  They  forther  agree  to  superintend  the  adjustment  and  construction  of 
fines  in  the  dormitories  and  ventilators,  so  as  to  use  the  fines  already  in 
the  walls,  to  the  best  advantage  for  that  purpose,  and  to  put  in  coils  of 
pipe  for  that  purpose."  In  consideration  of  which,  the  State  was  to  pay 
said  contractors  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-six 
dollars,  ($10,336,)  as  follows,  to'wit  :*''Two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  on 
delivery  of  the  principal  part  of  the  pipes  and  fittings ;  three  thousand 
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dollars  (93,000)  on  delivery  of  the  boilers,  and  the  other  work  in  pro- 
gress ;  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  when  the  apparatus 
is  finished  and  in  successful  operation,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Super- 
intendent— ^the  balance  on  the  first  of  February,  A.  D.  1854,  and  to  bear 
interest  after  said  day,  if  not  then  paid  ;.said  balance  to  be  paid  out  of 
appropriations  hereafter  to  be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Ohio." 

Under  this  agreement  said  Greenwood  &  Fifield  proceeded  to  furnish 
and  put  up  in  said  asylum  said  heating  apparatus  as  stipulated  in  said 
contract,  and  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the  agents  of  the  State,  except 
in  the  following  particulars :  By  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
asylum,  "  the  coils  of  pipe,"  which,  by  the  contract,  was  to  be  inserted 
in  the  flues  for  purposes  of  ventilation,  were  omitted.  These  were 
proved  to  be  worth  one  hundred  dollars,  ($100,)  which  ought  to  be  de- 
ducted from  the  contract  price.  In  the  next  place,  the  forcing  pump, 
used  for  pumping  water  from  the  well  and  forcing  it  into  the  boilers, 
water-tanks,  &c.,  proved  insufficient,  so  that  the  officers  of  the  institu- 
tion were  obliged  to  obtam  another  of  greater  power,  at  an  expense  of 
about  two  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  ($270.)  On  this  account  it  is 
deemed  just  to  make  a  further  reduction  of  one  hundred  dollars  (9100.) 
Again,  said  contractors  originally  used  in  said  asylum  wooden  registers, 
which  were  found  not  to  answer  the  purpose  intended,  and  iron  ones  were 
afterwards  procured  at  an  expense  to  the  State  of  four  hundred  and 
seventy-four  dollars  ($474.)  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that,  in 
order  to  make  said  heating  apparatus  "  equal  to  any  other  in  the  United 
States,''  these  registers  should  originally  have  been  of  iron ;  they  think, 
therefore,  that  this  last  amount  (9474)  should  likewise  be  deducted.  It 
appears,  also,  that  the  work  under  the  contract  that  should  have  been 
completed  by  the  first  of  October,  1853,  was  not  finished  till  several 
months  afterwards.  The  account  under  the  contract  therefore  stands  as 
follows :

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In  addition  to  the  labor  and  material  famished  under  the  contract, 
as  above  specified,  the  claimants  famished  other  material  and  labor  for 
said  asylum,  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  and  trustees, 
principally  in  the  constraction  and  fitting  up  of  the  water  closets  and 
laundry,  to  the  amount  of  twenty-five  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars 
and  twenty-three  cents  ($2,548  23).  Your  committee  have  veiy  thor- 
oughly and  critically  examined  all  the  items  entering  into  this  last 
amount,  having  examined  several  witnesses,  under  oath,  in  relation  to  it, 
and  are  satisfied  that  it  is  correct  and  ought  to  be  allowed.  The  aggre- 
gate value  of  the  labor  and  material  furnished  and  used  for  said  asylum, 
under  said  contract  and  otherwise,  which  your  committee  think  ought  to 
be  allowed,  is  as  follows :

For  extra  labor  and  material,  not  under  contract- 2,548  23

Upon  this  amount  the  State  has  made  sundry  payments  as 
follows :

A  large  part  of  the  above  amount  charged  for  labor  and  materials  not 
included  in  the  contract,  accrued  as  late  as  the  summer  of  1855.  The 
reason  why  this  claim  was  not  audited  and  settied  on  the  completion  of 
the  work  is  as  follows :  Soon  after  the  completion  of  the  work,  a  con- 
troversey  and  litigation  arose  between  the  partners  in  the  firm  of  Green- 
wood &  Fifield,  in  regard  to  this  claim,  in  the  course  of  which  each  part- 
ner got  the  agents  of  the  State  eiuoined  from  settling  with  or  paying  the 
other.  This  litigation  resulted  in  a  judgment  in  favor  of  Miles  Green- 
wood, May  2d,  1856,  to  whom  it  is  understood  the  claim  now  belongs. 
That  the  claim  was  not  settied  and  paid  during  the  pendency  of  this  con- 
troversy was  no  fault  of  the  State.  A  majority  of  your  committee  are 
of  opinion  that  interest  ought  to  be  paid  on  the  above  balance  since  tiie 
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termination  of  aaid  litigation.    Your  committee  therefore  ask  leave  to 
introduce  a  resolution  in  accordance  wiili  the  views  above  expressed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  TEMPERANCE. 


The  Standing  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorials,  asking 
for  the  submission  of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitationi  authorizing  the 
granting  of  license  to  sell  intoxicating  drinks,  submit  the  following 
report : 

Your  committee,  fully  aware  of  the  importance  of  this  subject,  have 
endeavored  to  give  it  a  serious,  candid  and  dispassionate  consideration. 

Much  has  been  said  and  vinritten  on  the  use  and  abuse  of  stimulants, 
but  this  branch  of  the  subject  we  do  not  propose  to  discuss  at  any  length. 
History  informs  us  that  the  use  of  stimulants  as  a  beverage,  is  almost 
coeval  with  the  existence  of  the  human  race.  The  natural  **  instinctive 
ingenuity"  of  man,  has  in  every  age  of  the  world,  and  in  every  condi- 
tion of  life,  whether  barbarous  or  civilized,  discovered  means  of  obtain- 
ing from  objects  around  him,  some  kind  of  stimulants. 

The  existence  and  exercise  of  this  '<  instinctive  ingenuity,'*  and  the 
universal  desire  manifested  for  the  use  of  stimulants,  "  by  saint,  by  sav- 
age, and  by  sage,"  has  induced  the  belief  that  there  is  a  constitutional 
necessity  for  their  use.  The  numerous  cauBOs  that  are  unceasingly  op- 
erating to  disturb  the  equilibrium'  of  health,  the  active  and  busy  cares 
of  life,  which  tends  to  over- tax  the  bodily  and  mental  energies,  render  the 
temporary  use  of  stimulants  oftentimes  necessary.  In  the  many  "  ills 
that  human  flesh  is  heir  to,"  and  especially  in  exhausted  and  debilitated 
conditions,  stimulants  are  of  incalculable  benefit;  and  science  has  yet 
to  discover  any  substitute  for  their  use  under  such  circumstances.  And 
the  opinion  will  scarcely  be  doubted  that,  so  long  as  man's  physical  or- 
ganization remains  unchanged,  he  will  continue  to  use  some  kind  of 
stimulants.  But  we  must  here  disclaim  any  intention  to  advocate  the 
intemperate  or  indiscriminate  use  of  stimulants,  or  to  favor  the  idea  that 
they  are  necessary  to  persons  in  a  state  of  health. 

The  evil  effects  of  stimulants  has  arisen  from  their  abuse ;  for  if  their 
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moderate  use  had  never  been  transcended,  it  is  obvious  that  no  injury 
from  this  cause  virould  ever  have  resulted  to  individuals  or  society.  But 
the  proneness  of  mankind  to  run  into  habits  of  excess  in  the  use  of 
stimulants,  has  rendered  their  abuse  in  aU  times,  a  grievous  and  desola- 
ting evil,  wasting  the  means,  and  ruining  the  health  and  happiness  of 
countless  thousands. 

The  magnitude  and  universal  prevalence  of  these  evils,  has  called 
forth  the  exertions  of  philanthropists,  politicians  and  governments,  to 
devise  a  remedy,  and  the  problem,  as  to  what  is  the  best  remedy  for  these 
evils,  still  remains  unsolved. 

The  exercise  of  governmental  authority  to  suppress  drunkenness,  and 
prohibit  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks,  is  by  no  means  a  modern  exper- 
iment. More  than  two  thousand  years  before  the  Christian  era,  the  Chi- 
nese government  enacted  penal  laws  against  intemperance,  punishing 
drunkenness  with  death,  and  prohibiting  the  cultivation  of  the  vines  and 
vegetable  substances,  from  which  stimulants  were  manufactured. 

The  Grecians,  Romans  and  Carthagenians,  enacted  similar  laws. 
Mahomet,  Constantino  and  Charlamange,  exercised  the  high  authority 
they  possessed  over  their  subjects,  to  banish  intoxicating  drinks.  History 
informs  us  that  these  laws  failed  of  accomplishing  their  object— that 
the  inhabitants  of  these  countries  and  the  generations  that  have  followed 
them  have  ever  since  continued  in  the  excessive  indulgence  of  intoxica- 
ting drinks.  In  more  modern  times,  England  and  Scotland  have  resorted 
to  leged  enactments  against  intemperance,  with  a  similar  result. 

In  our  own  country  when  the  evils  of  intemperance  have  been  seriously 
felt  and  much  deplored,  much  commendable  zeal  and  effort  has  been 
expended  in  behalf  of  temperance  reform. 

The  first  important  movement  to  this  end  in  this  country,  was  the  or- 
ganization of  temperance  societies  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago.  During  their  successful  operation,  much  good  was  accomplished, 
the  true  principles  of  temperance  was  fast  gaining  ground,  the  habits  of 
the  intemperate  were  becoming  reformed,  and  a  visible  diminution  in 
the  consumption  of  intoxicating  drinks,  and  the  evils  of  intemperance, 
was  everywhere  felt  and  acknowledged. 

But  the  over-zealous  friends  of  temperance,  not  content  with  the  prog- 
ress temperance  reform  was  making  through  the  agency  of  the  temper- 
ance pledge  and  "moral  suasion,"  urged  the  use  of  "legal  suasion,"  as 
being  the  only  effectual  measure,  of  speedily  exterminating  the  evils  of 
intemperance.

The  New-England  States  were  the  first  to  move  in  this  modem  scheme 
of  reform.  Massachnsetts  began  by  enacting  laws  to  restrain  the  retail 
of  ardent  spirits,  and  as  the  laws  were  evaded  or  found  inoperative, 
more  stringent  ones  were  enacted.  At  length,  in  the  State  of  Maine, 
the  zealous  friends  of  temperance,  after  much  political  excitement,  en- 
acted a  prohibitory  law,  which  imprisoned  a  traveler  in  whose  posses- 
sion was  found  ardent  spirits  of  any  kind,  and  confiscated  the  article. 
Other  States  followed  this  example,  and  enacted  similar  penal  laws,  and 
the  statute  books  of  many  of  the  States  are  now  encumbered  with 
enactments  against  intemperance. 

The  present  liquor  law  in  our  own  State,  though  not  prohibitory,  but 
aiming  chiefly  at  the  suppression  of  dram  shops,  was  enacted  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  same  public  sentiment  that  was  impelling  legislators  to  bring 
"  legal  suasion"  to  the  aid  of  temperance  reform.  We  believe  thb  law 
to  have  been  enacted  through  motives  of  philanthropy  and  patriotism, 
and  with  an  honest  conviction  that  it  would  prove  an  e£Scient  means  in 
mitigating  the  evils  of  intemperance. 

When  this  law  went  into  operation,  the  friends  of  temperance  in  most 
parts  of  the  State  made  vigorous  efiorts  to  enforce  it,  and  fully  test  its 
efficiency.  Prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  law  were  numerous  in  all 
parts  of  the  State,  and  in  many  instances  they  resulted  in  the  convic- 
tion of  the  offenders.  But  it  soon  became  apparent  that  many  difficul- 
ties attended  the  faithful  and  efficient  execution  of  this  law.  The  incon- 
sistent and  impractical  character  of  the  law,  the  determined  efforts  at 
its  evasion — ^the  unwillingness  of  witnesses  to  testify  against  the  defend- 
ant, unless  when  actuated  by  feelings  of  malice  or  revenge,  the  aversion 
of  juries  to  return  a  verdict  of  guilty,  when  the  penalty  was  dispropor- 
tionately severe  to  the  offense — and  the  lack  of  public  sentiment  to  sus- 
tain the  law,  has  rendered  it,  in  a  great  measure,  inoperative.  With 
these  difficulties  everywhere  occurring,  it  was  soon  found  that  much 
troublesome,  vexatious  and  expensive  litigation  was  the  unavoidable 
consequence  of  the  attempted  enforcement  of  this  law.  What  little 
restraining  power  the  law  at  first  exerted,  was  soon  lost,  and  it  may  now 
be  affirmed  that  the  law  is  scarcely  anywhere  enforced  within  our  State, 
but  is  almost  everywhere  disregarded,  and  openly  violated  with  impu* 
nity.  This  is  the  deplorable  experience  of  this  State  in  the  trial  of 
penal  enactments  against  the  abuse  of  alcoholic  liquors,  and  such  is  tiie 
unifornr  experience  of  every  State  in  this  Union  where  similar  laws 
have  been  tried. 
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If  penal  enactments  had,  or  where  likely  to  succeed  in  lessening  the 
consumption  of  alcoholic  drinks,  and  diminishing  the  amount  of  pauper- 
ism and  crime  consequent  thereto,  they  should  receive  the  earnest  co- 
operation of  every  good  citizen.  But  we  believe  it  has  been  abundantly 
demonstrated  by  the  most  ample  experience,  that  such  enactments  have 
been  fully  and  fairly  tested  in  this  and  other  countries,  and  have  proved 
a  signal  failure ;  and  such  must  ever  be  the  effect  of  laws  to  coerce  the 
people  either  into  temperance  or  good  morals. 

Not  only  have  legislative  enactments  been  impotent  for  good  in  the 
cause  of  temperance,  but,  on  the  contrary,  they  have  been  mischevious 
in  their  consequences.  Perhaps  no  cause  has  suffered  more  from  fanati- 
cism and  unwise  legislation,  than  that  of  temperance.  Through  a  mis- 
taken zeal,  the  friends  of  temperance  have  sought  to  treat  all  stimulating 
drinks,  and  in  any  quantity,  as  poisonous — their  use  to  be  condemned, 
and  prohibited  by  law  under  all  circumstances,  excepting  only  for  me- 
dicinal and  mechanical  purposes,  and  that  it  is  an  imperative  duty  for  all 
persons  to  deny  themselves  the  use  of  all  kind  of  stimulants,  because 
there  are  some  who  will  use  them  to  thefar  injury  or  destruction. 

If  it  is  right  and  proper  thus  to  condemn  and  prohibit  by  law  the  use 
of  one  necessary  article,  because  evil  flows  from  its  abuse,  many  other 
necessary  articles  for  the  same  reason,  would  be  the  subject  of  prohibi- 
tory legislative  action.  This  would  lead  to  the  regulation  of  the  diet 
and  regimen  of  people  by  government ;  for,  if  it  is  wi^iin  the  proper 
exercise  of  the  true  functions  of  government  to  prohibit  articles  of  drink, 
it  is  equally  so  of  articles  of  food ;  yet  it  is  manifest  that  these  are  ques- 
tions which  it  is  the  right  and  province  of  every  individual  to  decide  for 
himself. 

Led  on  by  this  spirit  of  fanaticism,  legislators  have  gone  beyond  the 
true  scope  of  legislative  authority,  and  enacted  laws  which  invade  the 
recognized  principles  of  natural  right,  and  which  loses  sight  of  the  plain 
operations  of  human  nature.  It  is  obvious  that  all  laws  which  infringe 
upon  personal  right,  or  which  unnecessarily  restrains  the  discreet  and 
law-abiding  citizens,  will  never  be  regarded  or  enforced  in  a  community 
like  ours,  who  are  jealous  of  any  encroachment  upon  their  personal 
liberty. 

This  exclusive  reliance  of  the  friends  of  temperance  on  penal  enact- 
ments, has  had  the  effect  to  entirely  suppress  ''  moral  suasion,"  which 
should  ever  be  regarded  as  the  great  lever  to  carry  on  any  moral  refor- 
mation.   We  think  it  too  manifest  to  be  controverted,  that  this  intern- 
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perate  zeal  of  the  friends  of  temperance  wjiich  has  led  to  the  enactment 
of  unwise  and  impracticable  laws,  has  bronght  about  a  reaction  in  the 
public  mind,  that  in  consequence  of  which,  we  have  relapsed  into  a 
worse  condition  of  things  than  existed  before  the  temperance  reform 
began. 

We  see  all  around  incpntestible  evidence  of  the  fact  that  intemper- 
ance has  fearfully  increased  in  this  country  in  the  past  few  years.  The 
reaction  that  has  followed  the  over-done  efforts  of  the  friends  of  temper- 
ance, and  the  utter  disregard  of  all  laws  on  the  subject,  has  brought  us 
to  the  worst  practical  condition  of  free  trade  in  liquors.  The  custom 
now.  so  prevalent,  of  consumers  of  intoxicating  drinks  purchasing  by  the 
quantity,  and  carrying  it  about  their  persons,  or  keeping  it  at  all  times 
convenient  for  use,  is  one  of  the  legitimate  effects  of  the  liquor  laws.  It 
is  also  a  deplorable  fact,  that  tippling  houses  are  rapidly  multiplying  all 
around  us.  In  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  over 
sixteen  hundred  establishments  where  intoxicating  drinks  are  openly 
sold,  besides  hundreds  of  others,  where  a  more  clandestine  traffic  is  car- 
ried on,  and  the  proportion  is  probably  not  much  less  in  the  other  cities 
of  the  State,  for  in  every  village  and  hamlet  in  the  country  they  are  as 
numerous  as  any  other  places  of  business. 

Our  own  State  is  but  a  fair  illustration  of  the  condition  of  things  that 
exist  in  every  State  where  stringent  laws  against  intemperance  have 
been  enacted.^  In  the  city  of  New  York,  a  recent  estimate  places  the 
number  of  dram  shops  at  the  almost  incredible  number  of  7,779,  "being 
one  to  every  fifteen  and  a  half  families."  The  same  is  likewise  true  of 
the  New  England  States. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  evils  of  intemperance,  the  important  and 
embarrassing  question  is  forced  upon  our  consideration,  what  shall  be 
done  to  mitigate  these  evils  ? 

Is  it  the  part  of  wisdom  to  maintain  a  ''  masterly  inactivi^,"  and  rely 
upon  the  present  law  ?  We  answer  most  emphatically  no.  What  good 
can  be  expected  from  a  law  that  has  proved  inoperative  and  powerless, 
which  is  every  day  openly  violated  with  impunity?  And  such  is  the  dis- 
repute and  odium  into  which  this  law  has  fallen  in  public  estimation, 
that  no  modification  of  it  will  prove  any  more  useful  or  efficient. 

There  are  still  some  advocates  of  a  prohibitory  law,  but  such  an  ex- 
treme measure  would  in  our  opinion  prove  unwise  and  wholly  imprac- 
ticable. The  legislature,  under  the  constitution,  possesses  no  power  to 
pass  prohibitory  laws  upon  this  subject,  and  to  invest  it  with  such  power 
would  not  only  be  impolitic,  but  dangerous.

If  a  restrictive  penal  enactment  against  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks 
becomes  inoperative,  and  a  dead  letter  on  our  statute  book,  how  can  it 
be  expected  that  a  prohibitory  law,  with  its  sanguinary  penalties,  provis- 
ions for  confiscation,  and  its  violations  of  individual  rights,  could  be  re- 
spected or  enforced?  Public  sentiment  in  this  country  will  never  sustain 
the  exercise  of  such  legislative  power. 

Our  deliberate  judgment  impels  us  to  act  in  obedience  to  the  numer- 
ous petitions  sent  to  the  General  Assembly  from  all  parts  of  the  State, 
by  the  true  friends  of  temperance,  requesting  the  submission  to  the  peo- 
ple for  their  decision,  the  question  of  granting  license  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors.  We  believe  that  a  large  minority  of  the  people  of  the  State, 
and  of  the  friends  of  temperance,  have  lost  all  confidence  in  the  efficacy 
of  penal  or  prohibitory  enactments  to  remedy  the  evils  resulting  from 
the  abuse  of  stimulating  drinks,  and  are  solicitous  to  try  again  the  efiect 
of  the  license  system.  I 

From  a  careful  and  full  examination  of  this  subject,  we  are  firmly 
persuaded  that  the  license  system,  under  wise  and  wholesome  restric- 
tions, will  prove  the  most  efficient  measure  within  our  knowledge  of  miti- 
gating the  evils  of  intemperance. 

Although,  as  an  abstract  question,  we  would  not  contend  that  the 
license  system  is  free  from  objections,  yet,  our  experience  with  it,  as  well  as 
that  of  other  States  that  have  never  abandoned  the  system,  evinces  that 
license  laws  can  be  enforced,  and  that  they  exert  a  salutary  influence. 
By  a  well  regulated  license  system  that  can  be  enforced,  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating drinks  can,  in  a  great  measure,  be  restricted  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  persons  who  can  be  made  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which 
the  traffic  is  conducted;  and  that  the  traffic  in  place  of  being  an  ex- 
pense will  be  the  source  of  no  inconsiderable  revenue. 

It  is  chimerical  to  expect  that  any  influences  or  combination  of  influ* 
ences  that  may  be  devised,  will  banish  from  society  the  use  of  intoxica- 
ting drinks  as  a  beverage.  We  should,  therefore,  aim  at  what  is  prac^ 
ticable,  and  nothing  more— to  restrain  excesses  and  mitigate  abuses. 
To  this  end,  we  would  consider  the  substitution  of  fermented  liquors  in 
place  of  distilled,  as  a  beverage,  as  a  valuable  measure  in  aid  of  tem- 
perance. In  support  of  this  we  have  only  to  look  to  the  habits  of  the 
people  in  the  vine-groWing  countries  of  Europe,  where  mild  stimulant 
drinks  are  habitually  used.  It  is  a  common  remark  of  travelers,  that 
intemperance  is  far  less  common  in  such  countries  than  in  those  where 
distilled  liquors  is  the  customary  beverage.

In  Spain,  France,  Germany,  Italy  and  Hungary,  where  no  legal  re- 
straints are  imposed  npon  the  use  of  stimulants,  and  where  the  people 
are  habituated  to  the  use  of  the  mild  wines  and  light  beers  of  those 
countries,  proofs  of  intemperance  are  rarely  witnessed  on  any  occasion. 

The  committee  concur  in  recommending  the  submission  of  the  accom- 
panying proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution.

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MAJORITY  REPORT 


OF    THE 


SSLECT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CLAIM  OF  SAML.  KETCHUM. 


A  minority  of  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  memo- 
rial of  Samuel  Ketchum,  Treasurer  of  Coshocton  couaty ;  the  testimony 
submitted  by  him ;  the  memorials  of  sundry  citizens  of  said  county, 
and  the  proceedings  of  a  public  meeting  held  in  said  county,  make  the 
following 

REPORT: 

The  committee  have  given  the  subject  very  careful  attention,  especially 
as  a  case  of  first  impression  under  the  act  passed  at  the  former  session 
of  this  General  Assembly,  entitled  ''an  act  to  establish  the  Independent 
Treasury  of  the  State  of  Ohio,"  passed  April  12, 1858. 

Your  committee,  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  testimony  adduced 
before  them,  find  the  following  to  be  the  facts  in  the  case : 

At  the  time  of  the  robbery,  viz :  on  the  21st  of  January,  1859,  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  said  county  had  been  holding  a  regular  term, 
at  which  were  present  a  number  of  witnesses  from  the  county  of  Mus- 
kingum. The  sitting  of  the  court  was  late  on  that  evening.  The 
Treasurer  was  desired  to  pay  them  off*  that  evening,  so  that  they  could 
depart  by  the  11  o'clock  P.  M.  train.  The  Treasurer  had  been  in  a 
habit  of  closing  his  olBice  at  about  5  o'clock  P.  M«;  but  on  this  occasion, 
at  the  urgent  request  of  persons  interested,  and  upon  the  advice  of  the 
Auditor  of  the  county,  he  kept  his  office  open  to  pay  off  the  witnessesi 
who,  otherwise,  would  be  detained  another  day,  without  any  allowance. 

The  Treasurer,  acting  upon  this  advice,  re-opened  his  office  for  that 
purpose,  when  three  personfiMcame  in,  inquiring  for  certain  taxes,  and 
availing  themselves  of  the  opportunity—- as  he  proceeded  to  examine  his 
books— -covered  his  head  with  a  shawl,  gagged  him,  bound  him  hand  and 
foot,  drew  his  head  and  knees  together  with  a  rope,  dragged  him  behind 
his  counter,  and  detaOed  one  of  their  'number  to  hold^him  'down,  so 
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choked  and  gagged,  while  the  others  took  from  his  pocket  the  key  of  llie 
safe,  and  robbed  it  of  its  contents.  Having  pnt  out  the  lights,  they  left 
him,  tied  and  gagged  in  that  very  painful  and  dangerous  condition, 
looking  the  door  as  they  went  out.  He  was  discovered  and  released 
about  one  o'clock,  in  a  very  exhausted  state. 

The  amount  of  money  thus  abstracted  from  the  Treasury,  is  shown  to 
be  about  twenty-two  thousand  and  fifty  dollars ;  nearly  all  of  which  was 
State  and  Common  School  funds. 

The  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  funds  of  the  county  had  been 
properly  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  in  conformity  with  law ;  that  the  usual 
practice  of  the  Treasurer,  in  closing  his  o£Sce,  had  been  prudent  and 
correct;  that  the  departure  fi*om  his  habit,  in  this  particular  instance, 
was,  under  all  the  circumstances,  natural  and  excusable,  although,  in 
the  judgment  of  your  committee,  not  to  be  approved. 

Your  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  Treasurer  is  honest,  and  that 
there  are  no  reasons  to  suspect,  in  any  way,  any  collusion  or  complicity 
of  the  Treasurer  with  the  robbers. 

The  next  question  for  the  consideration  of  the  committee  is,  in  what 
situation  or  relation  does  this  state  of  facts  bring  the  Treasurer  to  the 
State  and  other  public  authorities  in  regard  to  the  moneys  so  lost. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  in  the  case  of  the  State  of 
Ohio  vs.  Harper  and  others,  (6  Ohio  State  Reports,)  have  determined 
upon  a  bond  executed  under  the  same  statute  as  the  bond  of  this  Treas- 
urer; that  it  is,  in  efiect,  an  insurance  against  the  delinquincies  of  him- 
self and  against  the  faults  and  wrongs  of  others,  in  regard  to  the  trust 
placed  in  his  hands.  He  voluntarily  takes  upon  himself  the  risks  inci- 
dent to  the  olBice,  and  to  the  custody  and  disbursement  of  the  money. 
Hence,  it  is  not  a  sufficient  answer,  when  sued  for  a  balance  found  to 
have  passed  into  his  hands,  to  say,  that  it  was  stolen  from  him;  for  even 
if  the  larceny  of  the  money  be  shown  to  be  without  fault,  still,  by  the 
terms  of  the  law,  and  of  his  contract,  he  is  bound  to  make  good  any 
^  deficiency  which  may  occur  in  the  funds  which  come  under  his  charge. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  that  it  is 
very  doubtful  whether  any  such  defense  can  be  made  in  the  present  state 
of  the  law,  in  action  upon  the  official  bond  of  the  Treasurer,  while  it  is 
manifest  that  the  stringent  penal  enactments  of  the  same  statute,  seem 
to  allow  of  no  escape. 

The  only  remedy,  as  it  seems  to  us,  is  an  application  to  the  General 
Assembly  fcnr  relief.  Your  committee  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  power 
and  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  in  a  proper  case,  clearly  made 
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out»  to  remit  to  sneh  Treararer  the  moneys  due  the  State,  nor  of  their 
power  to  authorize  the  local  anthoritieB  to  settle  with  and  discharge  such 
Treasurer  from  all  liability  as  to  that  part  of  the  public  money  due  to 
them.  The  only  safe  policy,  as  it  seems  to  your  conmiittee,  in  this  dass 
of  casesi  is  to' allow  eveiy  case  to  stand  upon  its  own  merits,  and  to 
afford  relief  in  each  specific  case  as  it  may  occur,  and  in  the  exercise  of 
a  sound  discretion  by  the  General  Assembly  when  there  appears  to  be 
no  taint  or  suspicion  of  collusion,  and  no  fault 

In  conformity  with  these  views,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  report  the 
accompanying  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  said  Samuel  Ketchum.

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MINORITY  REPORT  UPON  THE  CLAIM  OF  S.  KETCHUM. 


The  undersigned,  member  of  the  select  committee  to  whom  waa 
referred  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Ketchum,  Treasurer  of  Coshocton 
county,  the  testimony  submited  by  him,  the  memorial  of  sundry  citizens 
of  said  county,  and  the  proceedings  of  a  public  meeting  held  in  said 
county,  respectfully  submits :  That,  upon  the  evidence  submitted,  he 
fully  concurs  in  the  report  of  the  majority  of  said  committee  so  far  as 
it  recites  the  facts  connected  with  the  late  robbery  ef  the  treasury  of 
said  county,  and  fully  indorses  the  conclusion  of  said  majority,  ''that  the 
funds  of  the  county  had  been  properly  kept  by  the  treasurer,  in  con- 
formity with  law,''  and  ''  that  the  treasurer  is  honest,  and  that  there  is 
no  reason  to  suspect,  in  any  way,  any  collusion  or  complicity  of  the 
treasurer  with  the  robbers."  But  he  cannot  concur  in  the  legal  conclu- 
sions to  which  the  majority  have  arrived,  nor  in  recommending  the  bill 
which  they  have  reported.  The  case  of  "  the  State  of  Ohio  for  the  use 
of  Wyandot  county,  vs.  George  Harper  and  others,"  (6th  Ohio  State 
Reports,  page  607,)  cited  by  the  majority,  is  not  deemed  in  point,  that 
case  having  arisen  under  the  laws  in  force  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
act  "  to  establish  the  Independent  Treasury  of  the  State  of  Ohio,"  by 
which  the  duties  of  the  county  treasurers  in  relation  to  the  safe  keeping 
of  the  public  funds,  were  materially  modified,  and  which  duties,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  whole  committee,  were  complied  with  and  performed  by 
the  treasurer  of  Coshocton  county.  It  is  submitted  that  if  the  treasurer 
did  his  duty  as  prescribed  by  law,  no  liability  accrued  against  him 
or  his  sureties  by  the  happening  of  events  over  which  he  had  no  control, 
and  which,  in  the  exercise  of  reasonable  dilligence,  he  could  not  have 
foreseen  nor  prevented.  Before  the  passage  of  the  Independent  Treas- 
ury law,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  safely  to  keep  the  public  funds, 
and  for  the  performance  of  this  duty  he  executed  his  bond,  which,  in  the 
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langaage  of  thecourt  in  the  case  before  cited,  '^is,  in  effect,  an  insur- 
ance against  the  delinquencies  of  himself,  and  against  the  faults  and 
wrongs  of  others  in  regard  to  the  trust  placed  in  his  hands.^'  By  the 
Independent  Treasury  law,  his  duties  in  this  respect,  are  greatly  modi- 
fied. The  second  section  provides  that  the  safes,  vaults,  &c.,  provided 
by  the  county  commissioners  *^  shall  constitute  tfie  Treasujy  of  the  county, 
and  the  public  money  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  whether  it  belong 
to  the  county,  State,  or  other  party,  shall  be  kept  by  the  county  treas- 
urer in  the  treasury  of  the  county;"  and  the  third  section  requires  the 
treasurer  "  to  keep  softly  in  his  treasury,  witfioui  loaning,  usinff  or  deposit- 
ing in  banks  or  elsewhere,  all  the  public  moneys  of  whatsoever  character, 
paid  into  such  treasury,  or  otherwise  at  any  time  placed  in  his  posses- 
sion and  custody,  till  the  same  is  ordered  by  the  proper  department  or 
officer  of  the  State  government,  to  be  transferred  or  paid  out  acccording 
to  law."  By  these  provisions  of  law,  the  Legislature  have  determed 
lohere  and  how  i/ie  public  moneys  sluiU  be  kept,  and  if  the  treasurer  has 
complied  with  the  law,  have  relieved  him  from  responsibility  upon  his 
bond  for  their  loss.  It  is  not  made  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  guard 
the  treasury  against  the  assaults  of  midnight  robbers  and  burglars,  nor 
would  it  be  just  that  he  should  be  required  to  do  so  without  adequate 
compensation.  The  law  considers  the  money  safe  wJien  it  is  in  the  treasury, 
and  if  the  trersurer  has  placed  and  kept  it  there  in  good  faith,  it  is  sub- 
mitted he  is  not  liable  further  for  its  safety. 

The  undersigned  cannot,  therefore,  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee, ''that  the  only  remedy  is  an  application  to  the  General  Assembly 
for  relief; "  but,  from  what  he  has  already  stated,  is  of  opinion  that  the 
treasurer  may,  in  view  of  the  facts  stated,  defend  himself  at  law. 
Admitting  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  interpose  and  grant 
relief,  the  undersigned  cannot  think  it  expedient,  by  legislative  action, 
to  supercede  proper  inquiry  in  the  courts,  if  it  should  be  thought  ad- 
visable to  investigate  the  facts  judicially.  Should  a  different  view  be 
adopted,  and  should  it  be  held  that  the  treasurer  cannot  defend  himself 
at  law,  then  it  is  submitted  there  should  be  farther  general  legislation 
which  will  enable  county  treasurers  to  defend  themselves  in  similar 
cases  in  the  courts,  and  if  the  treasurer^  in  this  case,  should  be  held 
liable  by  judicial  decision^  it  is  submitted  that  it  will  then  be  time  enough 
legislatively  to  interpose  for  his  relief,  by  special  enactment. 

The  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  treasurer  should  not  be 
discharged  by  any  action  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  this  time,  but 
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should  be  authorized  to  make  partial  setdements,  if  not  already  author- 
ized by  law,  paying  over  to  the  proper  departments,  the  funds  now  in  hb 
hands,  leaving  to  each  fund,  whether  State,  county,  township  or  other 
fund,  to  bear  its  proper  proportion  of  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  rob- 
beiy,  and  leaving  the  deficiency  in  the  several  funds  to  be  made  up  by 
the  State,  county  or  other  local  organization  in  the  proportions  in  which 
said  funds  have  suffered  loss  respectively.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  H.  B.  NO.  146. 


The  select  committee  of  one,  to  whom  was  referred  House  bill  No. 

146,  relative  to  the  removal  of  the  county  seat  of  Perry  county  from  the 

town  of  New  Lexington,  to  the  town  of  Somerset  in  said  county,  make 

the  following  report : 
The  four  northern  or  Somerset  townships,  to  wit :  Reading,  Thorn, 

Hopewell  and  Madison,  are  almost  exclusively  in  favor  of  Somerset,  and 

the  nine  southern  townships,  to  wit :  Pike,  Bearfield,  Monroe,  Pleasant, 

Salt-Lick,  Monday  Creek,  Jackson,  Clayton  and  Harrison,  are  chiefly  in 

favor  of  New  Lexington. 

This  is  admitted  by  both  parties.    From  the  nine  southern  townships 

we  find  remonstrances  2,202.    From  the  north,  or  Somerset  townships, 

petitions  1,924. 
Upon  a  question  of  local  interest  so  intensely  exciting  as  the  one  under 

consideration,  the  undersigned  conceives  it  to  be  almost  morally  impos- 
sible to  get  up  petitions  and  remonstrances  free  from  suspicion  and 
charges  of  frauds ;  and  we  may  the  more  paturally  expect  the  accusa- 
tions of  fraud  after  two  elections  have  been  held,  as  in  this  case,  at  one 
of  which  the  most  stupendous  frauds  are  admitted  to  have  been  perpe- 
trated by  the  friends  of  the  Somerset  interest,  and  charged  by  them  to 
have  been  committed  by  the  other  party  at  the  prior  election. 

The  friends  of  Somerset  claim  and  charge  that  the  friends  of  New 
Lexington  removed  the  county  seat  from  Somerset  to  its  present  loca- 
tion, at  the  election  in  1851  by  a  fraudulent  vote  in  this  particular,  to 
wit:  That  there  was  created  in  June  1851  a  new  township  out  of  the 
territory  of  Pike,  Bearfield,  Monroe  and  Salt-Lick,  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  perpetrating  a  fraud  and  insuring  the  removal  of  the  county  seat 
from  Somerset  to  New  Lexington,  and  in  support  of  this  change  they 
exhibit  the  votes  of  these  four  townahips  for  several  years  before  and 
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after  the  eleotion  of  1651 ,  and  compare  these  votes  with  the  county  seat 
vote  of  1851  of  this  same  territory  which  now  inclades  the  new  town- 
ship, making  iGive  townships  in  the  same  territory.  Now  this  compari- 
son, as  the  committee  or  a  majority  of  them  have  presented  it,  shows 
quite  an  increased  vote  in  1851  in  the  townships  over  the  other  votes  ; 
and  your  committee  admits  that  if  there  were  proof  to  his  satisfaction 
that  the  entire  strength  of  these  townships  had  been  polled  at  these 
elections  referred  to,  that  this  would  make  a  pretty  clear  case  of  fraud 
in  this  election  upon  the  part  of  the  friends  of  New  Lexington.  But 
there  is  no  proof  to  show  that  the  strength  of  these  townships  was  at 
the  polls  at  these  elections,  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  claimed  by  the 
friends  of  New  Lexington,  that  these  votes,  as  exhibited  by  the  commit- 
tee, were  the  smallest  votes  cast  in  these  townships,  and  were  cast  at 
elections  when  there  was  no  great  interests  in  parties,  and  in  proof  of 
this  statement  exhibit  the  Presidential  vote  of  1852  and  compare  it  with 
the  vote  at  the  State  election  of  the  same  year,  which  shows  a  difference 
of  some  200  votes  more  at  the  Presidential  election  the  same  year  in  the 
same  townships. 

Your  committee  has  been  compelled  to  examine'the  Federal  census  of 
1850  and  the  enumeration  of  1851  of  these  townships,  and  find  the  fol- 
lowing to  be  the  fact :  That  the  federal  census  of  1850  was  1,403,  enume- 
ration of  1851  was  1,406,  and  that  the  vote  cast  on  the  county  seat  ques- 
tion in  1651,  in  this  same  territory,  was  1,324  votes,  being  79  votes  less 
than  allowed  according  to  the  Federal  census,  and  being  82  votes  less 
than  allowed  by  the  enumeration  of  the  spring  of  1851.  And  your  com- 
mittee conceives  that  the  Federal  census  and  enumeration  taken  by 
sworn  officers  are  far  more  correct  in  showing  the  strength  of  these  town- 
ships, than  the  votes  that  are  referred  to,  when  a  great  number  no  doubt 
of  the  voters  were  not  at  the  polls.  It  is  clearly  evident  from  the  fore- 
going tests  that  the  south  did  not  perpetrate  a  fraud  in  1851. 

The  friends  of  Somerset  admit  that  they  perpetrated  a  fraud  in  1853, 
but  that  their  vote  of  1851  was  strictly  honest  and  legal.  But  when  we 
compare  the  Federal  census  of  1850  and  the  enumeration  of  1851  of 
these  four  northern  townships,  with  their  county  seat  vote  of  1851,  we 
find  the  following  result,  viz  :

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County  seat  vote  of  four  northern  townships  in  1851,  was  1,680  votes, 
32  more  than  the  federal  census  gavQ  them,  and  135  votes  more  than  the 
enumeration  of  1851  gave  them. 

Your  committee  cannot  see  by  what  manner  of  reasoning  the  vote 
cast  in  these  four  Somerset  townships,  being  so  much  more  than  their 
census  or  enumeration,  can  be  honest  and  legal,  when  the  votes  cast  in 
the  four  southern  townships  before  referred  to,  are  less  than  the  census 
and  enumeration  ;  yet^  according  to  the  charges  of  the  friends  of  Somer- 
set, were  fraudulent  and  illegal.  The  advocates  of  removal  of  the 
county  seat  from  New  Lexington  to  Somerset,  not  only  claim  that  there 
is  now  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  Perry  county  in  favor  of  Somer- 
set, but  also  claims  that  such  majority  has  at  all  times  hitherto  existed. 

On  the  other  hsthd,  the  advocates  of  New  Lexington  claim  that  the 
mcgority  of  legal  votes  are  not  only  now  with  them,  but  have  been  iden- 
tified with  them  for  many  years. 

To  ascertain  the  truth  of  these  respective  propositions,  the  under- 
signed has  referred  to  the  political  history  of  the  county  for  a  series  of 
years,  and  has  instituted  comparisons  of  the  relative  strength  of  the  two 
localities  as  indicated  by  the  results  of  the  elections  that  have  occurred 
from  1844  to  1857  inclusive,  as  well  as  the  census  of  1850,  and  the  enu- 
meration of  white  males  over  the  age  of  21  years,  as  indicated  by  the 
assessor's  returns  for  the  years  1851  and  1855.  At  the  several  presiden- 
tial elections  from  '44  to  '56  inclusive,  the  county  seat  question  was  not 
at  issue.

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  we  are  fully  impressed  witb  the  convic- 
tion tbat  the  relative  strength  of  the  rival  interests  ia  decidedly  in  favor 
of  the  soutbern  part,  or  New  Lexington  interest. 

The  tests  that  we  have  referred  to  prove  clearly  tbat  the  south  had 
a  sufficient  population  to  have  legally  cast  tbe  vote  of  1851.  But  these 
same  tests  prove  tbat  if  fraud  was  committed  any  where  in  1851,  it  must 
have  been  at  tbe  north. 

If  many  illegal  votes  were  cast  at  the  south  in  1851,  it  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed that  those  whom  it  prejudiced,  would  by  this  time  be  able  to  pro* 
duce  some  specific  proof  thereof. 
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This  charge  of  fraud  comes  with  a  bad  grace  from  those  who  practiced 
one  of  the  greatest  frauds  ever  committed  upon  the  ballot-box  in  Ohio. 
We  allude  to  the  admitted  fraud  practiced  in  the  four  northern  townships 
of  Perry  county,  in  1853,  upon  this  county  seat  question.  The  four 
northern  townships  cast,  at  that  election,  4,376  votes — ^2,858  more  than 
at  the  Presidential  election  of  1852.  At  that  election,  Mr.  O'Neil  was 
returned  to  the  House  of  Representatives.  Mr.  Nunemaker  contested 
his  election.  O'Neil  was  supported  by  the  Somerset  interest ;  Nune- 
maker by  the  New  Lexington  interest.  The  House,  after  investigating 
the  facts,  ousted  O'Neil,  and  admitted  Nunemaker.  It  is  now  claimed 
that  the  Somerset  friends  at  that  election  only  played  a  farce ;  that 
these  frauds  were  resorted  to  in  order  to .  checkmate  the  anticipated 
frauds  of  the  south.  O'Neil,  as  the  representative  of  the  Somerset  in- 
terest, took  his  seat,  and  sought  to  retain  it  by  every  device. 

The  friends  of  New  Lexington  sued  out  a  writ  of  mandamus,  requir- 
ing the  county  commissioners  to  proceed  to  the  completion  of  the  county 
buildings,  then  in  a  state  of  erection,  in  disregard  of  the  fraudulent  vote 
given  in  favor  of  removal  to  Somerset. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  restraining  and  mandatdry  power  of  the 
court,  the  county  seat  would  have  gone  back  to  Somerset  under  that 
farcical  election,  and  the  friends  of  Somerset  would  have  cheerfully  ate 
the  fruits  of  their  own  iniquity. 

Supposing  it  were  admitted  that  a  fraudulent  vote  removed  the  county 
seat  to  New  Lexington,  the  Legislature  granted  the  privilege  to  the 
friends  of  Somerset  to  right  the  alleged  wrong,  but  instead  of  honestly 
availing  themselves  thereof,  they  most  shamefully  abused  their  privilege, 
and  made  themselves  particips  criminus  to  the  charge  of  polluting  the 
purity  of  the  ballot-box.  The  county  at  large  has  lost  comparatively 
nothing  by  this  removal  from  Somerset,  but  would  be  required  to  respond 
in  damages  and  suffer  great  sacrifices  were  it  again  to  be  transferred  to 
Somerset.  The  public  buildings  at  Somerset  have  been  sold  already  by 
the  commissioners. 

But  were  it  an  original  question  of  the  location  of  the  county  seat, 
between  Somerset  and  New  Lexington,  no  impartial  mind  would  decide 
infavor  of  Somerset,  a  town  so  far  removed  from  both  the  geographical 
center  and  center  of  population. 
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New  Lexington  is  situated  on  an  important  railroad  already  in  operas 
tion,  in  the  midst  of  a  territory  rich  in  mineral  wealth. 

The  interior  and  southern  part  of  the  county  must,  in  the  future,  in- 
crease in  population  and  wealth  in  a  greater  ratio  than  the  northern, 
being  exclusively  agricultural. 

The  majority  of  the  committee  on  New  Counties,  in  their  report  claim 
that  some  255  persons,  whose  names  are  found  on  the  poll  books  of  last 
fall,  have  not  signed  either  the  remonstrances  or  the  petitions.  The  re- 
monstrances were  taken  up  about  the  first  of  January  last,  and  the  peti- 
tions were  taken  up  a  year  ago  last  fall. 

In  the  middle  townships,  as  the  return  was  made,  313  names  were 
added  to  the  petition  in  favor  of  the  Somerset  interest ;  of  these  some 
50  have  signed  remonstrances  also.  Yet  the  south  is  required  to  account 
for  all  those  names,  in  the  nine  southern  townships,  including  the  terri- 
tory claimed  by  the  north.  Nothing,  we  claim,  is  more  unfair.  Your 
committee  apprehends  that  this  forced  and  far-fetched  conclusion,  that 
because  every  one  of  those  names  cannot  be  found  on  the  remonstrances 
or  petitions,  that  consequently  the  remonstrances  that  are  legally  certi- 
fied to  by  the  clerks  of  the  several  townships,  (who  are  sworn  officers,) 
must  be  fraudulent.  The  north  furnished  the  committee  on  New  Coun- 
ties with  these  255  names,  certified  to  by  a  few  Somerset  men,  and  also 
presented  papers  purporting  to  be  a  true  copy  of  the  poll  book;  this  is 
also  a  simple  assertion.  They  certify  that  they  have  carefolly  compared 
the  remonstrances  with  the  poll  books,  and  find  the  above  statement  to 
be  strictly  true. 

On  comparing  very  imperfectly  those  255  names  with  what  are  pur- 
ported to  be  the  poU  books  of  1858,  we  find  of  those  identical  names,  a 
number  to  be  on  the  remonstrances.  We  also  find  a  number  of  names 
on  the  remonstrances  that  were  residents  of  dififerent  townships  at  last 
fall's  election ;  we  also  find  a  number  of  names  (men  with  whom  I  am 
familiarly  acquainted)  commencing  with  the  initial  or  names  by  which 
they  are  commonly  known ;  for  instance,  I  will  give  one  which  now  oc- 
curs to  me :  Baker  Brown's  name  was  found  on  the  poll  books  of  last 
fall,  and  is  said  not  to  be  found  on  the  remonstrances.  His  name,  with 
others,  was  found  written  by  himself,  Nicholas  'Baker  Brown,  or  N*  B. 
Brown.    Several  such  instances  occur. 

Some  have  passed  away  by  death«-*some   have   emigrated.    How 
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often  is  it  the  case  that  voters  are  prevailed  upon  to  stay  nntil  after  the 
election. 

They  have,  near  New  Lexington,  a  number  of  extensive  coal  mines  in 
active  operation.  Also,  steam  mills  that  employ  quite  a  number  of  men, 
and,  in  addition  to  this,  within  a  few  miles  of  New  Lexington,  there  is  a 
large  gas  or  coal  oil  manufactory.  A  majority  of  those  employed  in 
these  different  occupations  are  migratory.  We  have  already  shown  that 
having  found  quite  a  number  of  those  identical  names  on  the  remon- 
strances, that  it  would  be  but  fair  to  presume  that  mistakes  also  exist  in 
reference  to  the  copying  of  the  poll  books.  I  apprehend  that  the  posi- 
tion taken  on  reference  made  by  the  majority  of  the  committee  on  New 
Counties,  will  not  be  seriously  urged  by  them. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  the  undersigned  deems  it 
very  impolitic  to  pass  a  law  submitting  the  question  of  removal  of  the 
seat  <^  justice  in  said  county.  We  deem  it,  in  view  of  the  existing  feel- 
ing in  that  county,  as  utterly  impossible  to  obtain  an  honest  expression 
of  the  popular  sentiment  of  that  county  upon  this  vexed  question,  and 
that  the  peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  of  that  county  would  be  very 
materially  jeopardized  by  the  passage  of  the  bill  now  under  consider- 
ation. We  would,  therefore,  report  the  bill  back  and  recommend  its 
indefinite  postponement.

OF  THE 


STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  CLAIMS, 


The  standing  committee  on  claims,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memo- 
rial of  Charles  Rule,  claiming  compensation  for  damages  incnrred  by 
him  on  account  of  the  abrogation,  by  the  State  House  Commissioners,  of 
certain  alleged  contracts  with  the  State  for  furnishing  marble  tiling,  bal- 
usters and  hand  rails  for  the  New  State  House,  having  duly  considered 
the  same,  report  as  follows : 

On  the  17th  day  of  June,  1854,  said  Rule  entered  into  a  written  agree- 
ment with  the  Board  of  New  State  House  Commissioners,  whereby  he 
bound  himself  ''to  furnish  and  put  down,  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  in  the 
New  State  House  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  all  the  tile  that  may  be  required 
for  the  same,"  at  certain  stipulated  prices,  according  to  size  and  quality, 
also  ^'to  furnish  and  put  down  all  the  base  or  lining  that  may  be  required 
of  American  marble,"  of  which  the  description  and  price  are  also  stipu- 
lated. Preparatory  to  the  fulfillment  of  said  agreement  on  the  part  of 
said  Rule,  and  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  the  Architect  of  the  New 
State  House  furnished  said  Rule  with  plans  of  all  the  rooms  in  the  New 
State  House,  exhibiting  the  size  and  form  of  the  floor  in  each,  with  the 
kind  and  size  of  marble  tile  to  be  used,  marked  thereon.  According  to 
the  terms  of  said  agreement  and  the  specification  furnished  by  the  archi- 
tect, said  Rule  proceeded  with  the  work  as  per  agreement,  and  had  com- 
'  pleted  a  large  proportion  of  the  same,  for  which  he  has  been  paid  in  foil, 
at  the  prices  stipulated,  when  the  Board  of  State  House  Commissioners, 
changing  their  plans  ordered  the  work  to  be  suspended,  and  employed 
other  parties  to  complete  the  remaining  rooms  with  free  stone  tiling. 
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The  cost  of  flooring  these  rooms  with  marble  tiling  according  to  the 
specifications  of  the  architect  and  the  original  design  would  have  been 
97,641  95.  Upon  this  amount  said  Kule  claims,  that  if  he  had  been 
permitted  to  complete  the  work,  he  would  have  realized  a  profit  of  thirty 
per  cent.,  amounting  to  92,292  58,  having  reference  to  his  profits  on  the 
work  completed.  In  this  estimate  he  is  corroborated  by  the  testimony 
of  others.  He  therefore  claims  that  the  State  ought  to  pay  him  thb 
amount  by  way  of  prospective  profits  on  that  part  of  his  said  alleged 
contract  which  he  was  prevented  from  fulfilling. 

Also,  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  1855,  the  same  parties  entered  into  an- 
other written  agreement,  whereby  said  Rule  agreed  ''to  furnish  and  de- 
liver all  the  materials,  and  to  make  and  put  up  the  balusters  and  hand 
rails  for  the  stair  cases  in  the  New  State  House  in  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus," at  prices  specified  in  said  agreement,  the  balusters  and  hand  rails 
for  two  of  the  principal  flights  of  stairs  to  be  of  East-Tennessee  marble, 
and  those  of  the  other  two  of  Italian  marble,  the  whole  to  be  made  ac- 
cording to  certain  patterns  deposited  with  the  architect.  Said  Rule  pro- 
ceeded to  execute  a  portion  of  the  work  stipulated  for  in  the  last  men- 
tioned agreement,  and  has  received  payment  in  full  according  to  the 
terms  of  said  agreement,  for  all  the  work  completed.  The  Board  of 
State  House  Commissioners  then  changing  their  plans,  ordered  said  work 
to  be  discontinued  for  the  purpose  of  substituting  iron  balusters  and 
wooden  hand  rails  for  those  of  marble,  thus  preventing  said  Rule  firom 
fulfilling  the  remainder  of  his  said  agreement.  The  amount  he  would 
have  been  entitled  to  receive  for  the  work  so  remaining  undone,  had  he 
been  permitted  to  complete  the  same,  according  to  his  said  agreement, 
is  $7,929  66.  Upon  this  amount  he  also  claims  he  should  have  realized 
a  net  profit  of  thirty  per  cent.,  or  an  aggregate  of  82,378  89,  according 
to  the  actual  profits  he  realized  on  similar  work  completed  under  the 
same  agreement,  to  which  he  brought  witnesses  to  testify.  Thereupon, 
making  prospective  profits  the  basis  of  his  claim,  he  asks  on  account  of 
the  suspension  by  the  State  House  Commissioners,  of  the  work  under 

his  first  Agreement  as  above  stated,  the  sum  of. $2,292  58 

Also,  for  the  same,  under  his  second  agreement,  the  sum  as 

above   of 2,378  89 

Making  a  total  of. $4,871  47 
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which  he  claimB  to  be  juBtly  due  him  from  the  State.  He  claims  to 
have  suffered  great  pecuniary  loss  on  account  of  material  purchased 
and  not  used,  transportation  of  the  same,  work  partially  finbhed  and 
the  unsaleable  character  of  the  material  thus  left  on  his  hands.  The 
work  under  said  agreements,  as  far  as  completed,  seems  to  have  been 
done  well,  and  to  the  acceptance  of  the  authorized  agents  of  the  State. 
Nor*  are  your  committee  aware  that  any  fault  has  been  found  with  the 
same ;  the  only  question  being  as  to  the  damages  on  account  of  the 
suspension  of  the  work  under  said  alleged  contracts.  However,  it 
appears  from  the  terms  of  said  written  agreements,  and  from  other  tes* 
timony  before  your  committee,  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Sate, 
in  each  of  said  contracts,  greatly  exceeded  the  appropriations  for  State 
House  purposes,  and  that  said  agreements  were  entered  into  with 
express  reference  to  future  appropriations.  In  entering  into  those  agree- 
ments, the  State  House  Commissioners  therefore  exceded  their  legal 
authority,  and  consequently  the  State  is  not  legally  bound  by  such  agree- 
ments. 

Some  of  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  also,  that  by  the  contracts 
the  parties  had  in  contemplation  the  right  of  the  State  House  Commis- 
sioners to  change  their  plans,  and  stop  any  portion  of  the  work,  as 
might  seem  best  to  them,  and  that  such  change  or  stoppage  of  work 
would  not  be  a  violation  of  the  contracts,  but  would  leave  the  State 
equitably  bound  to  compensate  the  contractor  for  any  actual  damages 
that  he  might  have  sustained  by  loss  of  labor  and  materials. 

Your  committee  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  State  is  under  no 
legal  obligation  to  compensate  said  Rule  for  prospective  profits  on  work 
not  performed  and  material  not  used.  Nevertheless,  as  said  agreements 
appear  to  have  been  entered  into  in  good  faith  by  said  Rule,  and  a  future 
legislature  so  far  sanctioned  them  as  to  appropriate  money  to  pay  for 
the  work  actually  performed  under  them,  your  committtee  are  of  opin- 
ion that  justice  and  equity  require  that,  in  addition  to  the  pay  already 
received,  as  above  stated,  for  work  completed  under  said  agreements, 
said  Rule  be  compensated  for  his  actual  losses  on  account  of  the  sus- 
pension of  the  work  under  said  agreements. 

In  order  to  arrive  at  a  correct  estimate  of  his  actual  losses,  your  com- 
mittee have  examined  witnesses  under  oath,  and  have  thoroagUy 
inquired  into  the  facts  of  tbe  case,  apd  ht^y^  come  to  the  following  con-

claaions :  First,  That  the  value  of  the  marble  tiling  delivered  at  Cioliun- 
bns  and  prepared  for  putting  down,  but  not  used,  is  worth  as  much  to 
said  Rule  as  the  same  amount  of  unwrought  marble  of  the  same  kind 
would  be  in  Cincinnati.  Consequently  the  actual  loss  on  account  of 
tiling  is  equal  to  the  cost  of  labor  on  the  same,  and  transportation  to 
and  from  Columbus.  By  minute  and  careful  computation,  the  details 
of  which  are  here  omitted,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  cost  of  such  labor 
and  transportation  on  each  superficial  foot  of  said  tiling,  is  as  follows, 
to  wit :

Of  the  12  inch  tile  there  were  left  on  his  hands,  1,298  feet ;  of  the  14 
inch  tile,  1,1 12  feet,  and  of  the  16  inch  tile,  960  feet ;  so  that  the  account 
for  actual  losses  on  account  of  tile,  stands  as  follows :

Secondly,  Of  the  Tennessee  marble,  designed  for  balusters  and  hand 
rails,  there  was  procured  and  not  used,  218^-  cubic  feet,  at  a  cost,  in  Cin- 
cinnati, of  85  50  per  cubic  foot.  From  this  there  were  sawed  94  lineal 
feet  of  hand  rail,  straight  and  circular,  partially  finished,  and  of  no  value 
for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which  it  was  originally  designed ; 
also  17  balusters,  upon  each  of  which  labor  has  been  expended  to  the 
amount  of  $6  50,  and  which  are  unfit  for  any  other  purpose.  The 
remaining  blocks  are  sawed  into  slabs;  which;  though  unsaleable,  are 
computed  to  be  worth  30  cents  per  superficial  foot :  of  these  there  are 
on  hand  1,638  superficial  feet.  Therefore,  the  account  of  loss  on  Ten- 
nessee marble  for  balusters  and  hand  rails,  stands  as  follows :

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  last  amount  is  justly  due 
Mr.  Rule,  and  ought  to  be  paid  without  delay.  They  therefore  ask  leave 
to  introduce  a  resolution  in  accordance  with  this  opinion.

To  Hon.  Ma&tin  Welkbr,  President  of  the  SeiuOe: 

I  have  just  received  the  following  Resolution  from  the  Senate,  and 
hasten  to  reply  to  the  same : 

^^Resdved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  State  inform  the  Senate  at  as  early 
a  period  as  possible, 

Ist.  What  instructions,  if  any,  were  given  by  him  to  any  or  all  the 
County  Treasurers,  as  to  what  kind  of  funds  should  be  received  for  taxes? 

2d.  What  were  the  proportions  of  specie  and  other  funds  respectively 
paid  into  the  State  Treasury  by  each  County  Treasurer  (or  the  amount 
of  each)  at  the  time  of  their  semi-annual  settlements  ? 

And  report  to  the  Senate  at  this  time  all  of  the  foregoing  information 
now  in  his  power. 

And  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  August  settlement,  make  out  a 
full  report  hereof,  and  publish  the  same  in  the  Ohio  SUOesman^  and  the 
Ohio  State  Jawmd^  and  also  include  the  same  in  his  next  annual  report 
to  the  Grovemor." 

In  answer  to  the  above  interrogatories  I  state : 

1st.  I  have  issued  no  instructions  to  County  Treasurers  relative  to 
the  kind  of  money  they  should  receive,  since  the  passage  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Treasury  law.  I  know  of  no  law  on  the  statute  books  which 
authorizes  the  Treasurer  of  State  to  prescribe  the  kinds  of  funds  the 
County  Treasurers  shall  receive  in  payment  of  public  dues.  A  few 
County  Treasurers  wrote  me  requesting  to  know  what  kind'of  money  I 
would  receive  in  payment  of  taxes  due  the  State.  My  answer  was  that 
I  would  receive  coin,  and  the  notes  of  the  specie-paying  banks  of  Ohio. 
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2d.  Only  twoyConnty  Treasurers  have  paidfany  proportion  of  coin 
into  the  State  Treasury  at  the  late  settlement.  The  Treasurer  of  Sen- 
eca county  paid  $8,581,  of  which  $2,100  was  in  coin.  The  Treasurer 
of  Tuscarawas  county  paid  $8,130,  of  which  sum  $183  was  in  coin. 
The  Treasurers  of  other  counties,  with  the  exception  of  Hamilton,  have 
paid  principally  in  the  notes  of  the  specie-paying  banks  of  Ohio. 
Hamilton  county  paid  its  entire  amount  $52,217,  in  the  notes  of  the 
Kentucky  banks. 

Four  counties,  viz :  Cuyahoga,  Logan,  Lucas,  and  Coshocton,  have  not 
yet  settled. 

This  is  all  the  information  relative  to  the  inquiries  in  the  foregoing 
Resolution  in  the  possession  of  this  olGce.

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  : 

Sir  :    In  answer  to  tho  following  resolution  of  the  Senate : 

«  Resolved  J  Ist.  That  the  Board  of  Pablic  Works  be  requested  to  report 
to  the  Senate  how  many  gangers  of  water  rents  there  are  in  the  employ 
of  the  State  under  said  board,  by  what  authority  they  have  been  ap- 
pointed, and  the  compensation  paid  to  each. 

2d.  The  number  and  names  of  engineers  in  the  employ  of  the  board 
who  are  engaged  in  other  employments,  the  kind  of  such  other  employ- 
ment, and  the  compensation  paid  for  the  same,  if  within  the  knowledge 
of  the  board. 

3d.  Whether  any  member  of  the  board  now,  or  heretofore  in  ofBce, 
now  is,  or  has  been  engaged  during  his  term  of  office,  in  the  service  of 
any  company  or  association ;  and  if  so^  the  name  of  such  member,  and 
the  compensation  received  from  such  company  or  association,  if  within 
the  knowledge  of  the  board ; " 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  respectfully 

REPORT: 

In  answer  to  the  first  resolution,  the  board  would  state,  that  no  one 
has  been  engaged  in  the  duties  of  gauging  the  water  furnished  by  the 
State  for  hydraulic  purposes,  during  the  year  1858,  except  James  G. 
Haly,  Esq. 
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Mr.  Haley  was  employed  by  the  member  of  the  Board  in  charge  of 
division  number  one,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  and  completed  his 
labors  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  last,  receiving  as  compensation 
for  his  services,  a  salaiy  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

The  authority  for  the  appointment  of  the  agent  of  the  State  thus 
engaged,  is  derived  from  the  6th  section  of  the  act  of  April  12,  1858, 
''For  the  regulation  of  the  public  works  of  the  State  of  Ohio,"  which 
gives  to  each  member  of  the  Board  the  power  to  ''  appoint  all  subordin- 
ate officers  on  the  division  under  his  charge." 

As  there  existed  no  evidence  within  the  reach  of  the  Board,  showing 
the  amount  of  water  being  used  by  lessees  on  division  number  one,  and 
as  the  board  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  State  was  supplying  more 
water  for  hydraulic  puoposes  than  the  parties  were  entitled  to  under  their 
contracts,  the  member  of  the  board  in  charge  of  division  number  one, 
felt  himself  warranted  in  appointing  or  hiring  this  agent,  as  he  would 
have  appointed  or  employed  any  other  subordinate  officer  to  transact  any 
other  important  duty  on  that  portion  of  the  public  works  under  his  charge. 

The  result  of  the  investigation  shows  most  conclusively  that  the  State 
has  been,  for  a  series  of  years,  furnishing  more  water  to  lessees  than 
their  leases  entitled  them  to,  thereby  diminishing  the  revenue  which 
might  otherwise  be  derived  from  the  surplus  water,  and  has,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  member  in  charge  of  division  number  one,  justified  him  in 
employing  the  agent  above  alluded  to,  and  he  believes  the  information 
will  also  be  received  by  the  Legislature  as  an  equivalent  for  the  amount 
paid  for  performing  the  duty. 

The  amount  of  water  leased  on  eighty-eight  miles,  which  comprise 
the  northern  division  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  Canal,  is  thirteen  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirty-four  (13,934)  cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute, 
for  which  the  State  should  receive,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
contracts  existing  between  the  parties,  an  annual  rent  of  three  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  ($3,652.)  The  amount  of  water  actu- 
ally used  by  these  lessees,  is  thirty-two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  four 
cubic  feet  per  minute,  which  might  be  made  to  yield  an  additional 
annual  revenue  to  the  State  of  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
dollars  ($4,959)  if  the  agents  of  the  State  had  faithfully  enforced  the 
terms  of  the  present  contracts  existing  between  the  State  and  the  lessees 
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of  water  on  this  small  portion  of  the  canal  alone.  Below  may  be  Been 
some  of  the  more  important  caaes,  showing  the  amount  of  water  leased, 
and  the  amount  actually  used;  also  the  amount  now  paid,  and  the 
amount  that  the  State  might  receive :

Here  are  eleven  lessees,  asing  sixteen  thousand  and  twenty- one 
(16,021)  cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute,  over  the  amount  stipulated  for 
in  their  leases,  and  for  which  the  State  is  receiving  nothing.  Twelve 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  (12,165)  cubic  feet  of  the  amount^b 
taken  from  the  canal  and  thrown  into  the  Maumee  river,  which,  with  the 
capacity  of  the  canal,  and  the  weirs  attached  to  the  locks  could  with 
safety  be  passed  to  the  city  of  Toledo,  and  there  be  leased  to  parties  for 
various  manufacturing  purposes,  and  produce  a  yearly  income  to  the 
State  of  over  three  thousand  dollars. 

On  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Ohio  Canal  from  Lockville,  in  Fair- 
field county,  to  Cleveland,  which  is  a  part  of  division  number  one  of  the 
Public  Works,  forty-seven  thousand  and  six  (47,006)  cubic  feet  of  water 
are  being  used  per  minute,  yielding  an  annual  revenue  to  the  State  of 
five  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety-three  dollars  (95,693).  On  this 
and  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Miami  and  Erie  CanaL  which  com- 
prises division  number  one  of  the  Public  Works,  the  State  has  water 
power  which  may  be  leased  for  over  nine  thousand  dollars  (90,000), 
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which  information  has  been  derived  fhrongh  the  gentleman  engaged  Ant- 
ing the  past  year  in  measuring  the  exact  amount  of  water  each  mill  was 
using  over  the  amount  they  were  entitled  to  under  their  contracts.  The 
member  of  the  Board  in  charge  of  division  number  one,  after  receiving 
this  information,  caused  the  water  to  be  shut  off  from  six  different  lessees 
and  declared  their  leases  forfeited  to  the  State,  and  has  also  given  notice 
to  lessees  that  they  will  be  required  to  put  in  the  necessary  guages,  in 
order  that  they  can  only  use  the  amount  of  water  they  are  entitled  to, 
and  for  which  they  pay.  A  refusal  on  their  part  to  do  so,  will  enable  the 
State  to  demand  and  collect  semi-annually,  the  excess  of  water  they 
may  use  over  the  amount  agreed  for  under  their  leases. 

By  a  recent  report  of  the  Board,  fifly-four  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-five  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents  ($54,995  34)  was  then  due  the 
State  for  arrearages  from  lessees  of  water.  It  is  believed  that  no  Inranch 
of  the  public  service  has  received  so  little  attention  as  that  of  the  collec- 
tion of  rents  due  from  the  lessees  of  water,  and  that  one  of  the  first  and 
most  important  steps  to  be  taken  is  the  measuring  of  water  to  nulls  and 
requiring  them  to  put  in  the  necessary  gauges  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  their  leases. 

2d.  There  are  no  engineers  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  who  are  en- 
gaged in  other  employments. 

It  is  probable  that  some,  and  it  may  be  that  all  of  the  State  engineers 
are  interested  in  private  business  to  which  they  give  occasional  attention, 
but  the  Board  has  no  knowledge  of  any  business  or  interests  which  em- 
ploy the  time  or  attention  of  any  engineer  to  such  degree  as  to  be  con- 
sidered as  an  employment,  or  which  interferes  with  the  full  and  faithful 
performance  of  his  official  duties. 

Resident  engineers  have  charge  of  districts  including  from  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  to  about  two  hundred  miles  of  public  works.  Their 
duties  are  mainly  to  give  a  general  care  and  superintendence  to  the 
works  placed  in  their  charge ;  to  plan,  direct  and  supervise  all  repairs; 
re- construction  and  new  works,  and  to  audit  all  accounts  and  bills  of 
expenditures  for  construction,  superintendence  and  repair.  Their  duties 
properly  performed  require  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  time  of  an  officer,  and 
the  Board  has  no  knowledge  of  any  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  its 
engineers. 
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I  ^There  is  at  present  no  law  in  existence  to  prevent  engineers  in  the 
State  service  from  engaging  in  the  service  of  other  States,  or  of  compa- 
nies or  associations,  the  law  formerly  existing  relating  thereto  having 
been  repealed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

3d.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  answers  for  himself, 
that  he  is  not  and  has  not  been  daring  his  term  of  office,  in  the  service 
of  any  company  or  association.  In  relation  to  former  members  of  the 
Board  having  been  engaged  during  their  term  of  office  in  the  service  of 
any  company  or  association,  the  Board  has  no  knowledge  other  than 
that  derived  from  rumor,  and  no  official  means  of  obtaining  certidn  in- 
formation on  the  subject.

RELATIVE  TO  OVERFLOW  AT  HOCKING  FALLS. 


Offic£  of  the  Board  of  Pubuo  Works, 
Golumbas,  March  30,  1859. 
To  the  President  of  the  Senate: 

The  resolutions  of  the  Senate  relative  to  the  effect  of  the  Hocking 
Falls  dam,  near  Logan,  in  Hocking  county,  on  the  Logan  road,  between 
the  dam  and  Smith's  hill,  were  received  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
on  the  18th  of  March.  To  obtain  the  proper  information,  it  became 
necessaiy  for  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  to  make  an  examina- 
tion and  survey  of  the  ground,  which  has  been  done,  and  the  Board  now 

REPORT: 

The  first  resolution  is  as  follows : 

^  1st.  Has  the  construction  of  the  Hocking  Falls  dam,  in  the  Hook- 
ing River,  near  Logan,  contributed  anything  towards  causing  the  flow  of 
waler  out  of  the  canal  banks  over  the  Logan  road,  between  said  dam 
and  Smith's  hill ;  and  if  so,  how  much  ?" 

When  the  construction  of  the  Hocking  canal  w|ui  commenced,  there 
was,  and  had  been  for  some  years,  a  dam  at  Hocking  Falls,  located 
where  the  State  dam  is  now  built.  In  reconstructing  the  dam  and  adapt- 
ing it  to  the  purpose  of  a  feeder  dam  to  the  canal,  the  State  added  to  its 
height  about  2  1-6  feet.  This  increased  height  caused  the  river,  in 
extreme  floods,  to  rise,  perhaps,  one  foot  higher  on  the  pool  of  the  dam 
than  it  would  with  the  former  dam,  and  also  caused  the  ^stream  at  its 
ordinaiy  rises  to  more  frequently  overflow  low  points  in  the  banks.  The 
extent  to  which  the  raising  of  the  dam  has  contributed  to  the  iijury  of 
the  road  between  the  dam  and  Smith's  hill  cannot  be  very^  accurately 
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determined)  as  part  of  the  road  was  liable  to  freqnent  overflows  before 
the  dam  was  raised.  The  State,  some  years  since,  raised  the  road 
between  Worthington's  hill  and  Smith's  hill,  and  the  Board  believes  that 
this  part  of  the  road  is  now  not  more  subject  to  injmy  from  overflow 
than  it  was  previous  to  the  raising  the  dam  by  the  State.  The  part  of 
the  road  between  Worthington's  hill  and  the  dam  is  constructed  on  the 
outer  side  of  the  towing  path  bank  on  a  piece  of  low  land,  which  before 
the  building  of  the  present  bank  was  frequently  overflowed.  It  is  now, 
in  ordinary  floods,  protected  from  overflow  by  the  bank.  The  heavy 
floods  of  last  summer,  broke  the  canal  bank  and  submerged  the  road ; 
and  the  present  condition  of  the  bank,  occasioned  by  injuries  from  floods, 
renders  it  prudent  that  it  should  not  only  be  fully  repaired,  but  'that 
additional  height  and  strength  should  be  given  to  it. 

2d  Resolvtion — 

^\  Could  the  overflowing  complained  of  be  prevented  by  rabing  the 
canal  banks  between  the  points  named,  and  what  would  be  the  cost  of 
such  work?'' 

The  overflowing  of  the  road  could  be  prevented  by  raising  and 
strengthening  the  canal  bank.    The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  cost : 

Raising  canal  bank  from  Worthington's  hill  to  Guard  Lock 

to  heighth  of  one  foot  above  top  of  lock  walls $3,050  00 

Change  and  repairs  to  road  consequent  on  reusing  the  bank>-         900  00 
Raising  road  from  Worthington's  road  to  Smith's  hill  to 
height  of  2^  feet  below  top  of  Guard  Lock —         700  00 


•4,650  00 

By  an  expenditure  of  three  thousand  dollars  in  raising  the  canal  bank 
to  a  heighth  one  foot  lower  than  the  top  of  the  walls  of  the  guard  lock, 
and  in  making  a  waste  weir,  which  in  times  of  high  water  will  discharge 
water  from  the  river  to  fill  the  basin  formed  by  the  embankments  built 
by  the  State,  and  the  surrounding  high  lands,  the  pressure  on  the  sides 
of  the  towing  path  bank  could  be  equalized,  and  the  bank  rendered 
secure  at  time  of  floods.  This  would  be  the  most  economical  and  safe 
course  so  far  as  the  State  is  concerned,  but  would  flood  the  road  at  such 
times  of  high  water  as  it  would  be  flooded  if  the  State  improvements 
were  not  in  existence. 
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Sd  Resolution — 

^'  What  would  be  the  cost  of  repairing  the  road  between  the  points 
named,  and  if  the  ravages  therein  by  water  overflowing  the  canal  banks 
are  the  result  of  the  works  of  the  State  in  any  degree,  what  proportion 
of  such  cost  ought  the  State  to  bear  ?" 

The  answer  to  the  second  resolution  gives  the  estimated  cost  of 
repairing  the  road.  The  Board  believes  that  with  the  canal  banks 
repaired  and  strengthened,  the  road  between  the  points  named  in  the 
resolution  would  be  in  as  good  condition  as  it  would  be  if  the  State 
works  had  not  been  made.  The  cost  of  thus  raising  the  canal  bank  and 
the  consequent  work  on  the  road,  estimated  at  three  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  should  be  borne  by  the  State.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  the  cost  of  repairing  the  bank  between  Worthington's  hill  and 
Smith's  hill,  would  not  be  chargeable  to  the  State. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  road  below  Worthington's  hill  should 
be  changed  from  its  location  over  low  ground  back  of  the  canal  bank, 
and  carried  along  the  base  of  the  hill  on  higher  land.  The  change 
would  not  materially  increase  the  distance,  and  would  place  the  road  on 
better  ground.  Should  it  be  adopted,  the  State  could  contribute  to  the 
new  road  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars,  being  the  estimated  cost  of 
widening  and  changing  the  old  road  on  account  of  strengthening  and 
raising  the  road  bank.

And  will  fur- 
ther add,  that  from  the  well  known  personal  integrity  of  the  memorialist 
and  the  proofs  presented,  the  said  Durfee  should  be  entirely  exonerated 
from  any  complicity  in  an  illegitimate  use  of  the  public  money,  and 
ought  to  have  the  benefit  of  having  the  same  publicly  known  through 
the  official  acts  of  this  body.

B.  R.  Durfee,  of  the  county  of  Marion,  Ohio,  being  first  duly  sworn, 
deposes  and  says,  that  in  the  spring  of  1854,  the  *'  Delaware  County 
Bank,''  at  Muncie,  Indiana,  was  established  by  himself,  Ozias  Bowen, 
and  Charles  T.  Sherman ;  that  the  amount  of  stock  paid  in  was  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars— being  $10,000  by  this  deponent,  $10,000  by  said 
Bowen,  and  $5,000  by  said  Sherman.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  the 
bank  was  wound  up,  and  all  the  stock  paid  back,  less  the  losses  sus- 
tained, which  were  borne,  pro  rata^  by  the  stockholders.

Whereas,  several  applications  having  been  made  to  this  board  for  im- 
provements, and  aid  in  improving,  that  part  of  the  State  road  leading 
from  Logan,  in  this  connty,  to  Lancaster,  in  Fairfield  county,  lying  be- 
tween the  Falls  Mills  and  Smith's  Hill,  in  the  township  of  Falls,  in  this 
county,  the  board  have  proceeded  to  examine  the  road,  and  consider  the 
subject  of  the  improvement  thereof. 

The  road  is  found  in  very  bad  condition,  in  so  much  as  to  be,  during 
a  considerable  portion  of  each  year,  impassable,  whereby  the  citizens  of 
this  county  and  all  the  lower  Hocking  Valley,  to  and  including  Nelson* 
ville,  in  Athens  county,  are  practically  cut  oflf,  for  the  time  being,  from 
all  communication  with  Lancaster,  Columbus,  and  Cincinnati.  It  is  fur- 
ther found  and  estimated  by  this  board,  that  it  will  require  at  least  eight 
thousand  dollars  to  put  said  portion  of  the  road  in  permanent  good  con- 
dition, and  beyond  danger  from  high  water,  assuming  that  the  State 
will,  for  the  protection  and  safety  of  the  canal,  (running  immediately 
along  the  south  side  of  said  portion  of  road,)  raise  the  towing  path  of 
said  canal,  at  least  three  feet  above  its  present  heighth,  without  which 
permanent  and  valuable  improvement  of  the  road  is  impracticable. 
And  it  is  further  found  by  this  board,  that  prior  to  the  construction  of  the 
Hocking  Valley  Canal,  said  portion  of  road  was  in  good  condition  and 
comparatively  free  from  ravages  of  high  water,  and  that,  substantially, 
all  the  injury  and  mischief  thereto  has  been  occasioned  by  the  raising  of 
the  dam  at  the  Hocking  Falls,  in  the  construction  of  the  canal,  and  by 
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the  failure  of  the  State  to  raise  the  towing  path  from  eaid  dam  along 
the  slack  water  to  Smith's  Hill,  aforesaid. 

It  follows,  therefore,  that  justice  requires  that  the  State  should  not 
only  raise  said  towing  path,  but  should  repair  the  injuries  done  to  said 
portion  of  road,  and  put  it  beyond  danger  from  high  water,  resulting 
from  back  water  in  Harper's  Run  communicating  across  said  portion  of 
road  with  the  slack  water. 

This  board,  therefore,  believing  it  to  be  but  just  and  within  the  scope 
of  its  duties,  respectfully  requests  an  appropriation  by  the  State  of  a 
sum  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  this  board,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient,  in 
the  repair  of  said  road,  and  in  raising  and  protecting  it  against  high 
water  in  the  future ;  and  should  that  sum  be  appropriated  to  that  pur- 
pose by  the  State,  in  addition  to  the  sum  required  to  raise  said  towing 
path,  the  further  sum  necessary  to  put  said  road  in  good  and  safe  repair 
and  condition,  will  be  raised  and  applied  by  this  county  and  township. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  these  proceedings,  doings  and  requests  of 
this  board  be  recorded,  and  that  the  auditor  fiimish  to  the  Hon.  George 
Johnson,  our  Representative,  and  the  Hon.  N.  Schleich,  Senator  from 
this  district,  authenticated  copies  hereof,  with  the  request  that  they  will 
use  their  best  endeavors  to  procure  the  appropriations]  aforesaid,  by 
the  State.
